This  process  affects  municipal  corporations  in 
the  same  ratio  that  it  affects  private  corporations. 
In  the  case  of  cities  and  towns  in  this  Common- 
wealth, our  chief  means  of  meeting  increasing 
costs,  under  present  laws,  is  inflexible.  It  is  still 
the  outworn,  outmoded  method  of  plastering — if 
I  may  use  that  term — more  and  more  of  a  burden 
on  the  already  overburdened  property  owner. 

There  is  no  better  instrument  I  can  think  of, 
no  better  weapon  with  which  to  destroy  our 
hopes,  our  dreams,  our  visions  of  a  better  City  of 
Boston,  and  a  better  Commonwealth,  than  con- 
stantly rising  local  tax  rates.  Local  govern- 
ments, and  Boston  especially,  must  not  be  left  to 
struggle  without  hope.  We  need  a  helping  hand. 
We  need  it  now. 

Despite  a  deep  concern  over  our  basic  financial 
structure,  at  no  time  since  the  great  conflagration 
of  1872  has  Boston  been  more  ripe  for  business 
and  commercial  development.  At  no  time  within 
my  memory  has  there  been  a  greater  desire,  a 
greater  willingness,  on  the  part  of  the  leaders  in 
our  community  to  give  impetus  to  the  move- 
ment to  rebuild  and  revivify  the  City  of  Boston. 
On  every  side  we  find  willing  hands,  anxious  to 
help.  From  many  quarters  we  observe  a  sincere 
determination  to  get  to  the  bottom  of  Boston'.-, 
troubles,  so  that  our  city  may  not  be  left  behind 
in  the  march  of  progress. 

All  of  the  willing  hands,  all  of  the  determina- 
tion, all  of  the  growing  spirit  to  achieve  a  better 
city  can  be  of  no  avail,  however,  if  our  narrow 
income  base  makes  inevitable  a  higher  and  still 
higher  tax  rate.  Reconstruction,  expansion,  new 
building  is  not  likely  to  take  place  in  a  city  which 
has  a  penalizing  tax  rate.  It  can  and  it  will  take 
place,  without  any  doubt,  if  our  income  base  is 
broadened. 

At  the  moment  there  are  some  individuals  and 
groups  who  have  enough  confidence  in  Boston's 
future  prospects  to  plan  and  go  forward  with 
developments  involving  the  expenditure  of  many 
millions  of  dollars.  If  we  were  in  a  position  to 
proclaim  to  the  world  that  our  tax  base  was  to 
be  broadened,  and  our  tax  rate,  perceptibly  re- 
duced, I  venture  the  prediction  that  a  rebuilding 
program  would  begin  in  Boston  which,  when 
completed,  would  put  our  city  in  a  commanding 
position  as  a  community  in  which  to  live  and  to 
do  business. 

Within  our  means,  and  to  the  best  of  our  abili- 
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planned  a  program  of  off-street  parking  facilities 
to  meet  current  demands  and  to  preserve  property 
values.     We  are  in  the  process  of  equalizing  out 

taxable   valuation   base.     We  are   awake   to    the 

desirability  of  clearing  the  way,  as  best  we  can. 
for  those  who  are  interested  in  large  or  small 
develooments  within  our  city.  We  have  accepted, 
and  will  continue  to  accept,  ideas  and  suggestions. 


undoubtedly,     would     have    a     debilitating     elleei 

know  that  Boston  is  a  creature  of  the  stale.  In 
its  sovereign  right,  the  Commonwealth  is  both 
the  guardian  and  the  dictator  of  our  destiny.  To 
the  state,  therefore,  and  to  its  legislative  body, 
we  must  look  for  the  help  which  must  be  given  if 
Boston  is  to  be  the  healthy  nerve-center  of  this 
Commonwealth.  We  recognize  that  the  state 
government  itself  is  sorely  in  need  of  additional 
income.  Let  us  trust  that,  when  this  need  is 
translated  into  effective  legislation,  the  equally 
pressing  needs  of  our  cities  and   towns,  and   espe- 
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ciallv  the  needs  of  the  capital  city  of  the  Common- 
wealth, will  be  met. 

No  city  or  town  in  our  state  has  the  inherent 
right  to  institute  a  tax,  nor  the  right  to  defy  statu- 
tory laws  which  may  be  unfair,  unjust,  or  inequi- 
table. When  laws  are  enacted  which  take  from 
local  government  part  of  its  substance,  or  which 
require  local  government  to  broaden  its  activities, 
our  only  recourse  is  to  suffer  our  losses,  pay  the 
additional  cost,  or  seek  legislative  changes. 

This  year,  our  city  government,  together  with 
civic  agencies,  is  seeking  those  legislative  changes 
which  we  believe,  in  all  fairness,  should  be  made. 
Bills  have  been  filed  to  revise  old.  archaic  formulas 
governing  the  assessment  of  M.D.C.  charges  and 
governing  the  distribution  of  state  income;  and 
to  relieve  Boston  and  other  cities  and  towns  from 
the  burden  of  granting  certain  tax  exemptions. 

Though  these  bills  are  each  of  them  individually 
important,  our  chief  interest,  however,  will  be  in 
the  enactment  of  legislation  which  will  provide 
Boston  with  a  substantial  new  source  of  income. 
In  my  judgment,  the  only  new  source  of  income 
which  can  be  raised  without  long  and  fearful  delay 
is  a  state-wide  sales  tax. 

I  have  been  reluctant  to  advocate  a  sales  tax, 
or  for  that  matter,  any  new  tax.  There  comes  a 
time,  however,  when  there  can  be  no  compromise 
with  reality.  There  comes  a  time  when  various 
other  expedients  must  be  thrust  aside  in  favor  of 
the  one  source  of  income  which  thirty-two  states  in 
our  country  have  adopted  as  an  auxiliary  means 
of  meeting  increasing  governmental  costs. 

A  more  equitable  assessment  of  M.T.A.  and 
M.D.C.  charges  upon  the  city,  a  more  equitable 
distribution  of  state  income  to  the  city,  and  an 
equitable  share  of  the  proceeds  of  a  state-wide 
sales  tax  would  enable  the  City  of  Boston  to  reduce 
its  tax  rate  to  what  may  be  termed  a  normal  figure, 
and  put  our  city  in  a  position  to  stabilize  its  finan- 
cial situation  and  go  forward  with  confidence  in  a 
new-found  strength. 

From  the  moment  our  city  can  break  the  chains 
which  now  bind  us — from  the  moment  our  city  is 
able  to  spread  the  costs  of  government  over  a 
wider  tax  base  and  thus  relieve  real  estate  of  its 
present  intolerable  burden — from  that  very  mo- 
ment Boston  will  begin  a  physical  revival  unparal- 
leled in  the  history  of  our  city.  For  that  reason, 
and  for  all  that  it  means  to  our  city  and  our  people, 
I  implore  the  members  of  your  Honorable  Body, 
and  all  other  citizens  in  our  city,  to  give  the  sup- 
port which  may  be  necessary  for  the  enactment  of 
helpful  measures  to  be  considered  by  the  new 
Legislature.  Like  the  patient  who  has  had  a  long 
and  strength-sapping  illness,  Boston  needs  a 
transfusion.  If  we  do  not  get  it,  and  get  it  soon, 
the  great  hopes  we  have  for  a  new  city  may  very 
welfbe  dimmed,  or  entirely  disappear. 

There  is  hardly  a  large  city  in  our  country — or 
smaller  city,  cither — which  has  not  felt  the  effects 
of  change  in  living  habits  of  modem-day  Ameri- 
cans, and  the  changing  business  pattern  of  modern- 
day  America. 

The  movement  to  suburbia,  on  the  part  of  the 
people  and  business  continues.  It  is  accentuated 
and  accelerated  by  the  common  use  of  the  auto- 
mobile, and  the  opening  of  more  and  more  broad 
highways  v\  Inch  outrun  the  old  concepts  of  time  and 
distance.  Despite  the  changing  paltenis  of  tin- 
social  and  business  world  in  which  we  live,  the 
large  city,  the  metropolitan  renter,  is  not  doomed 
to  extinction.  It  will  live  because  it  is  an  essential 
part,  if  not  the  very  core,  of  modern  civilization 
as  it  is  lived  in  our  nation  in  t  his  twentieth  century. 

For  a  big  city  to  live  is  one  thing.  For  it  to  be 
healthy  and  progressive,  meeting  the  challenge 
of  change,  is  another  thing.  Many  of  the  larger 
cities  of  our  country  arc.  and  have  been  for  some 
time,  acutely  aware  of  the  profound  changes 
taking  place,  and  have  swung  into  action  on  a 
large  scale.    So  must  we. 

Boston  is  the  heart  of  a  vast  metropolitan 
community.  It  will  continue  to  be  the  nerve-  and 
business  center  of  that,  community,  provided  our 
citv  is  prepared  to  meet  inodcrn-dav  demands. 

We  arc,  fortunately,  beginning  to  move  in  that 
direction,  and  we  must  continue  to  move  without, 
delay  or  procrastination.  Before  May  long  the 
Central  Artery  through  our  city  will  be  com- 
pleted; new  radial  highwavs  will  be  opened;  and 
the  East-West  Turnpike  will,  very  likely,  termi- 
nate within  our  boundaries.  Before  very  long 
the  traffic  congestion  which  has  plagued  Boston 
for  generations  will  be  a  tiling  of  the  past.  We 
must  not  be  dilatory  as  we  prepare  for  that  day. 

Within  our  hands,  and  with  the  financial  co- 
operation of  the  federal  government,  we  have  the 


tools  to  remake  our  city.  The  more  wisely  and 
more  effectively  we  use  our  tools,  the  quicker  and 
more  confidently  will  private  enterprise  use  its 
tools. 

Through  the  medium  of  urban  renewal  we  have 
the  ready  opportunity  to  tear  away  and  rebuild. 
Areas  in  our  city  which  are  decadent,  and  which 
have  lost  their  resiliency,  must  be  cleared  and 
developed  for  modern  usage.  In  the  clearing  of 
these  areas  some  disruption  will  take  place.  Old 
ties  must  be  broken.  Old  associations  must  cease. 
Nevertheless,  unless  the  tree  is  pruned  it  will 
soon  bear  no  fruit.  It  will  be  but  a  barren  re- 
minder of  unconcern,  neglect,  and  blind  failure  to 
avail  ourselves  of  saving  measures  at  hand. 

Our  urban  renewal  program  is  off  the  ground. 
We  must  proceed  with  full  speed  ahead  with  our 
contemplated  projects  so  that  w-e,  the  responsible 
city  officials,  may  make  every  contribution  within 
our  power,  and  as  speedily  as  possible,  toward  the 
rebirth  of  our  city. 

Hand  in  hand  with  urban  renewal  is  the  neces- 
sity for  the  demolition  or  restoration  of  abandoned, 
unsafe,  or  unsightly  structures  in  our  city,  which. 
if  allowed  to  remain  in  their  present  state,  not  only 
are  potential  hazards  to  public  safety,  but  are  also 
bice, hng  spots  for  the  germs  of  decadence  and 
blight,  crime  and  disease.  Through  the  coopera- 
tion and  understanding  of  the  City  Council,  we 
have  instituted  a  program  of  demolition  and 
renovation  which  will  shortly  begin  to  show  excel- 
lent results. 

Through  the  medium  of  urban  renewal,  and 
through  the  discreet  use  of  our  powers  to  demolish, 
Boston  can  present  a  new  look  within  a  few  years 
and,  at  the  same  time,  retain  its  distinctive  atmos- 
phere and  character. 

Improvement  begets  improvement.  The  Pru- 
dential Insurance  Company  development  at  the 
site  of  the  B  &  A  Yards  is  in  its  first  stages  of 
planning.  Undoubtedly,  this  development,  with 
a  municipal  auditorium  and  convention  hall  as 
part  of  it,  will  lead  to  general  improvement  in  that 
section  of  our  city. 

If  we  can  convince  the  federal  government  to 
build  its  new  office  building  in  that  area  from 
Scollay  square  to  Adams  square,  and  also  convince 
the  state  government  to  build  its  new  office  building 
in  the  same  location,  these  two  new  buildings,  plus 
a  new  and  modern  City  Hall,  will  give  to  Boston 
a  governmental  center  of  great  attractiveness.

In  answer  to  the  communication  from  the 
City  Council  regarding  the  inspectors  in  this 
department,  the  following  information  is  sub- 
mitted: 

Construction   and   Safety   Division 
The  make-up  of  this  Division  is  as  follows: 

1  head   of   division 

3  chief   inspectors    (2   construction,    1    egress) 

2  senior  inspectors    (egress) 
16  building   inspectors 

12  egress  and  zoning-egress  inspectors 

There  is,  at  the  present  time,  one  vacancy 
for  the  position  of  building  inspector.  Because 
of  the  tragic  accident  to  another  inspector, 
his  position  also  may  be  considered  unfilled. 
The  division,  therefore,  is  now  short  the 
services  of  two  men.  In  addition,  there  is  a 
long-felt  need  of  additional  inspectors  in  this 
division  which  has  been  discussed  for  some 
time  by  my  predecessors.  However,  because 
of  a  specific  requirement  of  law  regarding 
education,  training,  and  experience,  qualified 
men  are  difficult  to  secure.  The  present  in- 
tention is  to  build  up  the  Construction  Section 
gradually  as  the  Egress  Section  is  diminished 
by  death  and  retirement.  It  is  unlikely  that 
we  shall  in  the  foreseeable  future  require  more 
than  ten  egress  inspectors.  There  should, 
however-,  be  not  less  than  eighteen  construction 
inspectors.  We  propose,  therefore,  to  abolish 
the  positions  of  the  egress  inspectors  as  they 
become  vacant  and  create  an  equal  number 
of  construction  positions.  The  distribution  will 
change,  but  the  number  of  inspectors  will 
remain  constant.  An  examination  for  the 
position  of  construction  inspector  is  planned 
for  the  near  future.  Meanwhile  we  shall  try 
to   fill  the  vacancies   on   a   temporary   basis. 
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Mechanical  Inspections   Division. 
The  disposition  of  forces  within  this  division 
is  as  follows: 

1  head  of  division 
4  chief  inspectors 
7  elevator  inspectors 
7  gasfitting  inspectors 
7  plumbing    inspectors 
:!  sprinkler    inspectors 

In  the  Elevator  Section  we  have  now  a 
vacancy  in  the  position  of  chief  inspector. 
This  will  be  filled  from  the  ranks,  and  an 
examination  has  already  been  set.  In  this 
section  there  are  now  two  temporary  em- 
ployees, working  pending  examination.  There 
will,  therefore,  be  actually  three  vacancies  to 
be  filled  in  this  small  section.  Two  recent 
examinations  produced  a  small  number  of 
candidates,  and  only  one  person  was  passed 
each  time;  he  was  appointed,  thus  exhausting 
the  list. 

In  the  Plumbing  Section  there  are  at  present 
no  vacancies.  A  recent  examination  produced 
sufficient  candidates  to  fill  all  vacancies. 

The  Gasfitting  Section  is  also  filled  at 
present,  although  one  member  has  been  _  on 
leave  without  pay  because  of  hospitalization. 
Here  again,  a  temporary  employee  has  been 
assigned   to   his    position. 

There  is  a  vacancy  in  the  position  of  chief 
inspector  in  the  Sprinkler  Section  which  should 
be  filled.  Plans  are  being  made  to  fill  this 
position   from   the   ranks. 

In  the  mechanical  trades  it  is  especially 
difficult  to  find  qualified  and  experienced  men 
who  are  willing  to  accept  the  salary  which 
the  city  offers.  This  is  especially  true  in  the 
elevator  industry.  While  we  are  required  by 
law  to  test  every  elevator  in  the  city  at  least 
once  each  year,  this  requirement  is  not  being 
met  because  of  the  lack  of  help.  There  should 
be  an  increase  in  the  number  of  elevator  in- 
spectors to  not  less  than  ten  and  possibly  even 
twelve. 

Electrical  Inspections  Division. 

The  make-up  of  this  division  is  as  follows: 
1  superintendent 
1  chief  inspector 
19  interior    electrical    inspectors 
3  exterior    electrical    inspectors 
Because  of  a  recent  examination,   this   division 
has   its  full  complement  of   men. 

It  will  appear  from  the  foregoing  that  there 
are  several  vacancies  in  the  inspection  forces 
in  this  department.  We  have  every  intention 
of  filling  these  vacancies  on  a  permanent  basis 
as  fast  as  examinations  can  be  called  for  and 
qualified  persons  secured. 

In  general,  the  inspectors'  districts  are  well 
arranged  and  reflect  a  fairly  equal  division  of 
the  work  load.  The  Construction  Section  is, 
perhaps,  an  exception.  The  injury  of  one 
inspector  and  the  death  of  another  has  neces- 
sitated a  "doubling  up."  This  condition  will 
be  rectified  when  the  new  inspectors  are 
appointed. 

There  is  an  understandable  disposition  on 
the  part  of  division  and  section  heads  to  feel 
that  because  they  formerly  had  a  certain  num- 
ber of  inspectors  they  should  always  have 
that  same  number.  This  is  not  necessarily  so. 
We  are  endeavoring  to  carry  out  the  provisions 
of  the  staffing  survey.  If  experience  shows 
that  that  survey  has  set  standards  which  'ad- 
versely affect  the  service  to  the  city,  then  we 
shall  not  hesitate  to  advise  adjustments.  There 
is   no   evidence,   at   the   present  time,   that  this 

It  is  a  fact,  however,  that  two  conditions 
which  affect  this  department  with  particular 
force  seem  to  have  been  overlooked  in  the 
staffing  survey;  one  is  the  possibility  of  pro- 
longed illness  and  the  other  is  the  effect  of 
the  four-week  vacation  period.  To  remove  a 
man  from  the  payroll  because  he  has  exhausted 
his  sick  leave  does  not  solve  the  question.  We 
have  had  several  such  illnesses,  to  the  detri- 
ment of  the  service.  The  four-week  vacation 
period,  desirable  in  itself,  is  particularly  felt 
when  the  age  and  service  of  employees  entitle 
many    of    them    to    the    long    vacation.      These 


are  matters  which  will  have  to  be  worked  out 
gradually. 

The  department,  by  filling  vacancies  when- 
ever possible  and  by  asking  for  new  examina- 
tions, is  endeavoring  to  serve  the  public 
adequately.  It  is  believed  that,  in  general,  the 
situation  is  as  well  handled  as  budgetary 
allowances  permit.  Obviously,  in  the  short 
period  that  I  have  had  charge  of  the  depart- 
ment it  is  difficult  to  evaluate  all  of  the  factors 
that  enter  into  the  conditions  of  which  the 
Councillor  complains.  Steps  will  be  taken, 
however,  to  restudy  the  districting  to  make 
certain  that  the  work  load  is  equalized  as  far 
as   possible.

With  reference  to  a  Council  order  requesting 
installation  of  traffic  signal  lights  at  School 
and  Washington  streets,  Jamaica  Plain,  I  wish 
to  report  that  at  the  present  time  we  do  not 
have  any  funds  available  for  new  signal  lights. 

It  is  known  that  traffic  signals  would  be  a 
convenience  at  several  locations-son  Washington 
street,  and  with  the  recent  installation  of 
signals  at  Montebello  road  and  Washington 
street  requests  have  come  from  various  inter- 
sections between  Forest  Hills  and  Dudley  street 
asking   for   similar   protection. 

We  have  anticipated  the  situation  at  School 
and  Washington  streets  by  having  had  placed 
underground  conduits  at  this  intersection  when 
Washington  street  was  recently  rebuilt.  We 
have  also  placed  underground  conduits  in 
Washington  street  at  other  locations  such  as 
Tounsend  street,  Marcella  street,  and  Dale 
street. 

According  to  traffic  volumes,  pedestrian 
counts,  and  accident  incidents  we  have  estab- 
lished a  list  of  the  most  needed  lights  in  the 
city,  and  as  money  is  made  available  to  us  we 
proceed  to  put  signals  at  those  locations.  As 
soon  as  we  are  able  to  reach  the  School  and 
Washington  Street  intersection,  with  funds 
provided  to  us,  it  will  be  a  pleasure  to  conform 
to  the  City  Council  order.

It  is  customary  to  submit  to  the  City  Council 
at  its  first  meeting  in  the  new  year  an  order 
authorizing  the  issuance  as  needed  during  the 
year  of  temporary  loans  in  anticipation  of 
revenue  receipts.  This  method  of  financing 
is  made  necessary  by  the  fact  that  under  the 
Massachusetts  municipal  tax  calendar  the 
major  portion  of  the  city's  revenue  receipts 
is   received  late  in  the  year. 

By  authority  of  section  4  of  chapter  44  of 
the  General  Laws,  the  city  could  issue  in  1957 
in  anticipation  of  revenue  receipts  temporary 
loans  which  would  not  exceed  in  the  aggregate 
the  total  tax  levy  of  the  fiscal  year  1950 
together  with  the  corporation  and  income  tax 
received  from  the  Commonwealth  during  the 
financial  year  1956.  This  would  total  approxi- 
mately $1:12,000,000.  In  my  opinion,  it  is 
desirable  that  an  authorization  of  $100,000,0011 
be  made  in  order  to  cover  requirements  as  they 
now  appear  for  the  financial  year  1957.  In 
1956  authorizations  in  the  amount  of 
$90,000,000  were  made,  and  it  was  necessary 
to  issue  during  the  year  temporally  notes  to 
the  amount  of  $88,000,000. 

I  respectfully  recommend,  therefore,  that  an 
order  in  the  amount  previously  stated  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  City  Council  for  consideration 
and    adoption.

One  of  the  statutes  of  direct  concern  to  the 
City  of  Boston  enacted  in  1956  was  chapter 
669  of  the  Acts  of  1956  entitled  "An  Act  Rela- 
tive to  the  Retirement  of  the  Messenger  of  the 
Justices  of  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court  and  of 
Court  Officers  in  Attendance  upon  Said  Court." 

That  statute,  which,  by  its  express  terms, 
it  to  take  effect  upon  its  acceptance  by  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Boston, 
is  intended  to  reenact,  without  substantive 
change  but  conformed  to  present  conditions, 
those  provisions  of  chapter  421  of  the  Acts  of 
1938  which  are  still  operative.  When  said 
chapter  421  was  enacted,  its  language  was  fully 
adequate  to  achieve  its  objective  because  there 
was  then  in  Suffolk  County  and  the  City  of 
Boston  but  one  contributory  retirement  system, 
namely,  the  Boston  Retirement  System  cre- 
ated by  St.  1922,  c.  521.  The  establishment  in 
1946  of  the  State-Boston  Retirement  System 
under  G.  L.  (Ter.  Ed.)  c.  32,  ss.  1-28,  inclu- 
sive, has  caused  questions  of  construction  to 
arise  in  connection  with  St.  1938,  c.  421.  In 
reenacting  the  still  operative  provisions  of 
chapter  421,  chapter  669  revises  the  phrase- 
ology so  as  to  make  the  provisions  applicable 
to  both  systems.  In  the  circumstances,  accep- 
tance of  chapter  669  would  appear  to  be  in 
order;  and  so  I  recommend  the  adoption  by 
your  Honorable  Body  of  the  order  transmitted 
herewith.

AUTHORITY.

Among  the  measures  filed  with  the  Clerk  of 
the  Massachusetts  Senate  on  December  5,  1956, 
for  consideration  by  the  Legislature  at  its  cur- 
rent session  was  a  petition  by  me  for  legisla- 
tion increasing  the  amount  the  City  of  Boston 
may  borrow  outside  its  debt  limit  to  defray 
in  part  the  development  or  acquisition  costs 
of  projects  of  the  Boston  Housing  Authority. 

Under  existing  law  Boston's  outstanding- 
debt  incurred  to  defray  such  part  of  the 
development,  acquisition  or  operating  costs  of 
Boston  Housing  Authority  projects  as  is  not 
met  by  grants  from  the  federal  government 
may  approximate  only  $7,500,000.  If  rede- 
velopment projects  in  addition  to  the  New 
York  Streets  and  the  West  End  projects  are 
to  be  sponsored,  additional  funds  will  be 
needed.  The  legislation  sought  would  make 
Boston's  debt  limit  on  redevelopment  projects 
2  per  cent  (instead  of  one  half  of  1  per  cent) 
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of  the  assessors'  valuation  of  Boston's  taxable 
property  and  so  the  same  as  the  debt  limit  on 
veterans'  housing  projects.  The  legislation 
sought  would  thus  make  it  possible  for  the 
redevelopment  program  to  go  forward.

FUNDING    OF    CERTAIN    REVENUE 
DEFICITS. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston,

Gentlemen: 

Among  the  measures  filed  with  the  Clerk  of 
the  Massachusetts  House  of  Representatives 
on  December  5,  1956,  for  consideration  by  the 
General  Court  at  its  current  session  was  a 
petition  by  me  for  legislation  providing,  among 
other  things,  for  the  funding  of  certain 
revenue  deficits  in  the  City  of  Boston  outside 
the  debt  limit. 

Municipalities  in  Massachusetts  are  oper- 
ated on  a  balanced  budget  basis.  That  is  to 
say,  the  theory  is  that  the  tax  levy  when  added 
to  other  receipts  will  exactly  equal  expendi- 
tures. The  tax  levy  includes  an  overlay  (or 
reserve)  for  anticipated  tax  abatements.  If 
this  overlay  is  inadequate,  the  law  requires 
the  deficit  to  be  raised  in  the  next  succeeding 
tax  levy.  Another  factor  affecting  the  annual 
tax  levy  which  cannot  be  determined  with 
exactness  in  advance  is  the  amount  to  be  re- 
ceived during  the  year  other  than  through  the 
tax  levy.  Existing  law  fails  to  require  the 
amount  by  which  miscellaneous  receipts  are 
overestimated  to  be  included  in  the  next  suc- 
ceeding tax  levy.  This  results  in  the  expendi- 
ture of  funds  never  actually  received  or,  to 
use  the  parlance  of  town  accountants,  in  a 
revenue  deficit.  The  revenue  deficit  built  up 
over  the  years  by  Boston  now  exceeds 
$10,000,000.  The  legislation  sought  would 
strengthen  the  city's  financial  position  by  al- 
lowing the  funding  of  this  deficit  and  by  pre- 
venting the  accumulation  of  such  deficits  in 
the  future.

tion to  enable  the  City  of  Boston  to  construct 
a  new  city  hall  and  to  construct  and  sell  to 
the  United  States  a  federal  office  building  and 
for  the  purposes  of  the  construction  of  said 
city  hall  and  federal  office  building  to  borrow 
not  exceeding  $50,000,000  outside  the  debt 
limit. 

It  has  been  recommended  by  city  planners 
that  new  office  buildings  of  the  federal,  state, 
and  local  governments  be  concentrated  in  a 
single  area.  A  recent  conference  of  experts 
in  the  field  of  finance  produced  the  suggestion 
that  the  city  finance,  construct  and  sell  a  new 
federal  office  building  pursuant  to  a  contract 
with  the  United  States  under  the  federal  Pub- 
lic Buildings  Purchase  Contract  Act  of  1954 
and  use  the  amount  which  the  United  States 
will  pay  in  excess  of  the  costs  of  construction 
and  financing  to  meet  the  principal  and  in- 
terest on  the  bond  issue  for  the  new  city  hall. 
The  result  would  be  a  new  city  hall  without 
cost  to  the  city  other  than  loss  of  taxes  on 
the  sites  to  be  acquired  for  the  new  buildings. 
The  legislation  sought  would  enable  the  city 
to  proceed  with  the  program.

ADDITIONAL   FEDERALLY-AIDED   LOW- 
RENT  HOUSING. 

The   following   was   received: 

City  of  Boston,

Gentlemen: 

The  Boston  Housing  Authority  has  voted  to 
apply  for  authority  to  build  additional  federally- 
aided  low-rent  housing  in  Boston.  If  the 
application  of  the  Housing  Authority  is  ap- 
proved, it  would  mean  the  construction  of 
three  thousand  more  units  of  low-income 
housing,  one  thousand  of  which  would  be  for 
elderly   families. 

The  need  for  additional  housing  for  elderly 
persons  is  growing  greater.  We  have  integrated 
some  elderly  families  in  established  housing 
projects.  To  accommodate  others  who  cannot 
be  placed  at  the  present  time,  and  to  meet  the 
growing  demand  for  this  type  of  shelter,  the 
Housing  Authority  is  of  the  opinion  that  one 
thousand  units  will  be  necessary.  The  other 
units  of  low-income  housing  will  be  necessary 
in  those  districts  which  will  be  set  aside  for 
urban   renewal. 

I   forward    to   your    Honorable    Body    a   com- 
munication  from    the    Housing    Authority,    and 
a   resolution  authorizing  that  Authority  to  ap- 
ply  for   the   type   of   housing   herein   described.

This  Authority  has  recently  voted  to  reac- 
tivate its  program  of  federally-aided  low-rent 
housing  in  Boston.  The  Authority  has  con- 
structed three  thousand  six  hundred  and 
seventy-three  (3,673)  units  of  such  housing 
since  the  1949  amendment  to  the  National 
Housing  Act.  It  now  has  four  hundred  and 
thirteen  (413)  low-rent  units  of  its  earlier 
reservation  which  may  be  reactivated  almost 
immediately. 

The  Cooperation  Agreement  dated  March  9, 
1950,  between  the  Authority  and  the  City  of 
Hoston,  provides  for  local  cooperation  for 
projects  not  to  exceed  eight  thousand  (8,000) 
units.  The  Authority  has  voted  to  apply  for 
an  additional  three  thousand  (3,000)  units  at 
this  time,  of  which  one  thousand  (1,000)  will 
be   for  elderly   families. 

To  implement  its  application  and  to  make 
available  funds  for  preliminary  planning,  the 
Public  Housing  Administration  requires  a 
declaration  of  need  for  such  additional  housing 
by  the  governing  body  of  the  city,  a  like  ap- 
proval of  the  application  for  funds  for  pre- 
liminary planning  and  an  amendment  to  the 
Cooperation  Agreement  of  March  9,  1950,  to 
make  it  conform   to  existing  federal  law. 

The  amendment  to  the  Cooperation  Agree- 
ment is  necessitated  by,  and  in  the  precise 
terms  of,  section  403  of  the  Housing  Act  of 
1954.  According  to  the  report  of  the  Senate 
Committee  on  Banking  and  Currency,  which 
recommended  the  passage  of  the  Housing  Act 
of  L954,  that  section  was  designed  to  make 
public-housing  projects  self-liquidating  to  the 
maximum  possible  extent  and  provides  that, 
as  soon  as  the  capital  cost  of  a  project  has 
been  repaid,  future  net  revenues  of  the  project 
will  be  used  to  repay  to  the  federal  government 
and  to  local  governments  the  contributions 
made  by  them  to  the  project  during  its  earlier 
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"This  section  is  designed  to  make  the 
federally  assisted  public-housing  program 
self-liquidating,  so  far  as  possible.  It  pro- 
vides that  after  the  obligations  for  which 
annual  contributions  are  pledged  are  paid 
in  full,  receipts  in  excess  of  necessary  ex- 
penses of  administration  of  the  project,  and 
of  reasonable  reserves  therefor,  must  be  paid 
to  the  Federal  Government,  and  to  local 
public  bodies  which  have  contributed  to  the 
project  in  the  form  of  tax  exemption  or 
otherwise,  in  proportion  to  the  aggregate 
contribution  which  the  Government  and  such 
local  bodies  have  each  made  to  the  project, 
but  not  to  exceed  their  respective  contribu- 
tions. Meanwhile,  only  debts  for  necessary 
expenditures  of  the  project  can  be  incurred 
by   the  local  housing   authority. 

"In  the  event  the  project  is  sold  at  any 
time  (either  before  or  after  its  cost  has 
been  liquidated),  it  must  be  sold  to  the  high- 
est bidder  after  advertising,  or  at  fail- 
market  value;  and  the  proceeds  of  such  sale 
together  with  any  reserves  held  in  connec- 
tion with  the  project,  after  all  outstanding 
debts  in  respect  to  the  project  have  been 
paid,  must  be  paid  to  the  Government  and 
to  the  local  public  bodies  in  a  proportion 
based  on  the  aggregate  contribution  which 
the  Government  and  the  local  bodies  have 
made  to  the  project,  but  not  to  exceed  their 
respective  contributions. 

"This  section  is  a  recognition  of  the  fact 
that  the  useful  life  of  well-constructed  low- 
rent  housing  extends  far  beyond  the  life  of 
the  bonds  and  Federal  contracts  relating  to 
the  project,  and  that  it  is  equitable  (whether 
the  project  is  continued  in  low-rent  use  or, 
if  no  longer  needed  for  that  purpose,  is  sold 
or  rented  for  other  than  low-rent  use)  that 
any  rents  or  proceeds  therefrom  should  be 
returned  to  the  Government  and  to  the  local 
community  in  proportion  and  to  the  extent 
of  their  respective  contributions  to  the 
project." 

The  amendment  outlined  above  will  be  ap- 
plicable only  to  projects  for  which  no  annual 
contribution  contracts  were  entered  into  be- 
tween the  Authority  and  the  Public  Housing 
Administration  prior  to  August  2,  1954,  which 
is  the  effective  date  of  the  amendment. 

I  enclose  herewith  a  form  of  resolution  which 
has  been  reviewed  and  approved  by  the  Public 
Housing  Administration  and  by  the  Corpora- 
tion Counsel  of  the  City  of  Boston  and  counsel 
for  the  Authority.  This  resolution  will  be 
satisfactory  to  effect  the  necessary  action  on 
the  part  of  the  city. 

It  is  respectfully  requested  that  you  submit 
the  resolution  to  the  City  Council  at  an  early 
date.

the  PHA  and  to  the  City  on  behalf  of  the 
local  public  bodies  which  have  contributed 
to  such  Project  in  the  form  of  tax  exemp- 
tion or  otherwise,  in  proportion  to  the  ag- 
gregate contribution  which  the  PHA  and 
such  local  public  bodies  have  made  to  such 
Project,  and  (b)  no  debt  in  respect  to 
such   Project,    except   for   necessary   expendi- 
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tures  for  such   Project,  shall  be   incurred  by 
the  Authority; 

(2)  If,  at  any  time,  such  Project  or  any 
part  thereof  is  sold,  such  sale  shall  be  to 
the  highest  responsible  bidder  after  adver- 
tising, or  at  fair  market  value  as  approved 
by  the  PHA,  and  the  proceeds  of  such  sale 
together  with  any  reserves,  after  applica- 
tion to  any  outstanding  debt  of  the  Author- 
ity in  respect  to  such  Project,  shall  be  paid 
to  the  PHA  and  to  the  City  on  behalf  of 
local  public  bodies  as  provided  in  clause 
(a)  of  subparagraph  (1)  of  this  paragraph 
10;  provided,  that  the  amounts  to  be  paid 
to  the  PHA  and  on  behalf  of  the  local 
public  bodies  shall  not  exceed  their  respec- 
tive  total   contribution    to   such    Project; 

(3)  The  City  shall  distribute  the  pay- 
ments made  to  it  pursuant  to  subparagraphs 
(1)  and  (2)  of  this  paragraph  10  among 
the  local  public  bodies  (including  the  City) 
in  proportion  to  their  respective  aggregate 
contributions    to   such    Project;    and 

(4)  The  payments  provided  for  by  this 
paragraph  10  shall  be  in  addition  to  Pay- 
ments in  Lieu  of  Taxes  and  in  further  pay- 
ment for  public  services  and  facilities  fur- 
nished and  to  be  furnished  in  respect  to 
such  Project. 

II.  In  all  other  respects,  said  Cooperation 
Agreement  dated  March  9,  1950,  shall  remain 
in   full   force  and   effect.

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  chapter 
474  of  the  Acts  of  1946  the  Finance  Commis- 
sion has  received  notice  that  the  Corporation 
Counsel  proposes  to  pay  the  sum  of  $85,347.28 
to  the  trustees  of  the  Gerokoulis  Realty  Trust 
for  the  taking  of  land  and  buildings  located  at 
28-30  and  32-34  Hayward  place  and  24-28  Har- 
rison Avenue  Extension  for  a  public  garage 
site.

1  hereby  notify  the  Commission,  pursuant  to 
St.  1946,  c.  475,  s.  1,  subdivision  A,  that  this 
department  is  in  the  process  of  settling  the  suit 
of  Michael  A.  Gerokouiis  et  al..  Trustees  of  the 
GeroKoulis  Realty  Trust  vs.  City  of  Boston, 
Suffolk  Superior  Court  No.  503543,  in  which 
suit  Lie  petitioner  claimed  damages  for  _  the 
taking  of  land  and  buildings  located  at  28-31), 
M2-34  Hayward  place  and  24-28  Harrison  Ave- 
nue Extension  in  the  City  of  Boston. 

The  taking-  of  the  above  premises  was  made 
for  our  oil-street  parking  purposes  on  Septem- 
ber 19,  1955,  by  the  Board  of  Real  Estate 
Commissioners  pursuant  to  the  authority 
granted  by  the  statute  hereinbefore  cited.  The 
facts  concerning  the  property  are  as  follows: 
The  property  consisted  of  approximately 
3,592  square  feet  of  land  upon  which  were  lo- 
cated three  buildings  numbered  as  hereinbefore 
stated.  The  buildings  were  four-story  brick, 
mill-type  buildings.  The  property  was  Bounded 
on  three  sides  by  Hayward  place,  Harrison 
Avenue  Extension,  and  a  small  alley  known  as 
Chickering  place.  At  the  time  of  the  taking- 
one  of  the  buildings,  namely,  the  one  with  the 
frontage  on  Harrison  avenue,  was  occupied 
by  the  Stage  Restaurant  (which  was  a  corpo- 
ration consisting  of  the  three  brothers  who  are 
the  plaintiffs  in  the  action),  and  this  building 
had  been  extensively  remodeled  and  altered 
within  about  a  year  before  the  taking  (1954). 
The  case  came  on  for  trial  in  Suffolk  Su- 
perior Court  before  Judge  Forte  and  a  jury 
and  on  January  17,  after  three  days  of  trial, 
a  conference  was  beld  and  negotiations  were 
entered  into  for  the  settlement  of  this  case  in 
the  amount  of  $84,500. 

The  plaintiff's  appraiser,  Mr.  Carlton  Red- 
mond, testified  to  a  value  of  $129,000  being 
the  fair  market  value  of  the  property  as  of 
the  date  of  taking;  and  one  of  the  plaintiffs 
also  testified  that  in  his  opinion  the  fail- 
market  value  was  $150,000.  In  our  file  we 
have  two"  appraisals — one  by  Daniel  M.  Driscoll 
whose  opinion  of  the  fair  market  value  was 
$73,562,  and  the  other  appraisal  by  F.  Paul 
Morgan  whose  opinion  of  the  fair  market 
value  was  $80,000. 

Inasmuch  as  evidence  had  been  introduced 
by  the  plaintiff  and  the  lowest  figure  submitted 
by  the  plaintiff  was  $129,000,  1  consider  that 
the  settlement  proposed  is  a  fair  and  reason- 
able one;  and  I  consider  the  settlement  to  be 
advantageous  to  the  city  when  it  will  be  noted 
that  the  figure  submitted  by  our  appraiser, 
Mr.  Morgan,  is  $80,000,  and  the  interest,  which 
is  allowable  by  statute,  at  the  rate  of  4  per- 
cent per  year  from  the  date  of  taking,  added 
to  the  $80,000,  brings  this  settlement  to  an 
amount  which  is  actually  our  appraisal  plus 
interest  from  the  date  of  the  taking  to  the 
present  time. 

In  view  of  the  somewhat  common  practice 
which  juries  have  been  known  to  apply  in  land 
damage  cases — compromising  between  the  fig- 
ures for  the  plaintiff's  expert  and  the  defend- 
ant's expert,  I  have  no  hesitancy  in  feeling 
that  this  is  a  proper  settlement. 

In  view  of  the  foregoing  considerations,  this 
office  has  agreed  to  settle  this  case  for  the 
said  sum  of  $84,500.

BUDGET   FOR   1957 

The  following  was  received:

Gentlemen: 

Herewith  is  submitted  the  budget  of  the  city  and  county  departments  for  the  fiscal  year  1957.  Later,  if  advisable 
and  necessary,  I  shall  submit  a  supplementary  budget. 

The  budget  as  forwarded  to  your  Honorable  Body  is  SI, 207,613. 50  in  excess  of  the  appropriations  for  last  year.  This 
amount  represents  an  increase  of  only  1.07  per  cent  over  the  budget  appropriations  of  1956.  In  this  year's  budget  an 
amount  of  $1,000,000,  more  or  less,  has  been  provided  to  meet  the  full  year's  cost  of  adjustments  in  longevity  standards. 
Were  it  not  for  the  necessity  of  including  this  sum,  the  budget  as  submitted  would  be  very  slightly  in  excess  of  the  budget 
of  1956. 

No  general  wage  or  salary  increase  is  included  in  the  allowances.  Employees  who  have  not  yet  reached  the  maxi- 
ma provided  under  the   Compensation  Plan  will  be  eligible  for,  and  will  receive,  their  annual  increments. 

The  1957  estimates,  as  presented  by  departmental  officials,  have  been  decreased  by  86,239,473.50.  The  allowances 
made  are  considered  to  be  the  minimum  amount  needed  by  the  various  city  and  county  departments  to  provide  adequate 
service.  In  several  departments  major  items  of  expense  have  been  eliminated  and  deferred,  until  such  time  as  there  is 
more  income  available  to  the  city.  Care  has  been  exercised  to  keep  department  allowances  at  the  lowest  figure  possible 
even  though  it  be  recognized  that  deferment  of  necessary  improvements  is  not  always  the  wisest  course  to  follow.  How- 
ever, in  view  of  much  larger  appropriations  which  must  be  made  this  year  to  provide  for  increased  interest  rates,  interest 
payments  on  large  tax  refunds,  M.T.A.  deficit,  M.D.C.  charges  and  other  factors  over  which  we  can  exercise  little  or  no 
control,  it  has  been  imperative  that  the  budget  of  the  city  be  stripped  of  all  but  the  most  essential  requirements. 

The  accompanying  communication  of  the  Supervisor  of  Budgets  gives,  in  detail,  an  explanation  of  the  chief  elements 
which  enter  into  the  total  budget  allowances,  as  submitted.  This  information,  plus  the  itemized  information  in  the  budget 
itself,  should  provide  your  Honorable  Body  with  a  clear  picture  of  our  requirements  for  this  fiscal  year.  If  any  further 
information  is  desired  it  will  be  forwarded.  From  the  time  of  the  submission  of  this  budget  to  the  date  it  is  acted  upon 
by  the  City  Council,  circumstances  may  arise  which  will  permit  of  reductions  in  the  allowances  made.  If  such  reductions 
can  be  made,  consistent  with  adequate  operation  and  maintenance  standards,  I  shall  be  gratified. 

I  respectfully  recommend  adoption  of  the  accompanying  appropriation  and  tax  orders.

The  appropriations  recommended  for  income  departments  will  be  met  from  the  revenues  collected  by  these  depart- 
ments, and  hence  will  not  affect  this  year's  tax  rate.  In  other  words,  the  1957  tax  rate  will  be  affected  solely  by  the  in- 
crease in  the  city  and  county  budgets,  which  increase  is  indicated  in  the  foregoing  table  as  $1,201,392.50. 

Form  op  Budqet 

As  indicated  in  the  table  of  contents,  the  materia]  relating  to  the  1957  budget  is  presented  in  this  document  in  three 
parts  or  sections.  Part  I  presents  the  appropriations  recommended  for  the  various  city,  county,  and  income  depart- 
ments. The  departments  have  been  arranged  by  functions,  and  the  appropriations  are  set  forth  under  the  eight  main 
expenditure  groups. 

Part  II  presents  in  detail  the  allowances  recommended  for  departments  and  organization  units.  This  detail  sup- 
ports the  appropriations  recommended  and  set  forth  in  Part  I.  It  should  be  noted  that  the  detail  for  individual  depart- 
ments is  presented  so  as  to  indicate  the  various  work  programs  to  be  performed,  together  with  the  allowance  required 
for  each  program. 

Part  III  presents  two  sets  of  tables,  both  of  which  indicate  in  comparative  form  the  differences  between  1956  ap- 
propriations and  1957  recommendations,  as  they  relate  first  to  organization  units,  and  second  to  objects  of  expenditure. 

City  Budget 
Allowances  recommended  for  city  departments  reflect  an  increase  of  $1,287,932.00  over  comparable  appropriations 
of  last  year. 

The  following  comments  explain  the  major  changes  from  1956  in  objects  of  expenditures  among  city  departments: 

Permanent  Employees.    Although  the  1957  allowance  is  approximately  $1,580,000.00  above  the  1956  appropriation, 

it  was  necessary  to  transfer  approximately  $400,000.00  to  this  account  to  cover  the  cost  of  the  adjustments  in  longevity 

for  employees  granted  by  your  Honor  effective  July  1,  1956,  thereby  making  the  1957  allowance  $1,180,000.00  above 

1956  expenditures.

Temporary  Employees.  The  allowances  recommended  reflect  an  increase  of  $23,689.00  over  the  1956  appropriation 
but  a  reduction  of  approximately  $65,000.00  from  the  1950  expenditures.  It  was  necessary  to  transfer  approximately

Contractual  Services.  Despite  an  increased  cost  of  $100,000.00  for  the  lighting  of  streets,  the  allowances  under  this 
group  show  an  over-all  decrease  of  $228,229.00. 

Supplies  and  Materials.  The  allowances  under  this  group  show  an  increase  of  $380,531 .00  over  the  1950  appropriation. 
Of  this  $175,000.00  is  due  to  increased  costs  of  fuel  oil.  Anticipated  additional  increases  will  no  doubt  result  in  supple- 
mentary requests  in  this  item.  An  increased  allowance  of  $85,000.00  for  Medical  and  Surgical  Supplies  has  been  made  due 
to  rising  costs  for  these  items.  The  balance  may  be  accounted  for  by  price  increases  in  Miscellaneous  Supplies  and  Ma- 
terials. 

Current  Charges  and  Obligations.  The  increase  of  $571,014.00  is  due  to  increased  disbursements  by  the  Welfare 
Department  in  the  Old  Age  Assistance  and  Disability  Assistance  Programs. 

Equipment.  Approximately  $200,000.00  of  the  $361,105.00  increase  is  to  purchase  necessary  automotive,  public 
works,  and  fire  fighting  equipment  for  the  Police,  Fire,  Parks,  Traffic,  and  Public  Works  Departments.  The  balance  is 
for  the  Hospital  Department  to  purchase  items  which  cannot  be  properly  charged  to  the  Equipment  Loan. 

Structures  and  Improvements,  lhe  decrease  of  $432,350.00  in  this  item  is  offset  by  the  fact  that  the  1956  budget 
contained  $450,000.00  in  down  payments  for  various  loans.  Any  requests  for  down  payments  for  this  year  will  be  sub- 
mitted later  as  supplementary  requests.    Approximately  40  per  cent  of  this  year's  appropriation  has  been  allotted  to  the

An  allowance  of  843,600.00  is  requested  under  this  item,  reflecting  a  decrease  of 
8168,525.00  from  the  1950  appropriation.  The  principal  request  in  this  group  is  for  two  new  boilers  which  are  badly 
needed  in  the  power  plant  at  Deer  Island. 

Special  Appropriations.  The  reduction  of  817,500.00  for  Compensation  Plan  Amendments  will  be  reflected  in  the 
appropriation  for  Personal  Services  in  1957. 

Income  Departments 
The  allowances  made  under  this  section  reflect  an  increase  of  86, 25). 00  over  the  previous  year.     This  appropriation 
would  have  reflected  a  decrease  if  it  were  not  for  an  increase  of  815,000.00  in  Noncontributory  Pensions  and  Annuities. 

Conclusion 
I  have  in  the  preceding  paragraphs  outlined  the  main  factors  involved  in  the  increase  of  1957  allowances  over  1956 
appropriations. 

All  allowances  have  been  reduced  to  the  barest  minimum  necessary  to  maintain  adequate  services  and  make  only 
those  repairs  to  the  various  plants  that  are  of  an  urgent  nature.

Ordered,  That  to  meet  the  current  expenses  payable  during  the  financial  year  beginning  with  the  first  day  of  January, 
1957,  for  performing  the  duties  and  exercising  the  powers  devolved  by  statute  or  ordinance,  or  by  vote  of  the  City  Coun- 
cil during  the  year,  upon  the  City  of  Boston,  or  County  of  Suffolk,  or  the  departments  or  officers  thereof,  the  respective 
sums  of  money  specified  in  the  tables  and  schedules  hereinafter  set  out  be,  and  the  same  are,  hereby  appropriated  for  the 
several  departments  and  for  the  objects  and  purposes  hereinafter  stated. 

Ordered,  That  the  appropriation  for  Water  Service,  current  expenses,  and  the  payment  to  the  state,  under  the  provi- 
sions of  chapter  488  of  the  Acts  of  1895,  and  acts  in  addition  or  amendment  thereto,  and  for  the  interest  and  debt  re- 
quirements or  for  loans  issued  for  water  purposes,  be  met  by  the  income  of  said  works  and  any  excess  over  income  from 
taxes;  that  the  appropriation  for  the  Sumner  Traffic  Tunnel  be  met  by  the  income  from  tolls  and  any  excess  over  income 
fi-om  taxes,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  section  11,  chapter  297,  of  the  Acts  of  1929,  as  amended  by  chapter  74 
of  the  Acts  of  1935;  that  appropriations  for  the  maintenance  and  operation  of  parkins  meters  and  the  regulation  of  park- 
ing and  other  traffic  activities  incident  thereto,  be  met  by  the  income  from  parking  meter  fees;  that  the  other  appropria- 
tions hereinafter  specified  be  met  out  of  the  money  remaining  in  the  treasury  at  the  close  of  business  on  December  31, 
1956,  exclusive  of  the  money  raised  by  loan  or  needed  to  carry  out  the  requirements  of  any  statute,  gift,  trust  or  special 
appropriation;  by  the  income  of  the  financial  year  beginning  January  1,  1957;  by  taxes  on  the  polls  and  estates  in  the 
City  of  Boston;  and  by  the  proceeds  of  any  duly  authorized  loans. 

Ordered,  That  all  sums  of  money  which  form  no  part  of  the  income  of  the  city,  but  shall  be  paid  for  services  rendered 
or  work  done  by  any  department  or  division  for  any  other  department  or  division,  or  for  any  person  or  corporation  other 
than  the  City  of  Boston,  be  paid  into  the  general  treasury,  and  that  all  contributions  made  to  any  appropriation  be  ex- 
pended for  the  objects  and  purposes  directed  by  the  several  contributors  thereof. 

Ordered,  That  all  taxes  raised  to  meet  the  appropriations  of  the  city,  and  all  taxes  assessed  for  meeting  the  city's 
proportion  of  the  state  tax  for  the  year  1957,  or  for  any  other  taxes  or  assessments  payable  to  the  Commonwealth,  shall 
be  due  and  payable  on  July  1,  1957.  Interest  shall  be  charged  at  the  rate  of  4  per  cent  per  annum  and  computed  from 
October  1,  1957,  on  all  real  estate  and  personal  piopcity  taxes  remaining  unpaid  afler  November  1,  1957,  and  assessed 
and  payable  in  the  year  1957,  before  said  November  1,  1957,  until  such  taxes  are  paid.  All  interest  which  shall  have 
become  due  on  taxes  shall  be  added  to  and  be  part  of  such  taxes. 

Ordered,  That  except  as  the  appropriation  for  any  purpose  or  item  shall  be  increased  by  additional  appropriations  or 
transfers  lawfully  made,  no  money  shall  be  expended  by  any  department  for  any  of  the  purposes  or  items  designated  in 
the  tables  and  schedules  hereinafter  set  out  in  excess  of  the  amount  set  down  as  appropriated  for  such  specific  purpose 
or  item.

thereto.  Submitted  herewith  is  an  ordinance 
which  I  recommend  that  your  Honorable  Body 
adopt  at  once  to  correct  the  situation.

Day,  and  to  the  Fee  Therefor. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston, 

as  follows: 
Section  1.  Chapter  41  of  the  Revised  Ordi- 
nances of  1947  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out 
section  25  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  fol- 
lowing section:  —  Section  25.  Whenever  a  license 
is  granted  under  section  22  of  chapter  136  of  the 
General  Laws  and  the  applicant  therefor  has  filed 
with  the  city  clerk  a  policy,  binder  or  certificate 
satisfactory  in  form  to  the  corporation  counsel  and 
evidencing  the  maintenance  of  insurance  insuring 
the  applicant  to  the  extent  of  not  less  than  fifty 
i  housand  dollars  for  any  one  person  and  to  the 
extent  of  not  less  than  five  hundred  thousand  dol- 
lars for  any  one  accident,  against  legal  liability 
for  loss  or  damage  on  account  of  the  injury  or 
death  of  any  person  (other  than  a  servant  or  agent 
of  the  applicant  while  covered  by  workmen's 
compensation  insurance)  while  on  or  about  the 
licensed  premises  or  any  street,  way  or  sidewalk 
adjacent  thereto,  the  city  clerk  shall  issue  the 
license,  which  shall  be  upon  the  condition  pre- 
scribed by  section  twenty-one  of  chapter  three  of 
these  ordinances  and  upon  the  further  condition 
that  the  licensee  — 

(1)  shall  maintain  such  insurance  in  full  force 
and  effect  during  the  term  of  the  license; 

(2)  shall  charge  no  more  for  admission  to  the 
licensed  premises  on  the  Lord's  day,  or  for  any 
seat  anywhere  therein  on  the  Lord's  day,  than 
on  a  week  day; 

(3)  shall  neither  permit  any  temporary  seats 
or  other  obstruction  of  any  kind  or  nature  in  any 
aisle,  stairway  or  passageway  of  any  grandstand, 
bleachers,  or  other  structure  on  the  licensed 
premises,  nor  allow  any  persons  thereon  or 
therein  to  remain  in  any  aisle,  stairway  or 
passageway  during  the  playing  of  any  sport  or 
game  on  said  premises; 

(4;  shall  permit  any  police  officers  detailed  by 
the  police  department  to  enter  and  inspect  said 
premises  at  all  times  and  shall  employ  to  pre- 
serve order  on  said  premises  such  regular  police 
officers  as  may  be  designated  therefor  by  the 
police  commissioner  or  the  commanding  officer  of 
the  division,  and  shall  pay  to  the  police  com- 
missioner for  the  services  of  such  regular  police 
officers  such  amount  as  shall  be  fixed  by  him; 
and 

(5)  shall  permit  to  enter  and  be  about  said 
premises  at  all  times  such  members  of  the  fire 
department  as  shall  be  detailed  by  the  fire  com- 
missioner to  guard  against  fire,  and  shall  allow 
such  members  of  the  fire  department  in  ease  of 
fire  on  said  premises  to  exercise  exclusive  control 
and  direction  of  all  employees  and  of  all  means 
and  apparatus  for  the  extinguishing  of  fire 
therein.

CERTAIN    AREAS.

Dear  Mayor  Hynes: 

At  the  request  of  Mr.  David  Fullerton  the  clam 
flats  at  Carson  Beach,  South  Boston,  were  surveyed 
by  one  of  the  biologists  of  the  Division  of  Marine 
Fisheries  on  December  20,  1956. 

The  findings  were  as  follows:  There  is  a  good 
set  of  seed  clams  apparently  belonging  to  the  1955 
year  class  concentrated  below  mid-tide  level. 
This  set  ranges  in  density  from  30  to  nearly  100 
per  square  foot.  Some  evidence  of  1956  set  was 
also  noted.  Very  few  clams  of  legal  size  were 
observed.  At  the  most  these  represent  15  to  20 
per  cent  of  the  total  number  of  clams  in  the  area. 
In  view  of  the  above  findings  it  is  suggested 
that  Carson  Beach  be  closed  to  the  digging  of  clams 
until  October  1,  1957,  to  allow  the  undersize  shell- 
fish to  grow  to  at  least  the  two-inch  minimum 
length.

On  March  22,  1954,  your  Honorable  Body 
accepted  chapter  164  of  the  Acts  of  1954  authoriz- 
ing the  city  to  construct  a  municipal  auditorium 
with  an  exhibition  hall,  assembly  hall,  and  ac- 
cessory rooms  suitable  for  exhibitions,  conventions, 
and  other  shows  and  gatherings.  Since  develop- 
ment of  the  Prudential  center  entails  demolition 
of  the  Mechanics  Building,  construction  of  this 
municipal  auditorium  should  be  commenced  in 
the  near  future,  which  poses  a  question  as  to  how 
it.  should  be  financed.

MASSACHUSETTS.

Gentlemen: 

During  recent  years  the  Legislature  has  con- 
sidered  the.  advisability  of  establishing  a  uniform 
sanitary  code  for  the  Commonwealth.  The  1950 
session  adopted  House  Bill  No.  2858  directing  the 
Legislative  Research  Council  to  investigate  the 
need  of  such  a  code.  The  report  has  been  filed 
but  as  yet  has  not  been  printed.  We  are  advised 
that  the  number  of  copies  which  will  be  available 
is  limited,  and  therefore,  the  department  is  re- 
producing the  summary  of  that  report  as  it  appears 
in   the   printed   copy.      The   Legislative   Research 
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Council  makes  no  recommendations  but  reports 
on  its  findings. 

The  department  introduced  a  bill  this  year  to 
:i  ntlioi-izo  it  to  establish  a  uniform  sanitary  code, 
and  this  is  now  known  as  House  No.  56,  which 
reads  as  follows:  "Chapter  111  of  the  General 
Laws  is  hereby  amended  by  inserting  afler  section 
5C  inserted  by  chapter  595  of  the  acts  of  1956,  the 
following  section: — "Section  5D.  The  depart- 
ment of  public  health  shall  establish  sanitary 
code." 

When  this  bill  was  called  before  the  Committee 
on  Public  Health,  the  department  requested  that 
I  he  hearing  be  postponed  until  the  report  of  the 
Legislative  Research  Council  was  made  available. 
This  is  the  present  status  of  the  bill.  House 
No.  56  is  very  general,  and  the  Department  pro- 
poses to  request  that  a  new  bill  be  substituted  when 
it  is  heard  by  the  committee. 

Copies  of  the  summary  of  the  report  of  the 
Legislative  Research  Council  and  of  a  bill  now- 
being  considered  for  introduction  by  the_  depart- 
ment are  enclosed  for  your  information.  It 
should  be  noted  that  the  proposed  bill  provides  a 
means  by  which  a  person  may  pursue  a  grievance 
complaint  where  the  board  of  health  or  other  local 
authority  has  failed  to  act  or  has  taken  action  the 
complainant  believes  to  be  inadequate  or  un- 
warranted. Under  present  laws,  such  an  appeal, 
may  be  made  to  the  Board  of  County  Commis- 
sioners under  the  provisions  of  section  141  of 
chapter  111  of  the  General  Laws.  This  depart- 
ment does  not  propose  that  this  manner  of  appeal 
be  removed  but  only  to  provide  a  parallel  avenue 
by  allowing  appeals  to  an  administrative  authority 
which  has  a  technical  staff  trained  for  such  pur- 
poses. 

The  department  would  appreciate  your  con- 
sideration of  the  proposed  draft  and  any  recom- 
mendations which  you  may  care  to  make  relative 
to  the  matter  in  order  that  a  bill  satisfactory  to 
all  concerned  may  be  presented  at  the  forth- 
coming hearing. 

Unfortunately,  we  are  unable  at  this  time  to 
provide  the  date  of  the  forthcoming  legislat  he 
hearing.  However,  if  we  are  advised  in  sufficient 
time,  we  will  transmit  the  information  to  you  in 
order  that  you  may  be  heard  either  for  or  against 
the  proposal.

THE     COMMONWEALTH     OF 
MASSACHUSETTS. 

SuMMAKT   OF   REPORT. 

Three  legislative  proposals  have  been  filed  since 
I94S,  which  attempted  to  adopt  a  State  Sanitary 
Code,  none  of  them  made  any  progress.  During 
I  lie  1950  session  the  General  Court  adopted  House 
Kill  No.  2858,  directing  the  Legislative  Research 
Council  to  investigate  the  need  for  the  establish- 
ment of  a  Uniform  State  Sanitary  Code.  This 
report  is  the  response  to  that  directive. 

Nature  of  Problem. 

Massachusetts  has  been  a  leader  ever  since 
eolonial  days  in  legislation  to  protect  the  health  of 
its  inhabitants.  The  basis  of  our  present  local 
health  laws  was  the  passage  of  a  1797  statute 
authorizing  the  formation  of  local  boards  of  health. 
Smce  then  a  multitude  of  general  laws,  general 
health  laws,  rules  and  regulations  have  been 
enacted  to  prescribe  the  authorities  and  responsi- 
bilities of  local  boards  of  health  and  the  State 
Department  of  Public  Health.  In  addition,  rules 
and  regulations  regarding  many  public  health 
matters  are  scattered  among  special  bodies  and 
commissions.  As  a  result  of  this  widely  scattered 
responsibility  many  public  health  questions  are 
left  unanswered  and  sanitation  standards  for  such 
important  commodities  as  milk  and  many  perish- 
able foods  and  for  water  supplies,  plumbing  and 
sewage  disposal  for  individual  homes  are  in  a 
confused  state. 

The  present  procedure  for  the  enactment  of 
public  health  laws  in  Massachusetts  is  very  cum- 
bersome, making  it  almost  impossible  to  keep 
these  laws  in  conformity  with  scientific  advances 
in  sanitation  and  public  health.  Although  many 
such  changes  would  be  purely  technical  and  de- 
tailed, they  can  be  accomplished  only  through 
acts  of  the  General  Court,  approved  by  the  Gov- 
ernor of  the  Commonwealth.

f  code  consists  of  a  uniform  set  of 
•emulations  promulgated  by  a  state 
tment  under  the  authority  granted  by 
;islature  for  the  maintenance  and  im- 
i  public  health  and  sanitation.  These 
iformly  applicable  to  the  entire  state. 
They  can  readily  be  kept  abreast  of  the  most 
advanced  technical  knowledge  by  changes  ap- 
proved by  the  Public  Health  Council,  thus  re- 
lieving the  Legislative  Committee  on  Public 
Health  of  many  burdensome  bills.  At  the  same 
time,  the  General  Court  can  reserve  adequate 
power  to  control  the  broad  policies  under  which 
the  codes  are  written. 

This  principle  of  the  enactment  of  broad  legisla- 
tion by  the  General  Court,  with  delegation  of 
authority  to  promulgate  rules  and  regulations  to 
the  Department  of  Public  Health,  has  been  followed 
in  the  past  three  years  in  three  technical  fields  rela- 
tive to  fluoroscopic  shoe-fitting  machines,  atmos- 
pheric pollution  control,  and  radioactive  materials. 
All  such  rules  would  be  included  in  a  State  Sanitary 
Code,  along  with  many  other  phases  of  public 
health  and  sanitation  outlined  in  this  report. 

Codes  in  Other  States. 
The  health  departments  of  18  states  operate 
under  some  form  of  sanitary  code.  The  American 
Public  Health  Association  has  evolved  a  compre- 
hensive sanitary  code  to  serve  as  a  legislative 
model  in  further  spread  of  better  sanitation  con- 
trol among  other  states.  The  passage  of  new  state 
sanitary  codes  raises  the  problem  of  the  degrees  of 
local  "home  rule"  and  state  authority  which  shall 
be  applied.  The  practice  elsewhere  now  ranges 
from  one  extreme  to  the  other.  Several  examples 
are  quoted  in  the  report  to  show  how  state  sanitary 
codes  can  give  municipalities  modern  regulations 
which  they  themselves  can  enforce  without  the 
need  for  continual  revision  of  municipal  laws  to 
keep  in  line  with  scientific  advances. 

Proposed  Massachusetts  Code. 
The  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  was  the 
leader  in  the  fields  of  public  health  and  sanitation 
for  over  a  century.  Of  late  years  the  Common- 
wealth has  generally  fallen  behind  other  states. 
A  major  advance  in  public  health  and  sanitation  for 
local  boards  of  health  and  the  state  as  a  whole 
could  result  from  the  passage  of  legislat  ion  enabling 
the  Public  Health  Council  of  the  State  Department 
of  Public  Health  to  formulate  rules  and  regulations 
comprising  a  state  sanitary  code.  Eighteen  major 
items  usually  included  in  a  state  sanitary  code, 
have  been  presented  in  Chapter  IV  of  this  report 
to  serve  as  a  guide  for  the  fields  of  activity  to  be 
covered. 

The  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts.

Fifty-seven. 

An    Act   Authorizing    the    Department   of    Tublie 

Health  to  Establish  a  Sanitary  Code. 

Whereas,  The  deferred  operation  of  this  act 
would  tend  to  defeat  its  purpose,  which  is  to  im- 
mediately establish  a  sanitary  code  for  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Massachusetts,  therefore  it  is  hereby 
declared  to  be  an  emergency  law,  necessary  for  the 
immediate  preservation  of  the  public  convenience. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Rep- 
resentatives in  General  Court  assembled,  and 
bv  the  authority  of  the  same,  as  follows: 

Section  I.  The  Department  of  Public  Health, 
in  the  following  manner  except  as  otherwise  pro- 
vided bv  laws,  is  herein-  authorized  and  directed 
to  establish  and  amend  from  time  to  time,  after 
due  notice  and  a  public  hearing,  a  uniform  sanitary 
code,  which  code  shall  contain  rules  and  regulations 
of  a  general  as  well  as  a  specific  nature  to  protect 
and  improve  the  public  health  of  the  Common- 
wealth including,  but  not  limited  to,  public  water 
supply;  stream  pollution  control;  atmospheric 
pollution  control;  housing;  health,  recreational 
and  tourist  camps;  mobile  home  parks;  insect  and 
rodent  control;  garbage  and  refuse  disposal; 
bathing  and  swimming  pools;  radiological  hazard 
control;  nuisances;  food  and  food  handling  and 
processing;  shellfish  sanitation;  milk  and  milk 
products  handling  and  processing;  drug  and  poison 
control;  jails  and  lockups;  licensing  or  approval 
of  laboratories,  blood  banks,  hospitals,  sana-

Local  funds  must  be  provided  to  carry  out 
these  activities  since  federal  financial  assistance 
is  not  authorized  for  this  purpose.  It  is  essential 
to  the  success  of  the  urban  renewal  program  that 
planning  studies  and  research  be  carried  out  on  a 
continuing  basis  in  order  to  prepare  for  new 
projects.  Federal  financial  assistance  in  the  way 
of  planning  advances  is  authorized  only  for  the 
planning  studies  and  surveys  in  connection  with 
specific  projects  after  an  application  for  such 
project  is  approved. 

It  follows  that  there  cannot  be  a  successful 
renewal  program  unless  local  funds  are  provided 
for  the  planning  studies  and  research  needed  for 
the  preparation  of  an  application  for  new  projects 
as  well  as  for  essential  planning  and  research 
during  the  interval  between  the  submission  of  an 
application  and  the  project  approval  for  federal 
planning  advances. 

It  is  generally  recognized  that  there  is  an  extreme 
scarcity  of  planning  personnel,  therefore,  in  order 
to  attract  planners  and  to  maintain  an  uninter- 
rupted renewal  operation  it  is  absolutely  necessary 
to  be  able  to  offer  employment  of  a  full-time 
annual  basis  rather  than  on  a  part-time  temporary 
basis  for  specific  projects.  Most  cities  overcome 
this  obstacle  by  authorizing  an  annual  appropria- 
tion sufficient  to  cover  the  salaries  for  key  planning 
personnel.  This  insures  the  availability  of  funds 
during  intervals  when  federal  financial  assistance 
cannot  be  obtained.  In  this  way  the  renewal 
agency  expends  local  funds  only  when  needed 
while  at  the  same  time  it  is  protected  against  any 
interruptions  as  well  as  being  protected  against 
losing  scarce  technical  personnel  because  of 
budgetaiy  problems.  Any  local  funds  not  expended 
are,  of  course,  returned  to  the  city. 

Previously  appropriated  funds  by  the  City 
Council  for  urban  renewal  activities  have  been 
used  for  the  following  purposes: 

1.  The  preparation  of  an  application  for  a 
South  Cove  Renewal  Project.  This  application 
has  been  completed  and  has  been  submitted  by 
your  Honor  to  the  City  Council  for  authorization 
to  file  an  application  with  the  federal  government 
for  planning  advances  in  order  to  prepare  plans 
for  carrying  out  the  project. 

2.  The  preparation  of  an  application  for  an 
urban  renewal  project  in  the  Charlestown  area. 
This  application  is  approximately  70  per  cent 
completed.  Further  work  on  this  application  has 
been  held  in  abeyance  pending  the  final  determina- 
tion by  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  Com- 
monwealth of  Massachusetts,  of  the  location  of  the 
inner  belt  connections  for  the  Central  Artery. 
When  this  determination  is  made,  work  will 
resume  on  that  application  if  it  is  feasible  in  the 
light  of  the  location  of  the  inner  belt  connections. 

3.  Tho  assembling  and  evaluation  of  data  for 
the  development  of  criteria  to  be  used  in  the 
selection  of  the  rehabilitation  type  urban  renewal 
projects,  the  preliminary  screening  of  potential 
areas  for  a  pilot  rehabilitation  project  has  been 
undertaken. 

As  a  result  of  flie.se  si  udies  w  Inch  are  being  made 
in  collaboration  with  staff  members  of  the  City 
Planning  Hoard,  it  is  expected  that  a  pilot  rehabili- 
tation urban  renewal  project  area  will  be  made, 
after  which  an  application  will  be  prepared  for 
submission  to  the  federal  government  for  a  planning 
advance  to  undertake  a  private  rehabilitation 
project. 

Your  Honor  is  respectfully  requested  to  take 
tr diate    action    on    this    request   to   the    City 
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Council  in   order  to   prevent  any  interruption   in 
the  progress  of  the  renewal  program.

APPROPRIATION  FOR  ESTABLISHMENT 
OF  PLAYGROUND  ON  VETERANS  OF 
FOREIGN  WARS  PARKWAY.

To  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

The  City  of  Boston  has  had  in  its  possession 
for  some  time  a  tract  of  land  on  the  Veterans  of 
Foreign  Wars  Parkway,  West  Roxbury,  adjacent 
to  Russett  road,  Weld  street,  Greaton  Road 
Extension,  and  Brucewood  street. 

It  is  most  desirable  that  this  land,  now  owned 
by  the  Parks  and  Recreation  Department,  be 
developed  for  use  as  a  playground.  This  area  of 
our  city  is  fast  growing  and  there  is  an  insufficiency 
of  playgrounds  to  accommodate  the  youth  of  the 
section.  It  is  estimated  that  the  playground, 
when  fully  developed  and  equipped,  will  cost 
approximately    $225,000. 

In  order  that  development  work  may  begin, 
I  respectfully  request  your  Honorable  Body  to 
transfer  the '  sum  of  8102,000  from  the  account 
"Sales  of  City  Property,"  to  the  Parks  and  Rec- 
reation Department.  The  transfer  of  this  sum 
of  money  will  permit  work  to  commence  on  this 
playground  during  the  present,  spring  season. 

I  attach  herewith  communication  from  the 
Chairman  of  the  Parks  and  Recreation  Depart- 
ment and  an  order  for  the  transfer  of  the  sum  of 
money  in  question  and  respectfully  request  pas- 
sage of  the  order  by  your  Honorable  Body.

I  respectfully  request  that  your  Honor  arrange 
for  the  transfer  of  $102,000  from  the  account 
"Sales  of  City  Property"  to  the  Parks  and  Recrea- 
tion Department,  to  be  set  up  in  a  special  account 
in  this  department,  the  title  of  which  will  be 
designated  by  the  City  Auditor. 

The  amount  requested  has  been  placed  in  the 
"Sales  of  City  Property"  account  as  a  result  of 
sales  in  the  past  year  of  three  parcels  of  park 
property,  and  it  has  been  earmarked  for  this 
department. 

The  money,  when  transferred,  will  be  used  to 
start  construction  and  development  of  a  new 
playground  to  be  located  within  the  area  sur- 
rounded by  Veterans  of  Foreign  Wars  Parkway, 
Russett  road,  Weld  street,  Greaton  Road  Exten- 
sion, and  Brucewood    street. 

It  is  planned  to  develop  the  above  area  into  a 
modern  playground  designed  to  fit.  the  needs  of 
the  neighborhood,  complete  with  recreational 
areas  and  facilities  for  the  various  age  groups. 
It  is  estimated  that  if  contracts  were  awarded  at 
this  year's  prices,  the  complete  (-oust ruction  cost 
would  be  approximately  $200,000.  But.  because 
the  playground  must  be  constructed  as  funds  are 
available,  and  allowing  for  the  usual  contingencies, 
the  ultimate  cost  might  be  $225,000. 

Our  designs,  in  general,  show  that  the  completed 
playground  will  provide  the  following  types  of 
recreational  anas  and  facilities: 


1.  Football  Field. 

2.  Baseball  Diamond. 

3.  Little  League  or  Soft  Ball  Diamond. 

4.  Junior  and  Tots'  Play  Areas  with  Playground 
Equipment  and  Shelter,  enclosed  within  chain 
link  fencing. 

5.  Multi-purpose  Paved  Area  for  Basketball, 
Roller  Skating,  and  Ice  Skating,  enclosed  within 
chain  link  fencing. 

G.     Ramp  for  Winter  Coasting.  _ 

7.  Asphalt  Walks  around  perimeter  of  main 
playing  field,  complete  with  shade  trees  and 
benches. 

8.  Locker  and  Sanitary  Building. 

Under  the  plans  that  have  been  formulated, 
there  are  four  construction  stages,  but  with  the 
appropriation  available.  $102,000,  we  will  com- 
plete only  Stages  1  and  2,  which  are  as  follows: 

Stage  1.  This  phase  of  the  construction  stages 
is  intended  to  provide  a  junior  baseball  field  in  the 
shortest  possible  time  with  limited  funds  and  in- 
volves the  development  of  the  upper  portion  of 
the  proposed  playground  by  preparing  the  site, 
.-tripping  and  storing  of  existing  loam  for  reuse. 
The  excavating  of  part  of  the  hill  on  the  southerly 
end  of  the  site  and  spreading  the  excavated  ma- 
terial in  low  areas  and  as  fill  to  form  shoulders 
and  slopes  along  the  proposed  playing  field  and 
walks.  Drainage  and  water  pipes  required  for 
this  area  would  be  laid,  and  the  entire  grass  area 
loamed,  graded  and  seeded.  A  gravel  base  for  the 
proposed  asphalt  walks  in  this  area  would  be 
constructed  and  surfaced  temporarily  with  stone 
dust. 
Estimated  cost,  Stage  1 $50,155 

Stage  2.  The  remaining  undeveloped  area  of 
the  proposed  playground  would  be  developed 
similar  to  the  area  outlined  in  Stage  1,  and  on 
completion  of  the  work  called  for,  the  proposed 
playground  will  be  completely  graded  as  shown  on 
the  proposed  scheme  with  one  baseball  diamond 
and  one  little  league  or  soft-ball  diamond  in 
operation. 
Estimated  cost,  Stage  2 $52,045 

It  would  be  appreciated  if  you  would  expedite 
this  transfer  of  funds  as  soon  as  possible,  so  that 
we  may  start  construction.

INTERPRETATION  BY  SUPREME  JUDI- 
CIAL COURT  OF  MTA  TRAFFIC 
COUNT  LAW. 

The  following  was  received : 

City  of  Boston, 
Law  Department,  March  20,  1957. 
City  Council,  City  Hall, 

Boston,  Mass. 
Gentlemen: 

By  an  order  passed  by  your  Honorable  Body  on 
February  25,  1957,  you  requested  me  to  seek  from 
the  Supreme  Judicial  Court  an  interpretation 
of  the  Traffic  Count  Law  which  governs  the 
assessment  of  the  Metropolitan  Transit  Authority 
deficit  in  the  City  of  Boston. 

St.  1947,  c.  544,  s.  13,  as  most,  recently  amended 
by  St._  1955,  c.  229,  s.  1,  prescribes  that  such  de- 
ficiencies shall  be  assessed  upon  the  cities  and  towns 
constituting  said  Authority  "in  proportion  to  the 
number  of  persons  in  said  cities  and  towns  using 
the  service  of  the  authority  at  the  time  of  said 
payment,  said  proportion  to  be  determined  and 
reported  to  the  state  treasurer  by  the  trustees 
from  computations  made  in]  their  discretion  for 
the  purpose."  The  quoted  words  are  identical, 
except  for  conforming  changes,  with  the  corre- 
sponding provision  in  section  14  of  chapter  159 
of  the  Special  Acts  of  1918,  which  first  provided 
for  the  public  operation  of  the  Boston  Elevated 
Railway  Company.  When  computations  made 
in  1919  under  the  last-cited  statute  by  the  public 
trustees  of  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway  Company 
were  challenged  by  the  City  of  Chelsea,  the  Su- 
preme Judicial  Court  said:  "Every  rational 
presumption  is  made  in  favor  of  such  a  decision 
by  the  trustees.  Actual  count  of  persons  boarding 
cars  of  the  railway  company  in  the  several  munici- 
palities during  periods  fairly  typical  cannot  be 
said  to  be  unjust.  No  better  method  has  been 
suggested  in  argument."  Chelsea  v.  Treasurer 
and  Receiver  General,  237  Mass.  422,  433.  When 
the  Legislature  in  1955  used  the  language  of  the 
1918  act  without  material  change,  it  must  be 
presumed  to  have  adopted  the  judicial  construction 
put  upon  it.  Mrugala  v.  Boston,  330  Mass.  707, 
708.  In  short,  the  interpretation  which  you 
request  that  I  seek  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court 
has  already  given  in  favor  of  the  method  of  com- 
putation now  used.  Relief  must  come  from  the 
Legislature,  not  the  courts.

I  have  been  considering  the  order  passed  by 
your  Honorable  Body  on  February  4,  1957,  for 
the  preparation  of  an  ordinance  excluding  the 
guards  at  Deer  Island  from  the  payment,  of  a  fee 
for  a  license  to  carry  a  gun  while  on  duty. 

Your  order  is  but  one  of  a  series  of  related  inic- 
dents  and  inquiries  attendant  upon  putting  into 
effect  chapter  7  of  the  Ordinances  of  1956  fixing 
the  fees  for  licenses  and  permits  and  the  charges 
for  certain  services  and  work.  All  together  have 
convinced  me  of  the  need  for  inserting  a  specific 
provision  exempting  officers  ami  employees  of  the 
City  of  Boston  and  County  of  Suffolk  from   the 


fees  and  charges  involved.  Accordingly,  I  am 
taking  the  liberty  of  transmitting  in  response  to 
your  order  a  draft  of  an  ordinance  not  so  limited 
in  scope  as  you  suggest  but  dealing  with  the  basic 
problem  in  a  broad  manner.

The  Federal  Aid  Interstate  System  of  highways 
established  in  1944  comprised  the  following  routes: 

Route  1,  Rhode  Island  line  at  Pawtucket  through 
Boston  to  New  Hampshire  line  at  Salisbury. 

Route  3,  Boston  to  New  Hampshire  line  at 
Tyngsboro. 

Route  5,  Connecticut  line  at  Longmeadow 
through  Springfield  to  Vermont  line  at  Bernardston. 

Route  (i,  Rhode  Island  line  at  Seekonk  to  New 
Bedford. 

Route  15,  Connecticut  line  at  Sturbridge  to 
junction  with  Pontes  9  and  20  in  Sturbridge. 

Routes  9  and  20.  Boston  to  New  Y'ork  State  line 
at  West  Stockbridge. 

The  total  mileage  of  the  Interstate  System 
established  by  Congress  was  40.000  miles  and 
Massachusetts  appioved  mileage  totaled  34.5  miles 
of  a  national  total  of  37.700  miles.

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KEPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  APPROPRIA- 
TIONS AND   FINANCE. 

Coun.  MCLAUGHLIN,  for  the  Committee  on 
Appropriations  and  Finance,  submitted  the 
following: 

Report     ok     Committee     on     Appropriations 
and  Finance. 

The  record  budget  for  the  municipal  year  1957 
was  received  on  February  4.  Hearings,  open  to 
the  public  and  the  press,  were  started  the  week 
of  February  11  and  continued  through  March  21. 
Executive  sessions  of  the  committee  were  started 
March  22  and  continued  daily  through  April  1. 
Many  long  h.,u,s  of  Btudj  and  discussion  were 
spent  by  the  committee  and  its  aides,     li  is  hoped 

For  the  second  successive  year  the  committee 
processed  (In-  budget  by  means  oi  three  subcom- 
mittees, each  such  comin amininu  approxi- 
mately one  third  of  the  city  and  county  depart- 
ments and  agencies  as  set  forth  in  Exhibit  (A) 
attached    hereto.       Ipon    completion    ol     the    work 

of  these  public  hearings  and  the  gathering  of 
information    and    evidence    iron,    witnesses    and 

other  sources,    I  lie  subcommittees   n-poi  ted    to   the 

full  committee  and  the  executive  sessions  n  ferred 
to  above  were  held.     During  these  sessions  every 

budget  group  within  each  depa nt  and  agency 

of  the  city  and  county  was  carefully  studied  before 
any  reductions  were  voted  for  recommendation 
to  the  Council.  It  is  the  feeling  of  the  committee 
that  this  method  of  handling  the  annual  budget, 
duties  of  the  Council  is  quite  satisfactory,  and  the 
most  efficient  available  under  present  conditions. 

Boston's  linancial  problems  and  the  resultant 
tax  burden  upon  her  property  owners  and  citizens 
have  been  steadily  increasing  for  many  years. 
Nineteen  hundred  and  lifty-seven  proves  to  be  no 
exception.  This  is  clearly  borne  out  by  the  tax 
rate  schedule  set  forth  in  Exhibit  (B).  While 
many  of  the  figures  are  estimates,  they  are  as 
accurate  as  we  can  obtain  at  this  time  and  are, 
we  believe,  a  true  reflection  of  our  tax  situation. 

With  this  information  at  hand,  and  with  the 
knowledge  that  there  is  little  likelihood  of  any 
substantial  tax  relief  for  Boston  this  year,  the 
committee  adopted  a  policy  of  strict  austerity  on 
a  "do  it  yourself"  basis.  While  we  feel  we  have 
trimmed  the  budget  as  closely  as  possible  within 
the  limits  of  time  and  resources  available  to  us, 
wo  also  feel  that  the  budget  as  approved  by  the 
committee  is  adequate  to  provide  the  necessary 
services  and  meet  adequate  operation  and  mainte- 
nance standards. 

Each  of  the  budget  groups  from  1  through  7  has 
been  reduced.  The  total  reductions  in  the  budget 
amount  to  $1,292,000  as  broken  down  in  J0xhil.it 
(C)  attached  hereto.  Some  general  comment  by 
way  of  explanation  is  necessary. 

Group  1  —  Personal  Services. 
This  item  includes  permanent  personnel,  tem- 
porary personnel,  ami  overtime.  In  every  ease 
there  has  been  allowed  sufficient  funds  to  pay  all 
personnel  now  on  the  rolls  and  to  meet  any  annual 
increments  that  may  come  due.  Vacancies  have 
been  deleted  completely  in  some  instances,  and 
reduced  in  most  cases.  Temporary  help  lias  been 
reduced  to  a  bare  minimum. 

Group  2  —  Contractual  Services. 
There  has  been  adopted  by  the  committee  a 
policy  of  reduction  because  we  believe  that  the 
increased  and  more  effective  use  of  competitive 
bidding  will  effect  savings.  In  addition,  our 
past  experience  shows  that  each  year  contract 
items  are  included  for  which  we  have  provided 
funds  in  the  previous  year.  These  funds  were  not 
spent  in  the  previous  year  for  the  purpose  appro- 
priated but  were  transferred  to  other  uses.  A  post 
audit  system  responsible  to  the  City  Council 
would  sharply  curtail  such  transfers.  While  all 
the  requests  made  in  this  group  are  desirable,  we 
feel  that  this  year  only  those  that  are  absolutely 
essential  to  the  proper  operation  and  maintenance 
of  the  city  government  should  be  allowed.  We 
have  allowed  sufficient  money  for  that  purpose. 

Group  3  —  Supplies  and  Materials. 
Next  to  personal  services,  this  group  requires 
the  largest  appropriation.  It  runs  the  gamut  from 
office  supplies  to  food  and  medical  supplies.  Only 
after  careful  and  lengthy  examination  was  given 
to  each  department's   request   did  this  committee 


again  adopt  a  policy  of  reduction.  Mass  buying 
on  a  contract  basis  is  being  done  more  now  than 
at  any  time  in  the  city's  history.  But  there  is 
still  room  for  improvement.  Mass  buying  can 
and  should  be  increased  to  take  advantage  of  lower 
prices.  There  should  also  be  a  tighter  control  over 
the  distribution  to — and  use  by — all  departments 
of  the  goods  purchased  in  this  group. 

Because  we  feel  that  there  is  room  for  improve- 
ment, reductions  were  made.  There  are,  however, 
sufficient  funds  in  this  item  to  properly  maintain 
city  services. 


business  practice  requires  regular  replacement  of 
equipment,  and  repairs  and  improvements  to 
property.  But  we  are  also  aware  that  since  1955 
we  have  approved  three  million  dollars  in  equip- 
ment loans  and  three  million  dollars  in  emergency 
repair  loans.  Much  of  this  is  still  unexpended  and 
unencumbered.  We,  therefore,  made  reductions 
wherever  there  was  sufficient  money  still  available 
in  the  appropriate  loan  for  the  department  in- 
voked, leaving,  however,  still  available  in  the 
appropiiaiion  h.r  I',).",7  a  sufficient  sum  to  put  the 
replacement  of  equipment  and  the  repair  and 
improvement  to  real  property  on  a  regular  basis 
and  thus  avoid  in  the  future  the  necessity  for 
extraordinary  loans. 

Part  Two. 
Every  reduction  that  has  been  made  in  the 
budget  as  submitted  by  the  Mayor  has  been 
seriously  considered  by  the  Council  but  to  detail 
each  here  would  lengthen  this  report  beyond 
reason  and  serve  no  useful  purpose.  There  are, 
however,  certain  items  and  situations  which  are 
deserving  of  comment. 

Personnel. 
The  general  wage  scale  of  city  employees  is 
neither  realistic  nor  fair.  The  completely  unfair 
position  in  which  city  employees  now  find  them- 
selves in  a  period  of  ever-rising  costs  can  no  longer 
be  easily  brushed  aside  merely  because  the  city  is 
experiencing  difficult  financial  problems.  Re- 
gardless of  whether  or  not  any  substantial  tax 
relief  is  forthcoming  in  the  near  future  from  the 
Commonwealth,  the  city  has  an  obligation  to  pay 
its  employees  fair  wages.  While  this  situation 
exists  in  practically  all  city  departments,  the 
condition  in  the  Hospital  Department  is  by  far 
the  most  serious.  There  are  the  following  ap- 
proximate vacancies:  Boston  City  Hospital,  180; 
Long  Island,  100;  Sanatorium,  13.  Most  of  these 
vacancies  exist  in  the  nursing  and  hospital  worker 
services  and  they  exist  primarily  because  it  is 
difficult  to  recruit  the  type  of  personnel  necessary 
in  the  numbers  needed  at  the  wages  we  pay. 
At  the  City  Hospital  we  could  have  reduced  the 
personnel  item,  because  of  these  vacancies,  by 
$30,000.  We  made  no  reduction.  At  the  Long 
Island  Hospital  we  could  have  reduced  the  per- 
sonnel services  by  $10,000  because  of  these  va- 
cancies. We  reduced  it  $25,000.  It  is  our  hope 
that  the  funds  left  available  will  be  used  to  provide 
immediately  a  more  equitable  pay  schedule  and 
thus  enable  not  only  those  now  on  duty  to  earn  a 
living  wage,  but  also  to  enable  the  city  to  attract 
the  personnel  we  need. 

Departmental  Problems. 

(A)  Hospital  Department. — At  the  Boston  City 
Hospital  a  $30,000  reduction  was  made  in  equip- 
ment. Ten  thousand  dollars  was  deleted  from  the 
$15,000  request  for  office  equipment  and  $20,000 
for  kitchen  ovens.  Sufficient  money  has  been 
provided  through  equipment  loans  in  1955  and 
195(i  to  cover  essential  needs,  and  there  is  a 
$-153,000  balance  still  unencumbered  in  this  ac- 
count. The  amount  allowed  will  provide  for 
essential  equipment  not  purchasable  under  the 
equipment  loan. 

At  both  the  Sanatorium  and  the  City  Hospital 
substantial  reductions  were  made  in  the  structures 
and  improvement  groups.  At  the  City  Hospital, 
we  reduced  these  items  by  $100,000  because  we 
strongly  felt  that  it  would  be  most  imprudent  to 
continue  heavy  expenditures  while  we  are  awaiting 
basic  decisions  on  the  recently  completed  archi- 
tectural survey  for  which  the  city  spent  $25,000. 
We  have  left  $100,000  to  coyer  essential  items  and 
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we  note  a  large  unencumbered  balance  in  the 
extraordinary  it  pair  loan  of  1955  as  well  as  a  carry- 
over of  .1459,000  from  last  year's  appropriation 
for  structures  and  improvements.  If,  after  the 
architect's  survey  has  been  analyzed,  it  still  is 
necessary,  in  the  opinion  of  the  hospital  officials 
to  have  all  of  the  funds  requested  the  committee 
will  be  most  willing  to  reconsider  this  item. 

At  the  Sanatorium  wo  reduced  the  structures 
and  improvements  item  by  $100,000.  This  is 
broken  into  two  parts:  (1)  $21,000  for  a  T.  B. 
Laboratory;  funds  are  already  available  for  this 
project  from  last  year's  budget.  (2)  $79,000  was 
deleted  because  the  committee  feels  that  the  un- 
expended balance  of  ¥187,901  remaining  in  the 
Sanatorium  share  of  the  Extraordinary  Repairs 
Loan  should  be  used  for  such  purposes  as  electrical 
rewiring  of  the  entire  Sanatorium.  We  want  this 
project  done  and  we  feel  the  loan  is  available  for 
that  purpose.  However,  in  the  event  that  it  is 
legally  determined  that  the  loan  cannot  be  used 
for  that  purpose,  we  will  reconsider  this  reduction. 

The  Administrative  Organization  at  the  top 
level  of  the  hospital  should  be  completely  re- 
appraised. An  organizational  structure  similar 
to  that  in  the  Veterans'  Administration  Hospital 
should  be  adopted.  This  would  result  in  the 
division  of  the  onerous  duties  presently  carried 
by  the  superintendent  among  at  least  four  ad- 
ministrative assistants,  to  wit:  Business  Manager, 
Supply  Officer,  Personnel  Director,  and  Plant 
Superintendent.  This  Administrative  Organiza- 
tion has  proven  to  be  very  successful  in  the  V.  A. 
Hospital  system  and  if  adopted  in  our  Hospital 
Department  progress  would  become  rapid  and  a 
far  more  efficient  operation  w^ould  be  maintained. 

(B)  Fire  Department. — The  equipment  item 
for  this  department  has  been  reduced  by  the  Com- 
mittee $72,000.  Twenty-four  thousand  dollars 
was  for  a  pumper  and  $45,000  for  an  aerialladdev 
truck.  These  two  cuts  were  made  because  the 
commissioner,  at  the  public  hearing  conducted 
by  the  sub-committee  of  Councillors  McDonough 
and  Collins,  testified  that  the  department  could 
do  without  these  two  pieces  of  apparatus  without 
endangering  the  safety  of  life  and  property. 

(C)  Health  Department,  Health  Division.— 
In  the  contractual  services  item  we  noted  a  desire 
to  spend  money  for  repairs  on  city-owned  property 
located  in  areas  being  seriously  considered  for 
urban  redevelopment.  It  is  the  suggestion  of 
the  committee  that  not  only  this  department  but 
all  city  departments  spend  no  funds  except  in 
cases  of  extreme  emergency  for  repair  of  property 
in  areas  where  Urban  Redevelopment  is  planned. 

(D)  Off-Street  Parking. — The  off-street  park- 
ing program,  as  it  pertains  to  the  installation  and 
maintenance  of  metered  parking  facilities  in  local 
shopping  areas,  has  not  proved  to  be  the  success 
anticipated.  Certainly  it  is  a  financial  burden  to 
the  city.  In  1956,  the  collections  from  six  lots, 
including  the  large  one  under  the  Central  Artery 
in  the  North  End,  amounted  to  $26,1  15.  Excluding 
this  Central  Artery  location  the  collections 
amounted  to  only  $2,189.73.  Whoever  uses  these 
lots  obviously  pays  for  the  privilege  at  infrequent 
intervals.  An  immediate  reappraisal  should  be 
made  by  the  Real  Property  Board  with  a  view 
towards  having  the  local  merchants  bear  a  share 
of  the  installation  and  maintenance  costs. 

(E)  Automotive  Equipment. — Many  depart- 
ments require  the  use  of  automobiles  for  the  proper 
performance  of  their  functions.  It  is  noted  that 
many  progressive  business  concerns  have  done 
away  with  their  own  vehicles  and  use  one  of  the 
many  rental  agencies  now  available  and  do  so  at 
a  saving.  It  is  the  suggestion  of  the  committee 
that  some  department,  such  as  Public  Works, 
embark  on  a  pilot  program  to  determine  whether, 
or  not,  the  renting  of  vehicles  would  be  feasible 
for  the  City  of  Boston. 

(F)  County  Departments. — Once  again  we 
call  attention  to  the  obvious  injustice  of  saddling 
the  city  of  Boston  with  the  entire  operating  costs 
of  Suffolk  County.  Despite  repeated  protestations 
by  all  who  are  interested  in  Boston,  the  Legislature 
repeatedly  refuses  to  take  any  corrective  action. 
We  have,  therefore,  dealt  most  strictly  with  these 
departments  and  have  made  reductions  wherever 
it  was  at  all  possible.  For  example,  we  deleted 
the  request  for  $4,000  for  temporary  employment 
for  the  Municipal  Court  of  the  City  of  Boston. 
We  feel  that  planned  scheduling  of  vacations  of 
clerical    help    and     the    shifting    of    clerical    help 


during  the  summer  months  when  the  courts  are 
not  in  session,  will  make  such  a  request  unnecessary. 
We  also  deleted  $20,000  from  the  Superior  Court 
for  the  payment  of  auditors.  With  the  progress 
now  being  made  in  the  reduction  of  the  backlog 
in  motor  vehicle. tort  cases  and  with  the  increased 
efficiency  in  the  operation  of  this  court,  we  feel 
this  reduction  is  reasonable. 

(G)  Assessing  Department. — Included  in  the 
Mayor's  budget  is  an  appropriations  for  $100,000 
for  the  continuation  of  the  equalization  survey  of 
commercial  real  estate  which  was  commenced 
in  1956. 

His  Honor  the  Mayor  has  stated  that  the  study 
will  not  include  residential  property  of  less  than 
four  dwelling  units  and  that  there  will  result  from 
this  survey  no  additional  tax  burden  upon  the 
home  owner  and,  further,  if  it  appears,  after  the 
survey  is  completed,  that  there  exists  the  possibility 
of  such  an  additional  burden,  the  new  valuations 
will  not  be  imposed.  LTnder  these  conditions  the 
committee  has  seen  fit  to  leave  this  money  in  the 
budget. 

We  have  deleted  for  the  appropriation  for  con- 
tractual services  810,000.  Five  thousand  dollars 
is  for  blueprints  of  assessment  districts  and  this 
work  should  be  paid  for  from  the  equalization 
survey  appropriation  since  these  items  are  necessary 
tools  of  the  standardized  system  of  assessing. 
The  balance  of  $5,000  represents  a  reduction  in 
the  allowance  for  professional  appraisal  service. 
We  feel  this  is  justified  because  most  of  the  large 
abatement  cases  that  were  pending  have  been 
settled  and  because  of  the  policy  whereby  abate- 
ments granted  are  to  be  recognized  "on  the  street. " 

(H)  Welfare  Department. — The  current  charges 
and  obligation  group  has  been  reduced  by  $250,000, 
$150,000  was  deleted  for  Disability  Assistance 
and  S100.000  from  General  Relief.  These  re- 
ductions were  made  possible  by  a  reduction  in  the 
case  loads  from  the  time  the  budget  was  prepared 
by  the  department  in  September  1956  and  the 
time  it  was  examined  by  the  Council  on  April  1, 
1957.  Another  factor  that  enabled  the  committee 
to  make  these  reductions  is  that  eligible  aliens 
may  now  be  transferred  from  each  of  these  cate- 
gories to  Old  Age  Assistance  rolls. 

(I)  Post  Audit. — Once  again  this  committee 
takes  this  opportunity  to  reiterate  its  position  in 
favor  of  a  post  audit  system  controlled  by  personnel 
who  are  directly  responsible  to  the  City  Council. 
With  such  a  system  it  would  be  possible  to  be 
certain  that  money  is  spent  for  the  purposes  for 
which  it  was  appropriated  and  would  of  necessity 
therefore  reduce  the  number  and  frequency  of 
transfers  from  one  group  to  another  and  one 
department  to  another.  This  would  also  be  of 
inestimable  value  to  the  City  Council  in  its  annual 
deliberation  of  the  budget. 

(J)  Conclusion. — This  year  the  committee 
received  specific  recommendations  from  the  Boston 
Municipal  Research  Bureau  and  the  Finance 
Commission.  We  appreciate  their  assistance  and 
are  particularly  grateful  to  the  Research  Bureau 
which,  at  our  request,  spent  many  hours  studying 
the  budget  and  looking  over  the  actual  situations 
as  they  existed  in  the  field. 

While  we  do  not  agree  with  all  the  recom- 
mendations made  to  us  we  point  out  that  many  of 
these  recommendations  could  not  be  carried  out 
since  the  facts  upon  which  they  were  based  when 
the  budget  was  made  up  changed  before  they  were 
acted  upon  by  the  committee. 

The  committee  desires  to  point  out  that  it 
would  like  to  see  more  participation  in  the  annual 
budget  deliberations  by  the  civic  organizations 
other  than  those  mentioned  above.  We  should 
like  to  have  the  recommendations  of  any  group 
as  early  in  the  proceedings  as  possible.  This 
would  better  enable  us  to  give  every  recommenda- 
tion the  study  it  should  receive,  and  to  make  as 
valid  reductions  as  possible  in  every  appropriation 
requested.  Such  procedure  would  result  in  fat- 
better  public  relations  for  all  concerned. 

As  chairman  of  this  committee  I  want  to  take 
this  opportunity  to  express  my  deep  and  sincere 
thanks  to  the  members  of  the  committee  and  to  the 
attaches  of  the  City  Council.  Each  has  been 
most  faithful  to  his  responsibility  and  without  their 
loyal   cooperation   the   tremendous   task   that  was

Each  subcommittee  has  been  assigned  a  par- 
ticular group  of  departments  and  each  committee 
lias  been  assigned  a  budget  analyst  to  assist  the 
committee  in  its  review  of  the  budget  of  those 
particular  departments.  These  assignments  arc 
listed  on  Sheets  A,  B,  and  C  attached  hereto. 

It  is  suggested  that  each  subcommittee  com- 
mence hearing  the  budgets  of  its  departments  as 
soon  as  possible,  but,  in  any  event,  no  later  than 
the  week  of  February  11.  It  is  also  suggested 
that  these  hearings  be  concluded  no  later  than 
March  15  so  that  the  entire  Council  will  have 
two  weeks  in  which  to  consider  whatever  action 
is  going  to  be  taken.  All  budget  matters  must 
be  reported  out  on  Monday,  April  1,  1957. 

A  schedule  of  the  hearings  of  each  subcommittee 
should  be  prepared  in  cooperation  with  John  G. 
Pickett,  Budget  Supervisor.  When  this  schedule 
has  been  arranged  it  should  lie  mimeographed  by 
Joseph  Brogna  for  distribution  to  all  interested 
persons.  It  is  requested  that  all  of  these  schedules 
be  made  available  just  as  soon  as  possible.  In 
order  to  avoid  any  confusion,  Mr.  Pickett  will 
assume  the  responsibility  of  notifying  each  depart- 
ment when  it  is  due  to  appear  before  the  particular 
subcommittee  involved.  It  is  felt  that  this  will 
avoid  some  of  the  duplication  and  confusion  that 
existed  in  195G. 

With  regard  to  the  budget  for  the  Hospital  De- 
partment (City  Hospital,  Long  Island,  and  the 
Sanatorium)  and  the  budgel  for  Hie  Equalization 
Survey,  it  has  been  determined  that  it  will  be 
more  efficient  to  have  them  presented  to  the  enti 
committee  and  special  dates  will  be  set 
chairman.

With  reference  to  a  Council  order  dated  March 
25,  1957,  ordering  that  the  Traffic  Commission 
install  pedestrian  lights  at.  the  junction  of  Neponset 
avenue  and  King  street,  I  submit  the  following 
comments. 

This  proposed  signal  has  been  requested  by 
others  for  the  use  of  the  children  who  attend  the 
Mary  Hemenway  School.  There  is  no  doubt 
but  that  a  traffic  signal  could  be  placed  at  every 
school,  but  because  of  limited  funds  we  have  had 
to  set  up  a  list  of  intersections  in  the  city  where 
large  volumes  of  traffic  are  found  during  most 
of  the  hours  of  the  day  and  not  just  for  a  short 
time  two  or  three  times  a  day. 

The  intersection  in  question  is  between  two 
signals  already  existing,  one  at  Neponset  avenue 
and  Victory  road,  about  700  feet  to  the  north, 
and  one  about  to  be  installed  at  Neponset  avenue, 
Pope's  Hill  street,  and  South  Munroe  terrace, 
which  is  about  700  feet  to  the  south.  These  two 
signals  will  afford  sufficient  protection  to  the  area 
between  them,  as  they  will  interrupt  the  traffic 
periodically  on  Neponset  avenue  on  both  sides 
of  the  intersection  in  question. 

We  would  have  been  happy  if  a  signal  at 
Neponset  avenue  and  King  street  would  eliminate 
the  necessity  for  the  other  two,  but  such  is  not 
the  case,  so  we  have  served  a  substantially  larger 
portion  of  the  district  with  a  benefit  to  a  larger 
number  of  persons  by  placing  the  signals  at 
Victory  road  and  at  Pope's  Hill  street  rather  than 
at  King  street,  which  is  in  between  these  two 
locations.

VETO  OF  ORDINANCE  FIXING  FEES  FOR 
ENTERTAINMENT   LICENSES.

Gentlemen: 

I  am  returning  herewith,  disapproved,  the 
ordinance  passed  by  your  Honorable  Body  on 
April  8,  1957,  relative  to  the  fees  for  entertainment 


My  objection  to  the  ordinance  rel  urned  herewith 
is  that  it  would  reduce  the  fee  for  an  annual 
weekday  license  for  music  provided  by  mechanical 
or  electrical  means  from  $50  to  $15  and  the  fee 
for  an  annual  Sunday  license  for  such  music  from 
$50  to  $10.  General  Laws  (Ter.  Ed.)  c.  136,  s.  4, 
as  amended,  prescribes  that  an  annual  license  to 
hold  on  Sunday  a  public  entertainment  solely 
through  the  use  of  music  provided  by  mechanical 
or  electrical  means  other  than  radio  or  television 
shall  not  have  effect  unless  approved  in  writing 
by  the  State  Commissioner  of  Public  Safety  upon 
an  application  accompanied  by  a  fee  of  $50  paid 
into  the  State  Treasury.  So  long  as  that  remains 
the  law,  it  would  seem  clear  that  the  licensing 
authority  which  issues  and  supervises  the  license 
and  has  the  primary  responsibility  therefor  should 
not  receive  less  than.  $50  for  the  City  Treasury. 
It  is  equally  plain  that  the  fee  for  an  annual 
license  to  hold  such  entertainment  on  the  six 
weekdays  should  not  be  less  than  the  fee  for  the 
annual  Sunday  license.  In  this  connection,  it 
must  be  recognized  that  the  jukebox,  which  is 
what  is  chiefly  involved  here,  necessitates  not  only 
policing  of  the  records  used  but  also  of  the  groups 
which  the  presence  of  the  jukebox  causes  to 
congregate. 

The  proposed  ordinance  would  also  reduce  from 
$50  to  $5  both  the  fee  for  an  annual  weekday 
license  for  radio  and  television,  and  for  an  annual 
Sunday  license  for  the  same.  Under  the  City's 
Charter  (St.  1948,  c.  452,  s.  17D,  as  appearing  in 
St.  1951,  c.  376,  s.  1),  the  proposed  ordinance 
cannot  be  approved  by  me  in  part  and  disapproved 


in  part,  but  must  be  approved  as  a  whole  or,  as 
in  this  case,  disapproved  as  a  whole.  In  the 
circumstances,  whatever  justification,  if  any,  may 
exist  for  these  reductions  is  not  of  present  im- 
portance.

Auditorium  Commission. 
Section  1.  There  shall  be  in  the  city  a  board 
known  as  the  Auditorium  Commission,  consisting 
of  five  officers  known  as  Audititorium  Commis- 
sioners, who  shall  be  residents  of  the  City  of 
Boston,  appointed  by  the  mayor  as  follows: — 
one  from  three  candidates  nominated  by  the  City 
of  Boston  Hotel  Association,  one  from  three  candi- 
dates nominated  by  the  Boston  Real  Estate 
Board,  one  from  three  candidates  nominated  by 
the  Greater  Boston  Chamber  of  Commerce,  and 
two  selected  at  large  by  the  mayor.  The  audi- 
torium commissioners  first  appointed  shall  serve, 
in  the  case  of  the  commissioner  appointed  upon 
nomination  of  the  City  of  Boston  Hotel  Association, 
for  a  term  expiring  five  years,  in  the  case  of  the 
commissioner  appointed  upon  nomination  of  the 
Boston  Real  Estate  Board,  for  a  term  expiring 
four  years,  in  the  case  of  the  commissioner  ap- 
pointed upon  nomination  of  the  Greater  Boston 
Chamber  of  Commerce,  for  a  term  expiring  three 
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years,  in  the  case  of  one  of  the  commissioners 
selected  at  large  by  the  mayor,  for  a  term  expiring 
two  years,  and  in  the  case  of  the  other  of  the  com- 
missioners selected  at  large  by  the  mayor,  for  a 
term  expiring  one  year,  from  May  1,  1957.  As  the 
term  of  any  such  commissioner,  or  of  any  subse- 
quent auditorium  commissioner,  expires,  his  suc- 
cessor shall  be  appointed  in  like  manner  as  such 
commissioner  for  a  term  of  five  years.  Vacancies 
in  the  board  shall  be  filled  in  the  same  i 
the  unexpired  term.  Auditoriu 
shall  serve  without  compensation,  but  shall  be 
reimbursed  for  their  traveling  and  other  necessary 
expenses  incurred  in  the  performance  of  their 
duties. 

Sect.  2.  The  auditorium  commission  shall  con- 
struct, or  cause  to  be  constructed,  the  municipal 
auditorium  authorized  by  chapter  164  of  the  acts 
of  1954,  with  an  exhibition  hall,  assembly  hall  and 
accessory  rooms  suitable  for  exhibitions,  con- 
ventions and  other  shows  and  gatherings  in  the 
city;  shall  contract  for  the  care  and  management 
thereof  after  its  completion;  and  for  such  purposes 
may,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  mayor,  make 
such  contracts  and  employ  such  experts,  assistants 
and  employees  as  they  may  think  necessary  or 
expedient.

VETO    OF    ORDINANCE    RE    AUTOMATIC 
AMUSEMENT    DEVICES. 

The  following  was  received; 

City  of  Borton 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  May  3,  1957. 
To  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

I  am  returning  herewith,  disapproved,  the 
ordinance  passed  by  your  Honorable  Body  on 
April  22,  19.57,  increasing  the  fees  for  automatic 
amusement  device  licenses. 

My  objection  to  the  ordinance  returned  here- 
with is  that  it  would  increase  the  annual  license 
fee  for  each  automatic  amusement  device  from 
$35  to  $100.  However  meritorious  it  might  be 
from  the  point  of  view  of  eliminating  a  source  of 
juvenile  delinquency  or  from  a  general  moral  or 
ethical  point  of  view  to  fix  a  license  fee  so  high  as 
to  make  it  uneconomical  to  have  automatic 
amusement  devices,  the  fact  of  the  matter  is  that 
constitutional  law  requires  the  license  fee  to  be 
only  such  as  is  reasonably  necessary  to  cover  the 
cost  of  granting  the  license,  and  of  investigating, 
inspecting  ami  exercising  proper  police  super- 
vision. A  cost  analysis  has  shown  that,  when  it 
is  taken  into  account  that  an  automatic  amuse- 
ment device  license  is  issued  for  each  automatic 
amusement  device  and  that  generally  there  is 
more  than  one  automatic  amusement  device  on  a 
specified  premises,  an  annual  license  fee  of  $100 
for  each  automatic  amusement  device  is  so  un- 
reasonably large  that  it  would  unquestionably  be 
held  excessive  and  void.  Seemingly,  the  only 
change  which  could  justifiably  be  made  in  the 
present  fees  for  automatic  amusement  device 
licenses  would  be  to  increase  to  $60  the  annual 
fee  and  to  $5  the  monthly  fee  for  the  first  auto- 
matic amusement  device  on  a  "specified  premises 
with  the  existing  $35  annual  and  $3  monthly  fee 
continuing  for  each  additional  automatic  amuse- 
ment device  on  the  same  premises.

This  will  acknowledge  your  communication  of 
April  17  together  with  an  order  passed  by  the  ( lity 
Council  that  you  be  requested  to  have  the  Health 
Commissioner  provide  anti-polio  vaccine  to  the 
members  of  the  Police  and  Fire  Departments  with- 
out cost  to  the  members  of  these  departments. 
The  delay  in  acknowledging  this  communication 
has  been  due  to  the  fact  that  at  the  present  time 
there  is  not  available  in  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts  adequate  polio  vaccine  in  order 
to  carry  out  the  program  for  inoculation  of  those 
nineteen  years  of  age  and  under  recommended 
by   the   U.   S.   Public    Health   Service,   which  sta- 
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tistics  have  proved  are  more  susceptible  to 
contract  this  disease.  There  is  some  indication, 
however,  that  additional  polio  vaccine  shall  be 
available  for  distribution  to  the  Boston  Health 
Department  and  other  local  health  departments 
to  meet  the  needs  of  the  inoculation  of  those 
under  nineteen  years. 

It  is  the  recommendation  of  the  American 
Public  Health  Association  that  all  persons  under 
the  age  of  forty  should  be  inoculated. 

In  the  City  of  Boston  there  are  a  great  number 
of  municipal  employees  who  at  the  time  of  an 
outbreak  of  poliomyelitis  would  be  exposed  to  the 
virus  of  the  disease.  Police  and  Fire  Department 
members  are  among  those  who  would  be  exposed. 
In  addition  there  are  a  large  number  of  municipal 
employees,  including  all  hospital  personnel,  all 
health  department  personnel,  all  municipal 
employees  involved  in  the  construction,  main- 
tenance, and  repairs  of  sewerage,  laboratory 
workers,  school  teachers,  and  others  who  are  in 
contact  either  with  actual  cases  of  poliomyelitis 
or  intimate  contact  with  individuals  who  may  be 
immune  carriers  of  the  virus  of  poliomyelitis. 

As  Health  Commissioner  I  would  recommend 
that  inoculations  of  the  population  under  the 
age  of  forty  should  be  carried  out  in  accordance 
with  the  recommendation  of  the  American  Public 
Health  Association  and  likewise  that  all  persons 
above  the  age  of  forty  who  elect  to  receive  it 
should  be  given  the  opportunity  for  protection 
when  and  if  the  vaccine  is  available  but  at  the  pres- 
ent time  vaccine  is  not  purchasable  in  the  open 
market. 

An  expenditure  would  be  necessary  in  order 
that  the  police  and  firemen  of  the  City  of  Boston 
be  inoculated  with  anti-polio  vaccine  and  the 
Health  Department  would  contribute  the  services 
of  the  department.  Funds,  however,  would  be 
necessary  for  purchase  of  vaccine  and  certain 
other  expenses.  It  is  estimated  that  when  vaccine 
would  be  available  the  cost  would  be  approxi- 
mately 75  cents  per  inoculation  for  the  vaccine 
or  approximately  S2.25  for  the  complete  series 
of  three  inoculations  recommended  for  maximum 
protection  against  poliomyelitis. 

It  should  be  considered,  however,  that  should 
a  program  of  free  inoculations  be  offered  to 
certain  groups  of  municipal  employees  that  other 
groups  likewise  who  are  exposed  to  poliomyelitis 
undoubtedly  would  be  justified  in  making  re- 
quests for  the  same  services. 

The    Health    Department    will    be    pleased    to 
cooperate  in  every  manner  possible  in  order  that 
an  approved  program  should  be  carried  out.

In  connection  with  the  1924  widening  of  Cam- 
bridge street,  Boston  Proper,  the  City  of  Boston 
acquired  easement  rights  in  two  parcels  of  land 
belonging  to  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts 
and  occupied  by  the  elevated  railway  structure 
connecting  Beacon  Hill  Tunnel  and  Longfellow 
Bridge.  For  these  easements,  the  city  paid  the 
Commonwealth  $1.50  per  square  foot  and  subse- 
quently ordered  the  widening  to  include  all  of  the 
land  in  which  easements  were  granted. 

In  constructing  the  widening,  however,  only  a 
portion  of  one  of  these  two  easements  was  included 
in  the  highway,  the  remainder  being  fenced  off 
and  used  by  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway  and 
later  the  Metropolitan  Transit  Authority  for  the 
dumping  of  snow. 

Recently,  the  Commonwealth  has  conveyed  the 
fee  of  two  small  parcels  within  this  "snow  dump- 
ing" area  and  agreed  to  convey  a  third  to  abutters. 
The  two  small  parcels  totaling  133  square  feet 
have  been  conveyed  to  Sun  Spots,  Inc.,  who  intend 
to  add  this  area  to  their  present  land  at  308  Cam- 
bridge street  and  construct  a  small  retail  restaurant. 
The  third  parcel  containing  196  square  feet  is  to 
be  conveyed  by  the  Commonwealth  to  Dr.  Charles 
L.  Schepens  who  intends  to  add  it  to  his  present 
property  at  99  West  Cedar  street  and  construct  a 
small  private  medical  building.  Both  abutters  have 
offered  $3  per  square  foot  of  land  for  a  release  of  the 
city's  easement  rights  in  the  Commonwealth  land. 

After  viewing  the  location  and  holding  a  public 
hearing,  this  commission  has  concluded  that  there 
is  no  continuing  public  necessity  for  retaining  these 
small  areas  of  land.

REORGANIZING    TRAFFIC    COMMISSION. 

The  following  was  received:

Gentlemen: 

I  transmit  to  your  Honorable  Body  herewith  an 
order  for  the  acceptance  of  chapter  253  of  the 
Acts  of  1957  entitled  "An  Act  Reorganizing  the 
Boston  Traffic  Commission."  That  statute  was 
enacted  as  a  result  of  a  petition  to  the  General 
Court  filed  by  me  in  December,  1956,  and  will 
take  effect  if  accepted  during  the  current  year  by 
vote  of  your  Honorable  Body  subject  to  the  pro- 
visions of  the  City  Charter. 

Acceptance  of  this  statute  will  operate  to 
reorganize  the  Tratlic  Commission  by  vesting  the 
chairman  with  all  the  powers  and  duties  of  a 
department  head  with  respect  to  the  making  of 
contracts  (other  than  those  for  the  acquisition, 
installation  or  maintenance  of  parking  meters) 
and  the  appointment,  suspension,  discharge, 
compensation,  and  indemnification  of  employees 
of  the  Tratlic  Department.  St.  1929,  c.  263,  s.  1A, 
as  inserted  by  the  statute.  Under  the  statute  the 
chairman  will  also  succeed  to  the  commission's 
I>owers  to  make,  erect  and  maintain  traffic  signs, 
signals,  markings  and  other  devices  for  the  control 
of  street  traffic  and  for  informing  and  warning 
the  public  of  traffic  rules  and  regulations.  St. 
1929,  c.  263,  s.  1A,  as  inserted  by  the  statute.  In 
short,  acceptance  of  the  statute  will  relieve  the 
Traffic  Commission  of  administrative  detail  and 
thereby  enable  it  to  devote  more  of  its  time  to 
traffic  'problems. 

Acceptance  of  the  statute  will  also  achieve 
certain  other  objectives.  It  will  expedite  urgent 
matters  by  authorizing  the  chairman  to  promulgate 
temporary  traffic  rules  in  situations  not  admitting 
of  delay.  '  St.  1929,  c.  263,  s.  2B,  as  inserted  by  the 
statute.  It  will,  in  addition,  exempt  from  approval 
by  the  State  Department  of  Public  Works  emer- 
gency rules  and  regulations  promulgated  by  the 
chairman  as  well  as  rules  and  regulations  adopted 
by  the  commission  to  be  operative  for  less  than 
sixty-one  days.  St.  1929,  c.  263,  s.  2C,  as  inserted 
by  the  statute.  Finally,  it  will  modernize  several 
provisions  of  the  Traffic  Commission  Act  by 
correlating  them  with  divers  statutes  and  ordi- 
nances passed  since  its  enactment  in  1929. 

In  general  terms,  therefore,  the  statute  does 
for  the  Traffic  Commission  what  the  reorganiza- 
tion ordinances  of  three  years  ago  did  for  other 
citv  departments,  but  could  not  do  for  the  Traffic 
Commission  because  of  the  explicit  exclusion  of 
the  Traffic  Commission  from  the  reorganization 
enabling  act,  St.  1909,  c.  486,  s.  5,  as  amended 
by  St.  1953,  c.  473.  Accordingly,  I  recommend 
that  your  Honorable  Body  adopt  the  order  trans- 
mitted herewith.

Effective  September  1,  11)57,  wage  adjustments 
are  being  made  affecting  approximately  15,708 
employees. 

In  making  these  adjust  merits  the  basic  pattern  of 
the  Compensation  and  Classification  Plan  has  been 
retained. 

Despite  the  gravity  of  the  city's  financial  con- 
dition, I  have  felt  it  incumbent  that  the  city,  in 
some  measure  at  least,  enable  employees  to  meet 
rising  living  costs. 

Tire  lower-paid  employees  are  given  special 
consideration  in  the  new  wage  scale  for  obvious 
reasons.  A  further  reason  for  this  special  consider- 
ation is  the  increasing  difficulty  on  the  part  of  the 
city  to  obtain  the  services  of  employees  at  the  low 
wage  offered  for  certain  positions. 

The  weekly  rate  for  all  grades  in  the  Compensa- 
tion and  Classification  Plan  will  be  increased 
$4.75.  Where  the  plan  does  not  apply,  the  in- 
crease will  be  on  the  basis  of  £250  per  year. 

The  plan  also  will  be  amended  to  provide  that 
the  Intermediate  Rates  and  Maximum  Rates  in 
respect  to  Classification  Grades  4  to  10,  inclusive, 
will  be  as  follows: 

II — After  6  months'  employment. 

Ill — After  1  year's  employment. 

IV — After-  2  years'  employment. 
V — After  5  years'  employment. 

VI — After  7  years'  employment.

Facing  the  fact  that  over  60  per  cent  of  the  1957 
Maintenance  Budget  for  the  city,  exclusive  of 
schools,  represents  the  expenditure  for  salaries, 
wages,  and  pensions,  it  is  imperative  that  every 
city  department  constantly  re-examine  its  stalling 
pattern,  work  load,  anil  personnel  requirements  in 
the  interest  of  efficient  and  economical  adminis- 
tration. 

Heretofore,  our  procedures  in  the  reduction, 
where  possible,  of  working  forces  have  not  been 
productive  of  the  best  results.  Therefore,  and  in 
view  of  the  financial  problems  of  our  city  govern- 
ment, it  is  deemed  advisable  to  establish  a  definite 
goal,  and  the  goal  of  the  Administrative  Services 
Board  is  a  5  per  cent  reduction  in  personnel,  to  be 
achieved  within  the  next  18-24  months. 

Effective  May  20,  the  Supervisor  of  Personnel 
will  return  requisitions  to  fill  vacant  positions 
unless  he  has  had  a  review  of  the  organization 
chart  of  the  department,  section,  or  service  in- 
volved. It  is  imperative,  therefore,  that  depart- 
ment heads  should  make  a  study  of  personnel 
requirements  for  the  next  two  years;  the  probable 
turnover;  and  the  possibility  of  new  procedures, 
systems  and  mechanical  aids.  Programs  and  serv- 
ices should  be  reviewed  and  recommendations 
prepared  for  the  reduction  or  curtailment  of  those 
activities  which  are  not  essential,  or  are  maintained 
for  the  convenience  of  a  few. 


Conferences  with  individual  department  heads 
will  be  scheduled,  beginning  June  10,  to  explore 
the  methods  by  which  the  objectives  of  increased 
efficiency  in  the  use  of  personnel  may  be  realized 
as  promptly  as  possible. 

Department  officials,  above  all  others,  must 
realize  the  city's  position.  I  therefore  call  upon 
each  official  to  give  this  communication  serious 
attention  and  to  post  it,  or  circulate  it,  so  that 
employees  may  have  a  chance  to  read  it.

Plans  should  be  made  in  the  immediate  future 
to  construct  a  new  highway  bridge  on  Broadway, 
South  End,  between  Curve  street  and  Albany 
street  over  the  right-of-way  of  the  Boston  & 
Albany  Railroad.     The  present   bridge  is  in  poor 


condition  and  is  not  suitable  for  the  heavy  volume 
of  traffic  that  will  have  occasion  to  use  it  after 
the  completion  of  the  central  artery.  This  structure 
spans  the  right-of-way  by  means  of  three  overhead 
steel  tresses,  one  of  which  is  located  in  the  center 
of  the  roadway  area  thereby  presenting  a  very 
hazardous  condition  for  motorists.  It  is  antiquated , 
has  outlived  its  usefulness,  and  it  was  our  in- 
tention to  remove  the  existing  structure  and 
provide  a  new  structure  in  1941,  but  we  were 
prevented  from  so  doing  because  of  a  shortage  of 
steel  caused  by  World  War  II. 

The  necessity  for  constructing  a  new  bridge  in 
this  location  is  obvious,  but  I  feel  that  the  Boston 
&  Albany  Railroad  should  pay  a  substantial  part 
of  the  cost.  Therefore,  I  requested  the  Corpora- 
tion Counsel  to  prepare  an  order  for  the  approval 
of  the  City  Council  authorizing  the  riling  of  a. 
petition  with  the  State  Department  of  Public 
Utilities  requesting  a  hearing  on  the  matter  in 
order  that  said  state  body  may  make  a  determina- 
tion as  to  an  equitable  apportionment  of  cost  and 
in  order  that  full  consideration  will  be  given  to 
other  related  matters  pertaining  to  the  proposed 
construction  of  a  new  bridge. 

I  enclose,  herewith,  for  transmittal  to  the  City 
Council,  four  copies  of  said  order,  and  I  respect- 
fully recommend  its  adoption.

REPORT    OF    FINANCE    COMMISSION    ON 
INCINERATION. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Finance  Commission 

May  21,  1957. 
To  the  Honorable  the  Mayor  and  City  Council. 

It  has  required  more  than  a  half  century  to 
obtain  the  final  committal  of  the  City  of  Boston 
to  the  adoption  of  the  incinerator  method  of 
disposing  of  refuse  and  garbage.  Despite  the  fact 
that  most  of  the  large  cities  of  the  country  and 
many  of  the  smaller  municipalities  have  long 
resorted  to  this  scientific  means  of  disposal ; 
on  one  pretext  or  another  for  many  years  opponents 
of  the  idea  successfully  resisted*  all  pressure  for 
modern  sanitary  disposition. 

The  opposition  came  initially  from  contractors 
who  were  unwilling  to  give  up  a  monopoly  in 
this  area  of  administration  which  they  had  grad- 
ually acquired  and  which  had  been  very  lucrative 
for    them. 

For  many  years  the  Finance  Commission 
maintained  constant  pressure  on  public  officials 
to  achieve  incineration.  The  Commission  in 
1940  urged  that  the  city  build  an  incinerator  on 
public  works  property  on  Albany  street  from 
which  steam,  a  by-product,  could  be  piped  to  the 
City  Hospital  and  thereby  furnish  most  of  the 
light,  heat,  and  power  needed  for  that  mammoth 
institution. 

Personally  convinced  of  the  feasibility  of  in- 
cineration, and  frightened  by  the  possibility  of 
the  near  arrival  of  the  time  when  dump  space 
would  be  no  longer  available;  in  1941,  Mr.  George 
G.  Hyland,  Public  Works  Commissioner,  engaged 
a  leading  engineering  firm  to  study  the  possibilities. 
From  this  study  came  the  recommendation  that 
the  city  build  two  incinerators  to  have  a  total 
capacity  of  700  tons  disposal  per  day.  One  was  to 
be  near  the  City  Hospital,  and  another  on  the  site 
of  the  Fort  Hill  receiving  station  on  Atlantic 
avenue.  It  was  at  this  station  that  the  refuse 
collected  in  the  so-called  "downtown"  area 
was  unloaded  into  scows  which  were  toted  to  Spec- 
tacle Island  in  Boston  Harbor. 

Nevertheless,  no  definite  commitment  for  con- 
struction developed  until  in  the  administration 
of  Mayor  Kerrigan  which  followed.  The  late 
William  F.  Morrissey.  Mr.  Hyland's  successor, 
renewed  the  drive  and  with  the  sympathy  and 
cooperation  of  Mayor  Kerrigan,  obtained  an 
appropriation  for  plans  for  a  single  large  incinera- 
tor, exact  site  uncertain,  except  that  it  would  be 
near  the  City  Hospital.  The  Kerrigan  administra- 
tion expired  soon  after  the  plans  were  submitted, 
and  before  final  committal  by  appropriation  for 
construction  was  obtained.  Subsequently  a 
new  public  works  commissioner  reported  that  these 
plans,  for  which  the  city  had  paid  $30,000,  dis- 
appeared from  the  files  of  the  Public  Works 
Department. 

With  the  beginning  of  the  Hynes  administration 
in  1950  and  the  restoration  of  Mr.  Hyland  to 
office,  the  effort  to  obtain  disposal  by  incineration 
was  revived.  The  idea  to  have  two  incinerators 
with  a  combined  capacity  of  700  tons  was  aban- 
doned, and  it  was  decided  to  plan  one  having  a. 
capacity  of  750  tons.  Meanwhile,  costs  had 
mateiiallv  increased.  A  new  estimate  of  cost  was 
that  it  would  be  $3,390,000.  The  Council  oo- 
opeialed  with  the  Mayor  in  making  S3. 650,000 
available. 

About  this  time  site  trouble  developed.  The 
city  wanted  for  the  site  a  piece  of  solid  land 
owned  by  the  state  in  the  South  Bay  area.  How- 
ever, the  legislation  necessary  to  obtain  it  was 
denied,  and  the  city  was  forced  to  take  by  eminent 
domain  a  parcel  of  "made  land"  bordering  on  the 
South     Bay.       Subsequently     it     was     discovered

The  greater  foundation  cost  expense  and  the 
desire  of  the  Public  Works  Commissioner  now  to 
build  bis  enough  to  be  certain  of  covering  all 
future  needs  have  combined  to  make  an  additional 
appropriation  of  $1  ,()():),()()()  necessary.  It  brings 
the  estimated  cost  figure  to  $5, 250,000.  The  price 
of  delay  from  1941  to  1957  in  providing  an  in- 
cinerator to  dispose  of  Boston  refuse  has  been 
approximately  83,500,000. 

In  the  general  area  of  refuse  collection  and 
disposal,  the  finance  Commission  is  pleased  to 
report  that  the  financial  picture  contains  some 
comfort,    to    administrators.      Despite    advancing 


prices  of  labir  and  equipment,  through  the  effort  s 
of  the  Public  Works  Commissioner,  the  total  cos  t 
of  this  service  is  now  approximating  over  $200,000 
less  than  when  the  present  administration  began  . 
This  is  especially  noteworthy  in  view  of  the  fact 
that  in  the  same  interval  the  general  budget  has 
increased  from  $131  .-.12,358  in  1949  to  $172-, 
370,328  in  1956.  It  has  been  accomplished  while 
labor  involved  has  had  increases  from  $1.30  in 
1949  an  hour  to  $2.15  in  1957.  The  total  of  the 
annual  reductions  in  cost  during  the  present  term 
of  the  present  Public;  Works  Commissioner  is 
$1,488,071.74.  It  is  shown  by  years  in  the  follow- 
ing tabulated  statement:

It  is  important  that  the  incinerator  be  operable 
at  the  earliest  possible  date.  Dumping  possibilities 
are  becoming  fewer  and  objections  to  dumping 
are  becoming  more  pronounced.  The  present 
commitment  of  expense  is  regrettable.  The  vast 
increase  in  prospective  cost  since  construction 
was  first  proposed  is  due  in  large  part  to  adminis- 
trative procrastination  while  costs  were  rising,  for 
which  I  lie  present  public  works  commissioner  is  in 
no  way  responsible.  The  incinerator  should  bo 
completed  before  costs  go  any  higher.

v.  Fant,  170  S.  C.  414,  423-424.  Compare  Com- 
missioner of  Internal  Revenue  r.  John  A.  Watlien 
Distillery  Company,  147  F.  2d  998,  1001.  In  my 
opinion,  the  word  "consult"  is  used  in  that  sense 
in  the  above-quoted  statutory  provision  which 
establishes  the  Committee  on  Probation  as  the 
authority  to  fix  the  compensation  of  probation 
officers  but  the  Commissioner  of  Probation  as  the 
person  to  consult  with  the  County  Commissioners. 
The  Commissioner  of  Probation  is  not  a  member 
of,  but  an  appointee  of,  the  Committee  on  Proba- 
tion. See  G.  L.  (Ter.  Ed.),  c.  276,  s.  99A,  as 
amended  by  St.  1956,  c.  731,  s.  21,  which  also 
prescribes  that  the  Committee  on  Probation  shall 
consult  with  the  Commissioner  of  Probation  as  to 
standards  of  probation  work,  shall  in  consultation 
with  such  Commissioner  establish  and  promulgate 
standards  for  the  appointment  of  probation 
ollicers,  and  shall  in  consultation  with  such  Com- 
missioner study  and  investigate  the  salary  scale 
for  the  compensation  of  probation  ollicers.  In 
this  connection,  the  work  "consult"  plainly  means 
for  the  Committee  to  ask  the  advice  of  its  appointee, 
but  no  more.  "Where  words  are  used  in  one  part 
of  a  statute  in  a  definite  sense  it  may  be  presumed, 
in  the  absence  of  a  plain  intent  to  the  contrary, 
that  they  are  used  in  the  same  sense  in  other 
places  in  the  same  act."  Gillen's  Case,  215  Mass. 
96,  98. 

Moreover,  statutes  bearing  on  the  same  subject 
matter  are  to  be  read  as  a  whole  and,  if  possible, 
so  construed  as  to  make  them  effectual  pieces  of 
legislation  in  harmony  with  common  sense  and 
sound  reason.  Eastern  Paring  Association,  Inc. 
i.  Assessors  of  Revere,  300  Mass.  578.  581.  It  is 
my  opinion  that,  when  G.  L.  (Ter.  Ed.),  c.  276, 
ss^  83  and  99A.  as  respectively  amended  by  St. 
1956,  c.  731 ,  ss.  13A  and  21,  are  so  read,  they  mean 
that  the  Commissioner  of  Probation  is  to  gather 
from  the  Probation  Committee  of  the  Superior 
Court,  the  justices  of  the  Municipal  Court  of  the 
City  of  Boston,  the  Administrative  Committee 
of  the  District  Courts,  and  the  County  Commis- 
sioners in  the  several  counties  their  respective 
views  with  respect  to  the  compensation  of  proba- 
tion officers;  that  in  turn  the  Committee  on 
Probation  is  to  get  from  the  Commissioner  of 
Probation  these  views  as  well  as  his  own;  and  that 
thereupon  the  Committee  on  Probation  as  the 
body  with  sole  power  in  the  matter  is  to  fix  the 
compensation  of  probation  officers.

Dear  Mr.   Mayor: 

With  reference  to  the  Council  order  of  April 
29,  1957,  requesting  that  Eastman  street  in 
the  Ward  7  district  of  Dorchester  be  established 
as  a  one-way  street,  from  Columbia  road  to 
Elder  street,  I  submit  the  following  informa- 
tion: 

Eastman  street  has  a  26-foot  roadway  and 
extends  between  664  Columbia  road  and  34 
Elder  street  and  within  this  distance  there  is 
a  sharp  bend  of  approximately  90  degrees. 
A  traffic  count,  taken  on  May  20,  shows  101 
vehicles  entering  from  Columbia  road  and  139 
entering  from  Elder  street  for  a  total  of  240 
vehicles  during  a   ten-hour  period. 

The  count  shows  Eastman  street  is  not 
heavily  traveled  and  thus  making  it  one  way 
would  not  have  any  important  effect  on  traffic 
conditions. 

We  have  had  many  requests  to  make  Elder 
street,  one  way,  but  have  not  granted  that 
request  to  date.  If  Eastman  street  is  made 
one  way,  Elder  street  would  have  to  follow  in 
response  to  the  requests  of  residents.  An 
average  of  24  vehicles  per  hour  on  Elder  street 
indicates  that  the  one-way  regulation  is  not 
necessary.  Accordingly,  in  an  effort  to  improve 
conditions  with  a  regulation  which  would  be  of 
lesser  inconvenience  to  the  public  we  estab- 
lished a  24-hour  parking  prohibition  on  one 
side.  This  regulation  permits  the  free  flow  of 
traffic  without  entering  into  a  one-way  pattern 
which  in  its  extension  could  become  com- 
plicated for  other  streets  in  the  neighborhood.

Dear  Mr.  Mayor: 

With  reference  to  Council  order  of  May  20, 
1957,  to  make  a  complete  traffic  survey  of  the 
Charlestown  area,  I  wish  to  report  as  follows: 

Since  the  completion  of  the  John  F.  Fitz- 
gerald Expressway,  most  of  the  heavy  traffic 
in  the  Charlestown  area  has  been  eliminated. 
However,  there  is  one  remaining  large  source 
of  traffic  in  the  district  and  that  is  the  Navy 
Yard.  Employees  are  prone  to  shortcut  through 
several  of  the  side  streets  of  Charlestown  in 
going  to  and  from  work.  In  addition,  it  might 
be  said  that  the  Hoosac  Docks  generate  some 
traffic,  but  this  latter  is  mostly  heavy  trucking 
which  uses  only  the  main  roadways. 

It  is  our  belief  that  with  the  completion  of 
the  proposed  ramps  of  the  expressway  to  the 
Sullivan  square  area  that  the  surface  streets 
in  Charlestown  will  then  be  practically  free 
of  all  traffic  other  than  that  of  residents. 

At  the  present  time  in  this  area,  which  is 
small  geographically,  and  characterized  by  only 
four  major  longitudinal  highways,  there  are  58 
streets  now  subject  to  parking  prohibitions; 
there  are  46  one-way  streets,  7  stop  street 
intersections,  and  two  sets  of  traffic  signals. 

In  view  of  these  circumstances,  it  is  my 
feeling  that  the  results  from  a  time-taking  and 
expensive,  comprehensive  survey  of  the  Charles 
town  district  would  not  be  productive  of  results 
commensurate  with  the  time  and  labor  involved. 
At  the  present  time  we  feel  that  the  existing 
pattern  is  the  result  of  a  comprehensive 
survey  and  that  it  is  working  fairly  satisfac- 
tory. If  there  are  some  particular  locations 
which  are  not  satisfactory  and  where  it  would 
seem  that  a  change  in  regulations  would  bring 
about  an  improvement  we  would  be  pleased  to 
have  these  areas  brought  to  our  attention. 

Recently  we  established  a  rotary  in  the  Navy 
Yard  area  at  Moulton  street,  Bunker  Hill 
street,  and  Vine  street,  which  we  believe  will 
be  an  improvement  at  this  point  which  is 
congested  when  Navy  Yard  employees  are 
leaving  the  yard. 

We  have  given  consideration  to  making  all 
of  the  side  streets  in  Charlestown,  one  way, 
in  alternate  directions,  but,  because  of  the 
grade  problem  in  connection  with  Bunker  Hill, 
such  a  proposal  has  been  discarded  because  of 
the  dangers  and  hazards  which  would  result. 
Accordingly,  only  selected  streets,  where  con- 
ditions would  permit  such  regulation,  have  been 
adopted. 

Therefore,  it  is  not  with  any  intent  to  avoid 
the  directions  contained  in  the  Council  order 
that  I  submit  this  report,  but  merely  to  in- 
dicate that  our  files,  records,  and  knowledge 
of  the  Charlestown  area  is  already  such  that 
we  believe  we  can  handle  any  specific  problem 
quickly  without  going  through  the  formality 
of  a  special  survey. 

Accordingly,  if  there  are  any  points  of  con- 
gestion which  were  in  mind  at  the  time  the 
Council  order  was  voted  we  would  be  glad  to 
promptly  submit  a  special  report  on  that  lo- 
cation.

WITHDRAWAL  OF  APPROPRIATION 
ORDER  FOR  OFF-STREET  PARKING 
FACILITY,  GLENVILLE  AVENUE, 
ALLSTON. 

The  following  was  received:

To  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

On  February  18,  1957,  I  submitted  to  your 
Honorable  Body  an  order  for  the  appropriation 
of  $70,000  from  the  "Parking  Meter  Fees 
Fund,"  to  be  expended  by  the  Real  Property 
Board,  for  an  off-street  parking  area  at  Glen- 
ville  avenue  in  Allston. 

At  the  time  of  the  submission  of  this  order, 
the  Real  Property  Board  understood  that  the 
assessed  value  on  the  land  was  $27,000,  and  in 
view  of  such  assessment  estimated  that  the  land 
taking  would  eventually  cost  the  city  $34,375, 
being  25  per  cent  above  the  assessed  valuation. 
Subsequently,  the  assessed  value  on  this  land 
was  increased  to  $55,000. 

In  the  opinion  of  the  Real  Property  Board, 
to  which  I  subscribe,  this  new  assessed  value 
would  be  strong  evidence  in  a  damage  suit 
brought  by  the  owners  for  a  price  considerably 
higher  than  the  original  price  the  city  intended 
to  pay  for  the  land. 

I  attach  herewith  communication  from  the 
Real  Property  Board  to  that  effect. 

In  view  of  the  foregoing,  and  in  view  of  the 
recommendation  of  the  Real  Property  Board 
that  the  property  in  question  should  not  be 
taken  at  this  time  I  respectfully  withdraw  the 
order  submitted  to  your  Honorable  Body  on 
February  18,  1957.

Under  the  provisions  of  chapter  718  of  the 
Acts  of  1956,  the  City  of  Boston  was  allocated 
the  sum  of  $2,530,208.82  to  be  expended  for  the 
consl  ruction  and  reconstruction  of  highways. 
The  act  specifies  that  the  money  shall  be  used 
only  for  the  purposes  for  which  the  city  may 
borrow  within  its  debt  limit,  under  the  provi- 
sions of  clause  5  of  section  7  of  chapter  44  of 
the  General  Laws. 

The  State  Department  of  Public  Works  was 
granted  jurisdiction  over  the  distribution  of  the 
money  and  said  department  has  established 
regulations  which  provide,  in  part,  that  it  shall 
be  necessary  to  obtain  the  department's  prior 
approval  to  the  allocation  of  any  funds  for  pay- 
ment of  the  projects  to  be  undertaken.  Several 
months  ago,  the  latter-referenced  department 
established  a  regulation  to  the  effect  that  none 
of  the  money  allocated  under  chapter  718  could 
be  used  by  any  municipality  in  the  state  for 
projects  on  which  betterment  assessments  were 
to  be  levied  against  the  owners  of  abutting 
properties.  I  have  tried,  without  success,  to 
have  this   ruling  reversed. 

Therefore,  it  will  be  necessary  for  the  city 
to  borrow  money  this  year  to  pay  for  the  con- 
struction of  new  streets  ordered  laid  out  and 
constructed  by  the  Public  Improvement  Com- 
mission under  the  provisions  of  chapter  393 
of   the   Acts    of    1906,    as   highway   betterments 


are  levied  on  property  owners  to  pay  part  of 
the  cost  of  streets  constructed  under  the  pro- 
visions of  the  latter-referenced  act.  Therefore, 
under  the  regulation  of  the  Department  of 
Public  Works,  we  cannot  pay  any  part  of  the 
cost  of  such  street  construction  out  of  the 
proceeds  of  Chapter  718. 

Under  the  circumstances,  it  will  be  necessary 
for  us  to  borrow  money  this  year  for  highway 
purposes,  thereby  adding  10  cents  to  the  cur- 
rent year's  tax  rate,  but,  on  the  other  hand, 
it  will  be  unnecessary  for  us  to  borrow  money 
next  year  if  we  currently  provide  for  the 
borrowing  of  sufficient  funds  to  pay  for  the 
cost  of  this  year's  highway  construction  pro- 
gram and  for  the  construction  and  reconstruc- 
tion program  for  1958.  I  estimate  that  we  will 
need  at  least  $700,000  this  year  to  finance  the 
street  construction  program  which  involves  all 
newly-accepted  public  highways;  and  I  further 
estimate  that  we  should  have  approximately 
$2,300,000  to  finance  the  1958  construction 
program  and  also  the  reconstruction  program, 
which  will  include  Chapter  90  streets.  As 
stated,  while  it  will  be  necessary  to  add  10 
cents  to  this  year's  tax  rate,  it  will  be  un- 
necessary to  add  an  additional  10  cents  next 
year,  if  we  borrow  a  sufficient  amount  to  cover 
the  two  years'  programs.  Under  the  circum- 
stances, I  feel  that  it  would  be  most  advisable 
for  us  to  follow  the  latter  course  at  this  time. 

I  recommend  that  the  attached  Loan  Order — 
which  provides  for  the  issuance  of  so-called 
"Public  Ways,  Construction  of"  bonds  in  the 
amount  of  $3,000,000 — be  submitted  to  the  City 
Council  for  approval.  I  also  recommend,  for 
submission  to  the  City  Council,  the  attached 
order  for  the  appropriating  of  the  down  pay- 
ment, so  called,  in  the  amount  of  $152,000  to  be 
provided  in  the  budget  of  the  Highway  Division 
of  this  department  as  required  under  the  pro- 
visions of  section  7  of  chapter  44  of  the  Gen- 
eral  Laws.

Under  the  provisions  of  chapter  718,  Acts  of 
1956,  an  Act  Providing  for  an  Accelerated 
Highway  Program,  as  Amended  by  Chapter  18, 
Acts  of  1957,  out  of  a  total  distribution  by  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  of  fifteen 
million  dollars  to  cities  and  towns,  the  sum  of 
$2,530,208.82  was  allocated  to  the  City  of  Bos- 
ton for  the  construction  and  reconstruction  of 
streets  or  the  erection  or  maintenance  of  traf- 
fic lights.  Of  this  amount,  approximately 
$250,000   will   be  expended  for  the  erection   or 
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maintenance   of    traffic   lights    and    the   balance 
on  street  construction  and  reconstruction. 

To  date,  one  hundred  and  fourteen  projects 
for  the  construction  or  reconstruction  of  streets 
have  been  approved,  the  estimated  cost  of 
which  is  $1,733,660.46.

Hospital  Department 2,750,000 

Public  Works  Department 1,800,000 

$5,450,000 

The  allocation  of  funds  for  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment is  in  addition  to  funds  previously  au- 
thorized for  the  construction  of  four  new  fire 
stations;  the  funds  for  the  Library  Department 
are  in  addition  to  funds  previously  authorized 
for  three  new  branch  libraries;  the  allocation 
for  the  Public  Works  Department  will  provide 
an  additional  $1,600,000  for  the  construction  of 
the  new  incinerator  building  and  $200,000  for 
the  construction  of  a  modern  and  efficient 
maintenance  shop  at  Albany  street;  and  the 
allocation  for  the  Hospital  Department  will 
provide  funds  for  a  necessary  addition  to  the 
Administration  Building  on  Harrison  avenue, 
at  an  estimated  cost  of  $250,000;  $2,000,000  for 
a  central  storage  and  maintenance  shops  build- 
ing; and  $500,000  for  the  preparation  of  plans 
for  a  nurses'  residence  and  training  school 
facility.  Additional  funds  for  the  construction 
of  this  building  will  be  requested  upon  com- 
pletion of  the  plans  and  specifications. 

In  1954,  your  Honorable  Bodv  approved  an 
authorization  of  $5,750,000  for  the  construction 
of  a  500-bed  chronic  hospital  at  Long  Island. 
The  architectural  firm  of  Shepley,  Bulfinch, 
Richardson  and  Abbott  were  engaged  in  1956 
to  make  a  survey  of  hospital  facilities.  A  rec- 
ommendation of  this  firm's  survey  report  was 
the  construction  of  this  building  on  the  site 
of  the  present  South  Department  and  the  trus- 
tees of  the  City  Hospital  have  concurred 
therewith.  The  estimated  cost  of  the  proposed 
chronic  hospital  on  this  site  is  $5,000,000.  A 
separate  order  is  being  submitted  amending 
the  1954  allocation,  and  a  new  order  is  being 
submitted  requesting  an  authorization  in  the 
amount  of  $5,000,000  for  the  construction  of 
the  building  on  the  site  of  the  present  South 
Department. 

Fully  aware  as  I  am  of  the  financial  prob- 
lems facing  the  city,  it  is  most  important  that 
the  physical  plant  of  the  city  be  maintained 
in  good  condition.  It  is  equally  important  that 
plant  improvements  be  made  to  meet  current 
and  future  needs.  To  defer  major  repairs  or 
postpone  necessary  improvements,  would  incur 
a  greater  debt  in  the  nature  of  an  obsolete 
and  inefficient  physical  plant. 

I  recommend  passage  of  the  accompanying 
orders.

On  March  1,  1957,  the  architectural  firm  of 
Shepley,  Bulfinch,  Richardson  and  Abbott  sub- 
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mitted  to  the  trustees  the  results  of  a  five- 
month  architectural  and  engineering  survey  of 
the  facilities  of  Boston  City  Hospital.  This 
Survey  report  consisted  of  four  volumes,  in- 
cluding a  separate  Report  and  Recommenda- 
tions volume. 

The  trustees  met  with  Mr.  Henry  Shepley  in 
special  meeting  on  March  7,  1957.  The  trustees 
received  individual  sets  "of  the  Survey  volumes 
and    have   studied    these   individually. 

On  May  17,  1957,  the  Report  and  Recom- 
mendations were  discussed  at  a  meeting  of  the 
trustees.  The  following  recommendations  were 
voted  and  are  respectfully  transmitted  to  your 
Honor  at  the  direction  of  the  trustees: 

1.  Boston  City  Hospital  should  remain  at 
its   present   location   at   818   Harrison   avenue. 

2.  There  is  urgently  needed  at  the  earliest 
possible  date  a  two-floor  addition  to  the  real- 
wing  of  the  Administration  Building  of  the 
hospital.  This  space  must  be  provided  for 
proper  housing  and  efficient  operation  of  sev- 
eral divisions  of  the  hospital's  business  and 
administrative  services.  Design  fees,  construc- 
tion, and  furnishing  are  estimated  to  cost 
$250,000.  This  building  is  recommended  for 
retention   in  the  Shepley   Report. 

8.  A  nurses'  residence  and  training  school 
facility  should  be  erected  in  the  Worcester 
Square  area  opposite  the  hospital  entrance. 
This  should  house  500  nurses.  The  cost  for 
this  project,  including  acquisition  and  clearing 
of  land,  copstruetion  of  the  building  and  fur- 
nishings and  design  fees  is  estimated  to  be 
$5,5011,000.  Present  facilities  for  housing: 
nurses  are  inadequate,  unattractive,  and  ob- 
solescent. The  nursing  shortage  at  this  hos- 
pital is  a  most  serious  problem.  This  project 
should  be  undertaken  with  the  least  possible 
delay.  This  recommendation  is  in  accord  with 
the  Shepley  Report  and  planning  for  this  facil- 
ity should  consider  additional  recommendations 
for  future  hospital  personnel  residences  in  the 
Worcester  Square  area. 

4.  Central  Storage  and  Maintenance  Shops 
Building.  Storage  space  is  seriously  inadequate 
at  present.  Present  storage  space  is  urgently 
needed  for  service  space  for  patient  care.  The 
proposed  building,  recommended  in  the  Shepley 
Report,  should  be  a  multi-story  warehouse  type 
structure  with  ample  off-street  trucking  yard. 
The  present  maintenance  facilities  available 
for  the  hospital's  Plant  Division  are  grossly 
inadequate.  Modern  shops  and  equipment  must 
be  provided  as  soon  as  possible  for  proper 
maintenance  and  servicing  of  the  thousands  of 
items  of  costly  and  complicated  equipment 
needed  for  proper  patient  care.  Proper  facili- 
ties must  be  provided  for  adequate  maintenance 
of  the  hospital's  utilities  services  on  a  24-hour 
emergency  coverage  basis.  This  project  is 
estimated  to  cost  $2,000,000. 

5.  Facility  for  patients  requiring  minimum 
eare.  This  would  house  500  patients  and  the 
cost  is  estimated  at  $5,000,000.  This  fits  in 
with  the  Shepley  Report  "Chronic  Block" 
recommendations.  It  is  estimated  that  approx- 
imately 20  per  cent  of  patients  on  the  Main 
Hospital's  wards  at  any  moment  should  not 
properly  be  occupying  a  costly  ($25  per  day) 
general  hospital  bed.  These  and  many  other 
patients  no,v  waiting  for  beds  or  out-patient 
diagnostic  services  should  be  housed  in  an 
adequately  supervised  and  staffed  building  con- 
nected by  tunnel  or  bridge  to  the  main  hospital 
and  operating  at  a  cost  estimated  as  one  third 
the  general  hospital's  per  diem  cost  per  patient. 
It  is  recommended  that  this  facility  be  con- 
structed in  the  present  South  Department  area 
and  that  plans  and  funds  previously  designated 
for  new  building  construction  at  Long  Island 
Hospital  be  considered  for  adaptation  for  this 
purpose.

(presently  in  highly  inadequate  quarters  in  a 
municipal  building)  and  (2)  two  buildings  in 
the  Grove  Hall  and  Dudley  areas  in  place  of 
three  presently  existing  branch  libraries  at 
Mt.  Bowdoin  (in  highly  inadequate  rented 
quarters)  and  Mt.  Pleasant  (in  inadequate 
quarters  in  a  municipal  building)  and  the 
Memorial  Branch  Library  (in  inadequate  quar- 
ters in  the  Roxbury  Memorial  High  School). 

All  of  this  new  construction  will  be  carried 
out  as  part  of  the  revised  program  for  branch 
library  coverage  adopted  early  in  1956  follow- 
ing extensive  study  by  the  Library  Department 
and  the  City  Planning  Board,  and  supported 
by  the  Mayor's  Citizens  Committee  on  Munici- 
pal Finance  and  the  Boston  Municipal  Research 
Bureau.  The  net  result  will  be  that  as  a  result 
of  this  proposed  stage  of  the  program  three 
branch  libraries  will  replace  four  existing 
branch  libraries,  with  greatly  improved  results 
both  as  to  library  coverage  in  the  areas  in 
question  and  efficient  working  quarters  designed 
expressly  for  library  use  in  contrast  with  the 
present  quarters  in  rented  or  municipal  build- 
ings. 

The  cost  will  be  as  follows: 

3  branch  libraries  at  $350,000  each $1,050,000 

Appropriation  already  approved  as  of 

December  20,   1956 500,000 

Balance  to  be  provided $550,000

Under  date  of  October  19,  1954,  an  appropri- 
ation of  $750,000  was  authorized  for  the  con- 
struction and  reconstruction  of  buildings  and 
original  equipment  and  furnishings  thereof  in 
the  Fire  Department;  and  under  date  of  De- 
cember 20,  1956,  a  loan  order  in  the  amount  of 
$500,000   was  authorized  for  the  same  purpose. 

The  foregoing  amount  was  to  cover  the  cost 
of  the  construction  of  four  fire  stations,  in- 
cluding architects'   fees  and  land   damages. 

The  cost  of  each  fire  station  was  estimated 
to  be  $230,000,  plus  architects'  fees  and  land 
damage  payments.  However,  on  May  20,  1957, 
proposals  for  erecting  a  fire  station  on  Nepon- 
set  avenue,  Dorchester,  were  opened  and  the 
lowest  bid  amounted  to  $355,000.  It  appears 
that  the  cost  of  construction  for  each  of  the 
other  three  fire  stations  will  not  be  any  lower 
than  the  foregoing  price.  This  means  that  we 
will  require  at  least  $350,000  in  additional 
funds  to  erect  and  complete  the  four  new 
buildings. 

I  therefore  request  that  your  Honor  recom- 
mend the  authorization  of  an  additional  appro- 
priation in  the  sum  of  $350,000  to  be  assigned 
to  Fire  Department  construction  and  recon- 
struction of  buildings  and  original  equipment 
and  furnishings  thereof.

Our  existing  facilities  at  the  Albany  Street 
Ifard  of  the  Sanitary  Division  are  most  inade- 
luate  and  proper  facilities  should  be  provided 
in  the  very  near  future,  in  order  that  we  will 
be  able  to  render,  in  an  efficient  and  effective 
manner,  the  many  services  that  are  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  very  important  Sanitary 
Division. 

We  need  new  garage  facilities  to  house  and 
repair  the  mechanical  street-cleaning  machines, 
bulldozers,  and  trucks,  and  we  also  need  a  new 
office  building.  The  existing  office  building  at 
the  Albany  Street  site  and  existing  shops  were 
constructed,  I  understand,  prior  to  the  Civil 
War,  and,  as  stated,  they  not  only  are  inade- 
quate,  hut    have  become  obsolescent. 
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I  estimate  that  we  will  need  approximately 
$200  000  to  provide  for  the  new  garage  and 
office  building,  and  I  respectfully  request  that 
you  include  this  amount  in  the  Building  Loan 
Order  which,  I  understand,  is  to  be  submitted 
to  the  City  Council  on  next  Monday,  for  the 
approval  of  its  members.

This  is  in  reference  to  matters  affecting  the 
construction  of  the  South  Bay  incinerator.  I 
am  in  receipt  of  a  written  report  submitted  by 
the  consulting  engineers,  Metcalf  and  Eddy,  to 
the  effect  that  we  will  need  a  substantial  ad- 
ditional amount  of  money  to  provide  for  the 
complete  construction   of  a  900-ton   unit. 

Under  date  of  December  2,  1955,  publicly 
advertised  proposals  were  opened  in  this  office 
for  furnishing  and  installing  the  boilers  and 
furnaces,  and  other  appurtenances  at  the  in- 
cinerator, and  subsequently  a  contract  was 
awarded  on  the  basis  of  these  publicly  adver- 
tised bids.  Due  to  insufficient  funds  at  the  time 
of  the  award,  I  accepted  the  proposal  sub- 
mitted by  George  Allen  &  Sons,  Inc.,  of  New 
York  City,  for  the  furnishing  of  four  furnaces 
having  a  capacity  of  600  tons,  although  the  bid- 
ders bad  also  submitted  proposals  for  furnaces 
having  capacities  of  750  tons  and  900  tons. 
The  design  of  the  incinerator  provided  for  a 
capacity  of  900  tons,  but,  as  stated,  I  awarded 
a  contract  only  for  the  600-ton  capacity.  Events 
that  have  occurred  in  the  past  few  months, 
however,  have  convinced  me  that  we  should 
provide  for  an  additional  300-ton  capacity,  in 
order  to  make  certain  that  we  can  eliminate, 
in  its  entirety,  the  present  costly  Spectacle 
Island  disposal  contract  as  soon  as  the  incin- 
erator is  opened  for  operation.  In  addition, 
the  refuse  dumping  problem  has  become  in- 
creasingly acute  in  the  past  several  months, 
and  we  cannot,  in  my  opinion,  justify  any 
further  deferment  of  the  construction  of  the 
incinerator  to  its  maximum  design  capacity 
of  900  tons.  In  the  Metcalf  and  Eddy  report 
referred  to  above — which  was  prepared  under 
date  of  March  22 — Mr.  Eddy  submitted  a  state- 
ment to  the  effect  that  the  George  Allen  firm 
would  furnish  the  two  additional  furnaces  of  a 
capacity  of  300  tons,  an  additional  boiler,  and 
all  appurtenances  on  the  basis  of  the  actual 
bid  price  submitted  under  date  of  December  2, 
1955,  if  the  order  for  the  additional  furnaces, 
etc.,  were  given  to  said  firm  before  April  22, 
next.  I  received  a  call  from  Mr.  Eddy  con- 
cerning this  matter  yesterday,  and  he  informed 
me  that  some  of  the  suppliers  of  material  for 
the  Allen  firm  wanted  an  increase  in  price, 
effective  April  1,  and  that  the  Allen  Company 
would  like  a  decision  concerning  this  matter 
within   the  next  week. 

While  I  feel  that,  we  should  take  advantage 
of  the  offer  made  by  the  Allen  Company  to 
furnish  the  additional  furnaces  and  appur- 
tenances on  the  basis  of  the  bid  submitted  in 
December  of  1955,  I  am  reluctant  to  enter  into 
an  additional  contract  with  said  firm  in  the 
amount  of  $462,264  until  such  time  as  the  City 
Council  gives  a  first  reading  to  a  loan  order 
which  will  provide  for  the  appropriating  of  the 
additional  amount  needed  for  the  complete 
installation  of  a  900-ton  incinerator.  However, 
I  do  not  believe  that  the  Allen  Company  can 
afford  to  wait  much  longer  and  I  will,  there- 
fore, discuss  this  matter  with  you  within  the 
next  few  days.  In  the  meantime,  I  feel  that 
we  should  take  positive  steps  to  provide  the 
additional  money  which  Mr.  Eddy  estimates 
that  we  will  need  to  complete  the  construction 
of  the  incinerator  to  its  full  capacity.

Under  the  circumstances,  we  need  an  ad- 
ditional minimum  amount  of  $1,443,471  to 
insure  the  complete  construction  of  the  incin- 
erator to  its  design  capacity  of  900  tons.  While 
the  engineers  estimate  that  we  will  need  the 
latter-referenced  additional  amount,  I  feel  that 
we  should  provide  at  least  $1,600,000.  in  order 
to  make  certain  that  we  have  adequate  funds. 
Regardless  of  what  we  are  allowed,  we  will 
spend  only  that  amount  which  is  needed  to  pro- 
vide an  incinerator  that  will  be  adequate  and 
most  beneficial  to  the  City  of  Boston. 

It  is  my  understanding  that  a  Loan  Order  is 
to  be  submitted  to  the  City  Council  authorizing 
the  borrowing  of  funds  for  building  construc- 
tion work  to  be  undertaken  by  various  city 
departments. 

I  respectfully  recommend  that  a  Loan  Order, 
so  called,  be  submitted  for  the  approval  of  the 
City  Council,  authorizing,  in  part,  the  borrow- 
ing of  $1,600,000  to  provide  the  additional 
funds  needed  to  insure  the  completion  of  the 
900-ton  South  Bay  incinerator.  I  also  recom- 
mend that  the  revenue  payment  in  the  approx- 
imate amount  of  $154,000  be  provided  as  re- 
quired under  the  provisions  of  section  7  of 
chapter  44  of  the  General  Laws,  as  amended  by 
chapter  224  of  the  Acts  of  1936. 

Mr.  Eddy  informs  me  that  a  contract  for  the 
construction  of  the  incinerator  refuse  bin  will 
be  advertised  within  the  next  three  or  four 
weeks,  to  be  followed  by  the  advertising  of  the 
main  contract  for  the  building  construction 
early  in  June.  We  will  not,  however,  be  able 
to  award  the  latter-referenced  contract  unless 
the  additional  money  is  provided.

REPORT  OF  FINANCE  COMMISSION  ON 
PROPOSED  CENTRAL  LIBRARY  IM- 
PROVEMENTS. 

The  following  was  received: 

City   of    Boston, 
Finance  Commission,   June  4,   1957. 
To  the  Honorable  the  Mayor  and  City  Council. 

Recently  it  was  announced  that  the  city 
would  begin  construction  in  1959  of  an 
58. 51111.001)  addition  to  the  Central  Library.  The 
city  would  supply  $6,000,000;  library  trust 
funds   would   furnish   $2,500,000. 

This  came  as  a  shock,  since  all  the  Capital 
Improvement  Programs  over  the  years  had 
treated  the  matter  of  a  new  Central  Library 
wing  as  a  proposal  for  the  indefinite  future, 
and  more  or  less  dependent  on  securing  outside 
assistance  in  meeting  operating  cost.  Moreover, 
it  had  not  been  represented  that  the  city  tax- 
payers would  bear  as  much  as  70  per  cent  of 
the   construction   cost   as    now   proposed. 

Of  coui-se,  to  this  must  be  added  increased 
operating  costs  dictated  by  required  additional 
personnel,  building  operation  and  maintenance, 
and  financing  charges.  The  effect  of  all  these 
new  expenditures  will  be  to  increase  the  Li- 
brary Department's  1957  appropriation  level  of 
$3,256,500.  Placed  in  the  context  of  a  sharply 
rising  tax  rate,  which  some  observers  predict 
may  reach  the  $100  mark  in  1959,  the  dimen- 
sions of  this  proposal  are  startling  enough  to 
merit   reconsideration. 

The  proposal  stands  in  contrast  with  recent 
efforts  to  reduce  the  net  cost  of  the  Central 
Library  and  with  taxpayer  demand  for  reduc- 
tion  in  general  governmental  costs. 

The  Finance  Commission  offers  the  following 
picture  of  the  present  library  situation  and 
what  is  proposed  for  the  future: 

1.     Efforts  to  Secure  Financial  Aid  for 
Boston    Public   Library. 

The  Boston  Public  Library  is  composed  of 
two  broad  divisions:  "One  having  to  do  with 
material  essentially  for  reference  and  research, 
and  intended  primarily  for  consultation  within 
the  library;  and  one  concerned  with  books  and 
other  media  for  home  use."  * 

The  former,  the  Division  of  Reference  and 
Research  Services,  housed  principally  in  the 
Central  Library,  has  in  its  custody  two  thirds 
of  all  the  books  in  the  library.  "Here  are  de- 
posited the  library's  departmentalized  collec- 
tions to  which  the  public  seeks  most  frequent 
access,  such  as,  Science  and  Technology,  Fine 
Arts,  Music,  History,  and  Education.  In  the 
division's  charge  also  are  the  data  on  business 
statistics,  government,  economics;  here  are  the 
current  and  back  numbers  of  periodicals,  news- 
papers, maps,  government  reports,  legislative 
enactments,  public  documents,  patents,  city 
directories,  and  other  sources  of  pertinent  in- 
formation. To  this  division  are  entrusted  the 
library's  rare  books,  and  its  great  print  collec- 
tion, which  are  necessarily  accessible  only  to 
qualified  persons."  This  division  costs  the  city 
approximately  a  million  dollars  a  year.  In 
other  cities  similar  scholarly  libraries 
its  and  gifts. 
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the  city  to  meet  the  expense  of  operating  the 
library,  particularly  this  division  of  reference 
and   research  services. 

In  its  annual  report  for  1951,  the  Finance 
Commission  pointed  out  in  a  discussion  of  this 
matter,  that:  (1)  the  Central  Library,  hous- 
ing principally  the  Reference  and  Research 
Division  was  metropolitanwide  in  patronage; 
(2)  although  accumulated  gifts  should  provide 
for  the  expansion  of  the  Central  Library 
building  and  its  facilities,  expansion  would  in- 
crease operating  costs  which  were  already  high 
and  would  have  to  be  met  by  the  city;  (3)  in 
lieu  of  a  proper  metropolitan  agency  for  the 
purpose,  aid  from  the  state  ought  to  be  forth- 
coming in  view  of  the  library's  unique  scope 
of  service. 
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CITY    COUNCIL. 


In  1955  the  Governor  of  Massachusetts  ap- 
pointed a  committee  to  make  a  study  of  the 
library  situation  in  this  state.  The  primary 
recommendations  of  this  group  concerned  state 
grants-in-aid  and  the  expansion  of  regional 
library  service.  Under  a  formula  proposed, 
based  on  the  number  of  library  workers  per 
5,000  population,  Boston  would  receive  $241,500. 
In  1957,  House  Bill  No.  2174  was  heard  by 
the  Committee  on  State  Administration.  This 
bill  provided   the  following: 

"In    recognition   of   the   substantial   service 
and  value  of  the  reference  and  research  facil- 
ities   of    the    Boston    Public    Library    to    the 
Commonwealth   at  large,   and   to  all   its   citi- 
zens,  and   for  the   purpose  of   encouraging   a 
moral  obligation  to  the  City  of  Boston  by  an 
assumption   of  a   portion  of  the  annual  costs 
of   said   facilities,    effective   January    1,    1955, 
the   Commonwealth   shall  contribute  annually 
at   such   times    and    in    such    amounts   as    the 
State    Treasurer    shall    find    convenient,    with 
the  approval  of  the   Council,   30   per   cent  of 
the  annual  costs  and  charges  of  maintenance 
and  operation  of  the  Reference  and  Research 
facilities   of   the   Boston    Public    Library   sys- 
tem  and   the  remaining  70   per  cent  shall  be 
paid  by  the  City  of  Boston." 
The   reasoning   in   the   bill  was  based   on   the 
fact    that    approximately    one   third    of    the   pa- 
trons of  the  Division  of  Reference  and  Research 
Services   are   nonresidents   of   Boston.     The  bill 
was   reported   favorably  by   the  Committee,   but 
rejected   by  the  House. 

The  Committee  appointed  by  the  Governor 
is  still  functioning,  and  has  been  joined  by  a 
committee  of  trustees  of  public  libraries  in 
Massachusetts.  This  group  is  pursuing  the  ob- 
jectives of  state  aid  and  regional  libraries, 
found  in  the  recommendations  of  the  Report  on 
State  Aid  to  Public  Libraries  (House  No.  2763 
of  1956). 

So  far,  no  visible  success  has  crowned  the 
various  efforts  to  secure  financial  assistance  in 
meeting  the  cost  of  the  Library's  Reference 
and   Research  Division. 

2.     Expansion  op  Central  Library  Facilities. 

Nevertheless,  plans  to  expand  the  physical 
structure  of  the  Central  Library,  a  large  part 
of  which  is  devoted  to  housing  these  facilities, 
have  recently  been  announced.  It  is  planned 
to  enlarge  the  Central  Library  on  the  property 
to  the  rear  of  the  library  which  will  be  vacated 
by  Boston  University  in  January,  1959,  and 
which  the  Library  Department  has  agreed  to 
acquire.  The  sum  of  $2,500,000  will  come  from 
library  trust  funds  (the  Benton  Building 
Fund);  $6,000,000  is  to  be  supplied  by  the  city. 

The  City's  Capital  Improvement  Program 
published  each  year  represents  the  official 
scheduling  and  financing  of  structures  and  im- 
provements of  a  capital  nature  during  the 
following  six  years.  These  programs,  it  ap- 
pears, have  never  reflected  any  definite  or 
serious  plan  by  the  city  to  construct  the  new 
Central  Library  Building  in  the  foreseeable 
future. 

Neither  the  1951-1956  Capital  Improvement 
Program  nor  that  for  1952-1957  contains  any 
reference  to,  or  provision  for,  the  construction 
of  this  building. 

The  1953-1958  program  makes  the  following- 
reference  to  the  project:  "Among  the  projects 
not  included  within  the  program  is  the  enlarge- 
ment of  the  Central  Library.  The  total  cost 
of  this  improvement  is  estimated  at  $8,000,000, 
one  half  to  be  financed  by  the  city,  and  one  half 
by  private  funds."  No  amount  is  scheduled 
for  the  purpose   in   the  financial   plan. 

The  following  reference  appears  in  the  1954- 
1959  program.  "When  additional  monev  can 
be  raised  a  new  $8,000,000  building  will  be 
constructed  on  Boylston  street."  In  the  financial 
schedule,  $2,(1(10,000  of  librav  trust  funds  are 
placed  in  1957-1958-1959  column,  but  the  city 
contribution  of  $6,000,000  is  placed  under 
"Deferred    Projects." 

The  1955-1960  Capital  Improvement  Program 
refers  to  the  building  in  the  following  lan- 
guage: "In  addition,  the  Library  Department 
plans  to  raise  some  $4,000,000  during  the  next 
five  years  to  help  finance  the  construction  of  a 
new  building  on  Boylston  street."  In  the 
financing    schedule,    $4,000,000    of    trust    funds 


are  placed  in  the  1958-1959-1960  column; 
$4,000,000  is  placed  under  "Deferred  Projects." 

In  the  1956-61  and  1957-62  Capital  Improve- 
ment Programs  the  new  building  is  neither 
discussed  nor  scheduled;  it  is  simply  placed 
under  "Deferred  Projects"  with  a  $4,000,000 
label  attached. 

In  brief,  then,  it  was  felt,  apparently,  as  late 
as  the  preparation  of  the  1957-62  program, 
that  the  library  addition  was  something  for  the 
indefinite  future;  furthermore,  that  trust  funds 
and  other  nonmunicipal  resources  would  carry 
at  least  half  the  cost  of  construction  when  the 
building  was  finally  constructed. 

3.     The    Modernization     Plan    op    Internal 

Changes  Within  the  Present  Structure. 

The  construction  of  a  new  Central  Library 
wing  in   1959,  however,  is  not  the  whole  story. 

Pending  the  construction  of  a  new  wing  an 
immediate  program  of  internal  change  within 
the  present  structure  is  planned.  This  is  the 
"third  phase"  of  the  so-called  "modernization" 
program. 

The  Director  of  the  Boston  Public  Library 
has  supplied  reprints  of  an  article  he  prepared 
for  the  "Library  Journal"  entitled  "Boston 
Modernizes — Plans  for  Enlargement."  A  copy 
is  attached  to  this  report.  This  shows  that  a 
program  of  modernization  and  change  has  been 
in   progress  at  tile  Central  Library  since   1945. 

The  purpose  is  stated  as,  "converting  the 
existing  beautiful  edifice  into  a  building  more 
adequate  for  public  library  use  during  the 
interim  period  until  a  new  or  enlarged  building 
could  be  provided."  Two  phases  of  this 
modernization   plan   have   been   completed. 

The  third  phase  is  now  contemplated.  The 
article  observes:  "Obviously  this  third  phase  of 
the  modernization  program  is  the  most  dra- 
matic. So,  too,  is  it  the  most  expensive."  The 
stated  underlying  principles  are  "to  locate 
every  public  area  possible  on  lower  floors,  and 
to  attempt  to  bring  into  being  in  at  least 
nucleus  form  as  many  as  possible  of  the  new 
sections  for  the  proposed  enlargement  of  the 
building." 

The  Capital  Improvement  Program  for  1957- 
1962  provides  $450,000  in  trust  funds  and 
$125,000  in  city  funds  for  this  purpose.  The 
trust  fund  involved  is  the  Dr.  Samuel  A.  Green 
Fund,  which  carries  no  limitation  as  to  use  and 
may  be  applied  to  any  library  purpose.  This, 
of  course,  is  apart  from  the  increased  operat- 
ing cost  entailed  by  required  additional  per- 
sonnel. 

Besides  the  rearrangement  of  present  de- 
partments, several  new  departments  will  be  set 
up  under  this  phase  of  the  program,  including: 
Social  Sciences,  Government  Documents,  Re- 
ligion-Philosophy-Psychology, Sports  and  Trav- 
el, Maps,  Literature,  and  Languages.  The  list 
of  changes  is  too  lengthy  to  repeat  here,  but 
may  be  read  on  pages  8,  9,  and  10  of  the 
reprint  from  the  "Library  Journal." 

The  author  of  the  article  anticipates  the 
question  which  arises  naturally  in  the  mind  of 
the  reader,  when  he  writes:  "A  wonder  may 
arise  as  to  why  so  much  effort  and  money  is 
being  expended  upon  the  existing  Central  Li- 
brary Building  when  it  is  shortly  to  be  en- 
larged and  many  of  the  activities  currently 
being  carried  on  in  it  will  be  transferred  into 
the  new  addition."  He  then  undertakes  to 
answer  this  question  by  stating  that  the  new 
addition  will  not  be  built  for  some  time,  that 
the  library  ought  to  make  the  most  of  its 
present  facilities,  and  that  the  "modernization 
program"  will  provide  an  opportunity  to  de- 
velop and  test  the  departmentation  for  the  new 
building. 

4.     Questions    Raised    by    the    Foregoing 
Considerations. 

The  foregoing  data  raises  many  questions 
which  invite  exploration. 

1.  Almost  all  of  the  subject  departments 
which  are  to  be  rearranged  or  newlv  created 
under  this  third  phase  of  the  "modernization" 
plan  will  be  housed  in  the  proposed  new  wing, 
which  is  scheduled  to  be  started  in  1959.  Is 
the  expenditure,  therefore,  of  $450,000  in  Green 
Trust  Funds  and  $125,000  in  city  money,  as 
set  up  in  the  1957-62  Capital  Improvement 
Program,  as  well  as  the  increased  operating 
costs  due  to  the  expected  increase  in   personnel, 
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warranted  for  such  a  comparatively  temporary 
operation? 

Obviously,  a  decision  on  this  point  should  be 
made  immediately,  before  the  program  gets 
underway. 

2.  Even  if  no  city  funds  were  involved  in 
this  "modernization"  plan,  the  question  would 
still  be  pertinent,  since  the  Green  Fund  carries 
no  limitation  and  may  be  used  for  any  library 
purpose.  Accordingly,  could  not  the  fund  be 
allowed  to  accumulate  and  become  available  for 
the  new  building,  thereby  reducing  the  city's 
share  of  the  cost  of  construction?  The  value 
of  this  fund  in  April,  1957,  was  approximately 
$580,000. 

3.  Should  not  the  use  of  all  the  changes 
developed  in  the  modernization  plan  in  the 
present  building  run  longer  than  the  compara- 
tively short  period  now  envisaged  before  a  new 
building  is  constructed  which  will  change  these 

4.  If  it  is  determined  to  start  immediately 
on  the  third  phase  of  the  "modernization"  plan, 
may  not  the  new  building  be  deferred  beyond 
1959  in  view  of  the  following  considerations? 

(a)  In  order  to  have  the  use  of  a  million 
dollars  of  the  DeFerrari  funds,  and  thereby 
reduce  the  city's  contribution  to  the  cost  of 
construction  of  the  new  building  by  that 
amount,  it  will  be  necessary  to  wait  until 
the  fund  accumulates  to  the  point  of 
$2,000,000.  It  appears  that  the  DeFerrari 
funds  consist  of  two  indentures  of  trust;  one 
dated  July  1,  1947,  and  the  other  dated 
December  13,  1948.  The  former  provides  for 
supplying  a  $1,000,000  for  construction  of  a 
new  central  library  wing  when  the  fund 
reaches  $2,000,000.  The  book  value  of  this 
indenture  in  January,  1957,  was  approximate- 
ly   $804,000. 

The  other  indenture  dated  1948  has  a 
present  value  of  approximately  $330,000.  It 
is  possible  to  combine  this  principal  with  the 
1947  indenture  for  a  total  value  of  approxi- 
mately $1,134,000  toward  the  $2,000,000  mark, 
which  must  be  reached  before  a  $1,000,000  is 
available  for  the  new  building.  How  long 
this  would  take  is  not  known. 

(b)  While  the  DeFerrari  funds  would  be 
in  the  process  of  expansion,  the  Benton 
Building  Fund  would  likewise  be  increasing 
and  simultaneously  reducing  the  city's  even- 
tual contribution.  As  of  November,  1956, 
the  book  value  of  investments  in  this  fund 
was  approximately  $2,090,000.  This  would  be 
reduced  by  the  amount  of  $450,000,  the 
balance  needed  to  acquire  the  Boston  Uni- 
versity property  as  per  agrrement,  in   1959. 

The  Benton  Building  Fund  was  to  be  held 
in  trust  until  it  reached  $2,000,000,  then  to  be 
applied  to  the  enlargement  of  the  Central 
Library  Building.  Actually,  the  fund  passed 
the  $2,000,000  mark  some  time  ago,  but  court 
permission  was  secured  to  defer  its  applica- 
tion. Under  Suffolk  Probate  Court  decree  of 
May  7,  1945,  the  application  of  the  fund  to 
said  object  may  be  deferred  until  such  time 
as  the  Library  Trustees,  in  their  discretion, 
determine  it  to  be  practical  and  desirable,  or 
the  court  otherwise  orders. 

(c)  In  the  meantime  the  Library  Trus- 
tees will  have  acquired  the  Boston  University 
Buildings  adjacent  to  the  library,  in  1959. 
They  may  have  some  use  in  an  expansion 
program  and  may  meet  the  storage  problem 
cited  in  the  release  of  April  24,  1957,  which 
announced  the  construction  of  the  new  wing. 

(d)  An  impressive  list  of  municipal  proj- 
ects will  soon  compete  for  capital  funds. 
New  schools  and  playgrounds,  public  works, 
off-street  parking  facilities,  fire  stations  and 
branch  libraries,  as  well  as  a  multi-million 
dollar  urban  renewal  program,  will  compete 
for  such  funds.  This  comes  at  a  time  when 
the  interest  charge  for  borrowed  money  is  on 
the  rise.  All  projects,  therefore,  must  be 
carefully  evaluated  on  a  basis  of  immediacy 
of  need. 

In  the  general  administration  of  the  govern- 
ment, service  improvements  affecting  life  and 
safety  must  be  provided  for  at  any  cost;  proper 
provision  for  basic  education  is  high  on  the 
list  of  necessary  appropriations;  but  even  the 
lofty  purpose  of  the  library  improvements  pro- 
posed  do    not   justify    further    increase   at    this 


time    in    the    generous    support    which    Boston 
gives  to  its  library  system.

There  is  now  before  you  a  communication 
from  the  Chairman  of  the  Real  Property  Board, 
dated  February  13,  1957,  in  which  you  are 
notified  that  on  February  7  the  Real  Property 
Board  directed  the  Chairman  to  request  an 
appropriation  of  $70,000  for  a  proposed  off- 
street  parking  facility  on  Glenville  avenue, 
Allston.  The  communication  gives  the  follow- 
ing data  in   regard  to  the  proposal: 

Area,  27,466  square  feet;  number  of  cars, 
80. 

Cost  of  land   (approximately) $:)4.::7:"> 

Cost   of    improvements 35,625 

Total    $70,000 

At  a  recent  meeting  of  your  Honorable  Body, 
Councillor  Edward  F.  McLaughlin  raised  a 
question  as  to  the  propriety  of  the  project  as 
proposed  and  placed  before  you  many  of  the 
salient  facts  in  regard  to  the  matter.  -Pre- 
sumably because  of  the  serious  nature  of  the 
information  given  by  the  councillor,  action  on 
the  recommended  appropriation  has  been  de- 
ferred. The  Finance  Commission  has  verified 
the  facts  as  given,  and  offers  some  additional 
information.  A  recital  of  the  circumstances 
follows :

Information  obtained  from  the  Building  De- 
partment which  issues  licenses  for  off-street 
parking  is  that  from  1950  to  1954,  inclusive, 
the  parking  license  allowed  parking  of  25  cars. 
In  1955  to  1957,  inclusive,  it  allowed  parking 
of   50   cars. 

The  terrain  of  this  parcel  remains  practically 
as  it  orignally  existed,  uneven  and  with  a  sub- 
stantial ledge  in  it.  For  a  long  period  of 
years,  it  contained  a  mansion  house,  which 
many  years  ago  was  demolished.  The  cellar  of 
the  house  was  filled  in  in  1955  and  that  is 
practically  the  only  improvement  ever  made  to 
the  property  since  the  mansion  house  was 
razed.  It  was  about  the  time  of  the  filling  of 
the  cellar  that  the  assessment  was  raised  from 
$11,000  (less  abatements  of  $2,000  annually) 
to  $27,500.  In  the  next  year,  without  further 
improvement,  the  assessed  value  was  raised  to 
$55,000.     It  was  about  this  time  that   agitation

to  have  the  city   take   it  for  off-street  parking 
began. 

To  eliminate  the  ledge  on  the  property  would 
mean  so  substantial  an  expense  that  the  Chair- 
man of  the  Real  Property  Board  has  informed 
the  Finance  Commission  that  the  city  would 
not  be  warranted  in  removing  it,  thus  reducing 
the  area  which  could  be  used  for  parking  cars. 
In  view  of  the  circumstances  recited  herein, 
it  is  the  recommendation  of  the  Finance  Com- 
mission that  the  city  should  reconsider  the 
decision  to  take  it.

Pursuant  to  St.  1946,  c.  475,  s.  1,  subdivision 
A,  notice  is  hereby  given  the  Commission  that 
this  department  is  in  the  process  of  settling 
the  suit  of  the  Micawber  Company  v.  City  of 
Boston,  Suffolk  Superior  Court  No.  506974. 
This  is  a  petition  for  land  damages  claimed  by 
the  petitioner  to  have  resulted  from  the  taking 
of  land  and  buildings  located  at  12-14,  16-22, 
and  24-26  Hayward  place,  said  taking  having 
been  made  on  September  19,  1955,  for  the  pur- 
poses of  off-street  parking.  The  facts  concern- 
ing the  property  taken  are  as  follows: 

1.  12-14  Hayward  Place.  TJiis  is  a  brick- 
building,  four  stories  in  height  in  the  front  and 
two  stories  in  height  in  the  rear,  occupying 
an    area   of   approximately    1,368    square    feet. 

2.  16-22  Hayward  Place.  This  is  a  brick- 
building  having  three  stories  in  front  and  two 
stories  in  the  rear,  abutting  Chickering  place, 
and  occupying  an  area  of  approximately  2,676 
square  feet. 

3.  24-26  Hayward  Place.  This  is  a  brick 
building  having  three  stories  in  front  and  two 
stories  in  the  rear,  abutting  Chickering  place, 
and  occupying  about   1,338   square  feet. 

The  total  land  area  taken  was  5,382  square 
feet. 

In  connection  with  the  taking,  the  parcel 
numbered  (1)  above,  namely,  12-14  Hayward 
place,  was  connected  to  the  building  at  572-580 
Washington  street  (owned  by  the  petitioner)  at 
the  first  and  second  floors  and  the  two  build- 
ings were  used  as  one  at  these  floors,  and  the 
taking  created  a  problem  of  severance.  The 
first    floor    premises    at    572    Washington    street 


were  leased  to  Walton's  Restaurant  at  a  rental 
of  $30,000  per  year.  The  lease  had  five  years 
to  run  at  the  time  of  the  taknig.  Part  of  the 
leased  premises  extended  into  the  building  at 
12-14  Hayward  place.  The  leased  area  con- 
sisted of  approximately  810  square  feet  on  the 
first  floor  in  addition  to  the  basement  area 
thereunder.  "  About  20  per  cent  of  this  area 
was  taken,  necessitating  repairs  to  the  re- 
mainder. The  petitioner  also  claims  that  as  a 
result  of  the  taking  the  lease  with  Walton's 
was  broken;  and  the  remainder  of  the  leased 
premises  is  now  leased  at  an  annual  rental  of 
$20,000— a  loss  of  $10,000  annually,  including 
plottage  value. 

The  assessed  values  of  the  properties  for  the 
year   1955  were  as  follows:

The  assessors'  records  indicate  that  abate- 
ments were  granted  for  the  years  1952  and 
1953  on  all  parcels  as  follows:

Applications  for  abatement  for  the  year  1954 
are  also  pending,  but  up  to  the  present  time  no 
actual  abatement  has  been  granted;  and  appli- 
cations  for   abatement   for   1955   were  filed   but 
no  appeals   were  taken   thereon   and,   therefore, 
no  abatement  is  now  legally  possible. 

Appraisals   were  made  on  behalf   of  the  city 
by   Daniel   M.   Driscoll  and   F.   Paul   Morgan   as 
follows:

The  petitioner  informs  this  office  that  it  has 
an  appraisal  made  by  Elliott  Henderson  in  the 
amount  of  $220,000  which  will  be  used  if  the 
case  is  tried.  However,  at  recent  conferences 
the  attorney  for  the  petitioner  asked  for 
$170,000  in  settlement  and  submitted  the  fol- 
lowing memorandum  of  damages  for  the  pur- 
pose of  compromise: 

1.  Value  of  land  and  buildings. 

Assessed  value  less  abated  value $98,000 

2.  Severance  value. 

(a)  Expense  and  repairs  in  con- 
nection   with    remainder 20.000 

(b)  Rental  loss  during  demolition....       2,000 

(c)  Loss  due  to  broken  lease,  in- 
cluding plottage  value — 5  years  at 
$10,000  per  year 50.000 

Total    $170,000 

An  analysis  of  the  various  factors  involved 
in  this  case  has  been  carefully  made.  Consider- 
ation has  been  given  to  the  assessment  ap- 
praisals of  Daniel  M.  Driscoll  and  F.  Paul 
Morgan,  severance  value,  alleged  damage  to  the 
remainder,  repairs  necessitated  by  the  taking, 
income  capitalization,  and  the  alleged  loss  of 
income  due  to  the  taking.  In  addition  thereto 
the  appraisal  figure  of  the  petitioner  was  con- 
sidered. 

These  are  important  elements  in  a  trial  of 
an  eminent  domain  case;  but  as  has  been  in- 
dicated in  prior  reports  to  your  Commission, 
there  is  a  likelihood  of  a  compromise  verdict 
being  returned  by  a  jury.  Such  verdict  is 
invariably  arrived  at  by  a  jury's  adding  to- 
gether the  figures  testified  to  by  the  appraisers 
for    the    petitioner    and     the    respondent's     ap 
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Preiser's  figure.  The  total  is  then  divided  by 
two  and  the  amount  arrived  at  is  the  amount 
of  the  verdict.  To  this  verdict  is  added  interest 
at  the  rate  of  4  per  cent  per  annum  from  the 
date  of  the  taking.  If  this  method  were  used 
on  a  trial  of  this  case,  it  readily  will  be  seen 
that  a  verdict  would  likely  be  in  the  vicinity  of 
$170,000,  to  which  sum  would  be  added  the 
statutory  interest  of  4  per  cent.  This  would 
bring  the  amount  of  the  verdict  to  approxi- 
mately $181,000— or  over  $25,000  more  than 
the  proposed  settlement  figure. 

Having  weighed  all  the  foregoing  factors  and 
having  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Real  Es- 
tate Commissioners,  this  office  is  proposing  to 
settle  this  case  for  the  sum  of  $145,000  plus 
interest  at  4  per  cent  per  annum  from  the  date 
of  the  taking  (September  19,  1955)  to  May  19, 
1957.  amounting  to  $9,666.67— or  a  total  of 
$154,666.67.  To  this  amount  will  be  added  the 
sum  of  $2,287.89  representing  apportionment 
of  taxes  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
the  statute.

A  communication  was  received  from  Michael

This  is  in  response  to  the  request  for  con- 
sideration and  a  reply  on  the  City  Council 
order  of  May  20,   1957. 

From  the  first  the  purpose  of  the  Boston 
Arts  Festival  has  been  to  provide  free  of  charge 
to  Bostonians  and  New  Englanders  an  indica- 
tion of  the  scope  and  direction  of  the  major 
arts   in   our  own   times. 

Similarly,  the  primary  aim  of  the  New 
England  Exhibition  of  Painting,  Sculpture,  and 
Graphic  Arts  has  been  to  bring  together 
through  the  medium  of  an  open  competition 
works  of  the  highest  quality  by  living  New 
England  artists.  Quality,  as  determined  by 
persons  knowledgeable  and  experienced  in  the 
arts,  has  been  the  primary  criterion  in  the 
jury's  selection  of  the  works  for  the  exhibition. 
At  the  same  time  there  has  been  a  conceited 
effort  to  provide  that  quality  works  of  all 
schools  and  styles  of  art — "traditional," 
"modern,"  "expressionist,"  "realistic,"  "sur- 
realistic," etc. — are  represented. 

Obviously,  the  festival  is  not  and  cannot  be 
responsible  for  what  the  artists  of  today  are 
producing;  it  can  only  reflect  what  they  are 
doing.  Obviously,  too,  the  festival  cannot 
determine  who  submits  works  or  what  works 
are  submitted.  To  do  so  would  be  to  impinge 
upon  the  basic  freedom  of  expression  which 
is    every   American's    right. 

In  the  past  six  years,  the  majority  of  artists 
who  have  submitted  to  the  festival — and  to 
almost  any  major  national  or  international 
exhibition  for  that  matter — have  been  practi- 
tioners of  the  so-called  "modern"  or  "expres- 
sion istic"  style  of  painting.  The  festival  there- 
fore has  tended  to  reflect  these  styles,  not 
with  the  thought  that  they  indicate  the  best 
of  times  or  worst  of  times,  but  simply  what 
is   today. 

It  is  because  history  has  shown  that  it  is 
generally  impossible  for  persons  in  their  own 
times  to  judge  what  will  be  the  works  of  last- 
ing value  and  significance  that  the  festival 
has  made  every  effort  to  provide  for  the  repre- 
sentation of  artists  of  all  persuasions.  It  has 
done   this   two    ways. 

First,  the  policies  and  procedures  followed 
in  the  exhibition  competition  have  been  worked 
out  by  an  Art  Committee  composed  of  persons 
known  and  respected  for  their  professional 
accomplishments  in  the  fine  arts.  Included 
have     been     representatives     of     every     major 
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museum  in  New  England,  artists  ("traditional" 
and  "modern"),  critics  and  gallery  directors. 
The  Art  Committee  has  also  been  selected  with 
a  thought  of  providing  fair  representation  for 
all   schools  and  styles  of  art. 

Second,  a  primary  objective  set  down  for 
the  Art  Committee  in  its  selection  of  jurrors 
is  that  the  jury  as  a  whole  shall  be  so  con- 
stituted as  to  encourage  the  Confidence  and 
participation   of   artists   of   all   persuasions. 

The  encouragement  of  all  schools  and  styles 
of  the  fine  arts  and  partiality  toward  none 
strikes  us  as  the  only  fair  and  reasonable 
policy  for  the  Boston   Arts  Festival  to  pursue. 

The  trustees  cordially  extend  to  the  members 
of  the  City  Council  an  invitation  to  view  this 
year's  exhibition  which  we  believe  includes 
much  the  best  sampling  of  works  by  so-called 
traditional  artists  that  the  festival  has  thus 
far  presented.

TRANSIENT  VENDOR'S  LICENSE  IN 
CERTAIN  CASES. 

The    following    was    received:

To    the   City    Council. 

For  many  years  the  Transient  Vendors  Law 
has  not  been  applicable  to  sales  of  goods, 
wares  or  merchandise  "by  any  person,  whether 
principal  or  agent,  who  engages  in  temporary 
or  transient  business  in  any  town  in  which 
taxes  have  been  assessed  upon  his  stock  in 
trade  during  the  current  year."  See  G.  L. 
(Ter.  Ed.)  c.  101,  s.  2,  as  amended  by  St. 
1948,  c.  372.  This  situation  has  been  changed 
by  chapter  243  of  the  Acts  of  1957,  which, 
by  striking  from  the  statute  the  words  quoted 
above,  provides  that  the  assessment  of  taxes 
upon  the  stock  in  trade  of  transient  vendors 
shall  not  make  the  Transient  Vendors  Law 
inapplicable   to   such   vendors. 

In  Boston,  the  fee  for  a  transient  vendor's 
license  "shall  be  an  amount  equal  to  the  tax 
assessable  under  the  tax  levy  last  preceding 
the  issue  of  such  license  upon  property  having 
a  valuation  equal  to  the  valuation"  of  his  goods, 
wares  and  merchandise  as  determined  by  the 
assessors.  See  Rev.  Ord.  (1947) ,  ch.  40A,  sec.  1, 
el.  (307),  as  appearing  in  Ord.  1956,  ch.  7, 
sec.  2.  It  is  readily  apparent  that  if,  in 
addition  to  this  fee,  taxes  are  assessed  upon 
his  stock  in  trade,  the  result  is,  in  effect, 
double  taxation,  which,  in  the  circumstances, 
a  court  would  undoubtedly  declare  unreason- 
able. 

Accordingly,  I  recommend  passage  of  the 
ordinance  transmitted  herewith  which  would 
fix  at  $10  the  fee  for  a  transient  vendor's 
license     in     such     cases.

ORDINANCE    FOR    DISCHARGE    OF    FIRE- 
ARMS IN  CERTAIN  CIRCUMSTANCES.

Gentlemen: 

The  construction  by  the  First  National  Bank 
of  Boston  of  a  pistol  practice  range  at  562- 
566  Atlantic  avenue,  Boston,  for  improving 
the  proficiency  of  its  guards  as  well  as  those 
of  other  banks  in  the  use  of  firearms  has 
brought  to  attention  that  section  23  of  chapter 
40  of  the  Revised  Ordinances  of  1947,  which 
prohibits   the  discharge  of  firearms   within   the 
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limits  of  the  city,  does  not  provide  an  ex- 
ception for  such  a  range  although  it  does 
allow  trap  or  target  shooting  on  the  grounds 
of  a  gun  club  licensed  to  be  used  for  such 
purpose  by  the  City  Council.  No  reason 
appears  why  gun  clubs  should  be  the  only 
type  of  organization  which  may  be  licensed, 
particularly  when  a  pistol  practice  range  of 
the  kind  proposed  would  seem  to  be  very 
much  in  the  public  interest  at  the  present 
time.  Accordingly,  I  recommend  passage  of 
the  ordinance  transmitted  herewith  which 
would  change  the  proviso  in  the  above-cited 
section  so  as  to  read: — this  prohibition  shall 
not  apply  to  persons  engaged  in  target  prac- 
tice on  a  range  or  other  premises  licensed 
to  be  used  for  such  purposes  by  the  city 
council.  The  ordinance  transmitted  herewith 
would  also  increase  the  fee  for  such  a  license 
from  $15.00  to  $50.00,  which  is  the  fee  now 
prescribed  for  a  shooting  gallery  license.  See 
Rev.  Ord.  (1947),  c.  40A,  s.  1,  cl.  (262),  as 
appearing  in  Ord.

CERTAIN    SUNDAY     ENTERTAINMENT. 
The    following    was    received:

To    the    City    Council. 
Gentlemen: 

Licenses  to  hold  on  the  Lord's  day  a  public 
entertainment  for  the  benefit  of  patrons  in 
a     public    dining    room    have    been     issued    on 


a  weekly  basis  in  conformity  with  section 
4  of  chapter  136  of  the  General  Laws. 
Clause  (298)  of  section  1  of  chapter  40  of 
the  Revised  Ordinances  of  1947,  as  inserted 
by  section  2  of  chapter  7  of  the  Ordinances 
of  1956,  prescribes  that  the  fee  for  such  a 
license  shall  be  a  primary  fee  of  $10  and, 
in  certain  cases,  an  additional  fee  of  $5 
for  each  one  thousand  of  the  average  Sun- 
day paid  attendance  during  the  last  such 
public  entertainment  so  given;  provided  that 
in  cases  where  there  is  no  admission  or  cover 
charge  and  the  entertainment  is  solely  pro- 
vided by  not  exceeding  four  instrumentalists 
the    lee    shall    be    $5. 

The  aforesaid  section  4  of  chapter  136  of 
the  General  Laws,  under  which  such  licenses 
are  issued,  will  be  amended  effective  July  21, 
1957,  by  chapter  300  of  the  Acts  of  1957  so 
as  to  authorize  the  issuance  of  such  licenses 
on  an  annual  as  distinguished  from  a  weekly 
basis.  No  fee  is  prescribed  by  said  clause 
(298)  for  a  license  of  this  kind  on  an  annual 
basis. 

That  clause,  however,  does  prescribe  a  fee 
of  $100  for  an  annual  Sunday  entertainment 
license  for  the  exhibition  of  motion  pictures. 
While  the  two  types  of  entertainment  are  dis- 
similar in  some  respects,  it  strikes  me  that  a 
sufficient  similarity  exists  between  them  to 
justify  the  same  fee  for  an  annual  license  for 
a  public  entertainment  for  the  bentfit  of 
patrons  in  a  public  dining  room.  Accordingly, 
I  recommend  passage  of  the  ordinance  trans- 
mitted herewith  which  would  fix  the  fee  for  an 
annual  Sunday  entertainment  license  for  the 
latter   at   $100.

This  is  in  response  to  the  order  passed  by 
your  Honorable  Body  on  June  24,  1957,  re- 
questing a  report  concerning  the  petition  filed 
by  his  Honor  the  Mayor  for  legislation  requir- 
ing the  Massachusetts  Port  Authority  to  com- 
pensate the  City  of  Boston  for  its  delay  in 
acquiring  the  Sumner  Tunnel  by  paying  the 
city  not  less  than  $3,000  for  each  day  of  delay 
after  December  31,  1956.  See  1957  House 
No.  1940. 

Said  petition  was  referred  to  the  Joint  Com- 
mittee on  State  Administration,  which  held  a 
public  hearing  thereon  on  March  4,  1957.  At 
a  meeting  of  the  Massachusetts  Port  Authority 
on  March  21,  1957,  it  was  voted: 

"That  Ephraim  A.  Brest,  Chairman  of  the 
Authority,  be,  and  hereby  is,  authorized  to 
negotiate  with  the  City  of  Boston  in  connection 
with  an  adjustment  of  the  amounts  to  be  paid 
to  the  said  City  of  Boston. 

"That  it  is  the  consensus  of  opinion  of  the 
members  that  the  City  of  Boston  should  be 
reimbursed  in  addition  to  the  amount  specified 
in  the  Act  a  sum  representing  the  interest  cost 
to  the  city  from  January  1,  1957,  until  the 
date  when  actual  payment  will  be  made." 

Later  on  the  same  day  (March  21,  1957),  the 
Joint  Committee  on  State  Administration, 
presumably  believing  that  this  vote  was  ade- 
quate to  protect  the  city,  reported  Leave  to 
Withdraw  on  the  Mayor's  petition.

The  order  was  assigned  for  14  days  for  final 
action. 

In  connection  with  the  foregoing  two  orders 
Councillor  McLaughlin  submitted  the  following 
oral  report: 

Mr.  President,  since  there  is  a  great  deal  of 
material  being  reported  out  of  the  Committee 
on  Appropriations  and  Finance,  I  think  that  I 
should  briefly  give  the  background  on  each  one. 

The  present  one  just  read  by  the  Clerk  has 
to  do  with  the  construction  of  public  ways 
within  the  City  of  Boston  in  the  amount  of 
$3,000,000.  That  will  be  used,  $700,000  this 
year  for  the  construction  of  absolutely  new 
streets,  and  the  balance  to  be  used  next  year 
for  the  resurfacing  and  reconstruction  of  al- 
ready accepted  streets  in  the  City  of  Boston. 

There  will  be  read  into  the  record  an  ap- 
propriation of  approximately  $2,000,000  plus 
also  for  the  construction  of  roadways  which  is 
the  City  of  Boston's  share  of  the  $200,000,000 
state  road-building  program.  It  requires  no 
appropriation  by  this  Body  or  the  city  govern- 
ment, but  it  is  an  authorization  required  under 
the  statute  for  us  to  use  the  distribution  we 
get  under  this  particular  legislation,  so  that 
although  it  costs  us  no  money  it  is  a  great 
benefit  to  us;  otherwise,  we  would  have  had  to 
appropriate  more  money  than  we  have  to  ap- 
propriate as. matters  now  stand. 

4.  Report  on  message  of  the  Mayor  and 
order  (referred  June  24)  for  appropriation  of 
$100,000  for  school  purposes — recommending 
that  the  order  ought  to  pass. 
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The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  order  was 
passed,  yeas   8,   nays   0:

In  connection  with  the  foregoing  order 
Councillor  McLaughlin  submitted  the  following 
oral  report: 

Mr.  President,  I  will  speak  on  this,  and  I 
presume  the  Clerk  will  read  the  regular  School 
Committee  budget;  at  least,  that  portion  there- 
of we  had  to  act  upon,  and  I  will  speak  on 
both  at  the  same  time,  if  I  may. 

There  are  separate  orders  to  be  voted  on 
separately,  the  $100,000  appropriation  which 
the  Clerk  has  just  read  is  supplementary  to  the 
$6, 000, 000-odd  which  we  had  previously. 

It  is  divided  into  two  categories:  one,  $60,000 
for  nonacademic  personnel  in  the  employ  of 
the  School  Department,  giving  them  exactly 
the  same  pay  raise  as  has  been  awarded  or 
will  be  awarded  to  the  other  city  employees 
before  we  get  through  this  afternoon.  That 
was  placed  in  at  the  request  of  the  School 
Committee  when  it  was  pointed  out  by  a  mem- 
ber of  that  committee  that  all  city  employees 
had  been  given  some  consideration  by  way  of 
increased  wages  except  this  limited  group  of 
personnel. 

The  $40,000  item  in  this  supplementary  ap- 
propriation order  covers  the  pay  for  one  week 
for  temporary  teaching  personnel  for  the  year 
1957.  The  reason  for  that  is  this:  The  School 
Committee  has  just  voted  to  close  the  schools 
a  week  earlier  in  1958  and  to  open  them  a 
week  earlier  this  September,  and  we  will  have 
to  spend  $40,000  more  this  year,  but  obviously 
we  will  spend  $40,000  less  next  year  and  the 
two  items  will  balance  out. 

5.  Report  on  message  of  the  Mayor  and 
order  (referred  May  20)  for  appropriation  of 
$6,120,903.18  for  school  purposes — recommend- 
ing that  the  order  ought  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  order  was 
passed,  yeas  8,  nays  0:

In  connection  with  the  foregoing  order  Coun- 
cillor McLaughlin  submitted  the  following  oral 
report: 

Mr.  President,  with  regard  to  the  School 
Committee  budget,  it  is  the  recommendation 
that  the  Council  accept  it  and  pass  it  and 
adopt  it  and  appropriate  the  money  in  exactly 
the  manner  in  which  his  Honor  the  Mayor 
submitted  it  to  us. 

There  was  one  item  that  came  before  us  for 
consideration  for  reduction,  and  that  had  to  do 
with  the  school  play  program  during  the  sum- 
mer months.  The  amount  involved  is  $127,000. 
There  had  been  a  special  committee  formed 
about  a  year  ago,  of  which  I  was  a  member 
representing  the  Council,  and  on  which  there 
were  many  other  people  and  organizations,  in- 
cluding the  School  Department,  represented. 
It  was  the  recommendation  of  that  committee 
that  the  recreation  program  as  it  is  in  effect 
in  the  City  of  Boston  be  under  the  guidance  of 
one  department,  and  that  department  was  the 
Parks  and  Recreation  Department  of  the  City 
of  Boston  under  the  supervision  of  Commis- 
sioner Kelley.  This  phase  of  the  program 
would  come  under  Mr.  Patrick  Ryan,  who  is 
the  recreational  director  of  the  City  of  Boston. 

Apparently  the  School  Committee  felt  that 
they  had  not  been  considered  in  this  discussion 
through  some  misunderstanding,  and  while  the 
Mayor  at  first  decided  to  delete  that  amount 
of  money  from  the  budget  before  it  came  to  the 
Council,  after  conference  with  the  School  Com- 
mittee he  left  the  money  in.  When  the  School 
Committee  was  here  at  the  budget  hearing  this 
subject  was  thoroughly  discussed  and  the 
School  Committee  members  agreed  to  discuss 
it  further  with  representatives  of  the  Special 
Committee. 

That  meeting  was  held  and  it  was  agreed  to 
discuss  the  matter  further  at  a  formal  meeting 
of  the  School  Committee,  which  was  held  a 
week  ago  last  Thursday  evening.  At  that  time 
a  member  of  the  School  Committee  did  submit 
a  motion  to  have  this  amount  of  money  deleted 


from  its  own  budget  and  recommend  that 
reduction  to  the  Mayor.  That  then  would  place 
the  Mayor  in  the  position  where  he  could  have 
sent  to  this  Council  an  appropriation,  an  ad- 
ditional supplementary  appropriation  in  the 
same  amount  of  money  for  the  Park  Depart- 
ment so  that  they  could  take  over  this  program. 

However,  during  the  course  of  that  School 
Committee  meeting  an  assistant  superintendent 
of  schools  objected  and  gave  various  reasons 
for  it,  and  what  followed  is  not  important  at 
the  moment,  but  that  motion  was  withdrawn. 

It  was  then  suggested  indirectly  to  me  that 
this  Council  should  reduce  the  School  Commit- 
tee budget  by  this  amount  of  money  and  some- 
where along  the  line  we  would  receive  a  vote 
of  confidence  from  the  majority  of  the  School 
Committee.  That  was  not  the  will  of  your 
committee,  it  is  not  the  proper  method  by 
which  to  approach  the  problem,  and  we  felt 
if  the  School  Committee  desired  to  have  it 
taken  out,  the  way  they  should  have  done  it 
was  by  vote,  so  advise  his  Honor  the  Mayor 
and  through  the  Mayor  this  Body,  so  that  we 
could  delete  it  from  the  budget  and  delete  it 
legally  and  put  the  money  in  the  budget  of  the 
Park  Department  legally. 

That  not  being  done,  no  action  has  been 
taken,  but  it  is  to  be  hoped  in  the  year  1958 
that  the  School  Committee  will  see  its  way 
clear  to  go  along  with  that  recommendation, 
at  least  for  a  time,  to  see  whether  or  not  by 
unifying  this  most  important  recreation  pro- 
gram we  can  run  a  better  recreation  program 
and  do  a  better  job  for  the  city. 

Other  than  that,  there  is  nothing  in  the 
School  Committee  budget  this  committee  recom- 
mends be  touched  at  all.  That  was  the  unan- 
imous feeling  of  the  committee  and  I  want  to 
make  that  clear  on  the  record. 

6.  Report  on  message  of  the  Mayor  and 
order  (referred  June  10)  for  appropriation  of 
$2, 530, 208. S2  of  income  from  Commonwealth 
under  chapter  718,  Acts  of  1956,  for  construc- 
tion of  streets  and  erection  of  traffic  lights — 
recommending  that  the  order  ought  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  order  was 
passed,  yeas  8,  nays  0:

In  connection  with  the  foregoing  order  Coun- 
cillor McLaughlin  submitted  the  following  oral 
report: 

Mr.  President,  I  commented  on  this  a  few 
moments  ago  in  the  $3,000,000  loan  order  for 
the  construction  of  streets.  This  is  the  city's 
portion  of  the  money  from  the  $200. lino, (ion 
road-building  program  of  the  Commonwealth. 
As  was  explained  to  us  by  Mr.  Lally,  the  City 
Auditor,  under  the  legislation  a  certain  portion 
is  distributed  to  various  cities  and  towns 
throughout  the  Commonwealth,  and  this  is  our 
portion  of  that  money. 

However,  it  does  require  an  appropriation 
out  of  the  general  funds  into  which  this  money 
goes  when  it  is  received,  and  the  only  purpose 
of  this  order  is  to  authorize  the  city  govern- 
ment to  pay  out  of  these  funds  as  thev  are 
received  this  amount  of  money  for  the  sole 
purpose  of  reconstructing  already  existing  and 
accepted  public  ways  within  the  City  of  Bos- 
ton. It  cannot  under  any  circumstances  be 
used  for  the  construction  and  acceptance  of 
new  public  ways  in  the  city.  The  only  way 
we  can  get  at  these  sti-eets  is  through  the 
$3,000,000    loan    which    we   already    passed. 

7.  Report  on  message  of  the  Mayor  and 
order  (referred  June  10)  for  appropriation  of 
$3ii0.000  from  revenue  received  from  parking 
meter  fees  for  redemption  of  city  loans — 
recommending   that   the   order  ought    to   pass.

In  connection  with  the  foreguing  supplemen- 
tary appropriations  and  tax  orders  Councillor 
McLaughlin  submitted  the  following  oral 
report: 

Mr  President,  on  the  total  reductions  rec- 
ommended by  the  committee  as  outlined  in  the 
papeis  before  the  Clerk,  $52,050,  a  little  arith- 
metic will  show  that  that  is  approximately  the 
same  percentage  of  cuts  the  committee  took  on 
the  main  biidget  when  it  was  passed  last  April. 

There  is  very  little  that  can  be  said  about 
this  particular  budget.  It  was  carefully  ana- 
lyzed and  a  great  deal  of  time  was  spent  on   it.

1  would  like  to  say  the  committee  was  pleased 
when  it  noted  the  great  care  the  administration 
took  in  presenting  this  budget  and  in  not  put- 
ting back  into  the  budget  a  great  many  of  the 
items  that  this  Council  took  out  of  the  budget 
when  it  was  originally  adopted  in  April  of  this 
year.  There  were  some  items  that  were  put 
back  in  and  they  were  allowed  only  after  de- 
tailed and  satisfactory  explanations.  I  think 
it  is  indicative  of  the  spirit  of  cooperation 
that  has  gone  on  during  this  year  between  the 
Council  and  the  administration,  at  least,  in  so 
far  as  matters  of  appropriations  and  finances 
are  concerned. 

Obviously,  in  this  supplementary  budget  is 
the  money  to  make  some  attempt  to  compen- 
sate the  already  underpaid  city  employees  in  a 
little  better  fashion.  There  was  nothing  we 
could  do  about  what  was  sent  to  us,  as  we  all 
know.  The  committee  was  unanimous  and  with- 
out any  hesitation  at  all  voted  in  support  of 
the  Mayor's  recommendation.  We  did  discuss 
the  matter  at  some  length  with  various  union 
officials,  who  represented  the  employees  of  the 
City  of  Boston,  and  while  they  would  prefer  a 
larger  increase  they  were  most  cooperative  and 
understanding   of  their   presentation. 

It  is  clear  to  all  of  us  that  until  the  City  of 
Boston  gets  relief  from  its  already  over- 
burdened tax  structure  on  real  estate  that  there 
will  be  little  that  can  be  done  to  relieve  the 
unfair  burden  that  is  now  not  only  on  the 
home  owner  and  the  real  estate  owner  of  the 
city  but  upon  the  city  employees  as  individuals. 
According  to  law,  this  Council  has  no  control 
over  these  matters,  control  lies  in  a  body  other 
than  this  City  Council.  I  do  think  there  is 
little  to  be  added  to  what  has  been  said  here 
today  and  what  has  been  said  by  the  Committee 
on  Appropriations  and  Finance  when  it  sub- 
mitted its  report  in  April,  and  we  adopt  again 
many  of  the  things  we  said   in   there. 

I  make  this  personal  observation.  I  would 
like  to  see  the  recommendations  of  the  commit- 
tee, particularly  concerning  the  City  Hospital, 
put  into  effect.  We  had  a  great  many  con- 
ferences on  the  City  Hospital  budget  and  gave 
them  everything  they  asked  for,  and  there  will 
be  some  other  matters  concerning  those  orders 
for  construction  of  buildings  at  the  City  Hos- 
pital on  which  there  will  be  comments  made. 

I  think  that  covers  the  subject  as  well  as  it 
need  be  covered  at  this  time,  and  for  the  com- 
mittee I  recommend  it  be  adopted  in  the  man- 
ner in  which  it  was  read  into  the  record. 

As  chairman  of  the  committee  I  take  this 
opportunity  once  again  to  express  my  personal 
appreciation  to  each  member  of  the  committee 
who  spent  many  long  hours  with  me  in  formal 
sessions  and  informally  going  over  the  items 
we  had  before  us,  particularly  the  supplemen- 
tary budget.  Certainly,  without  the  attention 
they  gave  to  their  duties,  without  their  com- 
plete and  devoted  cooperation,  the  job  that  I 
think  has  been  done — and  I  think  a  good  job 
has  been  done — could  never  have  been  accom- 
plished. 

I  am  most  grateful  to  them  and  I  deeply 
appreciate    their    cooperation. 


Later  in  the  session  Councillor  McLaughlin 
moved  reconsideration  of  the  foregoing  vote  on 
the  supplementary  appropriations  and  tax 
orders.

In  connection  with  the  foregoing  order 
Councillor  McLaughlin  submitted  the  following 
oral   report: 

Mr.  President.  I  think  a  brief  report  is 
necessary  in  connection  with  this  additional 
supplementary  budget.  It  was  received  in  the 
Council  a  week  ago.  We  had  a  hearing,  and 
at  that  hearing  Mr.  Hughes  and  Dr.  Cauley 
represented  the  Health  Department,  and  Mr. 
Murray,  who  is  the  Mayor's  adviser  on  the 
demolition   program. 

This,  it  is  estimated,  will  be  divided  in  the  fol- 
lowing manner:  $200,000  for  the  Building  De- 
partment and  $100,000  for  the  Health  Depart- 
ment, the  reason  being  each  department  has 
the  power  to  order  a  building  removed  or  re- 
paired, and  in  the  failure  of  the  owner  of 
record  to  do  that,  they  have  the  power  under 
the  General  Laws  to  go  in  and  remove  the 
buildings,  and  the  city  has  a  lien  on  the  vacant 
land.  They  feel  there  are  more  buildings 
ordered  repaired,  and  if  not  repaired,  de- 
stroyed, under  the  Building  Department  than 
there  are  under  the  Health  Department.  They 
have  satisfied  the  committee  they  can  use  the 
funds  and  the  money  will  be  well  spent  during 
the  balance  of  the  fiscal  year  1957,  and  for 
that  reason  and  for  many  others  with  which 
we  are  all  too  familiar  because  of  the  age 
of  many  sections  of  the  city  and  the  poor 
condition  in  which  buildings  have  been  al- 
lowed to  go  by  landlords  and  others,  the  com- 
mittee unanimously  recommended  that  this  ap- 
propriation be  allowed. 

We  are  all  aware  the  City  of  Boston  has  at 
long  last  a  housing  code  approved  by  the 
federal  government.  It  is  part  of  the  urban 
renewal  program.  In  order  for  the  city  to 
qualify  under  that  program  we  must  have  a 
code  acceptable  to  the  federal  government. 

It  is  now  essential  that  we  survey  the 
2oo.000-odd  dwelling  units  in  the  City  of  Bos- 
ton for  the  purpose  of  determining  wherein 
they  do  not  meet  the  code  and  to  take  steps  to 
see  that  the  owners  comply  with  that  code.  In 
order  to  do  that,  it  is  absolutely  essential  that 
additional  temporary  help  be  acquired.  The 
standards  for  this  personnel  will  be  rather 
high  because  obviously  the  job  is  a  most  deli- 
cate one,  particularly  when  you  enter  into  a 
person's  home  as  a  representative  of  the  city 
government  to  do  a  survey  to  determine 
whether  or  not  that  home  meets  the  new 
housing  code.  They  will  be  paid  on  a  con- 
tract basis  and  the  contract  will  not  allow 
them  to  get  more  money  than  our  regularly 
employed    environmental    sanitation    inspectors. 

I  think  Dr.  Cauley  has  worked  out  a  reason- 
ably acceptable  program.  We  will  have  bugs, 
to  be  sure,  but  I  am  sure  with  the  sincere 
approach  he  showed  the  Council  Committee 
Ibis  morning  that  the  confusion  and  (ho  dif- 
ficulties   in   such   a   program   will   be   held   to   a 

The  next  item  is  personal  service  for  the 
Building  Department  in  the  amount  of  $10.00(1. 
It  requests  we  allow  five  additional  building 
inspectors     and      two      additional      elevator     in- 
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spectors  and  three  clerical  employees.  If  we 
allow  the  inspectors,  it  follows  they  need  the 
clerical  help  to  do  the  increased  paper-  work  in 
the  office. 

It  is  the  request  of  the  commissioner-  and  it 
is  his  considered  judgment  that  we  need  one 
building  inspector  per  ward  in  the  City  of 
Boston.  That  does  not  necessarily  mean  that 
each  ward  will  have  one  assigned.  There  will 
be  some  wards,  particularly  in  the  downtown 
area,  that  have  two,  and  in  other  areas  two 
wards  may  be  combined  under  the  heading  of 
one  particular  inspector,  but  after  some  details 
he  presented  his  case  and  satisfied  us  as  to 
the  need  for  this  new  additional  help  and  we 
agreed  to  recommend  to  the  Council  that  they 
allow  this  appropriation. 

The  next  item  is  personal  services  in  the 
Health  Department,  $10,000.  If  we  allow  the 
money  for  the  housing  inspectors  and  environ- 
mental sanitation  inspectors  it  is  obvious  we 
have  to  increase  the  personal  service  in  the 
central  office  to  coordinate  their  work — four 
new  jobs  at  junior  clerk  level.  The  other 
positions  are  three  senior  clerks,  one  prin- 
cipal clerk,  and  one  administrative  assistant 
to  supervise  the  program.  The  latter  named 
employees  will  be  on  a  promotional  basis  and 
the  four  junior  clerks  from  the  Civil  Service 
list.  That  has  met  with  the  approval  of  the 
committee  and  we  again  recommend  the  ap- 
propriation be  allowed. 

The  final  item  is  $3,000  for  tax  title  examiners. 
I  was  opposed  to  this  when  it  originally  came 
to  the  Council  because  I  felt  we  had  sufficient 
help  in  the  Law  Department  to  do  the  work. 
However,  I  am  willing  to  stand  corrected.  We 
do  have  in  the  Health  Department  one  legal 
aide  who  does  some  tax  title  work.  We  do 
have  one  in  the  Law  Department  but  the  record 
shows  that  these  people  do  other  duties  in  the 
course  of  their  official  duties  for  the  City  of 
Boston. 

At  the  present  time  there  are  between  85 
and  100  tax  title  examinations  in  arrears,  and 
in  order  for  the  city's  best  interests  to  be  pro- 
tected it  is  essential  these  examinations  be 
completed  at  the  earliest  possible  opportunity. 
They  average  $15  per  examination  because  the 
city  does  not  require  a  detailed  title  examina- 
tion as  we  attorneys  refer  to  them,  merely  a. 
certification  as  to  the  record  owner  and  a  legal 
description  of  the  premises  involved. 

For  these  reasons,  it  is  the  opinion  of  the 
committee  and  it  unanimously  voted  that  this 
appropriation  be  adopted  in  the  form  in  which 
it  was  presented  to  us  by  the  administration. 

1 0.  Report  on  message  of  the  Mayor  and 
order  (referred  June  10)  for  loan  of 
$5,450,000  for  construction  of  departmental 
buildings  recommending  rejection  of  the  order 
as  submitted  by  the  Mayor  and  passage  of  an 
order  for  loan  of  $4,950,000  Tor  construction  of 
departmental  buildings,  in  the  accompanying 
new  draft: 

Ordered,  That  under  the  provisions  of  clause 
3  of  section  7  of  chapter  44  of  the  General 
Laws,  the  sum  of  four  million,  nine  hundred 
and  fifty  thousand  dollars  ($4,950,000)  be,  and 
hereby  is,  appropriated,  to  be  expended  for  the 
construction  of  departmental  buildings,  and 
that,  to  meet  said  appropriation,  the  Collector- 
Treasurer  be  authorized  to  issue,  from  time  to 
time,  on  request  of  the  Mayor,  bonds  or  cer- 
tificates of  indebtedness  of  the  city  to  said 
amount. 

The   report   was  accepted.

The  second  was  an  order 
which  would  in  effect  reduce  down  to 
SI, 750, 0011  a  previously  existing  loan  order 
totaling  $7,750,000,  which  was  passed  in  1954, 
of  which  $5,750,000  was  for  the  construction  of 
a  hospital  at  Long  Island. 

The  third  order  that  was  presented  at  the 
same  time  was  an  additional  loan  order  for  the 
construction  of  public  buildings  in  the  amount 
o;    $5,000,000. 

We  had  before  us  last  week  Mr.  Condon, 
representing  Trustees  of  the  City  Hospital; 
Dr.  Cunlin,  Superintendent,  Mr.  Shepley  of  the 
architectural  firm  who  did  the  surveying,  and 
some  of  Mi1.  Shepley's  associates.  It  was  a 
joint  meeting  of  the  Committee  on  Appropria- 
tions and  Finance  and  the  Hospital  Commit- 
tee, of  which  the  Chairman  is  Councillor  Mc- 
Donough. 

We  went  through  the  testimony  in  great 
detail.  The  first  loan  order  covers  four  sepa- 
rate departments;  that  is,  the  loan  order  for 
$5,450,000.  Three  hundred  and  fifty  thousand 
dollars  was  additional  money  for  the  construc- 
tion of  three  new  fire  stations  in  the  City  of 
Boston.  Most  of  the  money  has  already  been 
made  available  but  based  on  bids  and  new  in- 
formation it  was  agreed  this  additional  money 
was  necessary  and  there  was  no  problem  with 
that.  The  committee  agreed  to  approve  that 
amount  of   money. 

For  the  Library  Department,  $550,000.  In 
December  of  195G  the  Council  passed  $500,11(10 
lor  the  construction  of  three  libraries.  It  is 
now  rather  clear  that  the  three  new  libraries 
will  cost  approximately  $350,000  apiece 
and,  therefore,  $550,000  additional  was  neces- 
sary. The  committee  voted  unanimously  to 
appropriate    those    monies. 

The  Public  Works  Department  was  next. 
Their  share  of  the  $5,450,000  as  proposed  was 
$1, sou, 000,  $200,000  for  the  construction  of  a 
new  garage  and  small  office  building  on  the 
present  site  of  the  Albany  Street  yards.  There 
seems  that  very  little  need  be  said  in  its  behalf 
because  everyone  knows  the  age  of  those  build- 
ings and  the  rather  poor  condition  of  that 
facility.  The  buildings  have  been  erected 
since  sjme  time  before  the  Civil  War,  so  we 
authorized    $200,000   for  that   purpose. 

Next  in  the  Public  Works  Department  was 
$1,600,000  for  the  South  Bay  incinerator.  This 
money  was  neces  ar?  because,  while  the  in- 
cinerator was  originally  designed  at  900  tons 
capacity  per  day.  the  money  has  been  appro- 
day.  Apparently  the  administration  felt  when 
the  South  Bay  incinerator  was  first  conceived 
that  there  would  be  at  least  two  other  inciner- 
ators and  perhaps  three  located  in  other  sec- 
lions  of  the  City  of  Boston,  one  in  Brighton 
ami  one  in  Dorchester  in  the  marshes,  and 
there  was  some  talk  about  West  Roxbury  on 
the  Veterans  of  Foreign  Wars  Parkway.  I 
believe  the  administration  now  feels  that  at 
least  for  some  time  there  will  be  but  one  in- 
cinerator in  the  city,  and  that  we  had  better 
build  it  t.i  its  fullest  capacity  of  900  tons, 
and  these  monies  are  essential  for  that  pur- 
pose. The  committee  unanimously  voted  for 
these    reus, ms    to    appropriate    $1,600,000. 

That  then  left  $2,750,000  for  the  Hospital 
Department.  That  money  was  divided  into 
three  items.  One  was  an  item  of  $2,000,000 
for  the  const  ruction  on  Albany  street  on  the 
'ts    garage    a     modern     repair 
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medical  equipment  as  well.  We  received, 
ink,  lor  the  first  time  from  certain  people 
lected  with  the  Hospital  Department  a 
•  and  concise  and  detailed  justification  foi- 
l's obvious  that  under  the  present  situation 
;hieh  the  hospital  physically  linds  itself,  as 
tering  throughout  many  of  the  buildings 
aint  shops  ami  repair  shops  and  things  of 
nature  not  only  is  a  danger  from  a  safety 
dpoint,  but  ii  is  a  most  uneconomical 
io.I  I  operation.  For  these  reasons  and 
use  it  has  been  determined  by  the  Trustees 
the    Minor    that     whatevei     improvements 
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,  the  City  Hospital  is  going  for  a  long- 
time tu  be  located  on  the  present  site,  the 
committee  voted  unanimously  to  allow  the  l'unds 
for  this  building. 

Two  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars  was 
sel  aside  for  the  expansion  of  the  administra- 
tion building.  All  of  us  know  the  crowded 
conditions  that  exist  there,  and  because  in  the 
architect's  survey  that  building  is  not  con- 
sidered to  be  removed,  and  because  of  the  great 
need  for  a  modern  administrative  setup  at  the 
City  Hospital,  the  need  lor  which  this  Council 
has  been  prodding  the  administration  for  some 
time,  the  committee  voted  to  grant  $250,000 
for  that  purpose. 

That  left,  Mr.  President,  an  item  of  $500,000 
for  the  plans  for  a  new  nurses'  home.  To 
understand  our  views  on  this  matter,  you  must 
also  understand  our  views  with  regard  to  the 
two  orders  for  the  construction  of  new  public 
buildings.  Those  two  orders  would  have  to  do 
with  the  chronic  hospital  which  is  proposed  to 
be  built,  about  500-bed  capacity,  at  the  present 
site  of  the  South  Department. 

The  nurses'  home  was  proposed  to  be  built 
on  Worcester  square.  It  developed  in  the 
course  of  the  hearing  that  it  was  the  concep- 
tion of  the  architects  that  the  City  of  Boston 
should  mawe  a  land  taking  at  two  locations, 
one  for  the  nurses'  home  to  start  on  Worcester 
square  but  as  we  got  into  the  proposal  it 
became  clear  a  land  taking  would  encompass 
or  must  start  at  the  corner  of  East  Concord 
street,  at  Harrison  avenue,  where  the  City 
Hospital  has  a  small  facility  at  the  moment, 
running  on  East  Concord  street  to  Washing- 
ton, left  on  Washington  street  to  Massachusetts 
avenue,  left  on  Massachusetts  avenue  to  Har- 
rison avenue,  and  left  on  Harrison  avenue. 
And  in  the  center  of  this  area  is  Worcester 
square.  That  in  itself  is  a  fantastic  land- 
taking  proposal,  and  I  don't  say  fantastic  in  a 
derogatory  fashion,  but  it  is  quite  large,  and 
we  felt  that  until  the  Trustees  and  the  Mayor 
had  conferred,  which  up  to  this  point  they 
have  not,  to  determine  to  what  extent  they 
would  recommend  to  the  City  Council  that  we 
follow  the  proposals  made  by  the  Shepley  firm, 
we  in  good  conscience  could  not  grant  this 
money  to  allow  them  to  make  plans  for  the 
building  on  Worcester  square  which,  once  we 
were  committed,  if  we  did  not  build  would  be 
money  wasted,  and  if  we  did  build  the  city 
would  have  to  go  about  redevelopment  of  the 
hospital   in  that  general  manner. 

Also,  it  was  proposed  by  Mr.  Shepley 
that      the      present      South      Department      area 
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chronic  hospital,  it  having  be 
that  the  chronic  hospital  should  not  be 
located  on  Long  Island  but  located  adjacent  to 
the  general  hospital.  It  was  Mr.  Shepley's 
thought  that  we  should  make  a  land  taking  in 
that  vicinity,  he  being  of  the  opinion  that  the 
present  tract  of  land  is  not  sufficient  to  build 
a  500-bed  hospital;  at  least  not  in  the  manner 
which  he  contemplated,  and  to  use  the  word 
he  used,  he  could  not  properly  "orient"  the 
buildings  he  had  in  mind.  He,  therefore,  sug- 
gested we  take  an  area  of  land  bounded  by  the 
opposite  side  of  Southampton  street,  Albany 
street,  East  Lenox  street,  and  Harrison  ave- 
nue. His  opinion  is  that,  based  on  past  ex- 
perience, and  he  has  had  a  great  many  years 
of  experience  in  this  particular  type  of  archi- 
tecture, there  is  always  a  danger  when 
you  expand  and  rebuild  a  large  general  hos- 
pital that  you  will  have  too  little  land,  you 
will  be  overcautious  on  the  conservative  side. 
There,  again,  there  was  no  discussion  between 
the  Mayor  and  the  Trustees  and  the  architect 
or  the  Trustees  and  the  Mayor,  and  there 
again  we  felt  we  could  not  in  conscience  give 
our  sanction  to  these  monies  until  we  were 
satisfied  as  to  the  exact  and  detailed  future  of 
the  Boston  City  Hospital.  Here  we  withheld 
action  on  these  two  orders  and  we  deleted 
from  the  loan  order  which  we  did  act  upon 
the  $500,000  for  the  planning  of  a  new  nurses' 
home. 

I  want  to  make  it  clear  on  the  record  and 
for  the  press,  and  I  want  to  thank  Mr.  Killam 
for  the  article  he  wrote,  in  which  he  pointed 
it  out  in  full  type,  because  I  think  it  is  im- 
portant to   show   this   action   by   the   committee 


in  no  way  will  slow  down  the  rebuilding,  where 
it  is  necessary,  of  the  facilities  of  the  Boston 
City  Hospital.  We  have  placed  in  the  budget 
a  down  payment  of  $152,000  for  the  construc- 
tion of  all  the  new  public  buildings  that  may 
be  necessary  in  this  fiscal  year,  so  that  if  this 
Council  is  satisfied  at  some  later  date  to  ap- 
propriate the  monies  in  question  or  a  portion 
thereof,  they  can  legally  do  so  and  the  program 
can   continue. 

In  the  meanwhile,  we  think  it  only  makes 
good  sense  and  is  good  business  for  those  in 
charge  under  the  law  with  the  operation  of 
this  great  institution  to  decide  first  among 
themselves  what  they  in  their  experience  and 
their  judgment  think  is  best  for  the  future  of 
the  hospital  and  then  come  to  the  committee 
with  some  concrete  suggestion  for  us  to  act 
upon. 

There  was  also  this  feeling  among  the  com- 
mittee, that  while  we  are  all  aware  of  the 
great  need  of  decent  housing  facilities  for  the 
professional  staff,  both  doctors  and  nurses, 
the  institution  exists  primarily  for  the  benefit 
of  the  sick  people  it  serves,  and  we  are  most 
anxious  to  see  to  it  that  the  facilities  for  those 
persons  are  put  in  proper  order  as  soon  as 
possible. 

I  believe  it  is  fair  to  state  that  the  commit- 
tee was  satisfied  with  the  explanation  as  to 
why  certain  buildings  would  have  to  be  built 
first  in  order  to  make  space  available  for  the 
reconstruction  of  certain  areas  of  the  hospital 
that  are  now  in  rather  poor  physical  condition. 

I  believe,  Mr.  President,  that  accurately 
states  the  views  of  the  committee.  I  think  it 
is  an  accurate  synopsis  of  what  went  on. 

We  recommend,  Mr.  President,  the  loan  order 
of  $5,450,000  be  passed  with  the  $500,000  re- 
duction, and  we  take  no  action  at  this  time 
upon  the  other  two  orders  which  have  to  do 
with  the  construction  of  hospital  buildings  in 
the  City  of  Boston. 

In  connection  with  the  foregoing,  Councillor 
McDoncugh,  as  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Hospitals,   submitted   the  following  oral  report: 

As  Councillor  McLaughlin  stated,  at  the 
same  time  the  Committee  on  Appropriations 
and  Finance  had  the  members  and  administra- 
tive staff  before  it,  the  Committee  on  Hospitals 
joined  with  the  Committee  on  Appropriations 
and  Finance  to  question  Mr.  Shepley,  Dr. 
Conlin,  and  Mr.  Condon,  concerning  the  Shep- 
ley report.  For  the  first  time  this  Body  was 
given  some  idea  of  what  the  plans  were  for 
that  institution,  and  I  think,  as  Councillor 
McLaughlin  used  the  word,  fantastic  about  fits 
the  situation. 

As  you  know,  Mr.  President,  several  times 
since  I  have  been  in  the  Council  there  have 
been  various  recommendations  made  for  relocat- 
ing the  hospital  or  buildings  on  the  same  site, 
and  now  il  'ionics  lhat  Mr.  Shepley  recom- 
mends that  we  build  on  the  same  site  a  high 
rise  new  hospital,  but  that  in  order  to  do  that 
we  first  take  and  clear  the  land  of  some 
existing  buildings.  These  buildings  would  have 
to    be    removed    before    the    new    hospital    could 


?her 


which   now  occupy   that   piece  of  land, 
ic    recommends     that    we    tear    down 


the  South  Department  and  on  that  locatio 
build  a  temporary  hospital,  which  would  be 
used  to  relocate  the  people  who  are  displaced 
from  the  various  older  buildings  in  the  pro. 
posed     site    of    this     new     high     rise     hospital. 


oe  put  into  tins  new  building  ami  the  hospi- 
tal built  temporarily  on  the  location  of  the 
South  Department  would  then  be  used  as  a 
chronic  hospital,  what  Dr.  Conlin  refers  to 
as  a  minimum  care  hospital  for  people  who 
are  not  very  sick  but  still  unable  to  care  for 
themselves. 

That  seems  to  be  the  general  plan.  It 
involves,  as  you  might  imagine,  a  great  deal 
of  expenditure  of  money  and  a  great  deal  of 
land     taking.        Since     it     came     out     of     the 
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hearing  that  neither  Mr.  Shepley  nor  Mr. 
Condon  had  given  this  a  thorough  going  over 
with  the  Mayor,  the  committee  recommended 
they  take  it  up  with  the  Mayor  to  find  out 
what  the  administration  has  to  say  about  it, 
and  to  find  out  if  the  administration  intends 
to  go  along  with  the  plan  and  then  we  will 
have  another  meeting  of  the  Committee  on 
Hospitals    to    discuss    it    further. 

About  the  only  thing  we  could  do  is  to 
make  sure  none  of  the  moneys  appropriated 
in  this  order  would  be  spent  on  buildings 
which  Mr.  Shepley  proposed  to  be  torn  down. 
I  think  we  have  done  that.  All  the  monies 
as  far  as  I  know,  would  be  spent  on  build- 
ings which,  according  to  Mr.  Shepley,  will 
remain. 

Coun.  MCLAUGHLIN  submitted  the  follow- 
ing    additional     remarks: 

That  is  absolutely  so.  It  is  the  only  way 
we  felt  we  could  attack  the  problem,  and  ob- 
viously, as  I  have  said  at  some  length,  be- 
cause oC  the  tremendous  amount  of  land  tak- 
ing to  the  job  they  envision,  we  were  not 
satisfied  they  were  necessary,  and  it  was  ad- 
mitted they  had  not  had  sufficient  opportunity 
to  discuss  it  and  take  it  up  with  the  Mayor. 
They  do  have  an  appointment  with  him  on 
his  return,  and  they  have  agreed  with  Coun- 
cillor McDonough  and  myself  and  the  mem- 
bers of  the  two  committees  they  will  have  a 
meeting  between  now  and  the  Mayor's  return, 
and  they  will  develop  some  plan  to  present 
to  him  for  his  decision  which,  in  turn,  will 
be  presented  to  us.  There  is  a  possibility 
that  Councillor  McDonough,  as  Chairman  of 
the  Committee  on  Hospitals,  and  I  as  Chair- 
man of  the  Committee  on  Appropriations  and 
Finance,  will  be  invited  to  the  Trustees' 
meeting    when    this    matter    is    suggested.

This  will  acknowledge  receipt  of  your  com- 
munication of  June  7  relative  to  an  order  the 
City  Council  passed  on  June  3,  requesting  the 
Public  Health  Council  to  immediately  consult 
with  the  Boston  Committee  on  Alcoholism  with 
the  end  in  view  of  establishing  a  series  of 
clinics  in  the  White  Fund  Health  Units  for 
problem  drinkers.  The  next  meeting  of  the 
Public  Health  Council  is  July  11,  and  a  copy 
of  the  order  of  the  City  Council  has  been 
forwarded  to  the  Chairman. 

One  of  the  very  active  workers  in  the  Boston 
Committee  on  Alcoholism  is  Mrs.  Elizabeth  D. 
Whitney  and  during  a  period  of  many  years 
the  Health  Department  of  the  City  of  Boston 
has  cooperated  with  the  committee  and  I  per- 
sonally have  attended  many  of  the  meetings 
which  have  been  held  at  the  John  Hancock 
Assembly  Hall.  The  Health  Department  fur- 
nishes quarters  for  meetings  of  the  Alcoholics 
Anonymous  at  the  South  Boston  and  at  the 
Hyde  Park  Health  Units. 


FUNDING    OF    CERTAIN    OVERLAY    AND 
OTHER   DEFICITS. 

The   following   was   received: 

City   of  Boston, 
Office  of  the   Mayor,   July   8,   1957. 
To  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

I  propose  to  petition  the  General  Court 
within  the  next  few  days  for  legislation  to 
provide  for  the  funding  of  certain  overlay  and 
other  deficits  by  the  City  of  Boston  substan- 
tially as  set  forth  in  the  draft  act  transmitted 
with   this   message. 

The  legislation  would  authorize  the  city  to 
borrow  $45,000,000  on  a  twenty-year  serial 
loan  outside  the  debt  limit  and  use  the  proceeds 
to  strengthen  the  city's  financial  position  on 
two  fronts.  First,  it  would  effectuate  the 
amortizatio  i  over  twenty  years  of  the  accumu- 
lated revenue  deficit,  that  is,  the  $16,182,539.99 
which  as  of  December  31,  1956,  had  been  ex- 
pended in  anticipation  of  estimated  receipts 
which  have  not  materialized,  including 
$7,919,380  expected  from  the  Massachusetts 
Port  Authority  for  the  Sumner  Tunnel.  Second, 
it  would  similarly  amortize  accumulated  over- 
lay deficits,  both  liquidated  and  unliquidated, 
and  so  provide  a  tax  rate  stabilization  factor 
through  relieving  the  tax  levy  in  the  current 
and  immediately  succeeding  years  from  the  full 
impact  of  these  deficits,  which,  as  of  December 
31,  1956,  amounted  to  $5,305,789.79  of  liqui- 
dated, and  an  estimated  $23,512,670.22  of  un- 
liquidated,  items.  Of  the  latter  amount,  over 
$8,513,774.97  has  already  become  liquidated  dur- 
ing 1957.  In  this  respect,  the  proposed  legis- 
lation simply  follows  the  precedents  set  by 
chapter  235  of  the  Acts  of  1938  and  chapter 
533  of  the  Acts  of  1950.  See  also  St.  1941, 
c.  225,  and  St.  1946,  c.  192.  The  proposed 
legislation  contains  a  41  per  cent  minimum 
annual  overlay  requirement  and  other  restric- 
tions designed  to  prevent  recurrence  of  the 
situation. 

Under  the  provisions  of  Joint  Rule  7B  of 
the  Legislature,  a  measure  such  as  the  petition 
described  above  cannot  be  admitted  for  con- 
sideration unless  approved  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council.  Submitted  herewith  is  a  resolve 
to  meet  this  requirement.  I  respectfully  urge 
its  immediate  adoption  by  your  Honorable 
Body.

An  Act  to  Provide  for  the  Funding  of  Cer- 
tain Overlay  and  Other  Deficits  by  the 
City  of  Boston. 

Section  1.  The  city  of  Boston,  for  the  pur- 
poses specified  in  section  two  of  this  act,  may 
borrow,  at  one  time  or  from  time  to  time 
before  January  first,  nineteen  hundred  and 
fifty-nine,  not  exceeding  in  the  aggregate 
forty-five  million  dollars,  and  issue  and  sell 
serial  bonds  or  notes  of  the  city  therefor,  which 
shall  be  registered  or  with  interest  coupons 
attached  as  the  collector-treasurer  of  the  city 
may  deem  best.  Such  bonds  or  notes  shall  bear 
on  their  face  the  words,  City  of  Boston,  Fund- 
ing Loan,  Act  of  1957.  Each  issue  shall  con- 
stitute a  separate  loan;  and  such  loans  shall  be 
paid  in  not  more  than  twenty  years  from  their 
dates.  Debt  incurred  from  time  to  time  under 
authority  of  this  act  shall  not  be  included  in 
determining  the  limit  of  indebtedness  of  the 
city  as  established  by  law,  but  shall,  except  as 
herein  provided,  be  subject  to  the  provisions, 
applicable  to  the  city,  of  chapter  forty-four  of 
the  General  Laws,  exclusive  of  the  limitation 
contained  in  the  first  paragraph  of  section 
seven  thereof  but  including  the  provisions  of 
section  seventeen  thereof  relative  to  temporary 
loans  in  anticipation  of  the  issue  of  bonds  or 
notes.  Loan  orders  passed  under  authority  of 
this  act  may  be  passed  in  such  manner  as  is 
provided  in  the  charter  of  said  city  in  the  case 
of  loan  orders  for  temporary  loans  in  anticipa- 
tion  of   taxes. 

Bonds  or  notes  purporting  to  be  issued  under 
authority  of  this  act  shall,  in  favor  of  bona 
fide  holders,  be  conclusively  presumed  to  have 
been  duly  and  regularly  authorized  and  issued 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  act; 
and   no   holder  thereof  shall   be  obliged   to  see 
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to  the  existence  of  the  purpose  of  that  issue, 
or  to  the  regularity  of  any  of  the  proceedings, 
or  to  the  application  of  the  proceeds. 

SECT.  2.  Amounts  borrowed  under  authority 
of  section  one  of  this  act  shall  be  set  up  in  a 
separate  account  on  the  books  of  the  city  and, 
upon  written  direction  of  the  mayor  of  the 
city  but  without  further  authority,  shall  be 
used    for,    but    only    for,    the    following    pur- 


fa)  to  meet  the  amounts  of  abatements 
granted  after  January  first,  nineteen  hundred 
and  fifty-six,  and  before  January  first,  nine- 
teen hundred  and  sixty,  on  account  of  taxes 
assessed  by  the  assessors  of  the  city  in  the 
year  nineteen  hundred  and  fifty-six  and  all 
years  prior  thereto  in  excess  of  the  overlays 
of  such  years,  which  amounts  shall  not  be 
included  by  said  assessors  when  assessing 
taxes  in  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  fifty- 
seven  or  in  any  subsequent  year;  and 

(b)  to  defray  the  amount  which  the  di- 
rector of  accounts  shall  determine  in  accord- 
ance with  the  established  accounting  practices 
of  the  bureau  of  accounts  to  be  the  accumu- 
lated net  operating  deficit  of  the  city  at  the 
close  of  business  on  December  thirty-first, 
nineteen  hundred  and  fifty-six. 
SECT.  3.  Every  note  issued  by  said  city 
under  authority  of  section  four  of  chapter 
forty-four  of  the  General  Laws  after  December 
thirty-first  in  the  current  year,  whether  or  not 
any  loan  issued  under  authority  of  this  act  is 
outstanding,  shall,  notwithstanding  the  provi- 
sions of  said  section  four,  be  payable  not  later 
than  December  thirty-first  of  the  year  in  which 
such  note  is  issued;  provided,  that  notes  may 
be  issued  under  the  authority  of  said  section 
four  after  November  thirtieth  in  any  year 
payable  not  later  than  one  year  from  their 
date  if  the  aggregate  amount  thereof  does  not 
exceed  the  aggregate  amount  remaining  unpaid 
at  the  close  of  business  on  such  November 
thirtieth  on  (a)  personal  property  and  poll 
taxes  assessed  in  such  year  and  in  the  year 
next  preceding  such  year  and  (b)  real  estate 
taxes  so  assessed  and  at  the  close  of  business 
on  such  November  thirtieth  not  included  in  a 
tax  title  account;  but  until  all  notes  so  issued 
after  November  thirtieth  in  any  year  are  paid, 
all  sums  collected  on  such  taxes  shall  be  used 
for  no  purpose  other  than  to  meet  said  notes. 
Sect.  4.  In  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and 
fifty-eight  and  in  each  year  thereafter,  whether 
or  not  any  loan  issued  under  authority  of 
section  one  of  this  act  is  outstanding,  the 
assessors  of  Boston  in  computing  under  section 
twenty-three  of  chapter  fifty-nine  of  the  Gen- 
eral Laws  the  amount  for  which  taxes  are  to  be 
assessed  in  such  year  shall  include  the  amount 
which  the  director  of  accounts  shall  determine 
and  certify  before  May  first  in  such  year  to  be 
the  amount,  not  otherwise  provided  for,  by 
which  the  estimated  receipts  deducted  in  com- 
puting under  said  section  the  annual  assess- 
ment in  the  year  next  preceding  such  year 
exceeded  actual  receipts  during  such  preceding 
year. 

Sect.  5.  For  the  purpose  of  avoiding  frac- 
tional divisions  of  the  amount  to  be  assessed 
in  the  apportionment  thereof,  and  of  providing 
for  abatements  granted  on  account  of  taxes 
assessed,  the  assessors  of  said  city  shall,  in  the 
current  year  and  in  each  year  thereafter  until 
all  sums  borrowed  under  authority  of  this  act 
are  paid,  add  to  the  amount  to  be  assessed  in 
such  year  an  overlay  of  not  less  than  four  and 
one-half  per  cent  thereof;  provided,  that  should 
the  amounts  authorized  to  be  borrowed  under 
section  one  be  inadequate  for  the  purposes 
specified  in  section  two,  or  should  (he  amount 
which  said  assessors  are  required  by  this  sec- 
tion to  add  to  the  amount  to  be  assessed  be 
inadequate  in  any  year  for  the  purposes 
specified  in  this  section,  said  assessors  shall  add 
to  the  amount  to  be  assessed  in  the  following 
year  such  additional  amount  as  may  be  required 
to  meet  fully  all  of  such  purposes. 

Sect.  6.  From  and  after  the  effective  date 
of  this  act,  whether  or  not  any  loan  issued 
under  authority  of  section  one  of  this  act  is 
outstanding,  the  proceeds  of  all  loans  made  by 
the  city  under  chapter  forty-nine  of  the  acts 
of  nineteen  hundred  and  thirty-three  and  acts 


in  amendement  thereof  shall  be  used  for  no 
purpose  other  than  to  meet  notes  issued  by  the 
city  pursuant  to  the  proviso  in  section  three  of 
this  act;  and  in  computing  for  the  purpose  of 
section  two  of  said  chapter  forty-nine  and  acts 
in  amendment  thereof  the  total  amount  rep- 
resented by  tax  titles  taken  or  purchased  by 
the  city  and  held  by  it,  no  tax  assessed  in  the 
year  nineteen  hundred  and  fifty-seven  or  in  any 
subsequent  year  shall  be  included  unless  such 
tax  is  set  up  on  or  added  to  a  tax  title  account 
within  one  year  from  October  first  in  the  year 
of   assessment. 

Sect.  7.  All  sums  to  be  paid  to  the  treasurer 
of  the  city  for  the  general  funds  of  the  city 
under  section  eight  of  chapter  four  hundred 
and  sixty-five  of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred 
and  fifty-six  shall,  anything  in  said  section 
eight  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding,  be  used 
only  upon  appropriation  pursuant  to  section 
three  of  chapter  four  hundred  and  eighty-six 
of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and  nine,  as 
most  recently  amended  by  section  one  of  chap- 
ter six  hundred  and  four  of  the  acts  of  nine- 
teen hundred  and  forty-one  for  a  purpose  or 
purposes  for  which  the  city  is  authorized  to 
incur  debt  outside  its  debt  limit  for  a  period 
of  twenty  years   or  more. 

Sect.  8.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its 
passage.

REPORT    OF    FINANCE    COMMISSION    ON 
LAND   TAKINGS   FOR   PUBLIC   USE. 

The  following  was   received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Finance   Commission,   July   17,   1957. 
To  the  Honorable  Mayor  and  City   Council. 

The  City  of  Boston  appears  to  be  in  the 
midst  of  a  frantic  search  for  new  land  for 
public  use.  Its  financial  plight  seems  to 
have  little  or  no  effect  on  the  creators  of 
projects  which  require  extensive  land  takings. 
The  fact  that  there  is  already  over  $800,000,000 
worth  of  property  exempt  from  taxation — 
which  is  more  than  one  third  of  the  total 
valuation  of  taxed  and  untaxed  property — 
has  not  slowed  down  proposals  for  projects 
which   will   increase  that   total. 

There  are,  of  course,  some  projects,  like 
those  relating  to  urban  redevelopment,  which 
will  eventually  restore  and,  maybe,  increase 
valuation;  but  there  are  others  which  elimi- 
nate taxable  value  entirely.  The  School  De- 
partment, for  instance,  has  a  $50,000,000 
building  program.  It  can  result  in  a  sub- 
stantial loss  of  taxable  property.  The  City 
Hospital  authorities  are  planning  expansion 
and  replacements  of  hospital  buildings  in  a 
manner  which  would  require  a  doubling  of 
the  present  land  area  of  the  hospital.  The 
Central  Artery  takings  continue.  Then  there 
are  the  more  or  less  constant  acquisitions  of 
land  for  a  variety  of  purposes  relating  to 
city  administration.  Doubtless,  all  of  these 
projects  serve  a  good  purpose,  and  often  are 
vitally  necessary,  like  replacement  of  facili- 
ties  in   the   City    Hospital. 

Meanwhile,  unfortunately,  substantial  new 
taxable  valuation  comes  rarely.  It  does  not 
keep  up  with  the  old  valuation  slipping  away. 
It  must  be  plain  to  everybody  that  reducing 
the  volume  of  taxable  property  is  reducing 
the  tax  base,  and  that  reduction  of  the  tax 
base  increases  the  tax  rate..  With  costs  going 
higher  all  the  time,  the  fewer  the  taxpayers 
and  the  smaller  the  volume  of  taxable  prop- 
erty,   the   greater    will    be   the   tax    bills. 

The  natural  result  is  that  the  fiscal  situa- 
tion becomes  annually  worse.  City  fiscal  offi- 
cers are  running  out  of  palliatives  to  keep 
the  tax  rate  down  and  the  municipal  body 
functioning. 

Hope  of  an  easier  tax  situation  is  largely 
based  on  such  promotions  as  the  "Prudential 
Village,"  and  the  "New  York  Streets"  area 
redevelo'pments.  Obviously,  benefit  to  the  tax- 
payers from  these  is  still  far  away.  There 
are  some  other  projects  talked  of,  but  the 
West  End  and  other  such  redevelopments  have 
not  yet  even  been  finally  authorizd.  The 
time  lapse  between  authorization  and  pro- 
duction  of   revenue  to   the   city   is   a   long   one. 

Hence  it  is  that  the  Finance  Commission 
has  been  counseling  careful  consideration  of 
projects  which  force  the  city  into  new  land 
takings.  By  yielding  to  every  demand,  the 
city  will  make  it  more  and  more  difficult  to 
make  "both  ends  meet."  It  could  be  that 
soon  the  picture  might  change — that  increased 
total  valuations  will  be  the  order  of  the  day; 
that  new  sources  of  revenue  will  be  author- 
ized and  that  old  sources  will  produce  in 
greater  volume.  However,  until  this  "hap- 
pier day"  is  more  apparent  than  it  is  today, 
a  moratorium  should  be  declared  on  expan- 
sions   and    promotions    which    can    wait. 

It  was  with  the  thought  in  mind  of  the 
definite  need   to   hold  all  taxable  property   that 


the  Finance  Commission  objected  to  taking 
ten  acres  of  taxable  land  for  the  Technical 
High  School.  An  area  of  such  size  is  diffi- 
cult to  find  where  it  might  be  wanted,  and, 
furthermore,  Boston  High  Schools  have  been 
well  provided  for  hitherto  on  three-acre  tracts. 
However,  regardless  of  the  size  of  the  site, 
the  Commission  stressed  that  it  be  obtained 
where  it  would  not  further  reduce  the  num- 
ber of  tax-bearing  properties.  A  Franklin 
Park  site  had  first  been  sought  by  the  School 
Committee,   but   was   frowned   on   by   the    Park 

The  Finance  Commission  has  already  ex- 
pressed the  opinion  that  in  the  light  of  all 
the  surrounding  and  pertinent  circumstances 
the  suggested  location  in  Franklin  Park  is  a 
proper  site  for  the  Technical  High  School. 
The  area  under  consideration  is  on  the  north- 
western border  of  the  park  and  is  not  a  sec- 
tion of  which  much  use  is  made.  A  large 
school  can  be  placed  in  it  without  change  of 
the  "park"  atmosphere.  Three  acres  would 
be  the  maximum  amount  of  land  needed.  To 
place  the  new  school  on  it  would  save  the 
city  spending  a  large  sum  to  acquire  a  site 
elsewhere  at  a  time  when  the  city  must  avoid 
new   outlays. 

Ironically,  the  City  Hospital  management 
is  now  pushing  for  hospital  expansion  with- 
out regard  to  its  effect  on  other  properties 
in  the  area,  while  the  Board  of  Urban  Re- 
development is  planning  a  redevelopment  of 
the  whole  South  End  area.  The  Director  of 
Urban  Redevelopment  is  authority  for  the 
statement  that  a  major  hospital  improve- 
ment might  well  be  included  in  this  plan, 
which  is  soon  to  be  submitted  for  federal 
approval  and  grant.  Obviously,  therefore, 
the  aims  of  the  Hospital  Trustees  should  be 
restricted  for  the  time  being  and  expansion 
deferred. 

Whether  or  not  the  School  Committee's 
efforts  to  obtain  the  Franklin  Park  site  for 
the  Technical  High  School,  or  some  other 
site  presently  owned  by  the  city,  are  unsuc- 
cessful, it  would  be  well  to  consider  the 
"urban  redevelopment"  approach  in  the  ex- 
tensive land  acquisitions  needed  for  the 
$50,000,000  school  program.  As  previously 
indicated,  it  might  be  utilized  for  some  ex- 
pansion   of   the   present   City   Hospital. 

The  Boston  Planning  Board  in  1955  warned 
the  School  Committee  that  it  would  have  to 
look  to  "Redevelopment"  methods  to  acquire 
sites  for  high  schools.  It  has  been  done  else- 
where. For  instance,  the  city  of  Providence 
has  obtained  sites  and  built  a  high  school  and 
a  consolidated  elementary  school  by  this 
method.  The  essentials  of  the  procedure  in- 
volved are  the  following: 

The  city's  redevelopment  agency,  acting 
jointly  with  the  State  Housing  Board,  would 
declare  a  given  neighborhood  to  be  sub- 
standard. There  are  many  such  areas  in 
Boston,  and  in  some  of  these  new  schools  are 
proposed.  The  redevelopment  agency  would 
acquire  a  suitably  sized  area  and  clear  and 
prepare  the  site  for  building.  It  would  then 
sell  the  site  to  the  School  Committee  at  a 
re-use  value,  approved  by  the  federal  govern- 
ment for  use  as  a  school  site.  This  value 
would  presumably  be  far  less  than  the  total 
cost  of  acquiring  and  clearing  the  site.  The 
federal  government  would  make  up  two- 
thirds  of  this  difference;  the  city,  one-third. 
In  any  case,  the  net  cost  to  the  city  would 
be  less  than  the  total  cost  of  acquiring  and 
clearing    the  site. 

It  is,  obviously,  important  to  determine  as 
soon  as  possible  whether  savings  can  be  made 
in  land  acquisition  for  school  sites  through 
the  "urban  renewal"  method.  In  planning  for 
the  City  Hospital,  the  possibilities  through 
"urban    redevelopment"    should    be    considered. 

It  is  to  be  expected  that  there  will  be  some 
objections  raised  to  any  solution  of  these  pro- 
posals; but  they  should  all  be  weighed  against 
the  precariousness  of  the  city's  present  fiscal 
situation.  It  would  seem  to  be  a  definite 
"must"   that  for  the  time  being  the  city   con- 
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fine  its   new   spending   only   to   that   which   can 
not    be   postponed.

Coun.  WHITE,  for  the  Executive  Committee, 
submitted   the  following: 

1.  Report  on  message  of  the  Mayor  and 
West  End  Redevelopment  Plan  (referred  to- 
day)— recommending  passage  of  the  accom- 
panying  resolution. 

Whereas,  Under  section  312  of  Title  III  of 
the  Housing  Act  of  1954,  which  was  approved 
August  2,  1954,  the  Housing  and  Home  Finance 
Administrator,  notwithstanding  the  amend- 
ments made  by  said  Title  III  to  Title  I  of  the 
Housing  Act  of  1949,  as  amended,  shall,  with 
respect  to  a  project  covered  by  a  federal  aid 
contract  executed,  or  prior  approval  granted, 
by  him  under  said  Title  I  before  said  August 
2,  1954,  upon  request  of  a  local  public  agency, 
continue  to  extend  financial  assistance  for  the 
completion  of  such  project  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  said  Title  I  in  force  im- 
mediately  prior  to  said   August  2,   1954;   and 

Whereas,  The  provisions  of  Title  I  of  the 
Housing  Act  of  1949,  as  amended  prior  to  said 
August  2,  1954,  prescribe  that  contracts  for 
financial  aid    thereunder   must   require   that  the 
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redevelopment  plan  for  the  project  area  be 
approved  by  the  governing  body  of  the  locality 
in  which  the  project  is  situated  and  that  such 
approval  include  findings  by  such  governing 
body  that  (i)  the  financial  aid  to  be  provided 
in  the  contract  is  necessary  to  enable  the  land 
in  the  project  area  to  be  redeveloped  in  accord- 
ance with  the  redevelopment  plan;  (ii)  the  re- 
development plan  will  afford  maximum  oppor- 
tunity, consistent  with  the  sound  needs  of  the 
locality  as  a  whole,  for  the  redevelopment  of  the 
area  by— -private  enterprise,  and  (iii)  the  re- 
development plan  conforms  to  a  general  plan 
for  the  development  of  the  locality  as  a  whole; 
and 

Whereas,  The  Boston  Housing  Authority  has 
applied  to  the  Housing  and  Home  Finance 
Administrator  for  a  capital  grant  under  Title 
I  of  Housing  Act  of  1949,  as  amended  prior 
to  said  August  2,  1954,  to  enable  the  Boston 
Housing  Authority  to  undertake  the  slum 
clearance  and  urban  redevelopment  project 
identified  as  the  "West  End  Redevelopment 
Project"  and  encompassing  the  area  in  the 
City  of  Boston,  Massachusetts,  described  in 
Part  G  of  the  land  assembly  and  redevelopment 
plan  consisting  of  twenty-eight  pages  of  text 
(to  wit:  the  text  dated  May,  1956,  as  revised 
in  March,  1957,  and  again  in  May,  1957)  and 
six  maps  (to  wit:  (1)  Land  Use  Plan  dated 
March,  1955,  July,  1956,  and  April,  1957;  (2) 
Street  Plan  dated  March,  1955;  (3)  Sewerage 
System  Plan  dated  March,  1955;  (4)  Water 
Distribution  System  Plan  dated  March,  1955; 
(5)  Grading  Plan  dated  March,  1956,  and  (6) 
Proposed  Zoning  Map  dated  March,  1955,  and 
April,  1957),  adopted  by  the  Boston  Housing 
Authority  on  May  2,  1957,  and  submitted  to

Whereas,  The  Boston  Housing  Authority  has 
made  detailed  studies  of  the  location  of,  and 
the  physical  condition  of  structures,  land  uses, 
environmental  influences,  and  social  and  eco- 
nomic conditions  in,  said  area  and  has  deter- 
mined that  said  area  is  a  substandard  and 
decadent  area  and  is  detrimental  to  the  safety, 
health,  morals,  and  welfare  of  the  inhabitants 
and  users  thereof  and  of  the  City  of  Boston  at 
large  by  reason  of  the  dilapidation,  overcrowd- 
ing, faulty  arrangement  and  design  and  the 
lack  of  ventilation,  light,  and  sanitation  facili- 
ties of  the  dwellings  therein,  the  existence 
therein  of  buildings  which  were  out  of  repair, 
physically  deteriorated,  unfit  for  human  habi- 
tation, obsolete,  and  in  need  of  major  main- 
tenance and  repair,  the  existence  therein  of  a 
number  of  parcels  the  buildings  on  which  have 
been  torn  down  and  are  unlikely  to  be  replaced 
under  existing  conditions,  a  substantial  change 
in  business  and  economic  conditions  and  the 
excessive  land  coverage  in  certain  parts  with 
resultant  inadequate  light,  air  and  open  space; 
and 

Whereas,  The  Boston  Housing  Authority  has 
prepared  the  aforesaid  land  assembly  and  re- 
development plan  and  in  connection  therewith 
has  made  certain  declarations  and  findings 
which  are  annexed  to  said  plan  and  incorpo- 
rated therein   by   reference;   and 

Whereas,  The  Mayor  submitted  to  the  City 
Council  with  the  aforesaid  land  assembly  and 
redevelopment  plan,  but  not  as  a  part  thereof, 
a  document  entitled  "Supporting  Documenta- 
tion to  the  Redevelopment  Plan — West  End 
Land  Assembly  and  Redevelopment  Plan — U.  R. 
Mass.  2-3 — September,  1955,"  consisting  of 
twenty-three  pages  of  text,  forty-two  pages  of 
cost  estimates,  and  eight  pages  of  addenda  to 
cost  estimates,  a  typical  development  site  plan, 
an  architect's  concept,  a  traffic,  public  trans- 
portation and  community  facilities  map,  two 
right-of-way  cross  sections,  a  land  disposition 
map  with  accompanying  schedule  of  parcels,  a 
map  showing  proposed  zoning,  another  map 
showing  existing  zoning,  and  a  graph  depicting 
the  time  schedule  for  execution  of  redevelop- 
ment plan;  and 

Whereas,  The  Mayor  submitted  to  the  City 
Council   with   the   aforesaid   land   assembly   and 


redevelopment  plan  a  plan  prepared  by  the 
Boston  Housing  Authority  for  the  relocation 
of  families  that  may  be  displaced  as  a  result 
of  carrying  out  the  project  in  accordance  with 
said  land  assembly  and  redevelopment  plan,  to 
which  relocation  plan  was  annexed  supporting 
documentation;    and 

Whereas,  A  general  plan  has  been  prepared 
and  is  recognized  and  used  as  a  guide  for  the 
general  development  of  the  City  of  Boston  as  a 
whole;   and 

Whereas,  The  City  Planning  Board  which  is 
the  duly  designated  and  acting  official  planning 
body  for  the  City  of  Boston  has  found,  after 
a  review  of  the  aforesaid  land  assembly  and 
redevelopment  plan  and  supporting  documen- 
tation, that  such  land  assembly  and  redevelop- 
ment plan  is  based  upon  a  local  survey  and

closed  period  on  the  above-named  bridges  from 
4  p.m.  to  7  p.m.  because  of  the  heavy  traffic 
conditions  caused  by  the  construction  of  the 
new   highway   on    Atlantic   avenue." 

Under  date  of  February  2,  1956,  I  wrote 
to  the  division  engineer  of  the  local 
office  of  the  United  States  Army  Engineers 
requesting,  in  substance,  that  closed  pe- 
riods be  established  in  connection  with 
the  operation  of  the  Northern  Avenue, 
Congress  Street,  and  Summer  Street  draw- 
spans  between  the  hours  of  7  and  9  A.M.  and 
4.30   and   6.30   P.M. 

Since  that  time,  we  have  had  correspond- 
ence and  various  conferences  with  the  Army 
Engineers  in  connection  with  the  setting  up 
of  regulations  that  would  eliminate  traffic 
congestion  without  seriously  inconveniencing 
marine  traffic.  We  have  only  been  reasonably 
successful  in  accomplishing  our  objective  be- 
cause, at  the  present  time  the  regulations 
provide  for  four  ten-minute  open  periods, 
from  7.05  to  7.15  A.M.;  from  8  to  8.10  A.M.; 
from  5.20  to  5.30  P.M.;  and  from  6.20  to  6.30 
P.M.  Apparently  these  ten-minute  open 
periods  are  the  cause  of  the  traffic  congestion 
that  develops  at  the  above-referenced  three 
drawspans. 

I  am  in  accord  with  the  provisions  of  the 
above-referenced  council  order  and  will,  there- 
fore, discuss  the  matter  with  Col.  A.  K. 
Sibley,  Division  Engineer,  who  is  in  charge 
of  the  local  office  of  the  Army  Engineers,  and 
request  the  elimination  of  the  four  ten-minute 
open  periods  referred  to  above.     I  do  not  be- 


lieve that  we  will  be  able  to  establish  so-called 
completely  closed  periods  as  the  Army  Engi- 
neers generally  require  a  bridge  to  be  opened 
at  any  time  for  the  passage  of  a  vessel  hav- 
ing a  draught  of  18  feet  or  more.

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An  inspection  made  of  this  area  on  July  29 
indicated  that  there  is  an  extremely  limited 
infestation  of  mosquitoes  and  insects  in  the 
area  adjacent  to  the  Charles  River  in  the  West 
Roxbury  and  other  sections  of  Roslindale  and 
Jamaica  Plain.  The  matter  has  been  dis- 
cussed with  a  representative  of  the  Middlesex 
Mosquito  Control  to  determine  the  desirable 
time  for  airplane  spraying  in  areas  in  these 
sections  of  the  city  which  normally  have  a 
considerable   amount   of   stagnant   water   pools. 

Due  to  the  recent  dry  spell  the  mosquito 
and  insect  infestation  has  been  less  serious 
than  in  previous  years.  However,  a  repeated  in- 
pection  shall  be  made  in  the  area  and  if  it  is 
the  opinion  that  conditions  may  be  minimized 
by  spraying  it  will  be  done  at  the  appropriate 
time.

This  is  in  reference  to  the  following  order 
that  was  passed  in  the  City  Council  under 
date  of   July   15,    1957: 

"Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  request 
the  Public  Works  Commissioner  to  find  means 
to  control  the  fire  in  the  West  Roxbury  dump 
and  all  dumps  in  the  city  so  as  to  cut  down 
soot  and  smoke  in  that  area." 

At  the  present  time,  all  refuse  material 
dumped  at  the  above  site  is  covered  with  a 
minimum  of  from  6  to  8  inches  of  clean  solid 
fill  from  street  excavations  or  sand  or  gravel 
obtained  from  the  old  gravel  pit.  Under  the 
circumstances,  we  do  not  consider  this  site  as 
a  refuse  dump,  but  as  a  sanitary  fill  where 
refuse  material  is  dumped  and  covered  in  a 
very  sanitary  method  approved  by  public 
health  officials.  This  sanitary  fill  method, 
however,  has  only  been  used  at  this  site  for 
the  past  five  years  when  the  operation  was 
taken    over    by     this    department. 

Prior  to  that  time,  the  dump  was  operated 
by  contractors  who  made  no  effort  to  cover 
the  refuse  material  with  clean  fill,  with  the 
result  that  all  the  objectionable  conditions  in- 
herent in  an  open  dump  prevailed  at  the  site. 
The  area  in  which  a  smudge  fire  was  started 
was  in  the  area  previously  used  by  the  con- 
tractors who,  as  stated,  did  not  cover  said 
area  with  clean  fill  which  would  have  elim- 
inated the  possibility  of  fires,  rodents,  etc. 
The  combustible  material  on  the  exposed  dump 
surface  presumably  was  ignited  by  the  rays 
of  the  sun  beating  on  the  many  glass  and 
metal  objects  dumped  in  the  area.  This  mat- 
ter, however,  is  in  the  process  of  being  cor- 
rected, as  we  are  covering  the  old  dump  area 
with  a  minimum  of  8  inches  of  clean  sand 
and  gravel  taken  from  our  adjacent  pit.  Under 
the  circumstances,  I  do  not  believe  that  we 
will  have  any  more  trouble  with  fires  in  this 
area,  as  all  current  dumping  operations  are 
carried  on  under  the  sanitary  fill  method 
which,     as     stated,     eliminates    the    possibility 


of    fires    and    other    objectionable    features    of 
the   old-type   rubbish    dump.

traffic   from  4  P.M.   to  6   P.M. 

I  have  not  discussed  this  matter  with  the 
members  of  the  Traffic  Commission  but  I 
question  if  said  commission  would  approve  the 
adopting    of   such    a    regulation. 

We  estimate  that  in  excess  of  thirteen  mil- 
lion vehicles  will  go  through  the  Sumner  Tun- 
nel during  the  current  year.  It  is  generally 
assumed  that  the  tunnel  was  designed  to  ac- 
commodate seven  million  vehicles  per  year.  It 
is  obvious,  therefore,  that  the  tunnel,  under 
existing  conditions,  is  carrying  far  in  excess 
of  its  safe  capacity,  and  that  such  conditions 
will  never  be  remedied  until  a  second  tunnel 
or  bridge  is  provided  to  supplement  the  exist- 
ing  tunnel.

I  have  been  advised  by  the  Commissioner  of 
Penal  Institutions,  Edward  L.  Friel,  in  the 
accompanying  letter,  that  because  of  taking 
by  eminent  domain  by  the  Metropolitan  Dis- 
trict Commission  of  a  parcel  of  land  owned  by 
the  City  of  Boston  on  which  were  buildings  of 
the  Suffolk  County  House  of  Correction  it  will 
be  necessary  to  construct  these  buildings  on 
other  locations  adjacent  to  the  main  building 
of  the  House  of  Correction.  The  estimated  cost 
for  the  replacement  and  relocation  of  these 
essential  buildings,  including  necessary  archi- 
tectural and  engineering  services,  will  be 
$250,000.  The  City  of  Boston  has  received  from 
the  Metropolitan  District  Commission  an 
amount  of  $275,000  for  the  taking. 

Since  the  reconstruction  and  replacement  of 
these  buildings  is  so  essential  to  the  adminis- 
tration of  the  House  of  Correction,  I  submit 
herewith  for  your  consideration  and  approval 
a  request  for  transfer  of  $250,000  from  the 
account  "Sales  of  City  Property,"  and  respect- 
fully recommend  adoption  by  your  Honorable 
Body.

On  March  21,  1952,  the  Metropolitan  District 
Commission  took,  by  eminent  domain,  a  parcel 
of  land  owned  by  the  City  of  Boston  on  which 
were  buildings  of  the  Suffolk  County  House  of 
Correction.  This  taking  was  in  connection  with 
the  construction  of  the  Deer  Island  Sewage 
Treatment  Plant  by  that  commission. 

The  area  taken  was  approximately  thirty- 
eight  (38)  acres,  consisting  of  thirty-five  (35) 
acres  of  uplands  and  three  (3)  acres  of  flats. 
The  structures  standing  thereon  were  not  in- 
cluded in  the  taking  but  the  City  of  Boston 
was  given  eight  months  to  remove  the  fol- 
lowing: 

A.  A  cow  barn  of  cement  slab  and  cement 
block  construction  with  approximately  6,000 
square  feet  of  floor  area  and  5,000  square  feet 
of  loft  area,  one  and  one  half  stories  in  height, 
with  a  pitch  roof  of  thick  butt  asphalt  shingles. 
It  contains  a  boiler  room  and  a  pasteurizing 
room  on  the  first  floor,  and  is  about  fifteen 
years  old.  Attached  to  this  barn  are  two 
wooden  silos,  on  concrete  base,  about  40  feet 
high. 

B.  A  poultry  house,  40  feet  by  80  feet, 
which  is  a  one-story  concrete  block  building, 
with  a  cement  floor,  and  a  pitch  roof  of  thick 
butt  asphalt  shingles.  This  building  contains 
a  walk-in  refrigerator  and  is  about  fifteen 
years  old. 

C.  A  brick  visitors'  building,  41  feet  by 
91  feet,  with  a  heating  plant,  wood  floors,  and 
a  flat  tar  and  gravel  roof.  This  is  now  used 
as  a  storage  building. 

D.  A  one-car  garage  of  cement  block  con- 
struction. 


E.  A  two-car  garage  of  cement  block  con- 
struction. 

F.  Ball  field  bleachers,  one  with  1,000-seat 
capacity  and  one  with  300-seat  capacity.  Both 
are  of  concrete  construction  with  wooden  plank 

As  the  above-listed  structures  are  not  re- 
movable, they  have  not  been  removed  and  are 
still  in  use  by  the  House  of  Correction.  The 
continued  use  of  these  buildings  is  now  im- 
peding the  construction  of  the  sewage  system 
and  immediate  action  must  be  taken  to  vacate. 

An  award  of  $275,000  was  made  by  the 
Metropolitan  District  Commission  for  taking 
this  property  and  the  check  for  this  amount 
was  deposited  with  the  Collector-Treasurer  on 
July   8,    1957. 

It  is  necessary  at  this  time  to  construct  a 
new  dairy  barn  and  a  poultry  house  to  replace 
the  buildings  taken  and  also  to  relocate  the 
Power  Plant  house  in  which  new  boilers  are  to 
be  built. 

An  appropriation  of  $250,000  is  requested 
for  these  essential  facilities.  This  amount 
would  cover  construction  costs  of  the  above- 
named  buildings  and  also  charges  for  necessary 
architectural  and  engineering  services.

ORDER  FOR  LOAN  OF  $4,500,000  FOR 
WEST  END  REDEVELOPMENT  PROJ- 
ECT AREA.

Gentlemen: 

As  a  condition  precedent  to  the  execution  of 
a  loan  and  grant  contract  between  the 
Housing  and  Home  Finance  Agency  and  the 
Boston  Housing  Authority,  for  the  West  End 
project,  whereby  the  federal  government  will 
agree  to  pay  two  thirds  of  the  cost  of  the 
project,  it  is  required  that  local  grants-in-aid 
be  provided  to  defray  the  remaining  one  third 
of  the  project  costs.  Under  the  State  Housing 
Authority  law,  the  city  is  authorized  to  pro- 
vide the  local  grants-in-aid. 

The  accompanying  loan  order  in  the  amount 
of  $4,500,000  is  respectfully  submitted  for  the 
approval  of  your  Honorable  Body  in  order  to 
enable  the  Housing  Authority  to  carry  out  and 
complete  the  West  End  Redevelopment  Project, 
the  redevelopment  plan  for  which  was  approved 
by  your  Honorable  Body  on  July  22,   1957. 

A  cooperation  agreement  to  be  entered  into, 
between  the  City  of  Boston  and  the  Boston 
Housing  Authority,  is  now  being  prepared  by 
the  Corporation  Counsel  and  counsel  for  the 
Authority.  This  cooperation  agreement  will  be 
submitted  for  the  approval  of  your  Honorable 
Body  at  the  next  meeting.  Under  the  terms 
of  the  agreement,  the  City  of  Boston  will  be 
committed  to  pay  one  third  of  the  actual  net 
cost  of  the  project  as  finally  determined  in 
accordance  with  the  Housing  Act  of  1949,  as 
amended,  when  the  project  is  completed,  and 
will  be  required  at  the  commencement  of  the 
project  to  transfer  in  cash  to  the  Authority 
one  third  of  the  presently  estimated  cost  of  the 
project,  less  the  amount  of  estimated  credits 
for  noncash  grants-in-aid,  as  shown  on  the 
attached  Summary  of  Project  Costs  (copies  of 
which  have  been  previously  submitted  to  your 
Honorable  Body). 

Even  though  the  cash  local  grants-in-aid  by 
the  oity  as  presently  estimated  will  be  less  than 
$4,500,000,  it  is  recommended  to  your  Honor- 
able   Body    that    a    loan    order    in    the    larger 
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amount  be  authorized,  since  the  city  will  be 
committed  to  defray  one  third  of  the  actual 
net  project  cost,  notwithstanding  what  the 
present  estimate  of  that  cost  may  be. 

Your  Honorable  Body  is  well  aware  of  the 
fact  that  conditions  in  the  West  End  Project 
area  are  deplorable.  In  anticipation  of  the 
proposed  project  tenants  have  moved  out  of 
the  area  by  the  hundreds  and  property  owners 
have  suffered  severe  financial  losses  because  of 
the  loss  of  tenancies  and  the  vandalism  which 
has  followed  in  the  wake  of  the  vacancies. 
Owners  of  property  in  the  area  have  besieged 
me  and  have  contacted  and  communicated 
with  your  Honorable  Body  collectively  and 
individually  urging  expeditious  action  on  the 
project.  Deep  concern  over  the  conditions  in 
the  area  and  in  the  plight  of  the  property 
owners  has  been  demonstrated  by  your  Honor- 
able Body  by  the  orders  adopted  by  your 
Honorable  Body  with  respect  to  the  project 
and  by  the  expeditious  approval  of  the  Re- 
development Plan  for  the  project. 

The  redevelopment  of  the  project  area  will 
provide  approximately  2,400  apartments  and 
entail  about  $30,000,000  worth  of  construction. 
This  will  create  employment,  will  increase  our 
tax  base,  enhance  peripheral  realty  values, 
and  provide  increased  tax  revenues  to  the  city 


more  than  what  will  be  needed  to  amortize 
the  bonds  to  pay  the  local  share  of  the  project 
costs.  After  the  fifteen-year  bond  period,  the 
increased  tax  revenues  will  be  a  clear  gain  to 
the  city.  The  cost  of  municipal  services  for 
police,  fire,  snow  removal,  street  maintenance, 
etc.,  will  be  appreciably  reduced  since  there 
will  be  five  acres  less  in  streets  to  maintain 
after  redevelopment.  Taxable  assessments  in 
the  area  will  not  only  be  increased  but  will  be 
stabilized  and  the  decline  of  realty  values  (at 
the  rate  of  $600,000  per  decade  since  1940) 
will  be  eliminated. 

Moreover,  the  city  will  receive  a  credit  of 
approximately  $1,000,000  toward  the  cost  of 
the  project  for  an  elementary  school  and  other 
supporting  facilities  which  are  scheduled  for 
that  area  in  the  Capital  Improvement  Program 
for  the  city  in  the  near  future,  but  which  will 
be  financed  by  the  redevelopment  project  with 
the  federal  government  paying  two  thirds  of 
the  cost. 

I  respectfully  request  that  the  approval  of 
the  loan  orders  be  acted  upon  as  expeditiously 
as  possible  under  the  procedures  of  your 
Honorable  Body.

VETO     OF     ORDER     FOR     PAYMENT     OF 
ANNUITY   TO   KATHERINE   M.   RUSSELL.

Gentlemen: 

I  am  returning  herewith,  disapproved,  the 
order  passed  by  your  Honorable  Body  on  Au- 
gust 5,  1957,  granting  under  section  89A  of 
chapter  32  of  the  General  Laws  an  annuity 
for   the  widow   of   the  late   Edward   J.   Russell. 

Before  an  annuity  can  be  granted  under  the 
statute  cited,  it  must,  by  the  express  terms  of 


the  statute,  be  proven  to  the  satisfaction  of 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  that  the  death 
of  the  deceased  was  the  natural  and  proximate 
result  of  an  accident  occurring,  or  of  under- 
going a  hazard  peculiar  to  his  employment, 
while  he  was  acting  in  the  performance  and 
within  the  scope  of  his  duty.  My  objection 
to  the  order  returned  herewith  is  that,  in 
Mr.  Russell's  case,  this  fact  has  not  yet  been 
proven    to   my   satisfaction. 

As  the  letter  written  to  the  Medical  Board 
by  the  Corporation  Counsel  under  date  of 
May  3,  1957,  points  up,  the  question  is 
whether  Mr.  Russell's  death  was  the  natural 
and  proximate  result  of  heart  disease.  The 
Medical  Board's  report  of  July  26,  1957,  does 
not  state  that  it  was.  Death  occurred  two 
days  after  Mr.  Russell  underwent  a  major 
operation.  As  the  death  certificate  shows, 
while  cardiac  decompensation  was  present, 
there  were  also  two  other  causes  of  death. 
In  the  circumstances,  it  would  seem  clear  that 
the  Medical  Board  should  not  only  recite  its 
findings  as  the  Corporation  Counsel's  letter 
indicates,  but  also  should  set  forth  its  reasons 
therefor,  so  that  there  would  be  some  basis 
for  lay  persons  to  be  satisfied  that  Mr.  Rus- 
sell's death  was  the  natural  and  proximate 
result  of  heart  disease.  Accordingly,  I  recom- 
mend that  the  case  be  once  again  remanded 
to  the  Medical  Board  for  a  report  setting 
forth  its  findings  and  reasons  therefor  as  well 
as   its   conclusion.

In  further  reply  to  the  City  Council  order  of 
June  24,  1957,  ordering  that  the  Traffic  Com- 
mission make  a  survey  of  all  dangerous  inter- 
sections in  the  Roslindale  and  West  Roxbury 
sections  with  emphasis  on  Hyde  Park  avenue, 
Centre  street,  Washington  street,  and  Belgrade 
avenue,  I  submit  the  following  comments: 

I  stated  in  my  reply  on  July  18,  1957,  that 
we  are  awaiting  a  scientific  tabulation  which 
is  being  made  by  the  Massachusetts  Safety 
Council  which  will  cover  a  period  of  years 
and  indicate  specifically  the  hazards  which 
exist  in   such   locations  as  are  named. 


Nevertheless,  in  anticipation  of  that  report 
I  submit  herewith  a  list  of  the  locations  where 
traffic  signals  exist  and  where  we  have  an 
intention  to  place  signals  when  resources 
permit.  It  may  be  seen  from  the  list  of  traffic 
signals  already  in  existence  and  those  to  be 
installed  in  the  future,  and  the  list  of  inter- 
sections which  have  been  established  as  stop 
streets,  and  the  streets  where  heavy  trucks 
have  been  excluded  that  the  traffic  regulations 
are  quite  comprehensive  at  the  present  time. 

This  department  is  at  present  making  radar 
speed  and  related  studies  on  Hyde  Park  ave- 
nue, from  Forest  Hills  to  Readville,  with  a 
view  to  establishing  special  speed  regulations 
on  Hyde  Park  avenue  and  similar  studies  are 
to  be  made  in  Cummins  Highway,  from  Wash- 
ington street  to  Mattapan  square. 

Finally,  this  survey  will  indicate  that  the 
only  major  intersection  in  the  Roslindale-West 
Roxbury  area  which  is  not  controlled  by  a 
traffic  signal  is  Belgrade  avenue,  Centre  street, 
and  Manthorne  road.  Because  of  the  complex 
traffic  movements  in  that  area  and  the  fact 
that  it  is  a  bus  line  terminal,  it  is  our  opinion 
that  a  traffic  signal  will  not  be  successful  at 
that  location.

Under  date  of  June  18  a  communication 
was  addressed  to  your  Honor  and  forwarded  to 
the  Corporation  Counsel  requesting  that  ar- 
rangements be  made  for  the  purchase  of  Lots 
5911  and  5912  located  at  14  and  16  Hanson 
street  in  the  South  End.  This  land,  owned  by 
one  Peter  J.  Salem,  has  been  appraised  for  an 
amount  of  $2,200  by  an  appraiser  whose  serv- 
ices were  retained   by  the   Law   Department. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Parks  and  Recreation 
Commission  held  at  the  commission's  office  on 
Thursday,  June  13,  1957,  the  commission 
voted  to  acquire  this  land  for  playground  pur- 
poses. It  is  the  considered  opinion  of  the 
commission  that  the  amount  of  $2,200  is  a  fair 
purchase  price  for  the  two  lots  mentioned 
above. 

A  survey  by  the  engineering  staff  of  this 
department  indicates  that  a  small  children's 
play  area  with  the  necessary  equipment  can 
be  constructed  on  these  premises  for  an  ap- 
proximate amount  of  $20,000,  including  the 
purchase   price  of   the   land.

ORGANIZATION    OF    BOSTON    REDEVEL- 
OPMENT AUTHORITY. 

The  following  was   received:

Gentlemen: 

Chapter  150  of  the  Acts  of  1957  amended 
the  state  Housing  Authority  law  so  as  to 
enable  the  establishment  of  a  Redevelopment 
Authority  in  the  City  of  Boston  for  the  purpose 
of  engaging  in  urban  renewal  and  land  assem- 
bly and  redevelopment  projects  in  Boston. 

At  the  present  time  in  Boston,  urban  re- 
newal as  handled  by  the  Urban  Renewal 
Division  of  the  Boston  Housing  Authority  is 
a  subordinate  activity  of  an  organization 
whose  primary  function  is  the  management 
of  public  housing.  The  paramount  importance 
of  urban  renewal  to  Boston's  future  demands 
that  it  be  the  sole  responsibility  of  a  separate 
agency,  so  that  other  duties  may  not  divert 
attention  therefrom.  Moreover,  the  management 
of  13,837  public  housing  units  is  enough  to 
keep  one  agency's  hands  full.  It  would  seem 
clear,  therefore,  not  only  that  there  is  a  need 
for  the  organization  of  a  redevelopment  au- 
thority in  Boston,  but  also  that  the  organiza- 
tion of  such  an  authority  would  be  very  much 
in  the  public  interest. 

Accordingly,  I  recommend  the  adoption  by 
your  Honorable  Body  of  the  order  transmitted 
herewith,  as  under  the  above-cited  law  the 
adoption  of  such  an  order  is  essential  to  the 
organization  of  a  redevelopment  authority.

Body  at  its  last  meeting.

setts (herein  called  the  "state  Housing 
Authority  Law")  and  having  its  usual  place 
of  business  in  Boston,  Suffolk  County,  Mas- 
sachusetts, and  the  City  of  Boston  (herein 
called  the  "City"),  a  municipal  corporation 
duly  organized  and  existing  under  the  laws 
of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts, 
Witnesseth  That 
Whereas,  An  order  passed  by  the  City 
Council  of  the  City  on  July  22,  1957,  and 
approved  by  the  Mayor  of  the  city  on  July 
26,  1957,  approved  a  Land  Assembly  and 
Redevelopment  Plan  for  the  "West  End" 
project,  which  provides  for  the  undertaking 
by  the  Authority  under  the  state  Housing- 
Authority  Law  of  a  land  assembly  and  rede- 
velopment project  in  that  decadent  and 
substandard  area  in  the  city  bounded  gen- 
erally by  Cambridge  street,  Blossom  street, 
Allen  street,  Charles  street,  a  broken  line 
running  from  Charles  street  to  the  surface 
road  connecting  Nashua  street  with  the 
Leverett  Street  traffic  circle,  said  surface 
road,  Lowell  street  and  Staniford  street  and 
more  particularly  described  in  said  Land 
Assembly  and  Redevelopment  Plan  which  is 
hereby  incorporated  by  reference  as  though 
fully  set  forth  herein;  and 

Whereas,  To  carry  out  and  complete  said 
Land  Assembly  and  Redevelopment  Plan  the 
Authority  will  need  a  capital  grant  from 
the  United  States  under  Title  I  of  the  fed- 
eral Housing  Act  of  1949,  as  amended;  and 
Whereas,  It  is  provided  in  Section  104  of 
said  Housing  Act  of  1949,  as  amended,  that 
every  contract  for  a  capital  grant  under 
Title  I  of  said  Act  shall  require  local  grants- 
in-aid  in  connection  with  the  project  in- 
volved which,  together  with  the  local  grants- 
in-aid  to  be  provided  in  connection  with  all 
other  projects  of  the  local  public  agency  on 
which  contracts  for  capital  grants  have 
theretofore  been  made,  shall  not  be  required 
in  excess  of  one  third  of  the  aggregate  net 
project  costs  of  all  projects  of  the  local 
public  agency  on  which  contracts  for  capi- 
tal grants   have  been   made;   and 

Whereas,  Section  110  of  said  Housing  Act 
of  1949,  as  amended,  defines  "local  grants- 
in-aid"    to   mean 

"assistance  by  a  State,  municipality,  or 
other  public  body,  or  (in  the  case  of  cash 
grants  or  donations  of  land  or  other  real 
property)  any  other  entity,  in  connection 
with  any  project  on  which  a  contract  for 
capital  grant  has  been  made  under  this 
title,  in  the  form  of  (1)  cash  grants; 
(2)  donations,  at  cash  value,  of  land  or 
other  real  property  (exclusive  of  land  in 
streets,  alleys,  and  other  public  rights-of- 
way  which  may  be  vacated  in  connection 
with  the  project)  in  the  urban  renewal 
area,  and  demolition,  removal,  or  other  work 
or  improvements  in  the  urban  renewal  area, 
at  the  cost  thereof,  of  the  types  described 
in  clause  (2)  and  clause  (3)  of  the  sec- 
ond sentence  of  paragraph  (c)  of  this 
section;  and  (3)  the  provision,  at  their 
cost,  of  public  buildings  or  other  public 
facilities  (other  than  publicly  owned 
housing  and  revenue  producing  public  util- 
ities the  capital  cost  of  which  is  wholly 
financed  with  local  bonds  or  obligations 
payable  solely  out  of  revenues  derived 
from  service  charges)  which  are  neces- 
sary for  carrying  out  in  the  area  the 
urban  renewal  objectives  of  this  title  in 
accordance  with  the  urban  renewal  plan: 
Provided,  That  in  any  case  where,  in  the 
determination  of  the  Administrator,  any 
park,  playground,  public  building,  or 
other    public    facility    is    of    direct    benefit 


both  to  the  urban  renewal  area  and  to 
other  areas,  and  the  approximate  degree 
of  the  benefit  to  such  other  areas  is  esti- 
mated by  the  Administrator  at  20  per 
centum  or  more  of  the  total  benefits,  the 
Administrator  shall  provide  that,  for  the 
purpose  of  computing  the  amount  of  the 
local  grants-in-aid  for  the  project,  there 
shall  be  included  only  such  portion  of  the 
cost  of  such  facility  as  the  Administrator 
estimates  to  be  proportionate  to  the  ap- 
proximate degree  of  the  benefit  of  such 
facility  to  the  urban  renewal  area:  And 
provided  further,  That  for  the  purpose  of 
computing  the  amount  of  local  grants-in- 
aid  under  this  paragraph,  the  estimated 
cost  (as  determined  by  the  Adminis- 
trator) of  parks,  playgrounds,  public 
buildings,  or  other  public  facilities  may 
be  deemed  to  be  the  actual  cost  thereof 
if  (i)  the  construction  or  provision  there- 
of is  not  completed  at  the  time  of  final 
disposition  of  land  in  the  project  to  be 
acquired  and  disposed  of  under  the  urban 
renewal  plan,  and  (ii)  the  Administrator 
has  received  assurances  satisfactory  to 
him  that  such  park,  playground,  public 
building,  or  other  public  facility  will  be 
constructed  or  completed  when  needed  and 
within  a  time  prescribed  by  him:  And 
provided  further,  That  in  any  case  where 
a  public  facility  furnished  as  a  local 
grant-in-aid  is  financed  in  whole  or  in 
part  by  special  assessments  against  real 
property  in  the  project  area  acquired  by 
the  local  public  agency  as  part  of  the 
project,  an  amount  equal  to  the  total 
special  assessments  against  such  real 
property  (or,  in  the  case  of  a  computa- 
tion pursuant  to  the  proviso  immediately 
preceding,  the  estimated  amount  of  such 
total  special  assessments)  shall  be  de- 
ducted from  the  cost  of  such  facility  for 
the  purpose  of  computing  the  amount  of 
the  local  grants-in-aid  for  the  project. 
With  respect  to  any  demolition  or  re- 
moval work,  improvement  or  facility  for 
which  a  State,  municipality,  or  other 
public  body  has  i-eceived  or  has  contracted 
to  receive  any  grant  or  subsidy  from  the 
United  States,  or  any  agency  or  instru- 
mentality thereof,  the  portion  of  the  cost 
thereof  defrayed  or  estimated  by  the 
Administrator  to  be  defrayed  with  such 
subsidy  or  grant  shall  not  be  eligible  for 
inclusion  as  a  local  grant-in-aid.";  and 
Whereas,  The  City  is  authorized  by  the 
state  Housing  Authority  Law  to  make,  and 
agree  to  make,  such  local  grants-in-aid;  and 
Whereas,  To  carry  out  and  complete  said 
Land  Assembly  and  Redevelopment  Plan  the 
Authority  needs  such  local  grants-in-aid 
from  the  City;  now  therefore  it  is  hereby 
agreed  by  and  between  the  parties  hereto 
as    follows: 

1.  Immediately  upon  receipt  of  funds 
pursuant  to  this  Agreement  or  pursuant  to 
a  loan  and  grant  contract  between  the  Au- 
thority and  the  United  States  under  the 
federal  Housing  Act  of  1949,  as  amended, 
the  Authority  will  undertake  said  land  as- 
sembly and  redevelopment  project  in  ac- 
cordance with  said  Land  Assembly  and 
Redevelopment  Plan  and  commence  and 
carry  out  as  expeditiously  as  possible  each 
successive  phase  of  the  project  as  funds  are 
made   available. 

2.  To  defray  the  actual  net  project  cost 
of  the  project  as  finally  determined  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  federal  Housing  Act  of 
1949,  as  amended,  and  approved  by  the 
Housing  and  Home  Finance  Administrator 
of  the  United  States  in  accordance  with  the 
aforesaid  loan  and  grant  contract,  the  Au- 
thority will  comply  with  all  necessary  con- 
ditions, statutory  or  otherwise,  to  obtain  a 
capital  grant  from  the  United  States  under 
Section  103  of  the  federal  Housing  Act  of 
1949,  as  amended,  in  the  maximum  amount 
allowed  by  law. 

3.  The  City  will  make  local  grants-in- 
aid  to  the  Authority  in  a  total  amount 
equal  to   one   third  of  the  actual   net  project 
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cost  of  the  project  as  finally  determined  in 
accordance  with  the  federal  Housing  Act 
of  1949,  as  amended,  and  approved  by  the 
Housing  and  Home  Finance  Administrator 
of  the  United  States  in  accordance  with  the 
aforesaid  loan  and  grant  contract,  notwith- 
standing what  the  present  estimate  of  that 
cost    may    be. 

4.  After  the  execution  of  a  loan  and 
grant  contract  between  the  Authority  and 
the  United  States  under  the  lederal  Hous- 
ing Act  of  1949,  as  amended,  the  City  will 
upon  demand  pay  the  Authority  the  sum  of 
three  million  one  hundred  ninety-two  thou- 
sand eight  hundred  eighty-five  dollars 
($3,192,885),  which  is  the  present  estimate 
of  the  portion  of  the  City's  obligation  under 
Paragraph  3  hereof  to  be  paid  in  cash,  and 
will  also  upon  demand  make  other  local 
grants-in-aid  of  the  aforesaid  land  assem- 
bly and  redevelopment  project  having  a 
present  estimated  value  of  one  million  one 
thousand  one  hundred  and  ninety-five  dol- 
lars ($1,001,195).  Upon  completion  of  the 
aforesaid  land  assembly  and  redevelopment 
project  by  the  Authority  and  the  final  de- 
termination and  approval  as  aforesaid  of  the 
actual  net  project  cost  thereof,  the  City  will 
make  such  additional  cash  payment  as  may 
be  necessary  to  bring  the  total  local  grants- 
in-aid  for  the  aioresaid  land  assembly  and 
redevelopment  project  up  to  an  amount 
equal  to  one  third  of  said  actual  net  proj- 
ect cost  as  so  finally  determined  and  ap- 
proved; and  if  upon  such  completion  and 
final  determination  and  approval,  the  local 
grants-in-aid  theretofore  made  by  the  City 
shall  total  an  amount  in  excess  ox  one  third 
of  said  actual  net  project  cost  as  so  finally 
determined  and  approved,  such  portion  of 
the  excess  as  was  paid  in  cash  shall  be  re- 
funded, without  interest,  by  the  Authority 
to  the  City.  It  is  hereby  expressly  stipu- 
lated that  the  provision  of  any  improvement, 
facility  or  work  for  which  any  other  grant 
or  subsidy  from  the  United  States  has  been 
or  is  to  be  received  shall  not  be  eligible  for 
inclusion    as    a    local    grant-in-aid. 

5.  If  the  City  donates  to  the  Authority 
any  land  within  the  project  area  other  than 
land  in  the  streets,  alleys  and  other  public 
rights-of-way  which  may  be  vacated  in  con- 
nection with  the  project,  or  if  the  City  does 
for  the  Authority  any  demolition  or  remov- 
al work  in  the  project  area  or  makes  at 
the  request  of  the  Authority  and  according 
to  said  Land  Assembly  and  Redevelopment 
Plan  any  site  improvements  in  the  project 
area  (which  term,  as  here  used,  shall  be 
construed  to  include  street  and  sewer  con- 
struction and  water,  fire  alarm,  and  police 
signal  system  changes),  the  City's  obliga- 
tions under  paragraphs  3  and  4  hereof  shall 
be  reduced  by  the  amount  which  the  Au- 
thority shall,  with  the  approval  of  the  Hous- 
ing and  Home  Finance  Administrator  of 
the  United  States,  determine  to  be  the  cash 
value  of  such  donated  land  and  the  cost  of 
such  demolition  or  removal  work  and  of 
such  site  improvements.  The  City's  obliga- 
tion under  said  paragraphs  3  and  4  shall  be 
further  reduced  by  such  portion  of  local 
grants-in-aid  furnished  to  the  project  by 
other  parties  as  may  be  allowed  by  the 
Housing  and  Home  Finance  Administrator  of 
the  United  States  prior  to  the  completion 
of  the  project  and  the  determination  of  the 
actual   net  project  cost  thereof. 

6.  The  City,  acting  by  its  Mayor,  will 
recommend  to  the  proper  board  or  officer 
the  vacating  of  such  streets,  alleys,  and 
other  public  rights-of-way  within  the  proj- 
ect area  as  may  be  necessary  in  the  carry- 
ing out  of  said  Land  Assembly  and  Rede- 
velopment Plan  and  the  laying  out  as  pub- 
lie  streets  or  ways  of  all  streets  and  ways, 
with  their  adjacent  sidewalks,  within  the 
project  area;  and  the  Authority  agrees  not 
to  sue  the  City  for  any  damages  for  any 
such  vacating  or  laying  out;  and  the  Au- 
thority further  agrees  to  reimburse  the  City 
for  any  damages  recovered  by  others  under 
Chapter    79   of   the   General   Laws   of    Massa- 


chusetts, as   amended,   for  any  such  vacating 
or  laying  out. 

7.  The  City,  acting  by  its  Mayor,  will 
recommend  to  the  proper  boards  or  officers 
such  action  as  may  be  necessary  to  waive, 
change  or  modify,  to  the  extent  necessary 
or  desirable  to  permit  carrying  out  said 
land  assembly  and  redevelopment  project, 
the  statutes,  ordinances,  rules  and  regulations 
regulating  land  uses  in  Boston  and  prescrib- 
ing health,  sanitation  and  safety  standards 
for    buildings    in    Boston. 

8.  The  City  shall  continue  to  maintain 
the  "workable  program"  heretofore  adopted 
by  it,  and  shall  cooperate  with  the  Authority 
by  such  other  lawful  actions  and  in  such 
other  lawful  ways  as  may  be  necessary  in 
connection  with  the  undertaking  and  carry- 
ing out  of  said  land  assembly  and  redevelop- 
ment project  in  all  its  phases,  including 
the  relocation  of  families  to  be  displaced 
irom    the   project   area. 

9.  In  compensation  for  improvements, 
services  and  facilities  (other  than  gas,  water 
and  electricity)  furnished  by  the  City  for 
the  benefit  of  the  project,  the  Authority 
shall,  in  the  year  next  following  the  year 
in  which  the  project  is  acquired  and  in  each 
succeeding  year  so  long  as  the  project  is 
exempt  from  taxation  by  reason  of  being 
held  by  the  Authority,  pay  to  the  City  in 
lieu  of  taxes,  betterments  and  special  as- 
sessments the  amount  that  would  be  levied 
at  the  then  current  tax  rate  upon  the  aver- 
age of  the  assessed  value  of  the  real  estate 
involved  in  the  project,  including  buildings 
and  other  structures,  for  the  three  years 
preceding  the  acquisition  thereof  (the  valu- 
ation of  each  year  being  reduced  by  all 
abatements  thereon),  if,  under  the  pertinent 
Acts  of  Congress  and  rules,  regulations, 
limitations  and  conditions  prescribed  pur- 
suant thereto,  said  amount  may  be  included 
in  the  gross  cost  of  the  project,  and  if  said 
amount  may  not  be  so  included,  so  much  of 
said   amount  as   may   be  so  included. 

10.  No  agreement  heretofore  entered  into 
between  the  City  and  the  Authority  shall 
be  construed  to  apply  to  the  project  covered 
by   this    Agreement.

ness  for  Human   Habitation. 

It  so  develops  that  it  is  impossible  under 
Civil  Service  approval  to  expend  this  money 
on  a  contractual  basis  for  this  particular  type 
of    inspection   and   recording   work. 

Accordingly,  approval  is  requested  to  transfer 
this  sum  of  $65,000  from  Contractual  Services, 
2,   to   Personal   Services,   1.

REPORT   OF   FINANCE   COMMISSION   FOR 
3,000      FEDERALLY-AIDED      HOUSING 
UNITS. 
The   following   was   received: 

City   of   Boston, 
Finance  Commission,  August  15,   1957. 
To   the   Honorable   the   City   Council. 

The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Boston 
City  Council  has  currently  before  it  a  resolu- 
tion authorizing  the  Boston  Housing  Authority 
to  apply  for  3,000  federally-aided  rent-housing 
units.  The  Authority  hopes  to  use  1,000  of 
them  for  housing  for   the   elderly. 

The  reasons  advanced  for  the  request  for 
this  additional  housing  may  be  summarized 
as    follows: 

1.  The  volume  of  substandard  housing  in 
Boston    is    substantial. 

2.  There  is  a  shortage  of  vacancies  in 
standard    private    housing. 

3.  There  is  an  average  waiting  list  of 
4.000  looking  for  public  housing  ac- 
commodations. 

4.  Families  displaced  by  urban  redevelop- 
ment projects  are  given  first  oppor- 
tunity to  be  rehoused  in  federal  public 
housing  if  they  are  eligible.  The  current 
West  End  redevelopment  project  pre- 
sents a  relocation  program  of  approxi- 
mately  2.600    families. 

5.  The  Housing  Authority  wishes  to  under- 
take a  specific  program  of  housing  for 
the  elderly,  particulary  the  single  elderly. 
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If  the  city  were  to  undertake  to  meet  the 
situation  created  by  the  first  three  conditions 
enumerated  above,  the  demand  would  seem  to 
be  an  objective  of  prohibitive  dimensions. 
Therefore  before  proceeding  with  authoriza- 
tion for  more  housing  there  are  two  very 
realistic  questions  which  should  be  answered: 
"How  great  a  contribution  has  the  city  already 
made  in  meeting  the  challenge  of  public  hous- 
ing?" and  "How  far  should  the  Boston  Hous- 
ing Authority  be  authorized  to  go  in  providing 
Public    Housing?" 

Since  it  is  the  approval  by  the  city  govern- 
ment— Mayor  and  Council — which  starts  a 
project  on  its  way,  it  is  within  the  power  of 
either  branch  to  decide  if  the  City  of  Boston 
has   gone   far   enough. 

Boston's    Contribution    to    Public    Housing. 

For  many  years  Boston  has  been  able  to 
boast  of  an  extraordinary  amount  of  public 
housing.  The  last  comprehensive  intercity 
statistics  published  by  the  "Municipal  Year 
Book"  in  this  matter  (as  of  July  31,  1950) 
show  that  in  no  city  in  the  country,  except 
New  York,  have  as  many  public  housing 
dwelling  units  been  provided  as  in  Boston. 
In  the  intervening  years  the  picture  has  not 
changed. 

There  are  now  10,156  units  of  residence 
federally  provided.  There  are  3,681  state-aided 
dwelling  units.  The  population  contained  in 
this  housing  approximates  40,000  in  the  fed- 
eral, and  16,000  in  the  state-aided  projects; 
or  7.7  per  cent  of  the  city's  population.  In 
addition,  Boston  using  its  own  credit,  pro- 
vided 1,306  public  housing  units  under  the 
so-called  Acts  of  1946,  Chapter  372  program. 
(These  units  have  now  been  sold  to  private 
owners.  The  total  number  of  units  of  dwell- 
ing thus  provided   is  actually   15,413. 

The  cost  of  this  volume  of  production  has 
been  $154,071,687,  financed  by  the  three  levels 
of  government  as   follows: 

Federal    $89,293,952 

State     $49,361,000 

City     $15,416,735 

It  is  well  to  remember  that  municipal  ex- 
penditures for  public  housing  do  not  stop  at 
the    production    of    housing.       All    three    pro- 


grams entail  other  substantial  municipal  costs, 
including   tax   losses. 

For  instance,  school  construction  occasioned 
by  public  housing  was  the  subject  of  a  Finance 
Commission  report  on  March  21,  1957,  which 
pointed  out  that  new  schools  or  extensions 
were  occasioned  by  public  housing  in  Columbia 
Point,  Orient  Heights,  Mission  Hill,  Hyde 
Park,    and    Jamaica    Plain. 

These  new  schools  are  not  occasioned  by 
any  increase  in  the  total  school  population. 
They  are  directly  due  to  the  movement  of 
families  from  one  area  which  already  hail 
school  accomodations  to  a  new  residential 
area — the  housing  project — which  previously 
had  no  schools.  Those  additional  structures 
already  represent  a  gross  appropriation  of 
more  than   $8,000,000. 

If  the  project  now  before  you  is  authoriz»d, 
it  will  entail  another  school  construction  cost 
of  approximately  $5,500,000. 

Dwindling    Significances    op    "In    Lieu" 
Payment   Programs. 

It  is  commonly  assumed  that  payments 
made  to  the  city  "in  lieu  of  taxes"  by  the 
federal  and  state  governments  in  the  federally- 
aided  and  state-aided  public  housing  programs 
are  an  effective  offset  to  the  cost  of  municipal 
service.  This  is  far  from  the  truth.  The 
cost  of  schools  alone  make  such  payments  ap- 
pear  small. 

There  has  been  no  adjustment  of  the  "in 
lieu"  payments  to  compensate  for  the  steady 
increase  in  the  cost  of  municipal  services  since 
1950.  During  that  period  the  Boston  tax  rate 
has   increased   25   per   cent. 

"Lieu  of  tax"  payments  on  federally-aided 
projects  are  based  on  10  per  cent  of  the 
shelter  rent;  in  the  case  of  state-aided  proj- 
ects, the  payment  is  based  on  the  set  figure 
of  $3  per  dwelling  unit  per  month.  When 
this  relatively  unchanging  payment  picture 
is  set  against  the  change  in  the  tax  rate, 
which  may  be  taken  as  an  indicator  of  mu- 
nicipal  costs,   the  disparity   is  striking. 

The  following  table  of  payments  on  the 
larger  federal-aided  projects  built  before  1950 
shows   an   actual   decrease  since   1950:

How  far  short  of  receivable  taxes,  if  the 
projects  were  privately  owned,  "lieu  of  taxes" 
has  meant  may  be  seen  in  the  following 
figures: 

It  cost,  in  public  money,  $138,654,952  to 
produce  the  federal  and  state  projects  in  ex- 
istence in  1956.  Assuming  this  figure  as  the 
total  of  valuations  if  they  were  privately 
owned,  at  the  1956  tax  rate  of  $78.70,  they 
would  have  been  assessed  a  total  of  $10,912,070. 
Yet  the  payments  to  the  city  "in  lieu  of  taxes" 
amounted    to    only    $665,971. 

In  other  words,  the  amount  received  in  the 
form  of  "in  lieu  of  taxes"  was  about  8  per  cent 
of  the  amount  payable  if  the  properties  were 
taxed  at  the  production  cost. 

If  the  "in  lieu  of  tax"  payment  is  to  have 
real  meaning,  it  ought  to  be  adjusted  to  bear 
some  relation  to  the  city's  sharply  rising  tax 
rate. 

Unless  all  the  elements  which  flow  from 
public  housing  are  considered,  the  cost  picture 


of  public  housing  remains  incomplete.  When 
all  these  factors  are  taken  into  consideration, 
Boston's  contribution  to  public  housing  ap- 
pears  as   extraordinary. 

Relation  op  the  Requested  Additional  Pub- 
lic Housing  to  the  Urban  Redevelopment 
Program. 
Besides  the  demand  for  public  housing  aris- 
ing from  a  lack  of  adequate  private  housing, 
it  is  also  alleged  that  the  displacement  of 
families  from  urban  redevelopment  projects 
and  the  relocation  of  many  in  public  housing 
projects  will  occasion  a  need  for  more  housing 
units.  Moreover,  it  is  pointed  out  that  such 
a  relocation  will  reduce  the  number  of  vacan- 
cies normally  available  to  the  waiting  list  of 
eligihles  who  are  looking  for  public  housing; 
and  there  has  been  recently  another  develop- 
ment which  will  reduce  the  number  of  such 
vacancies.  This  is  the  legislation  permitting 
higher  family  income  while  continuing  oc- 
cupancy. 
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The  current  redevelopment  program  is  rep- 
resented by  the  West  End  project.  Future 
projects  include  Charlestown,  South  Cove,  and 
Mattapan.  It  is  estimated  that  there  are  ap- 
proximately 2,600  families  in  the  West  End 
project,  approximately  70  per  cent  of  whom 
(about  1,800  families)  would  be  eligible  for 
public  housing.  At  the  rate  of  the  occurrence 
of  vacancies,  it  could  require  a  year  to  ac- 
cumulate  1,800   vacancies. 

During  1956  there  were  1,651  vacancies  in 
federally-aided  projects,  or  16.3  per  cent  turn- 
over; and  611  vacancies,  or  16.6  per  cent  in 
state-aided   projects. 

The  relocation  experience  arising  out  of  the 
so-called  New  York  Streets  project  in  the 
South  End  may  not  be  a  reliable  guide  in 
predicting  what  will  happen  in  relocating  dis- 
placed families  from  the  West  End  project. 
However,  in  the  New  York  Streets  project, 
only  27  per  cent  (57  out  of  214)  of  the  eligible 
families  displaced  were  relocated  in  public 
housing.  Most  of  the  families  relocated  them- 
selves in  private  housing.  If  this  27  per  cent 
is  assumed  for  the  West  End  project,  only 
about  490  families  would  be  rehoused  in  public 
housing  projects.  On  the  basis  of  the  number 
of  vacancies  which  occurred  in  1956  (2,262), 
this  would  leave  a  balance  of  approximately 
1,770  vacancies  available  for  filling  by  regular 
procedure. 

The  important  point  in  this  matter  would 
appear  to  be  that  there  seems  to  be  no  cer- 
tainty as  to  how  many  public  housing  units 
will  be  involved  in  relocating  families  from 
the  West  End  project.  It  may  well  be  that  the 
normal  vacancies  will  meet  the  situation  ade- 
quately. 

Housing  fob  the  Elderly. 

Another  reason  advanced  for  the  requested 
extension  of  the  public  housing  program  is 
the  hope  of  the  Boston  Housing  Authority  to 
undertake  a  specific  program  of  housing  for 
the  elderly. 

The  application  of  the  Housing  Authority 
for  3,000  housing  units  does  not  specify  that 
1,000  are  requested  as  housing  for  the  elderly, 
but  the  Authority  has  said  it  intends  to  use 
1,000  units  for  the  elderly  if  the  request  for 
3,000   units   is   allowed. 

Boston  can  now  avail  itself  of  provision  for 
approximately  400  units  for  the  elderly  if  it 
will  accept  an  opportunity  available  under  the 
stale-aided  program.  However,  the  Boston 
Housing  Authority  prefers  to  obtain  the  neces- 
sary authorization  in  a  federal  program,  be- 
cause the  Authority  believes  there  is  more 
money  obtainable  in  federal  participation. 

It  is  the  conclusion  of  the  Finance  Commis- 
sion that  not  enough  is  yet  known  and  ap- 
preciated about  the  need  for  public  housing  in 
Boston.  The  difficulty  of  resolving  the  issue 
under  discussion  indicates  distinctly  the  need 
for  a  comprehensive  exploration  of  the  housing 
picture.  How  much  is  needed,  the  measure- 
ment of  its  results,  its  impact  on  the  city  and 
its  relation  to  the  total  picture  should  be 
determined  with  some  finality  for  future 
guidance. 


This  board  now  has  under  way  such  a  study. 
The  scope  of  it  embraces  an  inventory  of  the 
volume  and  condition  of  all  housing,  both 
private  and  public.  It  proposes  to  spell  out 
what  an  urban  renewal  program  should  be  and 
its  impact  on  the  housing  supply  in  the  city; 
and  to  determine  what  is  necessary  to  supply 
needed  housing  either  by  public  or  private 
housing  agencies.  No  target  date  for  the  com- 
pletion of  this  study  has  been  set  because  of 
the  pressure  of  other  projects  on  the  agenda 
of  the  Board. 

However,  since  the  immediacy  and  urgency 
of  the  extension  of  the  public  housing  program 
contemplated  in  the  resolution  before  the  Coun- 
cil has  not  been  clearly  established,  and  since 
the  scope  of  the  Planning  Board  study  is  so 
directly    in    point,    it    would    appear    that    action 


on  the  resolution  ought  to  wait  on  the  eomple 
tion  of   the   Planning  Board's   report.

Under  date  of  June  5  the  Finance  Commis- 
sion filed  with  you  a  letter  received  by  the 
Commission  from  the  Corporation  Counsel 
William  L.  Baxter  containing  the  terms  of 
settlement  proposed  in  the  case  of  the  Micawber 
Company  v.  City  of  Boston.  Property  of  this 
company  located  on  Hayward  place  was  taken 
for  an  off-street  parking  site.  The  notice  of 
the  proposed  settlement  of  the  taking  is  re- 
quired  by   statute. 

Under  date  of  August  13  the  Finance  Com- 
mission received  a  letter  from  the  Law  Depart- 
ment containing  these  paragraphs:

Pursuant  to  St.  1946,  c.  475,  s.  1,  subdivision 
A,  notice  is  hereby  given  the  Commission  that 
this  department  is  in  the  process  of  settling 
the  suit  of  the  Micawber  Company  v.  City  of 
Boston,  Suffolk  Superior  Court  No.  506974. 
This  is  a  petition  for  land  damages  claimed  by 
the  petitioner  to  have  resulted  from  the  taking 
of  land  and  buildings  located  at  12-14,  16-22. 
and  24-26  Hayward  place,  said  taking  having 
been  made  on  September  19,  1955.  for  the  pur- 
poses of  off-street  parking.  In  this  suit  the 
Prudential  Insurance  Company  of  America  is 
an  intervening  mortgagee,  holding  a  first 
mortgage  of  S425.000  on  the  property;  and  on 
Tuesday,  July  16,  1957,  on  a  motion  allowed 
by  the  court,  Elliott  Henderson  was  permitted 
to  intervene  as  a  mortgagee  holding  a  second 
mortgage  of  $100,000   on    the   property. 

The  facts  concerning  the  property  taken  are 
as   Follows: 
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1.  12-14  Hayward  Place.  This  is  a  brick 
building,  four  stories  in  height  in  the  front  and 
two  stories  in  height  in  the  rear,  occupying  an 
area   of   approximately    1,368   square  feet. 

2.  lfi-22  Hayward  Place.  This  is  a  brick 
building  having  three  stories  in  front  and  two 
stories  in  the  rear,  abutting  Chickering  place, 
and  occupying  an  area  of  approximately  2,676 
square  feet. 

3.  24-2G  Hayward  Place.  This  is  a  brick 
building  having  three  stories  in  front  and  two 
stories  in  the  rear,  abutting  Chickering  place, 
and  occupying   about   1,338   square   feet. 

The  total  land  area  taken  was  5,382  square 
feet. 

In  connection  with  the  taking,  the  parcel 
numbered  (1)  above,  namely,  12-14  Hayward 
place,  was  connected  to  the  building  at  572-580 
Washington  street  (owned  by  the  petitioner)  at 
the  first  and  second  floors  and  the  two  build- 
ings were  used  as  one  at  these  floors,  and  the 
taking  created  a  problem  of  severance. 

The  first  floor  premises  at  572  Washington 
street  were  leased  to  Walton's  Restaurant  at  a 
rental  of  $30,000  per  year.  The  lease  had  five 
years  to  run  at  the  time  of  the  taking.  Part 
of  the  leased  premises  extended  into  the  build- 
ing at  12-14  Hayward  place.  The  leased  area 
consisted  of  approximately  810  square  feet  on 
the  first  floor  in  addition  to  the  basement  area 
thereunder.  About  20  per  cent  of  this  area 
was  taken,  necessitating  repairs  to  the  re- 
mainder. The  petitioner  also  claims  that  as  a 
result  of  the  taking  the  lease  with  Walton's 
was  broken;  and  the  remainder  of  the  leased 
premises  is  now  leased  at  an  annual  rental 
of  $20,000,  a  loss  of  $10,000  annually,  including 
plottage  value.

The  petitioner  informs  this  office  that  it  has 
an  appraisal  made  by  Elliott  Henderson  in  the 
amount  of  $220,000  which  will  be  used  if  the 
case  is  tried.  However,  at  recent  conferences 
the  attorney  for  the  petitioner  asked  for 
$170,000  in  settlement  and  submitted  the  fol- 
lowing memorandum  of  damages  for  the  pur 
pose  of  compromise:

An  analysis  of  the  various  factors  involved 
in  this  case  has  been  made  carefully.  Con- 
sideration has  been  given  to  the  assessment, 
appraisals  of  Daniel  M.  Driscoll  and  F.  Paul 
Morgan,  severance  value,  alleged  damage  to 
the  remainder,  repairs  necessitated  by  the  tak- 
ing, income  capitalization,  and  the  alleged  loss 
of  income  due  to  the  taking.  In  addition 
thereto  the  appraisal  figure  of  the  petitioner 
has   been   considered. 

These  are  important  elements  in  a  trial  of  an 
eminent  domain  case;  but  as  has  been  indicated 
in  prior  reports  to  your  Commission,  there  is 
a  likelihood  of  a  compromise  verdict  being 
returned  by  a  jury.  Such  verdict  is  invariably 
arrived  at  by  a  jury's  adding  together  the 
figures  testified  to  by  the  appraisers  for  the 
petitioner  and  the  respondent's  appraisers' 
figures.  The  total  is  then  divided  by  two  and 
the  amount  arrived  at  is  the  amount  of  the 
verdict.  To  this  verdict  is  added  interest  at 
the  rate  of  4  per  cent  per  annum  from  the 
date  of  the  taking.  If  this  method  were  used 
on  a  trial  of  this  case,  it  readily  will  be  seen 
that  a  verdict  would  likely  be  in  the  vicinity 
of  $170,000,  to  which  sum  would  be  added  the 
statutory  interest  of  4  per  cent.  This  would 
bring  the  amount  of  the  verdict  to  approxi- 
mately $181,000,  or  over  $25,000  more  than  the 
proposed    settlement    figure. 

Having  weighed  all  the  foregoing  factors  and 
having  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Real 
Estate  Commissioners,  this  office  is  proposing 
to  settle  this  case  for  the  sum  of  $145,000  plus 
interest  at  4  per  cent  per  annum  from  the 
date  of  the  taking  (September  19,  1955)  to 
May  19,  1957,  amounting  to  $9,666.67,  or  a  total 
of  $154,666.67.  To  this  amount  will  be  added 
the  sum  of  $2,287.89  representing  apportion- 
ment of  taxes  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of   the  statute. 

Also  taken  into  consideration  are  the  unpaid 
taxes  on  this  property  which,  according  to  the 
records  of  the  Collector-Treasurer's  office,  are 
as   follows:

LOAN   OF   $45,000,000   FOR   FUNDING   CER- 
TAIN OVERLAY  AND  OTHER  DEFICITS. 

The  following  was  received: 

City    of    Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,   September  16,   1957. 
To    the   City    Council. 
Gentlemen: 

I  submit  herewith,  and  recommend  your 
adopting,  an  order  empowering  the  Collector- 
Treasurer  to  borrow  $45,000,000  as  authorized 
by  chapter  717  of  the  Acts  of  1957  for  the 
purpose  of  funding  certain  overlay  and  other 
deficits. 

The  nature  of  these  deficits  is  outlined  in  the 
message  I  sent  your  Honorable  Body  on  July 
8  urging  adoption  of  a  resolution  approving 
the  petition  for  the  above-cited  legislation. 
Briefly,  the  deficits  in  question  are:  a 
$16.1 82,539.99  revenue  deficit,  a  $5,305,789.79 
overlay  deficit  accrued  in  1956,  a  $10,011,973.26 
overlay  deficit  accrued  in  1957  up  to  August 
31,  and  an  estimated  $13,499,696.96  overlay 
deficit  to  accrue  upon  the  abatement  of  uncol- 
lectible taxes  now  considered  as  assets  and  the 
final  disposition  of  tax  appeals  now  pending 
before  the  Appellate  Tax   Board. 

To  assure  the  collection  of  1957  taxes  in  time 
to  meet  tax  anticipation  notes  maturing  in 
October  and  November,  the  1957  tax  rate  must 
be  fixed  within  the  next  few  days.  It  cannot 
be  established,  however,  without  including  the 
$5,305,789.79  overlay  deficit  accrued  in  1956 
unless  the  loan  order  transmitted  herewith  is 
first  adopted.  By  the  express  terms  of  the 
above-cited  legislation,  this  loan  order  may  be 
passed  like  loan  orders  for  temporary  loans  in 
anticipation  of  taxes  with  the  second  reading 
and  vote  being  had  twenty-four  hours  after  the 
first.  I  am  always  most  reluctant  to  ask  that 
your  Body  act  upon  a  loan  order  the  day  it  is 
submitted.  However,  in  this  case,  due  to  the 
urgent  need  of  declaring  a  tax  rate  at  once,  I 
feel  it  is  my  duty  to  request  that  the  order 
transmitted  herewith  be  given  its  first  reading 
and  vote  today,  and  that  your  Body  meet  again 
on  Wednesday  to  give  the  order  its  second  and 
final  reading.

In  reference  to  subject,  police  officers  are  assigned 
to  school  crossings  at  Dorchester  avenue  and  liar- 
vest  street  and  at  Dorchester  avenue  and  Mon- 
signor  Songin  Way.  The  former  crossing  is  about 
six  blocks  south  and  the  latter  one  block  north  of 
the  intersection  of  Kemp  street  and  Dorchester 
avenue. 

Since  the  time  that  school  sessions  have  started 
this  year,  portions  of  the  easterly  sidewalk  of 
Dorchester  avenue  have  not  been  open  to  pedes- 
trians.   This  occurred  because  of  excavations  made 


in  the  sidewalk  by  employees  of  the  Coleman 
Brothers  Construction  Company  and  the  Boston 
Edison  Company  who  were  engaged  in  installing 
water  pipes  and  electric  cables  below  the  surface 
of  the  street. 


School,  and  who  would  ordinarily  use  this  sidewalk 
and  cross  Dorchester  avenue  at  Harvest  street, 
found  it  necessary  to  cross  Dorchester  avenue  at 
Kemp  street,  or  at  the  point  of  the  sidewalk  exca- 
vations. 

I  interviewed  officials  of  both  companies  and  they 
stated  that  the  work  at  these  locations  was  com- 
pleted and  that  the  sidewalk  would  be  restored  to 
its  original  condition  within  a  few  days. 

Children  living  in  the  vicinity  of  Kemp  street 
who  attend  the  Clap  School  would  find  it  safer  to 
use  the  easterly  sidewalk  of  Dorchester  avenue  as 
they  have  only  one  intersection  to  cross  from  Kemp 
street  to  the  school  crossing  at  Harvest  street.  In 
crossing  Dorchester  avenue  at  Kemp  street,  and 
using  tin'  westerly  sidewalk  on  Dorchester  avenue 
to  reach  the  Clap  School,  it  would  be  necessary  for 
them  to  cross  about  six  intersections  which  inter- 
sect Dorchester  avenue  on  the  westerly  side. 

During  the  coming  week,  observations  will  be 
made  and  if  it  is  found  that,  an  officer  is  necessary 
at  Kemp  street  and  Dorchester  avenue,  an  officer 
will  be  assigned  to  this  post.

ORDER  FOR  LOAN  OF  $12,000,000  FOR 
CONSTRUCTION  OF  MUNICIPAL  AU- 
DITORIUM. 

The  following  was  received : 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  September  30,  1957. 
To  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen : 

The  Prudential  Insurance  Company  is  in  the 
process  of  completing  its  planning  for  the  vast 
Prudential  ( 'cuter  to  be  erected  at  the  site  of  the 
Boston  &  Albany  Railroad  yards  at  Exeter  street. 
However,  before  the  Prudential  Company  can 
finalize  its  planning,  it  is  most  anxious  to  be  certain 
that  the  city  is  prepared  to  go  forward  in  the  con- 
struction of  an  auditorium-convention  hall  within 
the  site  of  the  Prudential  Center. 

The  officials  of  the  Prudential  Company  and  the 
members  of  the  recently-appointed  Auditorium 
Commission  have  met  on  several  occasions  for  the 
purpose  of  discussing  the  exact  area  in  which  the 
auditorium  will  be  constructed.  Tentatively,  it 
has  been  agreed  that  the  auditorium  will  be  built  by 
the  Auditorium  Commission  on  that  part  of  the 
Prudential  Center  facing  Boylston  street  nearest 
to  the  Massachusetts  Avenue  Rapid  Transit  Sta- 
tion. 

It  has  also  been  tentatively  agreed  that  the 
Auditorium  Commission  will  purchase  from  the 
Prudential  Company  sufficient  land  to  build  an 
auditorium  seating  approximately  6,000  people, 
and  providing  exhibition  and  convention  space  of 
approximately  140,000  square  feet. 

The  Auditorium  Commission  cannot,  however, 
enter  into  any  binding  agreements  with  the  Pru- 
dential Company,  with  architects,  or  with  builders, 
until  such  time  as  money  is  available  to  the  com- 
mission. 

During  the  recent  session  of  the  Legislature,  au- 
thority was  given  to  the  city  to  borrow  S12.000.000 
for  the  construction  of  an  auditorium-convention 
hall.  Before  any  part  of  this  authorization  can  be 
committed,  a  loan  order  must  be  given  approval 
by  your  Honorable  Body. 

I  therefore  submit  herewith  a  loan  order  in  the 
sum  of  S12.000.000  as  authorized  by  chapter  164 
of  the  Acts  of  1954,  as  amended  by  chapter  718  of 
the  Acts  of  1957,  and  respectfully  request  its  pas- 
sage by  your  Honorable  Body.

ITEMS  TO  BE  INCLUDED  IN  AGENDA 
OF  MAYOR'S  COMMITTEE  ON  CIVIC 
PROGRESS. 

Coun.  PIEMONTE  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  An  enlightened  public  and  active 
citizen  participation  is  an  essential  safeguard  in 
our  democracy;  and 

Whereas,  His  Honor  has  invited  active  citizen 
participation  by  the  establishing  of  a  Mayor's 
Committee  on  Civic  Progress;  now  therefore  'be  it 

Resolved,  That  said  Mayor's  Committee  on 
Civic  Progress  lie,  and  are  herebv,  invilcd  by  flic 
Boston  City  Council  to  include  in  their  agenda  a, 
study  of  the  following  areas: 

1.  Ways  and  means  of  substantially  reducing 
municipal  costs.  Many  studies  have  been  made 
in  this  direction,  but  have  not  generally  received 
administration  acceptance.  Your  committee 
should  determine  how  much  longer  temporizing 
can  be  economically  endured. 

2.  The  assessment  practices  of  the  city,  in- 
cluding the  extent  of  the  classification  of  types  of 
pioperty  with  varying  rates  of  valuation  as'relaf.ed 
to  indicated  true  market  value.     Methods  of  in- 
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creasing  the  efficiency  of  this  department.  The 
problem  of  revaluation  to  bring  all  assessments  to  a 
level  that  will  comply  with  legal  requirements  to 
tax  proportionately.  The  need  for  more  rapid  and 
adequate  recognition  through  assessment  adjust- 
ments of  the  changing  pattern  of  land  value. 

3.  Parking  and  traffic  problems  as  they  affect 
intown  values,  including  an  appraisal  of  the  large 
mechanical  type  of  facility  now  being  constructed 
by  the  Real  Property  Hoard,  which  during  periods 
of  heavy  ingress  and  egress  might  hamper  traffic 
flow  in  the  neighboring  streets  .  .  .  and  to 
determine  if  more  numerous  smaller  facilities  of  a 
different  type  and  less  elaborate  construction 
would  be  more  feasible  for  the  city. 

4.  The  high  electric  rates  in  the  city  and  their 
effect  on  our  competitive  situation,  with  other 
regions  and  with  suburban  areas.  The  ways  and 
means  of  revising  the  local  utility's  rate  structure 
to  give  Boston  business  and  residential  customers  a 
lower  rate  based  on  cost  of  distribution  within  the 
city  limits. 

5.  The  city  building  code  which,  in  many  ways, 
is  outmoded  and  a  detriment  to  new  building. 

6.  Public  housing,  its  need,  the  purpose  it  is 
presently  serving,  type  of  occupancy,  and  its  effect 
as  a  means  of  social  and  economic  segregation.  Its 
failure  or  inability  to  meet  its  share  of  municipal 
expense. 

7.  The  finding  of  ways  and  means  of  continuing 
the  existing  vital  transportation  facilities  serving 
the  city  and  wherein  these  facilities  might  be  ex- 
panded to  improve  the  business  climate.

This  will  acknowledge  your  communication  of 


the  City  Council  requesting 


Mayor  direct  the  Health  Commissioner  of  the 
City  of  Boston  to  discuss  with  the  Public  Health 
Council  at  its  meeting  on  Tuesday,  September  10, 
the  advisability  of  establishing  a  priority  list  for 
the  distribution  of  vaccine  to  combat  the  possibility 
of  Asian  flu. 

There  was  a  meeting  of  the  Public  Health 
Council  on  September  10  at  which  time  the  dis- 
tribution of  Asian  influenza  vaccine  was  discussed. 
Subsequent  to  this  the  matter  was  discussed  with 
the  State  Department  of  Public  Health  and  a 
meeting  was  likewise  held  in  the  office  of  the  Mayor 
together  with  department  heads,  representatives 
of  the  State  Department  of  Public  Health,  and 
representatives  of  the  biological  distributors  of 
the  vaccine  in  Boston,  and  the  subject  of  the 
meeting  was  Asian  influenza  vaccine. 

As  of  today  there  has  been  received  by  the  Health 
Department,  and  my  understanding  is,  likewise  by 
the  Fire  Department,  a  limited  amount  of  vaccine 
for  the  inoculation  of  the  personnel  of  the  Health 
and  Fire  Departments. 

As  of  the  present  date  I  have  been  advised  that 
during  the  month  of  October  there  shall  be  re- 
ceived in  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts 
(1011,000  .loses  of  Asian  influenza  vaccine,  and  dur- 
ing the  month  of  November  900,000  doses  of 
vaccine,  with  the  recommendation  that  it  be 
distributed  on  a  priority  basis  to  hospitals  and 
essential  services  in  the  commonwealth.  It  is  my 
understanding  that  Boston  will  receive  a  portion 
of  this  vaccine  in  accordance  with  the  percentage 
of  the  population  in  the  commonwealth. 

Likewise  there  is  going  to  be  a  portion  of  the 
vaccine  distributed  to  pharmacists  in  the  common- 
wealth for  sale  to  private  physicians.  Since  the 
vaccine  is  not  the  property  of  either  of  the  govern- 
mental agencies,  nor  the  City  of  Boston,  I  know 
of  no  authority  which  the  City  of  Boston  would 
have  to  dictate  specifically  what  shall  be  done 
with  the  vaccine  which  is  the  property  of  a  distribu- 
tor, a  pharmacist,  an  individual  physician,  or  a 
private  individual.

REPORT    OF    FINANCE    COMMISSION    ON 
19.57   TAX   RATE. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Finance  Commission, 

October  10,  1957. 
To  the  Honorable  the  Mayor  and  City  Council. 

The  actual  computation  of  the  $86  tax  rate  of 
the  City  of  Boston  for  1957  is  now  history;  but 
the  reverberations  from  the  preludes  to  that 
determination  will  continue  to  be  heard  for  a  long 
time.  It  was  only  by  the  adoption  by  the  Legisla- 
ture of  an  emergency  act  which  permits  the  city 
to  borrow  $45,000,000  to  meet  accumulating 
operation  and  overlay  deficits  that  the  rate  was 
held  below  $90. 

The  operation  deficits  were  the  result  of  spending 
more  than  the  city  could  collect  in  revenues  and 
taxes;  and  the  overlay  deficits  were  the  result  of 
the  refunding  of  taxes  levied  on  properties  beyond 


Appropriations 


the  extent  which  the  State  Appellate  Tax  Board 
or  the  city  assessment  officials  subsequently 
decided  was  justifiable. 

It  was  only  the  desire  of  a  great  many,  in  and 
out  of  the  Legislature,  to  save  the  city  from  the 
disastrous  consequences  which  would  follow  from 
a  $90  rate  in  1957,  with  the  prospect  of  a  still 
higher  rate  in  1958,  that  this  unusual  and  un- 
orthodox means  of  temporarily  meeting  the  city's 
obligations  was  permitted.  That  the  rate  for 
1957  was  no  higher  than  886  is  small  confort, 
because  it  is  generally  held  that  the  effect  of  this 
relief  will  be  of  short  duration. 

An  analysis  of  the  computations  now  can  bring 
out  little  that  has  not  been  extensively  publicized 
in  the  past  several  months. 

The  fact  of  the  matter  is  that  Boston  has  now 
increased  its  rate  of  taxation  on  property  valuation 
$16.20  in  two  years.  Its  1957  rate  of  $86  per 
$1,000  is  far  and  away  the  highest  of  the  larger 
cities  of  the  country,  and  is  exceeded  in  only  a 
comparatively  small  number  of  small  municipal- 
ities. It  is  $23  more  than  it  was  in  1950  which 
means  that  it  has   increased  36  per  cent  in  that 

The  very  means  adopted  to  ease  temporarily 
the  fiscal  situation  will  mean  an  addition  to  the 
usual  requirements  in  every  subsequent  year  until 
the  borrowing  is  paid  off.  The  interest  on  the 
money  borrowed  will  increase  the  budget  item  for 
Debt  and  Interest  by  a  significant  amount. 

The  total  of  the  valuations  determined  as  a 
basis  for  the  tax  rate,  once  as  high  as  81,972,148,- 
200  (1930)  receded  to  81.491.770.000.  In  the  last 
year  the  city  has  lost  more  than  840,000.000  of 
valuation,  due  to  abatements  ordered  by  the 
State  Appellate  Tax  Board,  or  granted  bv  the 
City  Board  of  Review  in  the  Assessing  Depart- 
ment. Meanwhile  it  found  about  813,000,000  of 
new  valuation. 

To  state  the  situation  briefly,  in  1957  the  total 
of  taxable  valuations  receded  a  net  826.038,000. 
while  the  total  of  the  levy,  net  requirements  plus 
overlav,  increased  88.810.730.  Hence  an  increase' 
in  the  rate  of  $7.30.

Tlte  letter  speaks  for  itself  in  regard  to  the 
Corporation  Counsel's  reasoning  and  decision; 
but,  briefly,  it  indicates  that  the  Corporation 
Counsel  is  willing  to  pay  $25,500  for  it,  though 
the  city  abated  a  1  953  $20,000  valuation  to  $16,000, 
and,  while  appeals  were  pending  before  the  State 
Appellate  Tax  Board  for  reduction  of  valuations 
of  $20,000  for  1954  and  1955,  the  city  again 
granted  abatements  to  $16,000  for  each  year. 
In  1956  the  assessors  fixed  the  valuation  again 
at  $20,000,  but  no  application  for  abatement  was 
filed  and  the  valuation  remained  at  $20,000  until 
the  property  was  taken  by  the  city  by  "eminent 
domain"  proceedings  on  October  15,  1956. 

As  in'  many  other  cases  of  the  same  nature, 
the  Corporation  Counsel  claimed  that  juries  in 
making  awards  will  usually  split  the  difference 
between  the  City's  appraisal  and  the  appraisal 
by  the  plaintiff.  In  this  instance  the  city's  ap- 
praiser determined  the  value  to  be  $19,400,  and 
the  plaintiff  claimed  a  value  of  $35,000.

department  is  in  the  process  of  settling  the  suit  of 
Roscovan  Realty  Corporation  r.  City  of  Boston. 
Suffolk  Superior  Court  No.  510608.  This  is  a 
petition  for  land  damages  claimed  by  the  petitioner 
to  have  resulted  from  the  taking  of  the  land  and 
building  located  at  76  and  78  Kingston  street, 
Boston,  Mass.,  said  taking  having  been  made  on 
October  15,  1956,  for  the  purposes  of  off-street 
parking.- 

The  facts  concerning  the  property  taken  are  as 
follows:  The  entire  property  before  the  taking  con- 
sisted of  1 ,210  square  feet  of  land  with  a  four-story 
brick  building  thereon  and  a  one-story  ell,  the 
building  coveting  the  entire  lot.  The  lot  has  a 
frontage  of  18.70  feet  on  the  easterly  side  of 
Kingston  street  and  a  depth  of  a  little  over  67 
feet.  The  building  was  built  on  a  stone  foundation, 
with  brick  walls,  flat  tar  and  gravel  roof,  double 
plate-glass  store  front  with  center  entrance,  with 
an  upper  floor  entrance  at  the  southerly  end  of 
the  building.  The  access  to  the  upper  floors  was 
by  a  long,  narrow  flight  of  stairs  to  each  floor 
binding.  The  building  was  heated  by  heat  pur- 
chased from  an  ad'oining  building.  There  was  a 
sprinkler  system  throughout  the  building,  and  its 
general  physical  condition  was  fair.  An  elevator 
in  the  building  was  limited  to  250  pounds  capacity. 

195(1  was  $20,000.  $15,000  on  the  land  and  So.  000 
on  the  building.  Applications  for  abatement  were 
filed  for  the  years  1953,  1954,  and  1955,  and  an 
abatement  was  granted  for  each  year  in  the  sum 
of  $4,000.

An  appraisal  of  the  property  was  made  on  behalf 
of  the  city  by  John  F.  Murphy  whose  opinion  of 
the  value  was  $19,-100,  $10,0110  for  the  land  and 
$9,100  for  the  building.

EMPHASIZING   THE    NEED   TO    VOTE. 

Upon  receiving  unanimous  consent  to  make  a 
statement  Councillor  White  read  from  a  written 
statement  concerning  voter  apathy  and  stressing 
the  need  to  vote. 

Upon  completion  of  the  reading  of  the  above 
referred  statement  by  Councillor  White,  Councillor 
Kerrigan  moved  that  the  said  statement  be 
printed  in  the  "City  Council  Proceedings." 

The  motion  was  carried. 


The  aforesaid  statement  is  as  follows: 

It  may  seem  trivial  and  even  irrelevant,  in 
these  grave  days  when  the  world  news  and  its 
portent  is  of  such  colossal  significance,  for  anyone 
to  express  chagrin  and  alarm  at  a  small  news 
item  about  the  lack  of  response  of  the  public  to 
the  opportunity  and  facilities  provided  by  the 
city  for  new   registrants  for  the  November  election. 

As  a  nation,  there  is  every  evidence  in  the  press 
that  we  are  deeply  and  justifiably  troubled  by 
world  conditions,  our  lack  of  interest  and  our 
loss  of  prestige  indeed,  by  the  possible  loss  of 
control  of  our  national  destiny. 

There  are  big  and  complex  issues  at  stake  that 
are  receiving  a  variety  of  interpretation  and 
much  delayed  quartet  backing  from  pundits  in  all 
fields.  But  one  accusation  is  being  heard  consist- 
ently and  in  unison  from  all  these  sources,  and 
that  is,  that  apathy  and  complacency  are  our 
great  and  common  guilt. 

We  have  heard  rhetorical  outbursts  and  pious 
platitudes  about  freedom  and  democracy  and 
citizenship  for  decade's,  but  recent  history,  in 
particular  Hungary's  valiant  and  inspiring  struggle 
for  autonomy,  has  given  a  pulsing,  intense  in- 
mediacy  to  familiar  platform  phrases.  The  real 
concept  of  these  words  to  millions  of  people  in 
our  world  today  carries  an  urgency  and  a  driving 
force  that  ignites  a  superhuman  bravery  in  men 
and  women  and  flames  into  a  total  dedication 
of  their  lives. 

There  was  a  time  in  our  own  history  when  we 
could  more  clearly  understand  and  respond  to 
such  a  flaming  spirit  of  dedication. 

We  have  grown  prodigal  of  our  national 
resources  and  heedless  of  our  civic  responsibilities 
and,  as  a  nation,  we  are  left  stunned  by  the  most 
recent  results  of  our  defections  and  our  lack  of 
vigilance.  Our  somnolence,  induced  by  surpluses, 
in  contrast  to  famine  conditions  in  large  areas  of 
the  world,  has  had  apocalyptic  results  that  freeze 
the  mind  to  contemplate. 

It  is  trite,  but  true,  that  all  kinds  of  sickness, 
political  as  well  as  others,  start  by  a  local  infection 
and  lethally  spread  throughout  the  whole  body. 
So  it  is  not  really  irrelevant  or  trivial  to  ask,  why 
should  there  be  such  a  lack  of  interest  among 
eligible  new  voters  to  take  advantage  of  their 
franchise  privileges? 

It  is  true  that  city  officials  are  not  called  upon 
to  make  momentous  decisions  of  global  import. 
Perhaps  their  work  and  their  duties  lack  a  sense 


affairs.  This  can  be  tedious  and  uninspiring  but- 
still  very  essential  for  the  orderly  procedure  of 
city  business  and  the  effective  management  of 
Boston's  municipal  affairs. 

But  this  lack  of  drama  in  the  routine  administra- 
tion of  any  city  does  not  detract  from  the  irrefutable 
fact  that  it  is  just  as  important  to  a  city  as  it  is 
to  any  group  enterprise  (because  that's  what 
government  is)  who  is  handling  its  organizational 
problems  and  who  is  responsible  for  its  general 
welfare. 

Practicing  the  art  of  citizenship  in  local  affairs 
is  good  preparation  for  intelligent  participation 
in  national  citizenship.  If  there  were  such  a 
thing  as  apprenticeship  in  good  government,  local 
affairs  would  certainly  be  the  natural  training 
ground. 

It  is  not  in  Boston  alone  that  this  disinterest 
in  local  elections  has  been  displayed.  Com- 
munities all  around  us  have  shown  an  alarming 
indifference  to  the  outcome  of  their  elections  and 
the  registered  vote  is  only  a  very  small  percentage 
of  the  eligible  population. 

I  repeat,  this  may  seem  a  small  issue  to  empha- 
size, when  the  headlines  daily  call  our  attention 
to  interplanetary  marvels  and  the  existence  of 
weapons  capable  of  hideous  global  annihilation. 

The  control  of  these  awesome  inventions  is, 
obviously,  not  the  direct  concern  of  the  average 
voter.  The  decisions  are  too  complex  and  too 
technical  for  individual  judgment.  That  is  rarely 
the  case  in  local  affairs.  The  problems  are  proxi- 
mate and  impinge  directly  upon  our  daily  living 
and  are  entirely  comprehensible  to  the  intelligent, 
adult  voter. 

Locally,  then,  is  where  our  participation  in  the 
exercise  of  government  can  be  the  fullest.  We  are 
competent  to  understand  the  issues  and  to  act 
directly  upon  their  outcome.  It  is  at  the  municipal 
level  that  the  use  of  the  franchise  can  be  very 
effective  and  very  potent.  Little  Rock  has  shown 
us  that  to  keep  our  local  affairs  in  constitutional 
and   social  order  is  a   very  great  contribution   to 
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national  harmony  and  security  and  city  influence, 
for  good  or  for  evil,  can  be  extended  even  into  the 
international  orbit. 

The  federal  government  is  charged,  as  we  know, 
with  the  conduct  of  foreign  affairs  as  well  as  of 
domestic  affairs  and,  quite  naturally,  it  is  in  this 
latter  business  that  we  average  voters  are  most 
competent  to  make  decisions  and  to  implement 
them. 

I  would  like  to  make  a  plea  that  Boston,  as  one 
of  our  oldest  cities,  should  become  sensitively  and 
sensibly  alerted  to  a  dangerous  political  symptom 
— the  spread  of  a  non-voting  citizenry.  And  this 
is  something  that  we  have  a  positive  power  of 
arresting. 

I  would  like  Boston  to  become  an  exemplar — 
National  News!!  to  arouse  sluggish  political  con- 
sciences all  over  the  country  to  revival  of  civic 
pride  and  civic  interest  in  local  government.  This 
should,  in  turn,  help  to  restore  importance  and 
respect  and  viability  to  municipal  government 
and  contribute  tremendously  to  our  domestic 
order  and  strength. 

If  each  community  governed  itself  with  the 
wisdom  and  prudence  and  capability  of  an  inter- 
ested, responsible  majority  expressing  its  mature 
judgment  at  the  polls,  we  would  not  only  increase 
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Hurling  abuse  and  rashly  calling  signals  can  be 
a  sterile  activity — no  more  than  a  childish,  gar- 
rulous, noisy  protest  if  the  game  is  being  played 
at  a  remote  distance  and  if  the  criticism  is  coming 
largely  from  those  who  are  technically  unequipped 
to  give  sound  and  profitable  advice.  All  this  is 
very  harmless  in  the  field  of  recreation;  but  it  is  a 
practice  that  can  be  futile  and  definitely  harmful 
in  the  field  of  politics. 

I  am  not  for  a  moment  suggesting  the  abroga- 
tion of  that  prized  and  constantly  used  American 
privilege,  the  right  to  kick  in  public  or  private 
long  and  vociferously  about  the  conduct  of  our 
government,  big  and  small.  Restraint  in  that 
quarter  would  be  too  frustrating  for  Americans. 
In  between  sport  seasons  it  would  leave  us  practi- 


cally inarticulate!  But  I  do  seriously  suggest  that 
it  would  be  more  in  touch  with  reality  to  apply 
some  of  this  energy  and  indignation  and  sagacity 
when  it  could  produce  immediate  and  practical 
results. 

I  want  to  recommend,  with  sober  sincerity,  the 
emphasizing  arrd  continual  stressing  of  this  need  to 
vote  from  now  until  the  November  5  election  and 
particularly  during  the  brief  period  that  remains 
for  the  registration  of  new  voters.  I  would  like 
very  much  to  see  if  we  cannot  by  combined  effort 
reverse  this  swelling  tide  of  voter  apathy — arrest 
it  spectacularly  enough  to  draw  favorable  recog- 
nition for  Boston  as  a  city  that  is  old  enough  and 
sane  enough,  from  the  experiences  of  her  own 
besieged  history,  to  sense  danger  at  the  hearth- 
stone and  to  resist  it  with  vigor,  courage  and 
comr

Dear   Mr.   Mayor: 

In  response  to  a  City  Council  order  of  Sep- 
tember 9,  1957,  requesting  the  installation  of 
traffic  signal  lights  at  the  junction  of  K  and 
Eighth  streets,  South  Boston,  I  submit  the 
following   information: 

A  comprehensive  one-way  pattern  of  streets 
in  the  South  Boston  district  is  soon  to  be  put 
into  effect,  as  recommended  by  the  South  Bos- 
ton   Citizens'    Association,    and    advertised    in 


various  issues  of  South  Boston  papers.  In- 
cluded in  this  pattern  will  be  the  making  of 
K  street  one  way  from  Columbia  road,  and  it 
may  be  found  that  this  will  eliminate  the  haz- 
ardous condition  now  existing  at  the  inter- 
section in  question. 

It  was  agreed,  after  conference  with  the 
South  Boston  Citizens'  Association,  that  fol- 
lowing the  establishment  of  the  one-way  street 
pattern  that  sometime  thereafter  certain  streets 
might  be  selected  as  stop  streets  to  further 
enhance  safety  wherever  such  action  was 
found    necessary. 

At  the  present  time,  while  there  have  been 
some  accidents  at  this  corner  each  year,  there 
are  many  others  in  the  city  and  in  South  Bos- 
ton which  are  more  hazardous  and  where  an 
installation  of  traffic  signals  should  be  given 
priority,  as  it  is  impossible  to  make  signal 
light  installations  at  every  dangerous  corner. 

In  accordance  with  a  pattern  which  we  have 
followed  in  the  matter  of  signal  light  installa- 
tions we  have  endeavored  to  take  action  in  the 
locations  where  there  is  the  largest  volume  of 
traffic  and  the  largest  number  of  accidents 
and  thus  progressively  eliminate  the  most 
dangerous  intersections  first.  In  many  cases 
it  has  been  found  that  other  solutions  to  prob- 
lems of  hazards  have  been  found  which  have 
eliminated  the  need  of  signal  lights  and  it  is 
entirely  possible  that  that  situation  may  be 
found  at  the  corner  of  K  and  Eighth  streets.

ORDINANCE  RELATIVE  TO  FEES  FOR 

CERTAIN    FIREARMS. 
The  following   was   received: 

City    of    Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,   October   17,   1957. 
To  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

This  is  to  recommend  adoption  of  the  ordi- 
nance transmitted  herewith  by  which  certain 
provisions  of  the  comprehensive  ordinance  fix- 
ing   fees    and    charges    under    the    Statutes    of 
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1949,  chapter  222,  would  be  amended  so  as  to 
reflect  consideration  of  chapter  688  of  the 
Acts  of  1957  revising  the  laws  relative  to  the 
sale,  rental,  leasing,  carrying,  and  use  of  fire- 
arms. 

The  existing  fee  ordinance  prescribes  a  $5 
fee  for  a  license  to  carry  a  pistol  or  revolver 
or  to  possess  a  machine  gun.  Although  chapter 
688  of  the  Acts  of  1957  increases  to  two  years 
the  effective  period  of  such  a  license  which  has 
heretofore  been  good  only  for  one  year,  the 
ordinance  transmitted  herewith  would  con- 
tinue the  fee  therefor  at  $5  because  the  in- 
crease in  the  effective  period  of  the  license  is 
not  expected  to  increase  appreciably  the  cost 
of   handling   and  supervising  the  license. 

The  existing  fee  ordinance  is  silent  as  to  the 
fee  for  permits  to  certain  minors  to  have  air 
rifles  and  BB  guns  in  their  possession  in  pub- 
lic places.  The  proposed  ordinance  remedies 
this  omission  by  fixing  a  $3  fee  for  such  a 
permit. 

Under  the  existing  fee  ordinance,  the  fee  for 
a  license  to  purchase,  rent  or  lease  a  pistol  or 
revolver  is  $1.  Since  chapter  688  of  the  Acts 
of  1S57  prescribes  that  after  it  takes  effect 
on  November  19,  1957,  permits  to  purchase, 
rent  or  lease  firearms  shall  only  be  granted  to 
persons  not  licensed  to  carry  firearms,  it  is 
readily  apparent  that  the  work  involved  in 
granting  such  a  permit  will  approximate  that 
involved  in  granting  a  license  to  carry;  and 
so  the  proposed  ordinance  specifies  $5  as  the 
fee  for  a  permit  to  purchase,  rent  or  lease 
a  firearm. 

Apart  from  conforming  terminology  to  that 
used  in  the  Statutes  of  1957,  chapter  688,  the 
ordinance  transmitted  herewith  makes  no 
change  in  the  provision  fixing  at  $25  the  fee 
for  a  license  to  sell,   rent  or  lease  firearms. 

Statutes  of  1957,  chapter  688,  section  5, 
amends  G.  L.  (Ter.  Ed.)  chapter  140,  section 
122,  so  as  to  require  a  license  to  be  in  busi- 
ness as  a  gunsmith.  The  ordinance  submitted 
herewith  prescribes  that  for  this  new  type  of 
license  the  fee  shall  be,  in  the  case  of  a  person 
licensed  to  sell,  rent  or  lease  firearms,  rifles, 
shotguns,  or  machine  guns,  $5,  and  in  the 
case   of   any   other   person,    $30. 

In  concluding,  I  should  call  to  your  attention 
that  the  ordinance  transmitted  herewith  should 
be  acted  upon  before  November  19,  1957,  when 
chapter  688  of  the  Acts  of  1957  becomes  effec- 
tive.

Section  1.  Section  1  of  chapter  40A  of  the 
Revised  Ordinances  of  1947,  as  appearing  in 
section  2  of  chapter  7  of  the  Ordinances  of 
1956,  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  clauses 
(102),  (103)  and  (104),  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof   the  following   clauses: 

(102)  Firearms,  License  to  Carry  or  Possess. 
The  fee  for  a  license  to  carry  firearms  in  the 
commonwealth  or  to  possess  therein  a  machine 
gun  granted  by  the  police  commissioner  under 
section  131  of  chapter  140  of  the  General  Laws 
shall  be  $5.00;  and  the  fee  for  a  permit  granted 
by  the  police  commissioner  under  section  12B 
of  chapter  269  of  the  General  Laws  for  a  minor 
under  eighteen  to  have  an  air  rifle  or  so-called 
BB  gun  in  his  possession  while  in  a  place  to 
which  the  public  has  a  right  of  access  shall  be 
$3.00. 

(103)  Firearms,  Permit  to  Purchase,  Rent  or 
Lease.  The  fee  for  a  permit  to  purchase,  rent 
or  lease  a  firearm  granted  by  the  police  com- 
missioner under  section  131A  of  chapter  140 
of  the  General  Laws  shall  be  $5.00. 

(104)  Firearms,  License  to  Sell,  Rent  or 
Lease.  The  fee  for  a  license  to  sell,  rent  or 
lease  firearms,  rifles,  shotguns  or  machine  guns 
granted  by  the  police  commissioner  under  sec- 
tion 122  of  chapter  140  of  the  General  Laws 
shall  be  $25.00. 


Sect.  2.  Said  section  1  of  said  chapter  40A, 
as  appearing  in  said  section  2  of  said  chapter 
7,  is  hereby  further  amended  by  inserting  in 
place  of  clause  (131),  stricken  out  by  section 
2  of  chapter  6  of  the  Ordinances  of  1957,  the 
following   clause: 

(131)  Gunsmith's  License.  The  fee  for  a 
license  to  be  in  business  as  a  gunsmith  granted 
by  the  police  commissioner  under  section  122 
of  chapter  140  of  the  General  Laws  shall  be, 
in  the  case  of  a  person  licensed  to  sell,  rent 
or  lease  firearms,  rifles,  shotguns  or  machine 
guns,  $5.00,  and  in  the  case  of  any  other  per- 
son,   $30.00. 

Sect.  3.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  on 
November   19,   1957.

Gentlemen: 

Now  that  the  lease  and  construction  con- 
tract between  the  city  and  Boston  Common 
Garage,  Inc.,  have  been  terminated  by  the 
failure  of  that  corporation  to  file  a  perform- 
ance bond,  it  would  seem  advisable  and  pru- 
dent to  guard  against  further  delays  in  the 
construction  of  the  garage. 

Fortunately,  provision  has  been  made  for 
the  creation  of  a  Boston  Common  Garage  Au- 
thority to  undertake  this  project  through  a 
revenue  bond  issue.  This  provision  appears 
in  chapter  701  of  the  Acts  of  1957,  which  act 
will  take  effect  upon  its  acceptance  by  vote  of 
the  City  Council,  approved  by  the  Mayor. 

Before,  however,  the  above-mentioned  legis- 
lation takes  full  effect,  we  propose  to  invite 
bids  from  private  corporations  to  construct 
the  garage  under  the  provisions  of  the  1946 
Act,  as  amended.  It  is  quite  conceivable  that 
a  private  corporation,  with  completely  ade- 
quate resources,  may  respond  to  such  invita- 
tion, and  tender  a  lease  and  construction  con- 
tract secured  by  a  performance  bond.  If  this 
should  eventuate,  it  would  be  to  the  city's 
advantage  to  accept  the  tender,  for  the  reason 
that  a  lease  with  a  private  corporation  would 
afford  the  city  much  needed  annual 

Nevertheless,  to  make  as  certain  : 
that  the  garage  at  Boston  Common 
reality,  and  not  subject  to  any  furthe 
delay,  I  believe  that  the  next  necessary  step 
should  be  taken  to  establish  the  Boston  Com- 
mon Garage.  This  necessary  step  is  the  pas- 
sage of  the  accompanying  order  by  your  Hon- 
orable Body  for  the  acceptance  of  chapter  701 
of  the  Acts  of  1957.     I  recommend  its  passage.

Theatre,  which  has  a  seating  capacity  of  8,673 


people,  or  about  600  more  than  the  Opera 
House,  and  which  has  excellent  acoustics  and 
sight  lines,  has  announced  a  willingness  to 
cooperate  with  the  City  of  Boston  during  this 
period;    and 

Whereas,  Elliot  Norton  in  a  series  of  timely

REPORT  OF  FINANCE  COMMISSION  ON 
POLICE  DEPARTMENT. 


The  following   was   received: 


October  21,  1957. 
To  the  Honorable  the  Mayor,  the  City  Council, 
the  Police  Commissioner. 
At  the  present  time  municipal  departments 
are  submitting  capital  improvement  programs 
for  the  next  six  years.  This  is  in  compliance 
with  section  5.  chapter  4  of  the  1952  Ordi- 
nances,   which    states: 


OCTOBER    28,     1957. 
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"Every  board  and  officer  of  the  city  and 
county  having  power  to  incur,  in  carrying 
on  the  work  of  the  department,  office  or 
undertaking  entrusted  to  it  or  him,  obliga- 
tions payable  from  the  treasury  of  the  city, 
shall  submit  to  the  city  planning  board  on 
or  before  October  first  in  each  year,  in  such 
form  as  said  board  shall  require,  a  list  of 
all  capital  improvements  proposed  to  be 
made  in  carrying  on  the  work  of  such  de- 
partment, office  or  undertaking  in  the  next 
six  suceeding  years.  The  city  planning  board 
shall  forthwith  after  October  first  in  each 
year  proceed  to  prepare,  upon  the  basis  of 
such  lists  and  of  its  own  studies,  a  capital 
improvement  program  for  each  of  the  six 
succeeding    years     .     .     ." 

Although  the  ordinance  requires  the  submis- 
sion of  the  projected  capital  improvements  to 
be  submitted  "on  or  before  October  first"  lee- 
way is  always  granted  because  of  the  volume 
of  the  task  for  the  submission  of  such  a  list 
as   soon   as   may   be   after   the  date  set   by    the 

For  some  years  now  the  Finance  Commission 
has  urged  upon  the  officials  the  adoption  of 
changes  in  the  physical  and  operational  struc- 
ture of  the  Boston  Police  Department.  The 
recommendations  were  originally  contained  in 
a  report  of  this  Commission  based  on  an  inves- 
tigation conducted  by  Bruce  Smith,  world  re- 
nowned authority  on  police  administration,  in 
1949.  Although  eight  years  have  passed  since 
the  report  was  issued  the  Commission  believes 
it  to  be  as  timely  and  urgent  now  as  it  was 
on  the  date  of  its  proposal. 

Having  in  mind  that  the  appointment  of 
the  new  Police  Commissioner  and  the  require- 
ment for  the  submission  of  plans  for  capital 
improvements  for  the  next  six-year  period  al- 
most coincide,  the  Finance  Commission  reiter- 
ates the  recommendations  of  its  previous  re- 
port. 

The  further  purpose  of  the  Finance  Com- 
mission is  to  show  how  such  a  capital  improve- 
ment program  would  be  both  an  efficient  and 
economical  move  if  it  is  integrated  with  cer- 
tain recommendations  made  by  the  Finance 
Commission  in  its  survey  of  the  Police  Depart- 
ment published  in  1949. 

Recommendations  in  re  Police  Divisions. 

Police  divisions  in  Boston,  which  are  the 
land  areas  of  the  city  set  up  for  police  juris- 
diction purposes,  in  each  of  which  a  divisional 
station  house  is  located,  are  smaller  in  area 
and  in  population  than  are  the  police  divi- 
sions of  any  other  large  city  in  the  United 
States.  Thus  they  constitute  a  disproportion- 
ately large  overhead  in  relation  to  the  actual 
policing    functions    which    they    serve. 

This  was  the  finding  made  by  Bruce  Smith 
in  the  survey  of  the  Boston  Police  Department 
which  has  been  referred  to  above.  Accord- 
ingly, Mr.  Smith  made  the  following  recom- 
mendation: 

"An  immediate  program  of  consolidation 
can  be  effected  which  will  provide  the  same 
service  from  12  stations  as  is  now  extended 
from  17.  Leaving  aside  the  wholly  second- 
ary question  of  the  adjustment  of  divisional 
boundaries  to  local  and  sometimes  chang- 
ing situations,  it  is  clear  that  the  very 
small  first  and  second  divisions  in  the  down- 
town area  can  be  consolidated  by  abandon- 
ing the  first  division  station,  and  similarly 
combining  Divisions  3  and  16  by  discon- 
tinuing the  80-year-old  3rd  Division  station. 
Another  octogenarian  building  at  Division 
9  can  be  given  up  in  favor  of  an  equally 
ancient  pile  at  Station  10,  while  Division  17 
can  be  well  served  from  Station  13,  and 
Division   19    from   Division    18." 

No  action  has  been  taken  on  this  recommen- 
dation, although  the  economies,  particularly 
in  manpower,  promise  to  be  large;  in  fact,  it 
is  estimated  that  they  would  reach  many  hun- 
dreds of  thousands  of  dollars  a  year.  Such 
savings  would  pay  for  the  construction  of 
whatever  new  stations  were  found  to  be  essen- 
tial in  a  very  short  time. 


What   Other   Cities   Are  Doing  in   This 

Matter. 
This   recommendation   for  consolidation   is   in 
line  with  the  policy  and  philosophy  followed  in 
recent   years    by    many    other   large   cities. 

According  to  the  Philadelphia  Bureau  of 
Municipal  Research  in  a  report  published  in 
May,  1954,  the  following  large  cities  have  sub- 
scribed  to   a   pattern   of   consolidation. 

Philadelphia,  which  has  a  population  of 
2,071,005,  reduced  its  number  of  stations  in 
the  past  ten  years  from  36  to  24,  and  is  plan- 
ning  a   further   reduction. 

According  to  a  finding  by  the  Philadelphia 
Bureau  of  Municipal  Research  as  of  March  1, 
1954,  Boston  still  had  the  lowest  average  popu- 
lation per  district  police  station,  as  demon- 
strated  by   the  following   table: 

Los  Angeles 164,200 

Cleveland    152,500 

Detroit  123,300 

Baltimore    118,700 

Chicago   95,300 

New    York    City 92,800 

Philadelphia  86,300 

St.     Louis 71,400 

Washington,    D.    C 57,300 

Boston   47,100 

It  is  noteworthy  that  since  1950  there  has 
been  substantial  growth  in  the  population  of 
most  of  these  cities  listed,  while  the  popula- 
tion in  Boston  has  been  steadily  declining  in 
that   same   period. 

What    Other    Departments    Are    Doing. 

Although  no  consolidation  of  divisions,  nor 
construction  of  new  police  divisional  stations 
has  taken  place  in  Boston  since  1933,  and  no 
construction  of  police  department  facilities 
has  been  scheduled  for  the  1957-1962  Boston 
capital  improvement  program,  the  situation  is 
far  different  in  the  Fire  and  Library  Depart- 
ments. 

Police  division  station  houses  are  compar- 
able in  function  to  fire  stations  and  branch 
libraries  to  the  extent  that  they  serve  as 
headquarters  in  a  geographical  area.  It  is  im- 
portant to  note,  therefore,  what  has  been  done 
in   the   two   latter   departments. 

The  Library  Department  constructed  two 
branch  libraries  since  1952,  has  another  under 
construction,  and  plans  four  more.  The  Fire 
Department  has  built  seven  new  fire  stations 
in  the  past  ten  years,  has  two  under  construc- 
tion,   and   two    in    the   architectural   stage. 

The  more  recently  built  and  planned  branch 
libraries  and  fire  stations  have  been  planned 
on  a  basis  of  consolidations  of  previously  lo- 
cated buildings;  i.e.,  by  more  strategic  loca- 
tion of  buildings,  adjusted  to  changed  trans- 
portation and  other  conditions  within  the  city, 
and  to  the  changes  in  the  technique  of  depart- 
ment functioning,  fewer  buildings  are  needed 
to   serve   a   given   area. 

Precisely  the  same  reasoning  is  applicable 
to  police  station  consolidation.  In  fact,  the 
argument  is  stronger  in  the  case  of  police 
stations,  since  the  latter  perform  more  of  a 
headquarters  function  than  a  direct  service  to 
the   public. 

Public  Misconception  About  the  Function 
op  Police  Stations. 
In  the  past  there  has  been  some  public  op- 
position to  the  closing  of  police  stations  on 
the  false  premise  that  their  removal  is  synony- 
mous with  removal  of  police  protection.  The 
Tacts   are   that:     (1)    a   police   station    as   such 
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"It  is  sufficient  to  restate  the  obvious   fact 
that   duplication    of    indoor    police   personnel, 
who     are     engaged     in     administrative     and 
housekeeping   tasks,   can   not   raise   the  qual- 
ity  ot   police   wore  en   the  streets,   along   the 
waterfront     or     down     in     the     dark     alleys. 
Every  unnecessary  divisional  station   absorbs 
a    substantial    quota    of    manpower,    without 
adding   to   protective   activities." 
Consolidation    would    not    mean    fewer    foot 
patrolmen    on    the    street    nor    fewer    men    in 
patrol     cars.       It     would     mean     that     present 
patrol   strength    could    be    maintained    and    fu- 
ture   vacancies    would    not    be    filled    until    the 
manpower    referred    to    above    is    reabsorbed. 


Economies  Represented  in 

Consolidation. 

Manpower     economies     involved     in     station 

closings   may   be  seen   in   the   typical   personnel 

complement    found    in    a    station.      The    Smith 

report   on   this    point   reads: 

"A  captain  generally  works  during  the 
daytime  tour  and  is  available  at  other  times 
in  emergency.  He  usually  is  assisted  by 
three  lieutenants,  one  of  whom  is  on  duty 
during  each  tour  and  is  in  command  of  the 
division   whenever   the   captain    is   absent. 

"In  addition,  the  personnel  of  each  sta- 
tion house  includes  a  signal  desk  man,  one 
or  more  clerks,  two  men  assigned  to  each 
patrol  wagon,  and  one  patrolman  in  charge 
.  of  prisoners  detained  at  the  station.  These 
general  quotas  apply  to  each  of  the  three 
daily  tours  of  duty.  Thus  the  entire  over- 
head of  the  station  is  three  times  as  great 
as  the  quotas  given  above,  plus  a  20  per 
cent  allowance  which  must  be  made  for 
replacements  on  rest  days  and  vacations  and 
during    sick    leave." 

The  above  describes  the  situation  as  it  re- 
lates to  one  station.  The  consolidation  plan 
proposes   the   closing   of   five   stations. 

Other     Economies     in     Building     Operation 

and  Maintenance. 

Additional     economies     would     come     in     the 

areas    of   utilities,    custodial   care,    and    mainte- 

Commenting  on  the  buildings,  Bruce  Smith 
observed    in    his    report: 

"Divisional  stations  are  generally  neat  and 
well  kept,  but  their  design  is  outmoded  and 
in  some  cases  antiquated.  Some  stations 
have  undergone  no  structural  change  for 
the  past  70  or  80  years.  The  sheer  age  of 
many  of  these  buildings  militates  against 
economical  operation  and  efficient  service, 
and  the  size  of  some  of  them,  dating  from 
the  days  when  dormitory  space  was  pro- 
vided for  an  off-duty  reserve,  sharply  in- 
creases   maintenance    and    operating    costs." 

The  following  dates  of  construction  of  Bos- 
ton's police  stations  indicate  the  antiquity  of 
most  of  them.  Two  were  built  in  1915,  two  in 
1925;   one   was    built   in    each   of   the   following 

1912,'  1913,'  1914,'    1923. 

Another  pertinent  observation  in  the  matter 
of  economy  is  the  opinion  expressed  by  plan- 
ing officials  that  it  may  be  possible  to  build 
at  least  one  of  the  stations  which  would  be 
rebuilt  as  a  redevelopment  project  and  there- 
by secure  federal   financial   assistance. 

Steps  Indicated. 
In  the  light  of  the  foregoing,   several   imme- 
diate steps  appear  to  be  indicated. 

1)  Determine  to  what  extent  the  present 
capacity  of  the  stations  involved  can  absorb 
the  services  of  the  stations  recommended  for 
closing;  and  redraw  the  divisional  area  lines 
to  provide  as  much  centrality  of  position  as 
possible   to    the   consolidated    station. 

2)  Plan  the  relocation  of  new  stations, 
where  needed  to  carry  out  the  consolidation 
plan,  in  the  most  strategic  location,  having  in 
mind  such  factors  as:  population  served  in 
the  area,  population  centers,  incidence  of  and 
developing  pattern  of  crime,  number  of  police 
officers  and  volume  of  administrative  work, 
and  transportation   pattern  of  the  area.     This 
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Such  studies,  it  would  seem,  should  properly 
be  done  by  the  Planning  Board  in  connection 
with  the  Police  Department. 

In  the  process,  the  Planning  Board  would 
explore  the  suitability  of  any  city-owned  sites 
represented  by  abandoned  schools  or  other  un- 
used  property,   actual   or   planned. 

Objections   Raised. 

A  principal  objection  raised  against  police 
station  consolidation  when  the  proposal  was 
originally  made  was  the  effect  on  police  am- 
bulance service,  in  which  the  closing  of  the 
station  would  automatically  close  off  the  police 
ambulance   service   from   that   station. 

It  was  contended  that  if  Station  3  on  Joy 
street  were  combined  with  Station  16  on 
Boylston  street,  the  police  ambulance  attached 
to  the  latter  station  would  have  to  make  a 
long  run  to  answer  an  accident  call,  for  in- 
stance, in  the  vicinity  of  the  North  Station. 
Similarly,  it  was  pointed  out,  long  runs  would 
be  entailed  in  the  ease  of  other  consolidations. 

Two  considerations  are  pertinent  here:  (1) 
the  new  highway  pattern  of  the  city,  particu- 
larly the  Central  Artery,  will  have  the  effect 
of  accelerating  ambulance  response,  both  for 
Boston  City  Hospital  ambulances  and  for  po- 
lice ambulances;  (2)  the  Boston  City  Hospital 
fleet  of  ambulances  could  be  strategically  de- 
ployed (perhaps  utilizing  some  of  the  garages 
of  the  stations  abandoned  in  the  consolida- 
tion). Greater  use  of  this  fleet  was  recom- 
mended in  the  survey  report  on  the  Boston 
City  Hospital  made  by  Dr.  Rosenbluth  in  1950 
for     the     Finance     Commission.       This     report 
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"With  respect  to  t 
is  difficult  to  speak  \ 
ation  whereby  accider 
are  left  to  police  vehi< 
to    handle     .      .      . 

"How  many  persons  die  because  of  this  sys- 
tem, and  how  many  have  their  injuries  ag- 
gravated, and  how  much  needless  suffering 
results,  it  is  impossible  to  say.  A  city  which 
prides  itself  on  the  services  it  renders  its  citi- 
zens must  give  serious  attention  to  the  prob- 
lem of  providing  a  proper  service  for  acci- 
dent cases.  More  and  more,  as  time  goes  on, 
accident  eases  are  increasing  in  importance, 
both  as  a  cause  of  death   and   invalidism. 

"A  proper  system  based  on  a  study  of  the 
location  and  incidence  of  accidents  will  reveal 
where  ambulances  should  be  strategically  lo- 
cated. The  ambulance  should  carry  an  intern 
who  can  give  emergency  treatment,  who  can 
administer  an  opiate  to  relieve  pain  or  reduce 
shock  (which  is  a  very  serious  element  of 
most    accident    cases)     and    who    must    take    the 

patient     to    the    nearest     hospital 

The  ambulance  should  be  equipped  with  two- 
way  radio  so  that  no  time  may  be  lost  in 
answering  calls  and  often  the  doctor  may 
send  instructions  to  the  hospital  to  prepare 
necessary  operating  or  other  facilities,  and  the 
time  thus  saved  may  save  a  patient's  life. 
Best  results  will  probably  be  achieved  if  the 
central  control  of  such  an  ambulance  service 
would  be  directed  by  the  proposed  over-all 
hospital  department,  cooperating  with  all  other 
hospitals    in    the    city." 

In  the  so-called  "Bruce  Smith  Report  on 
the  Police  Department"  which  was  made  for 
the  Finance  Commission,  there  are  other  sug- 
gestions which  are  worth  frequent  considera- 
tion. In  the  years  which  have  elapsed  since 
the  date  of  the  report,  police  everywhere  have 
had  a  volume  of  crime  to  contend  with  which 
left  little  time  for  such  survey  and  change 
within  the  department  as  the  Finance  Com- 
mission now  suggests.  It  has  not  been  a  time 
for  substantial  revamping  of  the  department 
without  careful  planning:  but  Boston's  desper- 
ate financial  circumstances  make  it  abundantly 
clear  that  the  time  has  passed  when  this  city 
can  afford  to  allow  sound  recommendations, 
carrying  substantial  economy  potential,  to 
gather  dust,  or  lightly  to  write  them  off  as 
impractical. 

There  are  many  findings  and  recommenda-

persons.

This  department  is  in  receipt  of  the  order 
of  the  City  Council  passed  on  October  28, 
1957,    which    reads   as   follows: 

"Ordered,  That  the  Trustees  of  the  Welfare 
Department  be  requested  by  his  Honor  the 
Mayor  to  consider  the  advisability  of  increas- 
ing the  amount  of  money  the  City  of  Boston 
shall  pay  to  the  funeral  director  engaged  in 
conducting  the  funeral  and  burial  of  deceased 
poor  and  indigent  persons  in  cases  where  such 
deceased  left  no  estate  and  where  his  or  her 
kindred  are  unable  to  pay  for  the  decent 
burial    of    such    deceased." 

At  its  meeting  held  in  Boston  on  November 
4,  1957,  the  Board  of  Overseers  of  the  Public 
Welfare  considered  carefully  the  facts  con- 
tained in  said  order  of  the  City  Council.  The 
cost  of  burials  in  General  Relief  cases,  and 
this  includes  all  persons  not  receiving  public 
assistance,  who  are  required  to  be  buried  by 
the  City  of  Boston  because  of  inadequate 
funds,  and  persons  not  receiving  specific- 
types  of  federal  and  state  participated  relief, 
is  controlled  by  statute,  Massachusetts  Gen- 
eral Laws,  ch.  117,  s.  17,  which  states  as 
follows: 

"The  board  of  public  welfare  of  each  town 
shall  also  relieve  and  support  and  may  employ 
all  poor  persons  residing  or  found  therein, 
having  no  lawful  settlements  within  the 
commonwealth,  until  their  removal  to  the 
Tewksbury  state  hospital  and  infirmary, 
and  if  they  die  shall  decently  bury  them. 
They  shall  also  decently  bury  all  deceased 
persons  who,  although  without  means  of 
support  while  living,  did  not  apply  for  pub- 
lic relief,  and  all  unknown  persons  found 
dead.  They  shall  also  provide  for  the  grave 
of  each  such  deceased  person  a  suitable 
marker  bearing  the  name  and  dates  of  birth 
and  death  of  such  deceased  person,  if  known 
to  said  board.  The  expense  thereof  may 
be  recovered  of  their  kindred,  if  any,  charge- 
able by  law  for  their  support  in  the  manner 
provided  in  this  chapter;  and  if  the  expense 
of  their  funeral  and  burial  is  not  paid  by 
such  kindred,  an  amount  not  exceeding  one 
hundred  dollars  for  the  funeral  expenses 
of  each  person  over  twelve  years  of  age, 
together  with  such  additional  amount,  if 
any.  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars,  as  may  be 
paid  by  flu-  town  as  provided  in  the  second 
paragraph  oi  lection  eighteen  A,  and  not 
exceeding  forty  dollars  for  the  funeral  and 
burial  expenses  of  each  person  under  that, 
age,  shall  be  paid  by  tile  commonwealth, 
subject    to    the    provisions    of    section    forty- 
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two  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  twenty- 
one;  provided,  that  the  board  of  public  wel- 
fare shall  file  with  each  claim  an  affidavit 
of  the  funeral  director  stating  the  total 
amount  of  his  bill,  the  amount  received 
from  the  town  and  the  amount  received 
from  all  other  sources;  and  provided,  fur- 
ther, that  if  the  total  expense  of  the  funeral 
and  burial,  by  whomsoever  incurred,  shall 
exceed  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars  or 
one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  as  the  case 
may  be,  no  payment  therefor  shall  be  made 
by  the  commonwealth." 
and  ch.  117,  s.  18A,  as  follows: 

"In  case  of  the  decease  of  a  poor  and  in- 
digent person  over  the  age  of  twelve  years, 
the  town  liable  for  his  burial  shall  pay  for 
the  expense  of  the  funeral  and  burial  of 
such  person  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars; 
provided,  that  the  deceased  left  no  estate 
and  that  his  kindred  are  unable  to  pay  for 
his  decent  burial;  and  provided,  further, 
that  the  funeral  director  engaged  in  con- 
ducting the  funeral  and  burial  of  said  de- 
ceased person  shall  perform  the  services 
and  furnish  the  materials  in  connection 
therewith  as  follows: — removal  of  the  body; 
procuring  of  death  certificate  and  burial 
permit;  embalming  and  dressing  of  body; 
fui-nishing  suitable  burial  garment;  furnish- 
ing suitable  casket,  bearing  metal  plate  with 
name  of  deceased  engraved  thereon;  fur- 
nishing outer  case  of  pine  wood;  furnish- 
ing hearse  for  transporting  body  of  the 
deceased  to  a  cemetery  within  a  distance 
of  ten  miles;  furnishing  conveyance  for 
transporting  to  such  cemetery  the  imme- 
diate family  of  the  deceased;  and  procuring 
of  a  clergyman,  of  the  religion  that  the  de- 
ceased professed,  to  officiate  at  the  funeral. 
"In  such  case,  the  town  shall  also  pay 
to  the  funeral  director  such  additional  sum, 
if  any,  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars,  as  may 
be  expended  for  procuring  a  burial  place 
for  the  body  of  the  deceased,  opening  the 
grave,  obtaining  the  use  of  interment  de- 
vices and  transporting  the  body  of  the  de- 
ceased to  a  cemetery  beyond  a  distance  of 
ten  miles." 

The  cost  of  burial  in  Old  Age  Assistance, 
Disability  Assistance,  and  Aid  to  Dependent 
Children  is  controlled  by  rule  and  regulation 
of  the  State  Department  of  Public  Welfare 
which  have  the  force  and  effect  of  law  and 
are  quoted  from  recently  amended  rules  dated 
July    1,    1937: 

"Funeral  expenses  are  preferred  charges 
against  the  estate  of  a  deceased  recipient, 
and  existing  resources;  e.g.,  life  insurance, 
old  age  and  survivors  death  benefit,  etc., 
must  first  be  applied  to  meeting  such  ex- 
penses. When  a  recipient  has  no  resources 
or  existing  resources  are  insufficient  to  meet 
the  expense  of  burial,  reimbursement  by 
the  department  will  be  limited  to  its  legal 
share    in    accordance    with    the    following: 

1.  That  the  payment  by  the  Board  of 
Public  Welfare  shall  in  no  event  exceed 
$200  and  that  the  total  expense  by  whom- 
soever   incurred    does    not    exceed    $350. 

2.  When  a  resource  exists,  the  Board 
of  Public  Welfare  shall  be  responsible 
only  for  the  difference  between  the  amount 
of   the   resource   and    $200." 

The  Board  of  Overseers  of  the  Public  Wel- 
fare have  felt  for  many  years  that  suitable 
and  decent  burial  could  not  be  provided  in 
General  Relief  cases  and,  through  your  offices, 
have  submitted  requests  for  amended  legisla- 
tion which  have  been  presented  to  the  Legis- 
lature of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts 
annually  and  subsequently  have  been  rejected. 
It  is  true  that  Boston  probably  has  a  far 
greater  proportion  of  indigent  burials  than 
any  other  community  in  the  Commonwealth 
and  it  has  been  stated  to  the  Legislature  by 
legislators  from  out  of  Boston  that  where  the 
incidence  of  requiring  the  city  to  bury  is  so 
slight,  if  there  is  any  actual  loss  the  rare 
occasions  could  be  assumed  by  the  undertaker 
as  a  community  problem.  This,  of  course, 
is  notso  in  Boston.  The  Welfare  Department 
participates  in  burial  expenses  for  approxi- 
mately   400    persons    per    year;    approximately 


50  per  cent  of  these  are  handled  by  the  next 
of  kin  with  the  department  making  a  contribu- 
tion in  accordance  with  rule  or  regulation 
and  in  the  remaining  50  per  cent  assuming 
the    responsibility    in    its    entirety. 

The  Board  recognizes  that  many  things  de- 
sired by  next  of  kin  at  the  time  of  burial  are 
desirable  but  sees  no  way  to  further  assist  out- 
side of   the   requirements    of   law.

AMENDMENT    TO    BOSTON    BUILDING 
CODE. 

The  following  was  received: 

City    of    Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,   October  29,   1957. 
To   the  City   Council. 
Gentlemen: 

I  am  in  receipt  of  a  communication  from  the 
Building  Commissioner  in  which  he  states  that 
the  technological  improvements  in  the  use  of 
plastic  materials  have  eliminated  the  objections 
to  their  use  in  building  construction.  For  this 
reason,  the  Building  Commissioner  has  had  pre- 
pared an  ordinance  which  will  permit  of  the  use 
of  substitute  materials  so  that  this  use  might 
come  within  the  provisions  of  the  Boston  Build- 
ing Code.  Under  this  code,  no  change  can  be 
made  except  by  recommendation  of  the  Build- 
ing Commissioner  and  the  approval  of  the 
City  Council. 

Therefore  I  submit  herewith  the  recommenda- 
tion of  the  Building  Commissioner  for  an 
amendment  to  the  Building  Code  and  respect- 
fully recommend  its  adoption  by  your  Honorable 
Body.

The  Boston  Building  Code  as  presently  in 
force  restricts  the  use  of  plastics  in  building 
construction. 

It  is  a  fact,  however,  that  these  products  are 
more  and  more  being  used  in  industry  and  in 
construction  and  that,  in  the  course  of  their 
development,  technological  improvements  have 
eliminated  the  initial  objections  to  their  use. 

Accordingly,  acting  under  the  power  vested 
in  me  by  Statutes  of  1938,  chapter  479,  section 
105A,  as  inserted  by  Statutes  of  1939,  chapter 
217,  section  1,  I  recommend  that  the  Building 
Code  be  amended  to  permit  the  use  of  such 
materials  under  regulation  and  upon  submission 
to  this  department  of  proper  reports  and  tests. 
A  copy  of  the  pi-oposed  ordinance  is  attached.

on  file  in  his  office  as  to  tests  of  such  material 
made  in  accordance  with  standard  specifications 
of  the  American  Society  for  Testing  Materials, 
that  in  his  opinion  such  material  used  in  ac- 
cordance with  such  regulation  will  provide  sub- 
stantially as  much  safety  from  fire  as  material 
meeting  such  fire-resistive  and  fire-protective 
requirements.

REPORT  OF  FINANCE  COMMISSION  ON 
LAND  OF  BOSTON  HOUSING  AU- 
THORITY ON  MORTON  STREET, 
FOREST   HILLS. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston,  Finance  Commission. 

November  14,  1957. 
To  the  Honorable  the  Mayor  and  City  Council. 

The  Boston  Housing  Authority  has  given  notice 
that  it  must  dispose  of  the  tract  of  land  on  Morton 
street,  Forest  Hills,  which  it  acquired  in  1949  as  a 
site  for  a  housing  development  for  veterans.  The 
State  Housing  Hoard  Uas  ordered  it  to  do  so.  The 
Boston  Board  has  asked  the  city  to  take  it  off  its 
hands. 

Approximately  SI  00.000  of  city  funds  was  spent 
on  this  proposed  project  before  the  Boston  Housing 
Board  decided  that  it  was  not  needed.  The  record 
discloses  that  the  Board  w-as  prompted  to  make 
this  decision  when  Mayor  Hynes  informed  the 
Board,  "We  have  had  enough." 

From  the  inception  of  consideration  of  this 
project  there  was  considerable  opposition ; —  of- 
ficial and  unofficial  —  to  using  that  particular 
tract  for  any  housing  development  purpose.  There 
js  rock  over  or  under  the  surface  of  the  entire  area. 


A  substantial  part  of  it  is  an  exposed  ledge  rising 

00  feet  above  the  street  level. 

At  the  time  of  taking  the  total  of  assessed  valua- 
tions of  the  properties  involved  was  $31,800  of 
which  $13,300  was  the  value  of  buildings  thereon. 
These    buildings    have    been    demolished    by    the 

1  rousing  Authority,  so  that,  only  the  land  remains. 
The  Authority  paid  a  total  of  $83,771.75  in  settle- 
ment of  claims  of  the  owners.  The  architect  who 
planned  construction  of  the  project  was  paid 
867,496.60.  There  were  additional  expenditures 
for  plans,  blueprints,  borings,  and  legal  claims,  etc., 
totaling  $8,504.50. 

In  four  years  of  discussions  on  this  matter,  the 
State  Housing  Board  clearly  indicated  that  it 
believed  the  site  picked  was  not  a  good  one.  How- 
ever, eventually,  the  State  Board  yielded  its  ap- 
proval; only  to  be  informed  within  a  short  time 
thereafter  that  the  Boston  Board  did  not  believe 
the  project  was  necessary. 

Now  the  question  is,  "Shall  the  Housing  Board 
sell  it  and  give  the  proceeds  to  the  city?  Or  should 
the  Housing  Board  turn  it  over  to  the  city  to  hold 
for  the  coming  of  some  worth-while  city  project 
which  will  need  a  site?  How  can  the  city  get  its 
$160,000  back?" 

The  Finance  Commission  believes  there  is  some- 
thing more  important  in  the  situation  than  de- 
termination of  what  to  do  with  this  particular  site. 
The  circumstances  in  this  episode  point  to  the  need 
for  consideration  of  changes  in  the  1946  and  1948 
Housing  Acts  if  there  is  to  be  any  more  public 
housing. 

The  1946  Act,  as  has  been  often  stated,  was 
adopted  before  it  was  finally  determined  whether 
the  responsibility  for  supplying  housing  for  veterans 
was  a  state  or  federal  responsibility.  Since  there 
was  demand  for  housing  it  was  first  decided  to  let 
the  municipalities,  to  a  limited  extent,  provide 
it  with  funds  of  their  own  raising.     However,  in 

1948,  the  Legislature  acknowledged  that  the 
responsibility  for  creating  veteran  housing  be- 
longed to  the  state.  Thereafter,  Chapter  200  of 
1948  became  a  substitute  for  Chapter  372  of  1946, 
the  new  act  providing  that  state  credit  instead  of 
city  credit  be  used  for  veterans'  housing. 

The  Boston  Board  continued  to  operate  as  far 
as  it  could  on  the  1940  authority  despite  public 
demand  by  the  Finance  Commission  on  June  1, 

1949,  that  the  Mayor  urge  the  Housing  Board  to 
"reverse  its  policy  of  needlessly  and  unjustiliably 
adding  to  the  indebtedness  of  the  city."  That  is 
what,  using  the  authority  of  the  1946  Act  rather 
than  the  1948  Act  meant.  Under  the  former  the 
city  paid  the  bill.  Officially,  the  purpose  had 
become  a  state  obligation. 

Although  efforts  to  provide  more  public  housing 
ceased  with  the  above-mentioned  notice  to  the 
State  Housing  Board  by  Mayor  Hynes  in  1953. 
there  is  still  remaining  approximately  812,000.000 
in  the  city's  right  to  appropriate  for  the  Boston 
Housing  Board  under  the  1946  Act.  There  is  still 
agitation  for  more  housing,  and,  while  there  is 
possibility  for  appropriation,  there  is  temptation 
to  use  it.  The  city  government  should  and  un- 
doubtedly would  welcome  elimination  of  the  act. 
Under  the  terms  of  that  Chapter  372,  the  State 
Board  must  approve  any  projects  to  be  built;  but 
the  Boston  Board  can,  as  in  the  Morton  Street 
i undent,  commit  the  city  to  the  purchase  of  any 
land  it  desires  as  a  prospective  site. 

Property  taken  by  the  Boston  Housing  Author- 
ity is  taken  in  the  name  of  the  city.  In  the  in- 
stance of  the  Chapter  372  takings,  it  is  city  money 
which  pays  for  it,  yet  the  city  has  no  voice  in 
selection  of  sites  for  housing  under  cither  the  1946 
or  the  1948  Act. 

The  Finance  Commission  believes  that  the  city 
government  of  Boston,  Mayor  and  Council,  should 
have  authority  to  pass  upon  the  selection  of  all 
sites  for  housing  within  the  city.  Through  the  now- 
well-established  practice  of  holding  public  hearings 
on  controversial  matters,  all  necessary  facts  may 
be  obtained  in  this  way.  Taking  of  this  Morton 
Street  site  might  well  have  been  prevented  had  the 
city  government,  Mayor  and  Council,  opportunity 
to  pass  on  it. 

The  second  conclusion  of  the  Finance  Commis- 
sion is  that  you  should  ask  the  Housing  Board  to 
turn  over  the  Morton  Street  land  to  the  Real 
Property  Board  to  be  held  under  city  control 
until  it' can  be  determined  if  it.  is  better  to  take 
what  can  be  obtained  for  it  in  a  sale  now  than  to 
hold  it  for  possible  use  as  a  site  for  some  later  need. 
Public  Works  Commissioner  Hyland  has  suggested 
to  the  Real  Property  Board  that  it  might  be  used 
as  a  site  for  a  Police  Station  if  Division  13  (Jamaica 
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Wain)  and  Division  17  (West  Roxbury)  are  con- 
solidated. In  any  event,  the  wastage  on  this 
property  already  has  been  so  great  that  further 
loss  should  be  avoided.

TRANSFER     OF     ALL     REDEVELOPMENT 
PROJECTS   TO   BOSTON   REDEVELOP- 
MENT  AUTHORITY. 
The  following  was  received :

To  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

During  the  course  of  last  week,  counsel  for  the 
Boston  Housing  Authority,  the  recently  organized 


Boston  Redevelopment  Authority,  the  City  and 
the  United  States  agreed  upon  the  text  of  an 
instrument  to  effect  the  transfer  from  the  Boston 
Housing  Authority  to  the  Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority  of  all  planned  or  existing  land  assembly 
and  redevelopment  projects  instituted  by  the 
Boston  Housing  Authority.  At  a  joint  meeting 
on  last  Wednesday,  the  members  of  the  two 
authorities  considered  the  proposed  instrument, 
and  subsequently  at  separate  meetings  of  their 
respective  authorities  severally  voted  to  execute 
the  instrument.  Several  other  things  must  happen, 
however,  before  the  transfer  can  take  place.  First 
among  them  is  certain  action  by  your  Honorable 
Body.  By  the  express  terms  of  the  statute  en- 
abling the  transfer,  your  Honorable  Body  must 
consent  to  such  transfer.  In  addition,  your 
Honorable  Body  must  authorize  me  to  execute 
the  instrument  in  the  name  and  behalf  of  the 
city  in  order  to  effectuate  the  substitution  of  the 
Huston  Redevelopment  Authority  in  the  place  of 
the  Boston  Housing  Authority  as  a  party  to  the 
latter's  existing  cooperation  agreements  with  the 
city.  To  enable  these  two  steps  to  be  taken,  I 
recommend  that  your  Honorable  Body  adopt  the 
two  orders  transmitted  herewith.

This  Agreement  made  by  and  among  the  Boston  Housing  Authority,  herein  called  the  Housing 
Authority,  a  public  body  politic  and  corporate  in  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  the  Boston  Re- 
development Authority,  herein  called  the  Redevelopment  Authority,  a  public  body  politic  and  corporate 
in  said  Commonwealth,  the  City  of  Boston,  herein  called  the  City,  a  municipal  corporation  in  said  Com- 
monwealth, and  the  United  Slates  of  America,  herein  called  the  Government,  acting  by  and  through  the 
Housing  and  Home  finance  Administrator,  or  his  authorized  representative. 
Witnesseth,  That 

Whereas,  The  Housing  Authority  wants  to  transfer  to  the  Redevelopment  Authority,  and  the  Re- 
development Authority  wants  to  take  over  from  the  Housing  Authority,  all  planned  or  existing  land 
assembly  and  redevelopment  projects  instituted  by  the  Housing  Authority;  and 

Whereas,  Section  20QQ  of  chapter  121  of  the  General  Laws  of  Massachusetts  provides  in  part  that  — 
"A  housing  authority  in  a  city  or  town  which  has  initiated  a  land  assembly  and  redevelopment 
project  may  complete,  operate  and  maintain  such  project  notwithstanding  the  organization  of  a 
redevelopment  authority  in  such  city  or  town.  Such  redevelopment  authority  may,  however,  with 
the  consent  of  the  city  council  of  such  city  or  the  selectmen  of  such  town,  pursuant,  to  an  agreement 
with  the  housing  authority  of  such  city  or  town,  take  over  a  planned  or  existing  land  assembly  and 
redevelopment  project  instituted  by  such  housing  authority,  and  assume,  exercise,  continue,  perform 
and  carry  out  all  undertakings,  obligations,  duties,  rights,  powers,  plans  and  activities  of  such  housing 
authority  relating  to  such  project,  and  thereafter  such  housing  authority  shall  have  no  (lowers  and 
duties  with  respect  to  such  project  ;  provided,  that  no  such  action  shall  lie  taken  if  there  are  oiitstand 
ing  any  bonds,  notes  or  certificates  of  indebtedness  of  such  housing  authority  issued  on  account  of 
such  project,  unless  all  holders  of  such  bonds,  notes  and  certificates  of  indebtedness  have  previously 
consented  in  writing  to  such  action";  and 

Whereas,  The  Housing  Authority  has  no  outstanding  bonds,  notes  or  certificates  of  indebtedness 
issued  on  account,  of  any  planned  or  existing  land  assembly  and  redc\  elopmonl  project  instituted  by  the 
Housing  Authority  or,  without  limiting  the  generality  of  the  foregoing,  any  project  covered  by  any  here- 
inafter described  cooperation  agreement  with  the  City  or  any  hereinafter  described  contract  with  the 
Government,  other  than  notes  issued  to  and  held  by  the  Government!  and 
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Whereas,  Under  date  of  January  24,  1955,  the  Housing  Authority  and  the  City  entered  into  a  co- 
operation agreement  known  as  "The  New  York  Streets  Redevelopment  Project  Cooperation  Agreement 
between  the  City  of  Boston  and  Boston  Housing  Authority"  under  which  the  Housing  Authority  agreed 
to  carry  out  the  New  York  Streets  project,  and  the  City  agreed  to  make  local  grants-in-aid  in  connection 
with  such  project,  which  is  a  land  assembly  and  redevelopment  project  being  carried  out  in  accordance  with 
a  certain  land  assembly  and  redevelopment  plan  in  that  area  in  the  city  bounded  generally  by  Washington 
street,  Dover  street,  Albany  street  and  the  right  of  way  of  the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  Rail- 
road and  more  particularly  described  in  said  land  assembly  and  redevelopment  plan;  and 

Whereas,  Under  said  cooperation  agreement  dated  January  24,  1955,  the  City  has,  among  other 
things,  advanced  to  the  Housing  Authority  the  sum  of  SI, 378, 574  as  a  grant-in-aid;  and 

Whereas,  Under  date  of  September  12,  1957,  the  Housing  Authority  and  the  City  entered  into  a 
cooperation  agreement  known  as  "West  End  Redevelopment  Project  Cooperation  Agreement  between 
City  of  Boston  and  Boston  Housing  Authority"  under  which  the  Housing  Authority  agreed  to  carry  out 
the  West  End  project,  and  the  City  agreed  to  make  local  grants-in-aid  in  connection  with  such  project, 
which  is  a  land  assembly  and  redevelopment  project  being  carried  out  in  accordance  with  a  certain  land 
assembly  and  redevelopment  plan  in  that  area  in  the  city  bounded  generally  by  Cambridge  street,  Blossom 
street,  Allen  street,  Charles  street,  a  broken  line  running  from  Charles  street  to  the  surface  road  connecting 
Nashua  street  with  the  Leverett  Street  Traffic  Circle,  said  surface  road,  Lowell  street  and  Stamford  street 
and  more  particularly  described  in  said  land  assembly  and  redevelopment  plan;  and 

Whereas,  Under  date  of  February  16,  1954,  the  Housing  Authority  and  the  Government  entered  into 
a  contract  known  as  "Contract  for  Advance  No.  U  R  Mass.  2-3(A)"  under  which  the  Government  agreed 
to  advance  to  the  Housing  Authority  upon  the  conditions  set  forth  in  said  contract  the  sum  of  $80,400 
for  surveys  and  plans  in  preparation  of  a  project  of  the  character  contemplated  by  Title  I  of  the  Housing 
Act  of  1949  (Public  Law  171,  81st  Congress,  approved  July  15,  1949),  and  constituting  a  planned  or 
existing  land  assembly  and  redevelopment  project  within  the  meaning  of  the  above  cited  section  26QQ, 
—  said  contract  having  been  amended  on  October  7,  1954,  and  again  on  May  9,  1955,  so  as  to  increase 
to  $96,790  the  amount  authorized  to  be  advanced;  and 

Whereas,  There  has  been  advanced  to  the  Housing  Authority  by  the  Government  under  said  Con- 
tract for  Advance  No.  U  R  Mass.  2-3  (A)  the  sum  of  $96,790;  and 

Whereas,  Under  date  of  May  27,  1955,  the  Housing  Authority  and  the  Government  entered  into  a 
contract  known  as  "Loan  and  Grant  Contract  No.  U  R  Mass.

ing of  the  above-cited  section  26QQ;  and 

Whereas,  Under  said  Loan  and  Grant  Contract  No.  U  R  Mass.  2-1  (L  G)  the  Government  has  ad- 
vanced to  the  Housing  Authority  a  capital  grant  and  a  temporary  loan;  and 

Whereas,  Under  date  of  July  24,  1957,  the  Housing  Authority  and  the  Government  entered  into  a 
contract  known  as  "Contract  for  Final  Planning  Advance.  Contract  No.  Mass.  R-5(A)"  under  which 
the  Government  agreed  to  advance  to  the  Housing  Authority  upon  the  conditions  set  forth  in  said  contract 
the  sum  of  $44,695  for  surveys  and  plans  in  preparation  of  a  project  of  the  character  contemplated  by 
Title  I  of  the  Housing  Act  of  1949  (Public  Law  171,  81st  Congress,  approved  July  15.  1949),  as  amended 
and  constituting  a  planned  or  existing  land  assembly  and  redevelopment  project  within  the  meaning  of 
the  above-cited  section  26QQ;  and 

Whereas,  Under  said  Contract  No.  Mass.  R-5(A),  the  Government  has  advanced  a  certain  sum  to 
the  Housing  Authority;  and 

Whereas,  Pursuant  to  the  above-cited  section  26QQ  the  Housing  Authority  desires  to  be  released 
and  discharged  from  its  undertakings,  obligations  and  duties  under  the  aforesaid  cooperation  agreement 
with  the  City  and  the  aforesaid  contracts  with  the  Government,  and  the  City  and  the  Government  are 
respectively  agreeable  to  such  release  and  discharge  provided  that  the  Redevelopment  Authority  assumes

In  consideration  of  the  premises  and  of  the  grants  and  agreements  hereinafter  set  forth,  it  is  hereby 
understood  and  agreed  by  and  among  the  parties  hereto  as  follows:

Mass.  2-3(A),  as  amended  as  aforesaid,  No.  U  R  Mass.  2-1  (L  G)  and  No.  Mass.  R-5(A),  and  also  all 
right,  title,  interest,  privileges  and  benefits  in  and  to  any  and  all  contracts  now  existing  between  the 
Housing  Authority  and  third  persons  relating  to  any  land  assembly  and  redevelopment  project  herein- 
before mentioned,' and  also  all  right,  title  and  interest,  privileges  and  benefits  of  the  Housing  Authority 
in  and  to  all  of  the  assets,  property  and  equipment  purchased  for  and  owned  by  the  Housing  Authority 
under  said  cooperation  agreements  with  the  City  and  said  contracts  with  the  Government,  and  also  all 
right,  title  and  interest,  privileges  and  benefits  of  the  Housing  Authority  in  and  to  the  assets,  property, 
equipment,  studies,  surveys,  and  plans  possessed  by  the  Housing  Authority  in  connection  with  any  land 
assembly  and  redevelopment  project  as  a  result  of  preliminary  contracts  which  have  been  completed  or  as 
a  result  of  contributions  from  any  source. 

B.  The  Redevelopment  Authority  hereby  accepts  the  foregoing  grant,  assignment,  transfer  and 
conveyance  and  takes  over  and  assumes  and  agrees  to  exercise,  continue,  perform  and  carry  out  all  under- 
takings, obligations,  contracts,  duties,  rights,  powers,  plans  and  activities  of  the  Housing  Authority 
relating  to  said  land  assembly  and  redevelopment  projects;  and  without  limiting  the  generality  of  the 
foregoing,  the  Redevelopment  Authority  herein  agrees  to  assume,  and  assumes,  all  liabilities  incurred 
by  the  Housing  Authority  as  a  result  of  a  land  taking  made  by  the  Housing  Authority  for  Project  No. 
U  R  Mass.  2-1,  said  taking  being  dated  July  27,  1955.  and  recorded  on  July  28,  1955.  with  Suffolk  Deeds, 
Book  7079,  page  503,  and  the  Redevelopment  Authority  hereby  further  agrees  to  satisfy  all  damages  for 
such  taking,  insofar  as  not  heretofore  satisfied,  whether  awarded  by  the  Housing  Authority,  determined 

ind  to  intervene  in,  and 
sing  from  said  taking. 

C.  This  article  is  with  the  consent  of  the  Government  as  evidenced  by  its  execution  of  this  instru- 
ment, and  with  the  consent  of  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Boston  as  evidenced  by  the  endorsement 
of  its  President  thereon. 

ARTICLE   II. 
Novation  of  Cooperation  Agreements  with  City.

B.  The  City  hereby  releases  the  Housing  Authority  from  all  claims,  demands,  and  accounts  against 
the  Housing  Authority  in  respect  to  the  aforesaid  cooperation  agreements  with  the  City  and  accepts 
the  Redevelopment  Authority  in  place  of  the  Housing  Authority  as  the  substituted  party  to  said 
pooperation  agreements,  and  agrees  with  the  Redevelopment    Authority  to  be  bound  by  the  terms  of 
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said  cooperation  agreements  in  all  respects  as  if  t lie  Redevelopment  Authority  were  originally  named  in  said 
cooperation  agreements  as  a  party  thereto  in  place  of  the  Housing  Authority. 
ARTICLE   III. 
Novation  of  Contracts  with  Government. 

A.  The  Redevelopment  Authority  hereby  assumes  and  agrees  to  perform  and  carry  out  all  under- 
takings, obligations  and  duties  of  the  Housing  Authority  under  theaforesaid  contracts  with  the  Govern- 
ment, being  Contract  No.  U  R  Mass.  2-3(A),  dated  February  Hi,  19.r>4,  as  amended  October  7,  1954, 
and  May  9,  1955,  Contract  No.  U  R  Mass.  2-1  (L;G),  dated  May  27,  1955,  and  Contract  No.  Mass. 
R-5(A),  dated  July  24,  1957,  and  agrees  to  be  the  substituted  party  to  said  contracts  with  the  Govern- 
ment in  place  of  the  Housing  Authority  and  to  be  bound  by  all  the  terms  thereof  as  if  in  all  respects  the 
Redevelopment  Authority  were  the  original  party  to  said  contracts  in  place  of  the  Housing  Authority. 

B.  The  Government  hereby  releases  the  Housing  Authority  from  all  claims,  demands  and  accounts

all  such  further  resolutions,  agreements  and  instruments  as  may  be  necessary  or  desirable  for  novating, 
by  the  substitution  of  the  Redevelopment  Authority,  the  aforesaid  contracts  now  existing  between  the 
Mousing  Authority  anil  third  persons. 

ARTICLE   V. 
Miscellaneous  Provisions. 

A.  The  Housing  Authority  agrees  that  it  will,  so  far  as  it  may  be  authorized  by  law,  pass,  do,  make, 
execute,  acknowledge  and  deliver,  every  and  all  such  further  resolutions,  acts,  deeds,  assignments,  transfers, 
certificates,  statements  and  assurances  as  may  be  necessary  or  desirable  for  the  better  assuring,  assigning 
and  confirming  any  and  all  assets,  lands,  rights,  moneys  and  other  funds  hereby  granted,  assigned,  trans- 
ferred or  conveyed  or  intended  so  to  be,  or  which  the  Mousing  Authority  may  hereafter  become  bound  to 
grant,  assign,  transfer  or  convey,  or  as  may  be  reasonable  or  required  to  carry  out  the  purposes  of  this 
agreement  or  the  rights,  duties  and  liabilities  of  the  Mousing  Authority,  the  Redevelopment  Authority, 
t  he  ( !ity  or  the  ( iovernrnent  under  the  terms  of  this  agreement. 

B.  Notwithstanding  any  error  or  omission  in  any  statement  in  this  agreement  or  elsewhere  pertain- 
ing to  the  aforesaid  cooperation  agreements  with  the  City  or  either  of  them,  or  to  the  aforesaid  contracts 
with  the  Government  or  any  of  them,  the  Redevelopment  Authority  hereby  assumes  and  agrees  to  be 
responsible  for  all  obligations  of  the  Mousing  Authority  under  said  cooperation  agreements  and  said 
contracts  which  have  been  incurred  by  the  Mousing  Authority  in  pursuance  of  the  development  of  land 
assembly  and  redevelopment  or  urban  renewal  projects  and  which  are  at  the  present  time  obligations  of 
the  Housing  Authority. 

C.  The  Housing  Authority  hereby  represents  and  agrees  that  at  the  time  of  its  execution  of  this 
agreement  there  are  not,  and  at  the  time  this  agreement  shall  take  effect  there  will  not  be,  any  bond,  note 
of  certificate  of  indebtedness  of  the  Housing  Authority  issued  and  outstanding  on  account  of  any  projects 
granted,  assigned,  transferred  and  conveyed  by  this  agreement  except  such  as  may  be  held  by  the  Govern- 
ment. 

ARTICLE   VI. 
Effective  Date. 

This  agreement  shall  become  effective  upon,  but  only  upon,  its  execution  by  the  Government  acting 
by  and  through  the  Housing  and  Home  Finance  Administrator,  or  his  authorized  representative,  who, 
at  the  time  of  such  execution,  shall  certify  hereon  the  day  and  hour  thereof. 

In  Witness  Whereof  the  Housing  Authority  has  caused  this  agreement  to  be  duly  executed  and 
attested  and  its  seal  to  be  hereunto  affixed,  and  the  Redevelopment  Authority  has  caused  this  agreement 
to  be  duly  executed  and  attested  and  its  seal  to  be  hereunto  altixed,  and  the  City  of  Boston  has  caused 
this  agreement  to  be  duly  executed  and  attested  and  its  seal  to  be  hereunto  affixed,  and  the  Government 
has  caused  this  agreement  to  be  duly  executed.

The  appropriation  order  for  the  fiscal  year  1957 
included  an  appropriation  of  $100,0(10  for  Execu- 
tions of  Court,  Damage  Claims  and  Reimburse- 
ments. This  was  a  reduction  of  $50,000  from  the 
amount  which  had  been  requested.  In  1956,  an 
appropriation  of  $350,000  was  made  for  this  pur- 
pose and  by  subsequent  action  of  the  City  Council, 
with  your  approval,  an  additional  $125,000  was 
transfer  red  to  this  account.  The  total  expenditures 
in  1956  were  $469,327.64.  It  now  appears  that  it 
will  be  necessary  to  provide  an  additional  $150,000 
to  meet  the  requirements  for  the  year.  I  have  been 
advised  by  the  Corporation  Counsel  that  the  num- 
ber of  suits  filed  against  the  City  of  Boston  has  in- 
creased, and  because  of  increased  medical  costs 
where  personal  injuries  are  concerned  and  in- 
creased damage  costs  where  damage  to  vehicles  is 
concerned,  it  has  resulted  generally  in  increased 
judgments  and  settlements.  I  desire  also  to  call 
to  your  attention  that  one  suit  which  was  settled 
during  the  year  was  in  the  amount  of  $70,000.

The  second  resolution  concerns  a  request  from 
your  Honor  that  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Au- 
thority expedite  the  processing  of  plans  and  the 
final  faking  in  the  West  End  area  and  to  advise  the 
persons  affected  as  the  work  progresses. 

With  respect  to  this  second  resolution,  I  should

18,  1957,  in  reference  to  "weatherproofing  of 
windows  at  Bromley  Park  and  Columbia  Point 
Housing  Projects"  the  Finance  Commission 
began  a  preliminary  investigation  on  November

The  counsel  for  the  Boston  Housing  Author- 
ity, to  whom  the  question  of  the  Commission's 
right  to  investigate  was  referred  by  the  Hous- 
ing Authority,  has  informed  the  Finance  Com- 
mission that  he  finds  that  the  Finance  Commis- 
sion is  without  jurisdiction  to  conduct  such  an 
investigation  for  the  reasons  appearing  in  his 
letter  addressed  to  this  Commission  on  Novem- 
ber 22,  1957,  a  copy  of  which  is  attached  here- 
with. 

It  would  seem,  from  a  study  of  chapter  486, 
Acts  of  1909,  which  established  the  Finance 
Commission,  and  General  Laws,  chapter  121, 
that  the  position  taken  by  the  Boston  Housing 
Authority    is    correct   as   a   matter  of   law.

two    orders    in    the   accompanying    new    drafts. 

Ordered,  That  the  consent  of  the  City  Council 
of  the  City  of  Boston  be,  and  hereby  is,  given  to 
tberBostou  Redevelopment  Authority's  taking 
ove  all  planned  or  existing  laud  assembly  and 
redevelopment  projects  instituted  by  the  Boston 
Housing  Authority  and  to  the  Boston  Redevelop- 
ment Authority's  assuming,  exercising,  continuing, 
performing,  and  carrying  out  all  undertakings 
obligations,  duties,  rights,  powers,  plans  and 
activities  of  the  Boston  Housing  Authority  relating 
to  such  projects;  and  further 

Ordered,  That  the  President  of  the  City  Council 
of  the  City  of  Boston  be,  and  he  hereby  is,  author- 
ized and  directed  to  execute  an  endorsement  evi- 
dencing such  consent  on  the  agreement  whereby 
said  Housing  Authority  transfers  such  projects 
and  said  Redevelopment  Authority  takes  over 
such  projects  and  assumes  and  agrees  to  exercise, 
continue,  perform  and  carry  out  all  undertakings, 
obligations,  duties,  rights,  powers,  plans  and 
activities  of  the  Boston  Housing  Authority  relating 
to  such  projects. 


Ordered,  That  the  City  of  Boston  enter  into  an 
agreement  with  the  Boston  Housing  Authority,  the 
Boston  Redevelopment  Authority,  and  the  United 
States  of  America  in  substantially  the  following 
form,  and  that  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Boston 
be,  and  he  hereby  is,  authorized  and  empowered  to 
execute  and  deliver  such  agreement  in  the  name 
and  behalf  of  the  City  of  Boston: 


AGREEMENT  EFFECTING  TRANSFER  OF  LAND  ASSEMBLY  AND  REDEVELOPMENT 
PROJECTS  FROM  BOSTON  HOUSING  AUTHORITY  TO  BOSTON  REDEVELOP- 
MENT  AUTHORITY. 

This  Agreement  made  by  and  among  the  Boston  Housing  Authority,  herein  called  the  Housing 
Authority,  a  public  body  politic  and  corporate  in  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  the  Boston  Re- 
development Authority,  herein  called  the  Redevelopment  Authority,  a  public  body  politic  and  corporate 
in  said  Commonwealth,  the  City  of  Boston,  herein  called  the  City,  a  municipal  corporation  in  said  Com- 
monwealth, and  the  United  States  of  America,  herein  called  the  Government,  acting  by  and  through  the 
Housing  and  Home  Finance  Administrator,  or  his  authorized  representative. 
Witnesseth,  That 

Whereas,  The  Housing  Authority  wants  to  transfer  to  the  Redevelopment  Authority,  and  the  Re- 
development Authority  wants  to  take  over  from  the  Housing  Authority,  all  planned  or  existing  land 
assembly  and  redevelopment  projects  instituted  by  Hie  Housing  Authority;  and 

Whereas,  Section  2GQQ  of  chapter  121  of  the  General  Laws  of  Massachusetts  provides  in  part  that  — 
"A  housing  authority  in  a  city  or  town  which  has  initiated  a  land  assembly  and  redevelopment 
project  may  complete,  operate  and  maintain  such  project  notwithstanding  the  organization  of  a 
redevelopment  authority  in  such  city  or  town.  Such  redevelopment  authority  may,  however,  with 
the  consent  of  the  city  council  of  such  city  or  the  selectmen  of  such  town,  pursuant  to  an  agreement 
with  the  housing  authority  of  such  city  or  town,  take  over  a  planned  or  existing  land  assembly  and

redevelopment  project  instituted  by  such  housing  authority,  and  assume,  exercise,  continue,  perform 
and  carry  out  all  undertakings,  obligations,  duties,  rights,  powers,  plans  and  activities  of  such  housing 
authority  relating  to  such  project,  and  thereafter  such  housing  authority  shall  have  no  powers  and 
duties  with  respect  to  such  project;  provided,  that  no  such  action  shall  be  taken  if  there  are  outstand- 
ing any  bonds,  notes  or  certificates  of  indebtedness  of  such  housing  authority  issued  on  account  of 
such  project,  unless  all  holders  of  such  bonds,  notes  and  certificates  of  indebtedness  have  previously 
consented  in  writing  to  such  action";  and 

Whereas,  The  Housing  Authority  has  no  outstanding  bonds,  notes  or  certificates  of  indebtedness 
issued  on  account  of  any  planned  or  existing  land  assembly  and  redevelopment  project  instituted  by  the 
Housing  Authority  or,  without  limiting  the  generality  of  the  foregoing,  any  project  covered  by  any  here- 
inafter described  cooperation  agreement  with  the  City  or  any  hereinafter  described  contract  with  the 
Government,  other  than  notes  issued  to  and  held  by  the  Government;  and 

Whereas,  Under  date  of  January  24,  1955,  the  Housing  Authority  and  the  City  entered  into  a  co- 
operation agreement  known  as  "The  New  York  Streets  Redevelopment  Project  Cooperation  Agreement 
between  the  City  of  Boston  and  Boston  Housing  Authority"  under  which  the  Housing  Authority  agreed 
to  carry  out  the  New  York  Streets  project,  and  the  City  agreed  to  make  local  grants-in-aid  in  connection 
with  such  project,  which  is  a  land  assembly  and  redevelopment  project  being  carried  out  in  accordance  with 
a  certain  land  assembly  and  redevelopment  plan  in  that  area  in  the  city  bounded  generally  by  Washington 
street,  Dover  street,  Albany  street  and  the  right  of  way  of  the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  Rail- 
road and  more  particularly  described  in  said  land  assembly  and  redevelopment  plan;  and 

Whereas,  Under  said  cooperation  agreement  dated  .January  24,  1955,  the  City  has,  among  other 
things,  advanced  to  the  Housing  Authority  the  sum  of  .¥1,378,574  as  a  grant-in-aid;  and 

Whereas,  Under  date  of  September  12,  1957,  the  Housing  Authority  and  the  City  entered  into  a 
cooperation  agreement  known  as  "West  Knd  Redevelopment  Project  Cooperation  Agreement  between 
City  of  Boston  and  Huston  Housing  Authority"  under  which  the  Housing  Authority  agreed  to  carry  out 
the  West  End  project,  and  the  City  agreed  to  make  local  grants-in-aid  in  connection  with  such  project, 
which  is  a  land  assembly  and  redevelopment  project  being  carried  out  in  accordance  with  a  certain  land 
assembly  and  redevelopment  plan  in  that  area  in  the  city  bounded  generally  by  Cambridge  street,  Blossom 
street,  Allen  street,  Charles  street,  a  broken  line  running  from  ( 'harles  street  to  the  surface  road  connecting 
Nashua  street  with  the  Leverett  Street  Traffic  Circle,  said  surface  road,  Lowell  street  and  Staniford  street 
and  more  particularly  described  in  said  land  assembly  and  redevelopment  plan;  and 

Whereas,  Under  date  of  February  16,  1954,  the  Housing  Authority  ami  the  Government  entered  into 
a  contract  known  as  "Contract  for  Advance  No.  U  R  Mass.  2-3 (A)"  under  which  the  Government  agreed 
to  advance  to  the  Housing  Authority  upon  the  conditions  set  forth  in  said  contract  the  sum  of  $80,400 
for  surveys  and  plans  in  preparation  of  a  project  of  the  character  contemplated  by  Title  I  of  the  Housing 
Act  of  1949  (Public  Law  171,  81st  Congress,  approved  July  15,  1949),  and  constituting  a  planned  or 
existing  land  assembly  and  redevelopment  project  within  the  meaning  of  the  above  cited  section  26QQ, 
—  said  contract  having  been  amended  on  October  7,  1954,  and  again  on  May  9,  1955,  so  as  to  increase 
to  $96,790  the  amount  authorized  to  be  advanced;  and 

Whereas,  There  has  been  advanced  to  the  Housing  Authority  by  the  Government  under  said  Con- 
tract for  Advance  No.  U  R  Mass.  2-3 (A)  the  sum  of  ¥96,790;  and 

Whereas,  Under  date  of  May  27,  1955,  the  Housing  Authority  and  the  Government  entered  into  a 
contract  known  as  "Loan  and  Grant  Contract  No.  U  R  Mass.  2-1  (L  C)"  under  which  the  Government 
agreed  to  make  to  the  Housing  Authority  upon  the  conditions  set  forth  in  said  contract  a  capital  grant 
not  exceeding  $2,757,146  and  a  temporary  loan  not  exceeding  $3,417,146  for  a  project  of  the  character 
contemplated  by  Title  I  of  the  Housing  Act  of  1949  (Public  Law  171,  81st  Congress,  approved  July  15, 
1949)  and  constituting  a  planned  or  existing  land  assembly  and  redevelopment  project  within  the  mean- 
ing of  the  above-cited  section  26QQ;  and 

Whereas,  Under  said  Loan  and  Grant  Contract  No.  U  R  Mass.  2-1  (L  G)  the  Government  has  ad- 
vanced to  the  Housing  Authority  a  capital  grant  and  a  temporary  loan;  and 

Whereas,  Under  date  of  July  24,  1957,  the  Housing  Authority  and  the  Government  entered  into  a 
contract  known  as  "Contract  for  Final  Planning  Advance.  Contract  No.  Mass.  R-5(A)"  under  which 
the  Government  agreed  to  advance  to  the  Housing  Authority  upon  the  conditions  set  forth  in  said  contract 
the  sum  of  $44,695  for  survevs  and  plans  in  preparation  of  a  project  of  the  character  contemplated  by 
Title  I  of  the  Housing  Act  of  1949  (Public  Law  171,  81st  Congress,  approved  July  15,  1949),  as  amended 
and  constituting  a  planned  or  existing  land  assembly  and  redevelopment  project  within  the  meaning  of 
the  above-cited  section  26QQ;  and 

Whereas,  Under  said  Contract  No.  Mass.  R-5(A),  the  Government  has  advanced  a  certain  sum  to 
the  Housing  Authority;  and 

Whereas,  Pursuant  to  the  above-cited  section  26QQ  the  Housing  Authority  desires  to  be  released 
and  discharged  from  its  undertakings,  obligations  and  duties  under  the  aforesaid  cooperation  agreement 
with  the  City  and  the  aforesaid  contracts  with  the  Government,  and  the  City  and  the  Government  are 
respectively  agreeable  to  such  release  and  discharge  provided  that  the  Redevelopment  Authority  assumes 
and  agrees  to  perform  and  carry  out  such  undertakings,  obligations  and  duties;  now,  therefore, 

In  consideration  of  the  premises  and  of  the  grants  and  agreements  hereinafter  set  forth,  it  is  hereby 
understood  and  agreed  by  and  among  the  parties  hereto  as  follows: 
ARTICLE   I. 
Transfer  of  Projects. 

A.  The  Housing  Authority,  in  consideration  of  the  Redevelopment  Authority's  assuming  and 
agreeing  to  perform  and  carry  out  all  undertakings,  obligations,  duties,  rights,  powers,  plans  and  activities 
of  the  Housing  Authority  relating  to  the  hereindescribed  projects,  does  hereby  grant,,  assign,  transfer  and 
convey  to  the  Redevelopment  Authority  all  right,  title  and  interest,  privileges  and  benefits,  of  the  Housing 
Authority  in  and  to  all  planned  or  existing  land  assembly  and  redevelopment  projects  instituted  by  the 
Housing  Authority  and  in  and  to  all  studies  and  surveys  therefor  and  in  and  to  the  aforesaid  cooperation 
agreements  with  the  City  and  the  aforesaid  contracts  with  the  Government,  being  Contracts  No.  U  R 
Mass.  2-3(A),  as  amended  as  aforesaid,  No.  U  R  Mass.  2-1  (L  G)  and  No.  Mass.  R-5(A),  and  also  all 
right,  title,  interest,  privileges  and  benefits  in  and  to  any  and  all  contracts  now  existing  between  the 
Housing  Authority  and  third  persons  relating  to  any  land  assembly  and  redevelopment  project  herein- 
before mentioned,  and  also  all  right,  title  and  interest,  privileges  and  benefits  of  the  Housing  Authority 
in  and  to  all  of  the  assets,  property  and  equipment  purchased  for  and  owned  by  the  Housing  Authority 
under  said  -cooperation  agreements  with  the  City  and  said  contracts  with  the  Government,  and  also  all 
right,  title  and  interest,  privileges  and  benefits  of  the  Housing  Authority  in  and  to  the  assets,  property, 
equipment,  studies,  surveys,  and  plans  possessed  by  the  Housing  Authority  in  connection  with  any  land 
assembly  and  redevelopment  project  as  a  result  of  preliminary  contracts  which  have  been  completed  or  as 
a  result  of  contributions  from  any  source. 

B.  The  Redevelopment  Authority  hereby  accepts  the  foregoing  grant,  assignment,  transfer  and 
conveyance  and  takes  over  and  assumes  and  agrees  to  exercise,  continue,  perform  and  carry  out  all  under- 
takings, obligations,  contracts,  duties,  rights,  powers,  plans  and  activities  of  the  Housing  Authority 
relating  to  said  land  assembly  and  redevelopment  projects;  and  without  limiting  the  generality  of  the 
foregoing,  the  Redevelopment  Authority  hereby  agrees  to  assume,  and  assumes,  all  liabilities  incurred 
by  the  Housing  Authority  as  a  result  of  a  land  taking  made  by  the  Housing  Authority  for  Project  No. 
U  R  Mass.  2-1,  said  taking  being  dated  July  27,  1955,  and  recorded  on  July  28,  1955,  with  Suffolk  Deeds, 
Book  7079,  page  503,  and  the  Redevelopment  Authority  hereby  further  agrees  to  satisfy  all  damages  for 
such  taking,  insofar  as  not  heretofore  satisfied,  whether  awarded  by  the  Housing  Authority,  determined 
by  an  agreement  for  judgment,  or  assessed  by  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  and  to  intervene  in,  and 
defend  in  substitution  for  the  Housing  Authority  all  actions  at  law  or  in  equity  arising  from  said  taking. 

C.  This  article  is  with  the  consent  of  the  Government  as  evidenced  by  its  execution  of  this  instru- 
ment, and  with  the  consent  of  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Boston  as  evidenced  by  the  endorsement 
of  its  President  thereon: 
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ARTICLE  II. 
Novation  op  Cooperation  Agreements  with  Citt. 

A.  The  Redevelopment  Authority  hereby  assumes  and  agrees  to  perform  and  carry  out  all  under- 
takings, obligations  and  duties  of  the  Housing  Authority  under  the  aforesaid  cooperation  agreements  with 
the  City,  and  agrees  to  be  the  substituted  party  to  said  cooperation  agreements  in  place  of  the  Housing 
Authority,  and  to  be  bound  by  all  the  terms  thereof  as  if  in  all  respects  the  Redevelopment  Authority 
were  the  original  party  to  said  cooperation  agreements  in  place  of  the  Housing  Authority. 

B.  The  City  hereby  releases  the  Housing  Authority  from  all  claims,  demands,  and  accounts  against 
the  Housing  Authority  in  respect  to  the  aforesaid  cooperation  agreements  with  the  City  and  accepts 
the  Redevelopment  Authority  in  place  of  the  Housing  Authority  as  the  substituted  party  to  said 
cooperation  agreements,  and  agrees  with  the  Redevelopment  Authority  to  be  bound  by  the  terms  of 
said  cooperation  agreements  in  all  respects  as  if  the  Redevelopment  Authority  were  originally  named  in  said 
cooperation  agreements  as  a  party  thereto  in  place  of  the  Housing  Authority. 

ARTICLE   III. 
Novation  of  Contracts  with  Government. 

A.  The  Redevelopment  Authority  hereby  assumes  and  agrees  to  perform  and  carry  out  all  under- 
takings, obligations  and  duties  of  the  Housing  Authority  under  the  aforesaid  contracts  with  the  Govern- 
ment, being  Contract  No.  U  R  Mass.  2-3(A),  dated  February  16,  1954,  as  amended  October  7,  1954, 
and  May  9,  1955,  Contract  No.  U  R  Mass.  2-1  (L;G),  dated  May  27,  1955,  and  Contract  No.  Mass. 
R-5(A),  dated  July  24,  1957,  and  agrees  to  be  the  substituted  party  to  said  contracts  with  the  Govern- 
ment in  place  of  the  Housing  Authority  and  to  be  bound  by  all  the  terms  thereof  as  if  in  all  respects  the 
Redevelopment  Authority  were  the  original  party  to  said  contracts  in  place  of  the  Housing  Authority. 

B.  The  Government  hereby  releases  the  Housing  Authority  from  all  claims,  demands  and  accounts 
against  the  Housing  Authority  in  respect  to  the  aforesaid  contracts  with  the  Government  and  accepts 
the  Redevelopment  Authority  in  place  of  the  Housing  Authority  as  the  substituted  party  to  said  con- 
tracts, and  agrees  with  the  Redevelopment  Authority  to  be  bound  by  the  terms  of  said  contracts  in  all 
respects  as  if  the  Redevelopment  Authority  were  originally  named  in  said  contracts  as  a  party  thereto 
in  place  of  the  Housing  Authority. 

ARTICLE   IV. 
Novation  op  Contracts  with  Third  Persons. 

A.  The  Redevelopment  Authority  hereby  assumes  and  agrees  to  perform  and  carry  out  all  under- 
takings, obligations  and  duties  of  the  Housing  Authority  under  the  aforesaid  contracts  now  existing 
between  the  Housing  Authority  and  third  persons,  and  agrees  to  be  the  substituted  party  thereto  in  the 
place  of  the  Housing  Authority  and  to  be  bound  by  all  the  terms  thereof  as  if  in  all  respects  the  Redevelop- 
ment Authority  were  the  original  party  to  said  contracts  in  place  of  the  Housing  Authority. 

B.  The  Redevelopment  Authority  agrees  that  it  will  pass,  do,  make,  execute,  and  deliver  every  and 
all  such  further  resolutions,  agreements  and  instruments  as  may  be  necessary  or  desirable  for  novating, 
by  the  substitution  of  the  Redevelopment  Authority,  the  aforesaid  contracts  now  existing  between  the 
Housing  Authority  and  third  persons. 

ARTICLE   V. 
Miscellaneous  Provisions. 

A.  The  Housing  Authority  agrees  that  it  will,  so  far  as  it  may  be  authorized  by  law,  pass,  do,  make, 
execute,  acknowledge  and  deliver,  every  and  all  such  further  resolutions,  acts,  deeds,  assignments,  transfers, 
certificates,  statements  and  assurances  as  may  be  necessary  or  desirable  for  the  better  assuring,  assigning 
and  confirming  any  and  all  assets,  lands,  rights,  moneys  and  other  funds  hereby  granted,  assigned,  trans- 
ferred or  conveyed  or  intended  so  to  be,  or  which  the  Housing  Authority  may  hereafter  become  bound  to 
grant,  assign,  transfer  or  convey,  or  as  may  be  reasonable  or  required  to  carry  out  the  purposes  of  this 
agreement  or  the  rights,  duties  and  liabilities  of  the  Housing  Authority,  the  Redevelopment  Authority, 
the  City  or  the  Government  under  the  terms  of  this  agreement. 

B.  Notwithstanding  any  error  or  omission  in  any  statement  in  this  agreement  or  elsewhere  pertain- 
ing to  the  aforesaid  cooperation  agreements  with  the  City  or  either  of  them,  or  to  the  aforesaid  contracts 
with  the  Government  or  any  of  them,  the  Redevelopment  Authority  hereby  assumes  and  agrees  to  be 
responsible  for  all  obligations  of  the  Housing  Authority  under  said  cooperation  agreements  and  said 
contracts  which  have  been  incurred  by  the  Housing  Authority  in  pursuance  of  the  development  of  land 
assembly  and  redevelopment  or  urban  renewal  projects  and  which  are  at  the  present  time  obligations  of 
the  Housing  Authority. 

C.  The  Housing  Authority  hereby  represents  and  agrees  that  at  the  time  of  its  execution  of  this 
agreement  there  are  not,  and  at  the  time  this  agreement  shall  take  effect  there  will  not  be,  any  bond,  note 
or  certificate  of  indebtedness  of  the  Housing  Authority  issued  and  outstanding  on  account  of  any  projects 
granted,  assigned,  transferred  and  conveyed  by  this  agreement  except  such  as  may  be  held  by  the  Govern- 
ment. 

ARTICLE   VI. 
Effective  Date. 

This  agreement  shall  become  effective  upon,  but  only  upon,  its  execution  by  the  Government  acting 
by  and  through  the  Housing  and  Home  Finance  Administrator,  or  his  authorized  representative,  who, 
at  the  time  of  such  execution,  shall  certify  hereon  the  day  and  hour  thereof. 

In  Witness  Whereof  the  Housing  Authority  has  caused  this  agreement  to  be  duly  executed  and 
attested  and  its  seal  to  be  hereunto  affixed,  and  the  Redevelopment  Authority  lias  caused  this  agreement 
to  be  duly  executed  and  attested  and  its  seal  to  be  hereunto  affixed,  and  the  City  of  Boston  has  caused 
this  agreement  to  be  duly  executed  and  attested  and  its  seal  to  be  hereunto  affixed,  and  the  Government 
has  caused  this  agreement  to  be  duly  executed.

1  (a).  Library  Services  —  It  is  not  possible 
to  obtain  figures  as  to  the  costs  rendered  non- 
residents for  library  services.  However,  the 
following    information    may    be    useful: 

As  is  the  case  with  any  large  metropolitan 
library,  Boston  Public  Library  procedure  is 
governed  by  reciprocal  agreements  that  permit 
a  continuing  practice  of  interlibrary  loaning 
of  books  to  surrounding  cities  and  towns. 
With  reference  to  the  Boston  Library,  most  of 
this  type  of  borrowing  is  done  by  outside  li- 
braries. When  a  particular  title  requested  is 
not  in  stock  the  Boston  Library  rarely  turns 
to  the  smaller  surrounding  communities,  but 
rather  to  such  institutions  as  the  Library  of 
Congress,  the  Widener  Library,  or  the  New 
York  Public  Library.  When  such  a  title  is 
requested  by  the  Boston  Library,  postage  is 
paid  out  of  budget  appropriations  and  reim- 
bursements  arc   deposited   to   General   Revenue. 

The  library  has  filed  several  bills  with  the 
current  Legislature  that  are  designed  to  ob- 
tain aid  to  the  library  because  of  this  practice, 
which  must  have  an  obvious  effect  upon  book 
replacement  needs.  As  supporting  data  for 
these  bills,  Mr.  Lord  is  currently  assembling 
figures  on  this  phase  of  the  library's  activities, 
which  are  expected  to  be  completed  in  the 
near    future. 

For  Nonresident  Borrowing  Permits  the  li- 
brary charges  a  fee  of  $3  per  year  (Revised 
Ordinance  of  1947,  as  amended,  Chapter  40A, 
Section  1,  Clause  173).  Income  from  this 
source  during  1956  amounted  to  $9,714,  and 
for  the  first  eleven  months  of  1957,  $9,278, 
which  would  indicate  that  the  current  year's 
receipts  from  this  source  should  exceed 
$10,000.  The  library  estimates  that  40  per 
cent  of  the  borrowers  are  nonresidents,  and  a 


six-weeks  survey  of  this  phase  of  the  library's 
activities  is  planned,  starting  January  1,   1958. 

1  (b).  Hospital  Services — No  figures  are 
available  at  the  hospital  which  could  be  used 
to  project  costs  for  nonresident  services  against 
tax  rate  representation.  The  department  ad- 
vances several  reasons  which  prevent  a  cate- 
gorical breakdown  of  costs  according  to  non- 
resident care,  and  it  is  not  possible  to  draw 
from  their  records  anything  resembling  such 
a  total,  as  their  accounting  records  do  not 
isolate  such  costs  or  charges.  Receipts  from 
the  state,  cities,  and  towns  are  credited  to 
revenue  without  distinction  as  to  the  year  to 
which  reimbursements  apply.  Consequently, 
figures  designed  to  show  nonresident  costs, 
receipts,  and  net  loss  for  any  fiscal  period  are 
unobtainable  under  the  existing  system. 

1  (c).  Other  Departments — With  respect  to 
other  departments,  no  breakdown  of  costs 
borne  for   nonresident  services   is   available. 

It  is  therefore  not  possible,  as  may  be  seen 
from  the  foregoing  remarks,  to  instance  rep- 
resentation of  these  items  in  the  tax  rate  at 
this  time,  although  future  information  from 
the  library  may  serve  to  obtain  such  a 
figure   for    that   activity. 

2.  $5,000,000  Bond  Issue  for  M.D.C.  Recre- 
ational Program— Chapter  627  of  the  Acts  of 
1957,  authorizing  and  directing  the  Metropoli- 
tan District  Commission  to  construct,  enlarge, 
and  improve  its  recreational  facilities  and  to 
spend  therefor  an  amount  not  exceeding 
$5,000,000,  directs  that  all  interest  payments 
and  payments  on  account  of  principal  re- 
demption of  bonds  issued  shall  be  paid  from 
the  Metropolitan  District  Commission  park 
funds,  to  be  assessed  by  methods  fixed  by  law. 

Under  the  law,  the  method  used  by  the 
state  in  assessing  such  charges  on  cities  and 
towns  is  based  upon  valuations  as  established 
by  chapter  559,  Acts  of  1945.  Boston's  obli- 
gation under  this  formula  is  40.8885  per  cent 
of  the  total.  Assuming  that  the  total  authori- 
zation of  $5,000,000  was  issued  at  one  time 
at  a  rate  of  3  per  cent  per  annum,  the  cost 
to  Boston  on  account  of  redemption  of  prin- 
cipal would  be  $2,044,425  and  the  cost  on 
account  of  interest  payments  would  be 
$643,994.  The  cost  to  Boston  the  first  year 
would  be  $102,221  for  principal  payments  and 
$61,332  for  interest  payments.  Based  on  a 
tax  rate  of  $86  these  two  charges  would  repre- 
sent approximately  11  cents  of  the  rate.

led  in  a  City  Council  order  dated  Decem-

costs  of  the  Chelsea  District  Court,  I 
mit    the    following: 
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1.  The  Moneys  Expended  for  the  Operation 
of  the  Chelsea  District  Court  for  the  Year 
1956. 

The  moneys  expended  for  the  operation  of 
the  District  Court  of  Chelsea  for  the  year 
1956  amounted  to  $76,600.  These  expenditures 
were  made  out  of  County  Budget  appropria- 
tions, which  were  paid  for  by  the  City  of 
Boston  under  three  programs:  (a)  Adminis- 
tration of  Justice,  (b)  Maintenance  of  Gen- 
eral Court  Activities  and  Records,  and  (c) 
Supervision  of  Probationer's,  and  were  made 
up  of  payments  for  Personal  Services 
($71,891.99),  Contractual  Services  ($2,041.85), 
Supplies  and  Materials  ($2,889.62),  Current 
Charges  and  Obligations  ($1119.50),  and  Equip- 
ment    ($167.04). 

2.  Pension  Payments  Made  by  the  City  of 
Boston  During  1956  in  Connection  with  People 
Retired   from   Chelsea   District  Court. 

According  to  the  records  of  the  Boston  Re- 
tirement Board,  pension  payments  made  by 
the  City  of  Boston  during  the  year  1956  in 
connection  with  retirements  from  the  District 
Court  of   Chelsea   amounted   to  $2,832. 

3.  The  Number  of  Commitments  to  Penal 
Institutions  Ordered  by  Chelsea  District  Court 
During  1956,  the  Total  Number  of  Days  Com- 
mitted   and    Confinement    Costs. 

Commitments  to  penal  institutions  ordered 
by  the  District  Court  of  Chelsea  during  1956, 
involving  confinements  for  which  the  City  of 
Boston  made  payment,  numbered  76  to  the 
Suffolk  County  Jail  and  184  to  the  Suffolk 
County  House  of  Correction,  for  a  total  of 
260     commitments. 

Chelsea  Court  commitments  to  the  jail  were 
responsible  for  a  total  of  955  committed  days. 
Determination  of  cost  per  confinement  day 
has  not  been  made  by  the  jail  officials,  but 
arrangements  with  the  federal  government 
(U.  S.  Marshal's  Office  and  Immigration 
Service)  call  for  reimbursements  at  the  rate 
of  $2.30  per  day.  If  this  rate  were  applied 
to  commitments  from  Chelsea  Court,  an  esti- 
mated cost  of  $2,200  would  be  determined. 
In  view  of  the  fact  that  jail  appropriation 
expenditures  for  1956  were  approximately 
$450,000,  this  could  well  be  an  underestimate 
of   actual   costs   borne   by   the   City   of   Boston. 

The  sentences  served  on  the  184  commit- 
ments from  Chelsea  Court  to  the  House  of 
Correction  totaled  13,449  days,  some  of  which 
extended  beyond  1956.  To  obtain  the  total 
number  of  days  actually  served  during  1956, 
it  would  be  necessary  to  take  into  considera- 
tion sentences  overlapping  from  the  previous 
year.  According  to  figures  obtained  from  the 
House  of  Correction,  the  total  number  of  ac- 
tual days  served  during  1956  because  of  Chel- 
sea Court  commitments  amounted  to  15,600. 
At  Deer  Island  a  computation  has  been  made 
that  shows  an  estimated  cost  of  $1,500  per 
year  to  keep  an  inmate.  This  is  obtained 
by  applying  an  average  daily  population  in 
excess  of  600  inmates  against  institution  costs 
(which  were  approximately  $1,054,000  in 
1956),  indicating  that  the  individual  cost  is 
approximately  $4  per  day.  Using  this  for- 
mula, confinement  costs  during  1956  for  in- 
mates committed  by  Chelsea  Court  amounted 
to  $62,400. 

Combining  the  House  of  Correction  estimate 
of  cost  per  day  with  a  projection  of  the 
federal  reimbursement  rate  at  the  jail  (the 
only  rate  available  at  that  institution),  an 
estimate  of  the  costs  borne  by  the  Boston 
taxpayers  for  Chelsea  Court  commitments  to 
the  two  penal  institutions  during  1956  would 
total   approximately   $64,600   as   follows:

4.  Any  Other  Expenses  Paid  by  the  Boston 
Taxpayers  Through  the  City  of  Boston  Treas- 
ury as  a  Result  of  the  Operation  of  the  Chel- 
sea   District    Court. 

Any  presentation  of  County  Budget  ex- 
penditures for  a  district  court,  money  for 
which  is  supplied  completely  by  the  Boston 
taxpayers,  should  be  considered  in  relation  to 
additions  to  the  expenses  of  other  courts,  and 
specifically  to  the  Superior  Court,  occasioned 
by  the  transference  of  cases  for  trial.  Since 
this  is  routine  procedure  for  district  courts, 
a  simple  statement  of  appropriation  expendi- 
tures for  a  district  court  would  be  necessarily 
incomplete,  as  these  transfers  and  removals 
add  to  the  costs  attaching  to  the  Superior 
Court,  which  are  also  paid  by  the  Boston 
taxpayers.  For  example,  during  the  fiscal 
year  1956,  297  cases  were  removed  from  Chel- 
sea Court  to  the  Superior  Civil  Session  for 
jury  trial,  93  criminal  appeals  (including 
cases  over  which  the  Court  had  no  jurisdiction) 
were  taken  for  trial  to  the  Superior  Criminal 
Session,  and  12  cases  were  moved  to  other 
courts  in  the  county  for  consolidation.  These 
add  up  to  a  total  of  402  cases  for  which  the 
additional  costs  (not  included  in  the  expendi- 
tures for  Chelsea  Court)  would  be  paid  by 
the  City  of  Boston  through  County  Budget  ap- 
propriations. 

5.  The  Total  Amount  of  Moneys  Paid  by 
the  Boston  Taxpayers  Arising  Out  of  the 
Operation  of  the  Chelsea  District  Court  for 
the   Fiscal   Year   1956. 

Including  the  estimates  of  costs  shown 
above,  the  total  amount  of  moneys  paid  by 
the  Boston  taxpayers  arising  out  of  the  oper- 
ation of  the  District  Court  of  Chelsea  for  the 
fiscal  year   1956   was  as   follows:

Dear   Mr.   Mayor: 

At  the  beginning  of  the  1957  budget  year 
this  department  had  thirty  staff  positions  au- 
thorized which  if  fully  occupied  for  the  entire 
year  would  require  a  salary  appropriation  of 
$155,933.25.  However,  as  of  the  first  of  this 
year  five  of  the  thirty  positions  were  newly 
authorized  and  unfilled,  and  seven  of  the  previ- 
ously authorized  twenty-five  positions  were 
vacant.  This  being  so,  and  because  of  the 
nationwide  shortage  of  city  planners  and  the 
difficulties  that  could  be  expected  to  be  en- 
countered in  filling  these  positions,  Adminis- 
trative Services  estimated  that  a  realistic 
salary  appropriation  for  the  year  would  be 
$112,300.  It  is  this  figure  that  was  allowed 
in    our    current    budget. 

We  were  successful  at  filling  the  positions 
more  rapidly  than  anticipated,  and  at  the 
present  time  our  Item  10  appropriation  is 
overdrawn. 

As  you  know,  the  turnover  among  city 
planning  professionals  is  high  because  of  the 
constant  stream  of  higher-paying  offers  being 
extended  to  trained  planners  from  other  areas. 
To  keep  the  staff  up  to  full  strength  a  con- 
stant program  of  replacement  is  required,  a 
program  simplified  in  Boston  because  of  its 
proximity  to  the  Harvard  and  M.  I.  T.  plan- 
ning schools.  Since  we  knew  that  the  appro- 
priation would  not  be  adequate  to  finish  out 
the  year,  one  vacancy  was  never  filled,  two 
were  filled  part  time,  and  three  vacancies  oc- 
curring during  November  are  not  being  filled 
pending  the  availability  of  funds,  although 
candidates  for  these  positions  are  available 
and    awaiting    word   from    us. 

If  we  are  to  be  permitted  to  fill  all  vacan- 
cies immediately  we  will  need  $15,066.25  to 
finish  out  the  year.  If  existing  vacancies  are 
not  filled  until  January  we  will  need  $13,569.25. 
These  figures  are  exclusive  of  the  deficit  of 
$4,500  existing  in  Item  10  as  of  today.

"That  the  Trustees  of  the  Boston  Public  Library 
take  immediate  steps  to  restore  the  services  of  the 
bookmobile'  in  the  City  Point  section  of  South 
Boston." 

On  October  31,  1957,  the  Trustees  of  the  Library 
opened  a  new  library  building  for  the  South 
Bostort  Branch  Library  on  East  Broadway,  on  the 
site  of  the  old  Lincoln  School.  Since  this  location 
was  selected  purposely  with  a  view  to  establishing 
branch  library  service  at  an  area  more  central  to 
the  entire  population  of  that  section  of  South 
Boston  than  was  true  in  the  case  of  the  old  location 
of  the  City  Point  Branch  Library,  the  belief  of 
the  trustees  was  that  thus  there  was  effected  an 
improvement  in  library  facilities  available  to  all 
individuals  in  the  City  Point  area  to  an  extent 
that  there  would  be  unnecessary  thereafter  the 
sending  of  a  bookmobile  to  the  City  Point  section. 

The  above  arrangement  was  instituted  as  part  of 
the  long-term  program  for  strengthening  the 
coverage  of  the  entire  City  of  Boston  in  respect  to 
branch-library  coverage,  as  announced  by  his 
Horror  the  Mayor  and  the  Trustees  of  the  Library 
in  January,  1956,  based  on  a  new  master  plan  for 
branch-library  coverage  for  the  City  of  Boston,  as 
promulgated  by  the  City  Planning  Board,  and  as 
recommended  also  by  the  Mayor's  Citizens  Com- 
mittee on  Municipal  Finance. 

For  South  Boston  the  understanding  was  that 
branch-library  coverage  would  be  afforded  by  two 
instead  of  three  branch  libraries  as  previously 
existing,  with  a  first-class  and  enlarged  new  branch 
library  building  on  East  Broadway  on  the  former  site 
of  the  Lincoln  School,  making  it  possible  to  dis- 
continue thereafter  the  sending  of  a  bookmobile 
into  both  that  area  and  the  area  lying  beyond  out 
toward  the  Point.  These  new  arrangements  were  to 
make  possible  not  only  an  improvement  in  the 
binary  service  to  South  Boston,  but  also  a  contri- 
bution to  the  straitened  financial  resources  of  the 
City  of  Boston  through  a  lessened  cost. 

When  all  of  these  considerations  were  presented 
and  discussed  with  representatives  from  South 
Boston  prior  to  the  making  of  the  decision  actually 
to  proceed  in  accordance  with  these  considerations, 
the  Library  Trustees  were  assured  that  there 
would  be  no  objection  to  the  discontinuance  of  the 
bookmobile  service  to  the  area  following  the  open- 
ing of  the  proposed  branch  library.

With  reference  to  Council  order  of  December  2, 
1957,  ordering  that  this  commission  immediately 
survey  the  possibility  of  widening  the  roadways 
adjacent  to  the  Boston  Common  on  Tremont 
street,  Charles  street,  Beacon  street,  and  Park 
street,  by  reducing  the  sidewalk  area  on  the  Com- 
mon side  of  each  street,  I  respectfully  advise  that 
the  matter  of  physical  changes  in  public  streets  is 
under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Public  Improvement 
Commission. 

I  offer  the  following  comments  regarding  the 
feasibility  of  the  proposal: 

1.  Tremont  Street. — The  last  serious  proposal 
for  widening  the  roadway  of  this  street  by  a  cutback 
on  the  Common  side  was  made  early  in  1950.  At 
that  time  the  matter  was  referred  to  the  Bridge 
Division  of  the  Public  Works  Department  and  a 
report  was  submitted  by  John  DeMeulenaer,  then 
division  engineer,  lie  reported  that,  because  the 
westerly  curb  of  this  portion  of  Tremont  street 
encroaches  about  6  feet  onto  the  roof  of  the  MTA 
subway  and  that  a  further  encroachment  would 
involve  the  rebuilding  of  the  subway  roof  and 
incidental  other  strengthening,  lie  estimated  that 
the  cost  would  be  SI  ,110(1,000  and  that  the  surface 
construction  of  the  roadway  would  cost  an  addi- 
tional $20,000.  He  referred  in  his  report  to  a 
simultaneous  estimate  made  by  the  MTA  which 
was  in  the  amount  of  $1,850,000. 

2.  Charles  Street. — It  would  appear  that 
serious  consideration  of  widening  the  roadway  of 
Charles  street,  as  suggested,  should  be  deferred 
pending  the  advent  of  the  Boston  Common  garage. 
The  design  of  the  entrances  and  exits  of  the 
garage  would  dictate  the  extent  to  which  any 
future  widening  could  be  made. 

3.  Beacon  Street. — Widening  Beacon  street  to 
provide  an  additional  lane  of  traffic  would  entail 
taking  a  strip  of  the  Common  adjacent  to  the 
street.  This,  of  course,  would  require  legislation 
and  having  in  mind  the  experience  associated  with 
seeming  legislative  permission  to  construct  the 
garage  it  would  seem  that,  the  possibility  of  further 
slicing  of  the  Common  would  be  very  remote. 

4.  Park  Street. — In  essence,  the  status  of  Park 
street  is  the  same  as  that  of  Beacon  street.
